DECISIONS. 

During  the  year  I  have  rendered  the  following  decisions: 

Decision  1.  Question. — Is  it  lawful  for  officers  or  past  officers  of 
Grand  or  subordinate  lodges  to  use  their  official  titles  in  endorsing  or 
promoting  any  insurance  or  other  business? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  2.  Question. — The  Loyal  Protective  Insurance  Company  pub¬ 
lishes  endorsements  of  its  business,  signed  by  certain  officers  or  past 
officers  of  Grand  Bodies,  using  their  official  titles.  It  also  stated  that  it 
is  the  only  insurance  company  endorsed  by  Grand  Lodge  Officers. 
(Exhibit.)  Is  the  Loyal  Protective  Insurance  Company  conducting  a 
lawful  business  in  conformity  with  the  tenets  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — The  Loyal  Protective  Insurance  Company  is  a  private  en¬ 
terprise  and  must  be  conducted  as  such.  It  is  not  in  conformity  with 
the  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  use  the  names  of  members 
of  the  Order  as  members  of  the  Order  or  as  officers  of  the  lodge  to 
promote  a  private  business. 

Dec.  3,  Question. — Is  it  lawful  for  a  brother  to  act  as  agent  or  pro¬ 
mote  the  interests  of  such  an  insurance  company  which  uses  in  its 
advertising  matter  official  endorsements  as  described? 

Answer. — No.  (See  Sec.  471,  Busbee’s  Digest.) 

Dec.  4.  Statement.— Cslh  any  portion  of  the  special  fund  pro¬ 
vided  for  in  Article  503  of  the  Digest,  be  used  for  the  purpose  of  pur¬ 
chasing  jewels  for  Past  Grands,  by  subordinate  lodges? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  5.  Statement. — The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  the  true 
intent  and  meaning  of  the  law  in  reference  to  the  regalia  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  branches  of  our  Order,  each  being  kept  separate  and  distinct, 
and  neither  to  be  permitted  to  loan  to  any  other  branch  of  the  Order 
for  d,isplay,  or  any  other  purpose. 
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The  robes,  etc.,  used  in  the  portrayal  of  the  various  degrees  it  is 
thought  by  some,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  they  are  inanufactured,  pub¬ 
licly  displayed,  and  advertised  in  illustrated  catalogues,  labelled  with 
the  names  of  the  characters  they  are  intended  to  portray,  and  the  em¬ 
ployees  of  said  regalia  firms  need  not  necessarily  be  members  of  the 
Order,  and  therefore  the  law  of  our  Order  should  not  debar  one  branch 
from  loaning  to  the  other,  when  for  the  best  interests  of  the  Order  it 
would  be  desirable  to  do  so. 

Question.- — Can  a  subordinate  lodge  loan  any  portion  of  its  robes 
that  could  be  utilized  by  the  male  members  of  a  Eebekah  lodge  in 
portraying  the  characters  they  may  take  in  the  conferring  of  the 
Rebekah  Degree? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  6.  Statement. — The  Committee  on  Laws  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Manitoba,  1.  O.  O.  F.,  had  a  by-law  submitted  to  them  for  approval, 
which  reads  as  follows: 

“  40.  If  the  attending  physician  advises  that  the  nature  of  the  ill¬ 
ness  is  such  that  the  attendance  of  a  nurse  is  necessary,  one  shall  be 
procured  by  the  chairman  of  this  committee,  and  such  attendance 
shall  be  continued  until  terminated  by  the  chairman  on  the  advice  of 
the  attending  physician,  the  cost  of  the  said  nursing  to  be  paid  for 
out  of  the  Sick  Nursing  Fund,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed  $1.50  per  day; 
if  in  the  hospital  75  cents  per  day,  to  be  paid  to  the  hospital  authori¬ 
ties.” 

Statement. — The  Committee  on  Laws  rules  that  the  word  day  in 
the  8th  and  9th  lines  be  struck  out,  and  the  word  night  be  inserted. 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  having  decided  that  a  lodge  must  pro¬ 
vide  by  its  by-laws  for  night  nurses  or  watchers,  and  that  it  may 
provide  for  day  nurses  or  watchers,  and  that  in  case  the  word  day 
does  not  cover  both  night  and  day  as  intended  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

Question. — Was  the  Committee  on  Laws  right  in  striking  out  the 
word  day  and  inserting  the  word  night  in  the  by-law? 

Answer. — No.  The  committee  had  no  such  power. 

Dec.  8.  Statement. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  Manitoba,  1.  O.  0.  F.,  has 
instructed  its  Committee  on  By-laws*to  approve  of  a  by-law  that  reads 
as  follows: 

“  A  nurse  shall  be  procured  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Visiting  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  advice  of  the  attending  physician,  the  cost  of  said  nurs¬ 
ing  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Sick  Nursing  Fund,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed 
one  dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  Calendar  Day.'" 

Question. — Are  the  words  “  Calendar  Day  ”  proper  words  to  insert  in 
a  by-law  in  regard  to  hiring  a  nurse.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  hav¬ 
ing  decided  that  only  night  nurses  or  watchers  must  be  furnished,  and 
that  a  lodge  may  provide  for  day  nurses  or  watchers  in  its  by-laws? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec,  9.  Statement. — A  and  B,  hotel  owners  and  keepers,  are  mem¬ 
bers  in  good  standing  in  Addison  Lodge,  No.  345,  both  having  joined 
the  lodge  prior  to  1895,  when  the  law  was  enacted  prohibiting  hotel 
keepers  tending  bar  from  becoming  members  of  the  Order.  A  and  B 
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have  been  continuous  members  since  joining,  have  at  all  times  been 
hotel  keepers,  and  dispensed  liquors  over  the  bar. 

At  the  general  election  held  in  the  fall  of  1907,  the  local  option 
question  was  submitted  and  the  temperance  people  carried  the  day, 
making  Addison  a  dry  town  for  two  years  and  six  months. 

At  the  general  election  held  in  the  fall  of  1909  the  local  option  ques¬ 
tion  was  again  submitted  and  license  was  restored. 

On  October  1,  1910,  said  A  and  B  procured  license  and  again  com¬ 
menced  dispensing  liquors  over  the  bar. 

Question  1. — Are  said  A  and  B  liable  to  expulsion  from  the  lodve 
under  the  law  prohibiting  hotel  keepers  tending  bar  from  being  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Does  the  question  of  being  deprived  of  the  privilege  of 
selling  liquor  by  vote  of  the  people  constitute  a  going  out  of  the  liquor 
business  under  the  law  prohibiting  hotel  keepers  tending  bar  from  be¬ 
ing  members  of  this  Order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  S. — Does  the  resumption  of  this  business,  dispensing  liquor 
over  the  bar,  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  people  and  the  laws 
of  the  State  of  New  York,  constitute  a  resumption  of  the  liquor  busi¬ 
ness  under  the  law  prohibiting  hotel  keepers  tending  bar  from  being 
members  of  this  Order? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  10.  Statement. — There  is  nothing  in  Report  91,  page  151,  Daily 
Journal,  1910  session,  to  show  that  Article  X  of  the  By-laws  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  was  to  be  amended  by  the  adoption  of  said 
report.  Article  XXX  of  the  By-laws  provides  that  no  resolution  shall 
operate  to  change,  alter,  or  amend  any  of  the  By-laws  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  unless  said  resolution  upon  its  face  and  by  its 
terms  assumes  to  make  such  change,  alteration  or  amendment,  and 
shall  state  distinctly  the  particular  By-law  to  be  affected. 

Question. — Is  not  the  whole  matter  set  forth  in  said  Report  91  null 
and  void,  inasmuch  as  it  was  not  presented  in  proper  form,  and  was 
in  effect  an  amendment  to  the  By-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — It  is  my  opinion  that  an  attempt  has  been  made  by  Report 
91,  page  151,  Daily  Journal,  1910  session,  to  amend  Article  X  of  the 
By-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Article  XXX  of  the  By-laws 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  provides  the  manner  in  which  the  same 
may  be  amended.  The  requirements  of  Article  XXX  have  not  been 
complied  with  in  the  present  instance. 

It  is,  therefore,  my  opinion  that  the  whole  matter  in  Report  91  is 
void  and  without  effect  and  should  be  set  aside  and  I  have  directed  the 
Grand  Secretary  accordingly. 

Dec.  11.  Question. — If  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Kentucky  fixes  a  minimum  fee  that  shall  be  charged  all  who  join  a 
lodge  in  Kentucky,  and  a  resident  of  Kentucky  joins  a  lodge  in  another 
or  adjacent  Jurisdiction  that  charges  a  lesser  fee  than  the  Constitution 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Kentucky  provides,  under  the  laws  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  the  difference  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Kentucky?

Answer. — “  Any  person  residing  in  one  Jurisdiction  and  joining  a 
lodge  or  encampment  in  another  Jurisdiction,  whose  fees  for  admis¬ 
sion  to  membership,  either  by  initiation  or  deposit  of  card,  are  less 
than  the  minimum  fees  charged  in  his  own  Jurisdiction,  shall  pay  to 
the  lodge  or  encampment  he  so  joins,  the  amount  of  the  minimum  fees 
charged  in  his  own  Jurisdiction,  and  the  lodge  or  encampment  which 
he  joins  shall  pay  the  excess  thus  collected  over  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
or  Grand  Encampment  of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  he  resides.” 
(Busbee’s  Digest  451,  page  131.) 

I  therefore  answer  your  question — Yes. 

Dec.  12.  Question. — Did  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  1898, 
granting  the  privilege  of  adjacent  Jurisdictions  to  receive  as  mem¬ 
bers  residents  of  Kentucky,  and  in  which  this  provision  is  a  part  of 
said  action — Provided  further  that  the  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  are  complied  with,”  do  away  with  the  law  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  as  found  in  Sections  451  and  926,  Busbee’s  Digest,  1903, 
providing  that  any  difference  in  fees  shall  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  the  Jurisdiction  in  which  the  candidate  is  a  resident? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  13.  Question. — Will  both  forms  of  the  Veteran  Jewel,  as  now 
sold,  be  recognized  after  January  1,  1911,  in  lieu  of  regalia? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  14.  Statem,ent. — A  brother  having  changed  his  place  of  resi¬ 
dence,  now  wishes  to  avail  himself  of  the  advantages  of  the  transfer 
law  of  1904.  The  lodge  to  which  he  now  belongs  has  a  level  rate  of 
dues,  for  all  its  members,  of  $1.50  per  quarter.  The  lodge  to  which  he 
wishes  to  transfer  has  a  graded  scale  of  dues  regulated  according  to 
the  age  of  the  member  at  admission  to  the  lodge,  the  minimum  rate 
being  $1.55  per  quarter.  The  benefits  of  the  new  lodge  are  also  greater 
than  the  lodge  from  which  he  proposes  transferring. 

Question. — Must  the  brother  pay  the  rate  of  dues  provided  by  the 
new  lodge’s  by-laws  or  does  his  connection  with  his  old  lodge  in  any 
way  influence  the  amount  of  dues  to  be  paid  into  the  lodge  to  which 
he  transfers? 

Answer. — As  soon  as  transfer  is  effected  he  will  be  controlled  by  the 
by-laws  of  the  new  lodge. 

Dec.  15.  Question. — Is  a  Syrian,  Arab  or  an  Arabian  entitled  to 
membership  in  our  Order? 

Ansioer. — First,  A  Syrian  is  a  Caucasian  and  is  therefore  entitled  to 
membership.  (Proc.  1906,  page  434,  Decision  26.) 

Second,  An  Arab,  or  Arabian,  is  not  entitled  to  membership  in  our 
Order.  The  best  dictionaries  state  that  the  Arab  is  a  member  of  a 
swarthy  race  inhabiting  Arabia,  and  largely  Syria,  and  northern  Africa. 
(Sec.  2,  Art.  16,  Constitution,  page  783,  Busbee’s  Digest.) 

Dec.  16.  ^tateinent. — The  Rituals  of  subordinate  and  Rebekah 
lodges  (page  34,  subordinate;  page  13,  Rebekah),  provide  that  when 
balloting  upon  applications  for  membership  or  degrees,  it  is  not  per¬ 
missible  to  exhibit  the  ballot  to  any  member  except  to  the  Noble 
Grand  and  the  Vice  Grand.  The  contention  is  made  that  the  Ritual

governs  only  in  matters  purely  Ritualistic,  and  that  Grand  Bodies 
may  provide  by  legislation  that  the  ballot  may  be  exhibited  to,  and 
examined  by,  the  supporters  of  the  Noble  Grand. 

Question  1. — Are  not  the  provisions  of  the  Rituals,  above  men¬ 
tioned,  applicable  upon  all  lodges? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  2. — Do  not  all  of  the  instructions  appearing  in  any  part  of 
the  Rituals,  whether  relating  to  the  degrees  or  otherwise,  apply 
equally  upon  all  lodges  of  the  Order  regardless  of  the  fact  that  con¬ 
trary  provisions  may  appear  in  the  constitutions  of  Grand  Bodies 
having  jurisdiction  over  such  subordinates,  or  that  contrary  legisla¬ 
tion  may  have  been  enacted  either  by  such  Grand  Bodies  or  by  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Question  3. — Are  not  all  laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Grand 
or  subordinate  bodies  which  conflict  in  any  manner  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Rituals  null  and  void? 

Answer. — Yes,  in  so  far  as  they  conflict  with  the  Rituals. 

Question  4- — Can  any  of  the  general  instructions  appearing  in  the 
Rituals  be  changed,  altered,  or  amended  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  except  by  two-thirds  vote  required  for  a  change  in  this  written 
work  of  the  Order? 

Answer. — No.  (Sec.  5,  Art.  1,  Cons.  Sov.  Grand  Lodge,  page  772, 
Busbee’s  Digest;  Secs.  2222-2224  and  2561.) 

Dec.  17.  Question  1. — Does  the  adoption  of  a  resolution  to  estab¬ 
lish  concurrent  jurisdiction  throughout  a  Grand  Jurisdiction  abridge 
the  rights  and  intention  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  its  pro¬ 
vision  for  the  use  of  “  Transfer  Certiflcates  ”  within  Grand  Juris¬ 
diction? 

Answer. — No. 

Question  2. — If  so,  has  a  Grand  Body  the  right  to  establish  con¬ 
current  jurisdiction  to  the  exclusion  of  this  form  of  change  of  mem¬ 
bership? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  18.  "Question. — May  a  number  of  members  of  a  subordinate 
lodge,  from  their  own  means,  and  without  expense  to  any  branch  of 
the  Order,  erect  a  memorial  window  in  a  Sectarian  Church,  in  memory 
of  deceased  members  of  their  lodge;  said  window  bearing  appropriate 
inscriptions  and  using  emblems  of  the  Order,  together  with  the  name 
and  number  of  the  local  lodge,  followed  by  the  letters  I.  O.  0.  F.? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  19.  Question. — Is  the  use  of  the  Rituals  permissible  in  public 
installations,  the  instructions  concerning  the  use  of  the  gavel,  the  en¬ 
tering,  retiring  and  all  other  instructions  found  in  the  book  itself 
being  strictly  followed? 

Answer. — No. 
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Dec.  20.  Question. — Can  a  Third  degree  member,  not  being  a  Past 
Grand,  act  as  District  Deputy? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  21.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  charge  a  brother,  coming  to  it  by 
Transfer  Card,  $1.00  per  year  for  every  year  over  the  age  of  45? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  22.  Question. — Can  a  line  officer  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
purchase  and  keep  in  his  own  possession  a  Ritual  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  degree? 

Answer. — ^No. 

Dec.  23.  Question. — Also,  can  a  line  officer  or  any  officer  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant,  copy  the  unwritten  work  of  the  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  degree  in  full  and  carry  the  same  in  his  pocket,  and  read  it  in 
conferring  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  24.  Statement. — A  member  of  the  Order  resides  in  Cali¬ 
fornia,  but  belongs  to  a  lodge  in  Kansas.  Such  member  conducts  him¬ 
self  in  California  in  a  manner  unbecoming  an  Odd  Fellow,  and  a 
lodge  or  member  of  the  Order  in  California  desired  to  file  charges 
against  such  brother. 

Question. — What  is  the  procedure? 

Answer. — In  the  absence  of  any  local  regulation  upon  the  subject,' 
a  member  desiring  to  prefer  charge  or  charges  against  a  member  or 
members  of  one  subordinate  lodge  shall  present  such  charges  in  the 
usual  form  to  such  lodge,  of  which  the  accuser  is  a  member.  Such 
lodge  shall  forthwith  forward  to  the  lodge  to  which  the  accused  may 
belong  a  certified  copy  of  the  charge  or  charges,  over  the  signature  of 
the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  and  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  lodge. 
And  the  lodge  to  which  such  charge  or  charges  shall  be  sent,  shall 
proceed  to  hear  and  determine  the  same  in  like  manner  as  if  pre¬ 
ferred  by  a  member  of  its  own  body.  (Busbee’s  Digest,  Sec.  2019.) 
(Proc.  S.  G.  L.,  1871,  pages  5194-5.) 

Dec.  25.  Question. — Who  may  file  charges? 

Alnswer. — Any  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge. 

Dec.  26.  Question. — In  what  lodge  should  they  be  filed? 

Answer. — In  the  lodge  to  which  the  accusing  brother  belongs. 

Dec.  27.  Question. — What  lodge  has  jurisdiction  to  try  the  case? 

Answer. — The  lodge  to  which  the  accused  brother  belongs. 

Dec.  28.  Question. — Can  a  Grand  Lodge  charge  a  sum  equal  to  one 
year’s  dues  in  addition  to  the  price  of  the  certificate,  on  application 
for  a  Dismissal  Certificate  from  a  former  member  who  has  been 
dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  by  a  lodge  now  defunct? 

Answer. — Yes. 

Dec.  29.  Question. — Has  the  Grand  Master  the  authority  to  confer, 
the  Rebekah  degree  on  five  subordinate  members,  or  five  outsiders 
(eligible  to  the  degree),  for  the  purpose  of  instituting  a  Rebekah  lodge? 
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Answer. — Yes.  Provided  the  Grand  Master  is  a  member  of  a  Re- 
bekah  lodge  himself,  and  follows  the  form  laid  down  for  the  institution 
of  new  lodges. 

Dec.  30.  Question. — What  will  the  Grand  Master  do  who  is  not  a 
member  of  the  Rebekah  lodge? 

Answer. — Appoint  some  Past  Grand,  or  Past  Noble  Grand,  who  is  in 
good  standing  in  the  Rebekah  lodge  to  confer  the  degree  and  institute 
the  lodge. 

Dec.  31.  Question. — Does  any  member  transferring  from  one  lodge 
to  another  have  to  pay  anything  extra,  he  being  over  forty  years  of 
age,  under  the  Transfer  Law  where  the  by-laws  of  a  lodge  say  all  appli¬ 
cants  over  forty  years  of  age  must  pay  the  sum  of  one  dollar  for  each 
year  over  forty? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  32.  Question. — Is  an  Assyrian  entitled  to  membership  in  our 
Order? 

Answer. — An  Assyrian  is  of  the  Caucasian  race,  and,  therefore,  is 
entitled  to  membership  in  our  Order. 

Dec.  33.  Statement. — “  Resolved,  That  Article  VII,  Section  1,  of  the 
Rebekah  Assembly  Constitution,  be  amended  by  substituting  the  word 
‘  fifty  ’  for  the  word  ‘  ten,’  and  by  inserting  the  words  ‘  on  all  sisters 
of  Rebekah  ’  after  the  word  ‘  levied,’  making  the  amended  portion  of 
that  Article  read  as  follows:  ‘And  that  an  annual  per  capita  tax  of 
not  less  than  fifty  cents  be  levied  on  all  sisters  of  Rebekah,  one-half 
of  which  must  be  paid  to  the  Assembly  Secretary  on  or  before  the 
first  day  of  July,  and  one-half  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  January  in 
each  year,  and  when  collected  by  her  to  be  paid  to  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary,  said  tax  to  be  designated  as  the  Gill  Home  Tax,  and  to  be  used 
in  the  maintenance  of  the  Home;  Provided,  That  no  sister  of  Rebekah 
shall  hereafter  become  eligible  who  has  not  paid  the  Gill  Home  Tax 
as  herein  specified,  and  has  not  been  in  continuous  good  standing  for 
five  successive  years  immediately  prior  to  her  application  for  the 
benefits  of  the  Home.” 

Question. — Is  a  law  constitutional  to  tax  sister  Rebekahs  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  Home? 

Answer. — Yes,  the  Grand  Lodge  having  legislated  authorizing  the 
assessment.  Grand  Bodies  are  permitted  to  adopt  such  laws  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining  Homes  for  aged  and  indigent 
Odd  Fellows  and  widows  of  deceased  members  of  the  Order,  and  Homes 
for  the  care,  protection  and  education  of  orphans  of  deceased  Odd 
Fellows,  as  they  may  determine  to  be  consistent  with  the  welfare  of 
the  Order  in  their  respective  Jurisdiction.  (Journal  1892;  13016,  13120, 
13161.)  Grand  Bodies  have  the  legal  right  and  full  power  to  make 
reasonable  and  necessary  assessments  upon  their  subordinates  to  pro¬ 
vide  and  maintain  Homes  for  such  dependents.  (Journal  1894;  14115; 
14150.) 

Rebekah  Assemblies  are  subordinate  to  Grand  Lodges,  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  Rebekah  Assemblies  are  subject  to  a  tax  imposed  by  the  action 
of  a  State  Grand  Lodge. 
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Dec.  34.  Question. — Can  a  Rebekah  Assembly  make  a  law  (in  case 
the  above  tax  is  not  paid  by  the  sister  and  she  is  suspended  for  non¬ 
payment  of  dues  from  her  lodge)  that  can  hold  the  lodge  responsible 
for  the  tax? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  35.  Question. — Can  a  Rebekah  Assembly  refuse  a  lodge  their 
credentials  for  their  delegates  to  the  Assembly,  after  they  have  paid 
their  Assembly  per  capita  tax,  provided  their  members  have  not  all 
paid  the  Home  Tax? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  36.  Question. — Can  the  Assembly  suspend  a  Rebekah  lodge  or 
take  its  charter  in  such  a  case? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  37.  Question. — A  new  member  admitted  April  10,  August  10, 
or  November  10,  should  they  pay  this  tax?  If  so,  what  part  of  the 
year,  or  would  the  tax  be  made  up  on  the  report  of  the  members  in 
good  standing  on  December  31  of  the  previous  year,  the  same  as  a 
per  capita  tax? 

Answer. — This  depends  upon  local  legislation  of  the  Grand  Juris¬ 
diction  involved. 

Dec.  38.  Question. — Who  is  entitled  to  vote  in  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  for  Grand  Representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge?  Some 
subordinate  encampments  send  as  many  as  six  or  eight  to  the  Grand 
Encampment,  when  entitled  to  only  one.  Have  they  a  right  to  a  vote? 

Answer. — All  persons  entitled  to  vote  on  any  question  are  entitled 
to  vote  for  Grand  Representatives,  unless  otherwise  provided  by  local 
law.  . 

Dec.  39.  Question. — Can  a  lodge  refuse  to  pay  a  brother  benefits  for 
permanent  injury  sustained  by  him  while  in  the  discharge  of  his 
duties  as  a  car  inspector  for  a  railroad  company,  simply  for  the  reason 
that  he  is  trying  to  support  himself  in  another  business  which  pro¬ 
duces  much  less  income  than  he  was  formerly  receiving,  but  lot 
enough  to  provide  himself  and  five  children  with  food  and  clothing? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  40.  While  a  brother  is  in  good  standing  in  his  lodge, 

and  receives  an  injury  which  makes  it  impossible  for  him  to  follow 
his  usual  occupation,  but  is  able  to  carry  on  a  business  which  does 
not  furnish  a  sufficient  income  to  support  him  and  his  five  children 
with  decent  clothing  and  proper  and  healthy  food,  can  the  lodge  re¬ 
fuse  to  pay  him  benefits? 

Answer. — No. 

Dec.  41.  statement  of  Facts. — 1.  When  Bro.  Otto  Hartung,  P.  G., 
of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  made  his  will  he  included  the  following  pro¬ 
vision:  “  10 — I  give,  bequeath  and  devise  all  the  residue  of  my  estate, 
both  real  and  personal,  as  follows:  (a)  To  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  of  the 
State  of  Nevada,  the  income  from  my  estate  to  be  paid  over  to  them 
by  my  executors  and  trustees  annually,  if  within  five  years  from  the 
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date  of  my  death  the  said  I.  0.  O.  P.  of  the  State  of  Nevada  does  es¬ 
tablish  a  Home  worthy  of  its  name  for  orphans  and  foundlings,  near 
Reno,  Nevada,  and  to  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  ‘  Royal  D.  Hartung 
Home  for  Orphans  and  Foundlings,’  but  if  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  of  the  State 
of  Nevada  does  not  accept  the  provisions  of  this  bequest  within  the 
time  herein  mentioned,  then  I  give  and  bequeath  all  of  my  estate  to 
the  Board  of  School  Trustees,  of  Reno,  Nevada.” 

2.  He  then  made  further  provision  that  unless  the  School  Trustees 
did  not  accept  the  money  under  the  conditions  set  forth  in  the  will, 
then  the  money,  the.  income  of  the  estate,  should  go  to  the  University 
of  Nevada. 

3.  The  Rebekah  Assembly,  of  Nevada,  during  the  past  t'en  years  has 
raised  approximately  six  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  building  an  Odd  Fellows  Orphans’  Home  in  Nevada. 

4.  The  Grand  Lodge  of  Nevada,  at  its  annual  session  held  on  the  20th 
and  21st  of  June,  1911,  directed  its  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  act  in  conjunction  with  the  Trustees  of  the  Rebekah  Assem¬ 
bly,  and  build  an  Orphans’  Home  at  or  near  Reno,  in  such  a  way  as 
to  enable  the  Rebekah  Assembly  to  secure  the  income  from  the  Hartung 
estate  to  support  said  Home. 

5.  Bro.  Charles  Burke,  P.  G.,  of  Reno  Lodge,  No.  14,  offered  to  give 
to  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Nevada  sufficient  ground  for  the  purpose 
of  building  said  Home,  the  same  to  be  in  the  Burke  addition,  and  to 
be  near  the  street  car  line.  The  Rebekah  Assembly,  by  resolution,  on 
the  21st  of  June,  directed  their  trustees  to  act  with  the  Trustees  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  and  proceed  at  once  to  build  an  Orphans’  Home, 
accepting  Brother  Burke’s  offer,  and  so  build  as  to  avail  themselves 
of  the  income  of  the  Hartung  estate. 

6.  The  income  from  the  Hartung  estate  will  be  approximately  two 
thousand  dollars  per  year. 

7.  It  is  the  judgment  of  the  leading  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  of 
Nevada  that  the  two  thousand  dollars  per  year  income  will  practically 
support  the  Orphans’  Home  in  Nevada  for  the  next  ten  years  to  come, 
and  take  care  of  all  the  orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  who  are  left  with¬ 
out  a  Home. 

8.  Mr.  Hartung  died  early  in  the  year  of  1910,  and  the  executors  of 
his  will  have  asked  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Nevada,  to  give  up 
its  right  to  the  estate  of  Brother  Hartung,  sc  that  they  may  give  the 
income  from  the  estate  to  the  University  of  the  State  of  Nevada,  and 
are  very  anxious  to  secure  said  income  for  the  University  of  Nevada. 

Question. — Is  there  any  law  or  principle  in  Odd  Fellowship  that 
would  prevent  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Nevada  placing  over  the 
I.  O.  O.  F.  Orphans’  Home  the  name  of  “  Royal  D.  Hartung  Home  for 
Orphans  and  Foundlings?  ” 

Answer. — There  is  no  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  prevent 
the  use  of  the  name  of  a  dead  person  in  connection  with  establishment 
of  institutions  of  the  Order,  such  as  lodges,  encampments,  Rebekah 
lodges,  etc.  Following  this  principle,  I  cannot  see  wherein  there  can 
be  any  legal  objection  under  the  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
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that  would  prevent  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  Nevada  placing  over  the 
1.  O.  0.  P.  Orphans’  Home  the  name  “  Royal  D.  Hartung  Home  for 
Orphans  and  Foundlings.” 

Dec.  42.  Statement. — A  number  of  Scarlet  degree  brothers  in  this 
Jurisdiction  desire  to  have  an  encampment  chartered  to  work  in  the 
Bohemian  language,  excepting  the  Ritualistic  work  for  which  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  made  no  provision. 

Quesiion. — Could  they  be  issued  a  charter  to  work  in  the  Bohemian 
language,  which  would  mean  keeping  their  records  and  transacting 
all  encampment  business  in  that  language,  hut  conferring  the  degrees 

in  the  English  language? 

• 

Answer. — No.  An  encampment  may  not  be  organized  to  keep  its 
records  and  transact  its  business  in  the  Bohemian  language,  and  con¬ 
fer  the  degrees  in  the  English  language.  This,  because  there  is  no 
law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  authorizing  the  same. 

Dec.  43.  Question. — ^Does  the  Transfer  of  Membership  Law,  as  it 
now  stands,  apply  to  the  Quasi-Independent  Jurisdictions,  and  in  par¬ 
ticular  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Sweden,  as  governing  the  transfer  of 
membership  from  that  Jurisdiction  to  a  lodge  in  our  own  Jurisdiction 
of  Pennsylvania  and  vice  versa? 

Answer. — Yes.  This  law  applies  to  all  Jurisdictions  acting  under 
the  authority  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  must  be  so  re¬ 
spected,  unless  restricted  in  special  charters  issued  to  Quasi-Inde¬ 
pendent  Jurisdictions. 

Dec.  44.  Statement. — Our  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment 
acting  under  legislation  digested  in  paragraphs  834  and  838  of  Busbee’s 
Digest  has  enacted  legislation  providing  that  members  of  our  Home 
are  not  entitled  to  benefits,  and  are  not  subject  to  the  payment  of 
dues.  The  R.  W.  Grand  Lodge,  P.  &  A.  M.  of  Washington,  is  opening 
a  Home  for  indigent  Masons  in  this  State.  Under  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Masonic  Home,  as  well  as  the  rules 
and  regulations  governing  the  Odd  Fellows’  Home  of  Washington,  a 
member  must  be  indigent  and  without  means  of  support  or  income  to 
be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  Home.  Under  the  statutory  laws  of 
this  State,  neither  of  these  Homes  can  accept  any  compensation  for  the 
care  or  maintenance  of  the  members.  Some  of  the  members  of  the 
Odd  Fellows’  Home  expect  to  be,  and  no  doubt  will  be  at  their  own 
request,  transferred  to  the  Masonic  Home,  as  soon  as  it  is  opened. 

Question  1. — ^Must  the  subordinate  lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  pay  benefits  on 
account  of  disability  of  one  of  its  members,  who  is  a  member  or 
inmate  of  the  Masonic  Home  of  Washington? 

Answer  1. — Yes. 

Quesiion  2. — If  your  answer  is  in  the  affirmative,  to  whom  shall  the 
benefits  be  paid? 

Answer  2. — To  the  brother. 

Question  3. — Must  the  member  pay  dues  to  his  subordinate  lodge 
while  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Home? 


Answer  3. — Yes. 
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Dec.  45. — At  the  annual  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  and  he  is  hereby  authorized 
to  correct  the  records  of  this  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter  of  the  record 
of  standing  of  Martin  Garrett,  of  East  Tacoma  Lodge,  No.  89,  so  as  to 
show  continuous  good  standing  of  Brother  Garrett. 

Statement. — The  records  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office  show  that, 
prior  to  the  admission  of  Brother  Garrett  to  East  Tacoma  Lodge  he 
was  a  member  of  Sumner  Lodge  and  some  time  in  1900  he  was  dropped 
for  non-payment  of  dues  from  said  Sumner  Lodge,  through  no  fault 
of  his,  from  the  fact  th*at  he  wrote  the  Secretary  of  said  lodge,  who 
failed  to  send  him  a  statement  of  his  dues,  and  the  first  notice  Brother 
Garrett  had  was  that  he  was  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues. 

^Resolved,  That  Sumner  Lodge  be  requested  to  correct  the  records  of 
said  lodge  so  as  to  make  the  chain  of  membership  continuous. 

Question  1. — Does  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  cure  the  break  in 
the  continuity  of  Brother  Garrett’s  membership;  and  would  Brother 
Garrett  be  entitled  to  purchase  and  wear  a  Veteran  Jewel?  (If  it  were 
not  for  his  suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues,  as  above  noted,  he 
would  have  twenty-five  years’  continuous  membership.) 

Answer  1. — ^No. 

Dec.  46.  Statement. — At  the  recent  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  the 
following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  to  correct 
the  records  of  this  Grand  Lodge  as  to  the  standing  of  W.  H.  Hughes, 
of  Seattle  Lodge,  No.  7,  so  as  to  show  continuous  good  standing  of 
Brother  Hughes.  Further, 

Resolved,  That  Seattle  Lodge,  No.  7,  be  requested  to  correct  the 
records  of  said  lodge  so  as  to  make  the  chain  of  membership  con¬ 
tinuous.  Brother  Hughes  was  dropped  while  in  Alaska  through  failure 
of  transmission  of  mail.  The  records  of  Seattle  Lodge,  No.  7,  as  well 
as  the  records  of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  office,  show  that  Brother 
Hughes  was  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  on  October  16,  1894,  and 
that  he  was  reinstated  on  October  8,  1901.  With  the  exception  of 
this  break  the  membership  of  Brother  Hughes  has  been  continuous 
since  May  19,  1870. 

Question  1. — Does  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  cure  the  defect  in 
Brother  Hughes’  membership;  and  is  he  a  Veteran  Odd  Fellow,  en¬ 
titled  to  procure  and  wear  a  Veteran  Jewel? 

Answer  1. — No. 

Question  2. — Has  the  Grand  Secretary  any  right  to  change  the 
records  in  his  oflBce  as  directed  in  said  resolutions? 

Answer  2. — No. 

Question  3. — Has  the  Grand  Secretary  a  right,  on  this  record,  to  pro¬ 
cure  a  Veteral  Jewel  for  Bro.  W.  H.  Hughes? 

Answer  3. — No. 
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COMMITTEE  CHANGES. 

Of  the  special  committees  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  Past  Grand  Sire  A.  S.  Pinkerton,  of  Massachusetts, 
resigned  as  a  member  of  the  Special  Committee  to  Codify  Laws,  giving 
as  a  reason  therefor  that  his  business  engagements  were  such  that  he 
could  not  give  the  time  to  do  the  work  properly.  Accordingly,  I  made 
Bro.  C.  D.  Rinehart,  of  Florida,  chairman  of  the  committee  and  added 
to  the  committee  Bro.  P.  P.  Trautmann,  of  New  York. 

The  appointment  of  Bro.  P.  P.  Trautmann  as  a  member  of  the  Codifi¬ 
cation  Committee  caused  him  to  resign  from  the  Special  Committee  on 
Patriarchal  Branch  of  the  Order,  and  I  appointed  in  his  place  Bro.  H. 
N.  Kingsbury,  of  Massachusetts. 

On  account  of  Brother  Kingsbury’s  appointment  to  the  vacancy  on 
the  Special  Committee  on  Patriarchal  Branch  of  the  Order,  he  resigned 
from  the  Special  Committee  on  Ceremony  for  Dedication  of  Public 
Buildings  as  its  chairman,  and  I  therefore  tendered  the  position  of 
chairmanship  to  Bro.  W.  K.  Mohr,  of  Pennsylvania,  and  have  left  one 
place  vacant  as  I  deemed  it  unnecessary  to  add  to  the  committee  as  it 
remains  after  Brother  Kingsbury’s  resignation.

VISITS. 

During  the  year  I  have  had  great  pleasure  in  visiting  the  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  of  Kentucky,  Massachusetts,  Maryland,  District  of  Columbia, 
Utah,  Colorado,  Missouri,  Indiana,  Ohio  and  Ontario.  I  have  found  the 
membership  in  general,  in  all  these  Jurisdictions,  active  and  energetic, 
pushing  forward  in  every  way  for  the  advancement  of  our  interests, 
and  from  my  observation  everything  is  being  done  that  can  be  done 
by  the  membership  in  general  to  care  for  and  extend  our  work. 

CODIFICATION  OP  LAWS. 

The  special  committee  appointed  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  Codify  the  Laws,  held  a  meeting  in  Indianapolis, 
March  18.  There  were  present  Bro.  C.  D.  Rinehart,  of  Florida;  Bro. 
L.  J.  Eastin,  of  Missouri,  and  Bro.  F.  P.  Trautmann,  of  New  York. 
This  committee,  together  with  the  Grand  Sire,  held  a  conference  on 
the  subject  of  Codification  of  Laws  and  agreed  upon  a  plan  to  be  pur¬ 
sued  by  the  committee  so  that  all  of  the  live  law  of  the  Order  may  be 
collected  and  arranged  in  such  a  way  as  to  be  intelligently  understood 
by  any  member  of  the  Order  into  whose  possession  it  might  fall.  It 
will  require  great  labor  and  research  and  much  time  to  complete  the 
work,  and,  therefore,  the  special  committee  will  not  be  able  to  report 
in  full  at  the  present  session. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  this  committee  be  continued  with  power 
to  perfect  its  work  as  outlined,  and  I  sincerely  believe  that  the  work 
when  completed  will  be  so  satisfactory  and  so  beneficial  to  the  Order 
that  every  one  of  you  will  be  pleased  and  will  feel  fully  justified  in 
having  authorized  it. 
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OFFICIAL  CERTIFICATES. 

The  question  of  the  forgery  of  the  Official  Certificate,  and  the 
fraudulent  use  of  such  certificate,  has  been  before  this  Grand  Body  for 
its  consideration  heretofore.  Some  legislation  relating  to  a  change  in 
the  form  of  the  Official  Certificate,  so  as  to  have  the  same  uniform  and 
afford  the  best  protection  to  members  throughout  the  whole  domain 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  is  needed. 

It  is  further  to  be  observed  that  the  law  is  not  sufficiently  strong  to 
compel  the  use  of  the  Official  Certificate  by  all  Jurisdictions,  and  that 
in  some  Jurisdictions  no  Official  Certificates  have  been  used  in  the 
past  year  by  some  branches  of  the  Order,  and  in  many  Jurisdictions 
very  many  fewer  certificates  than  should  have  been  used. 

The  law  relating  to  the  use  of  the  Official  Certificate  should  be  such 
as  to  compel  their  universal  use  by  all  branches  of  the  Order.  It  is 
a  species  of  insubordination  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  Juris¬ 
dictions  to  refuse  or  neglect  to  use  Official  Certificates. 

I  therefore  recommend,  and  strongly  urge  upon  this  Grand  Lodge: 

1.  That  the  law  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  that  all  branches  of  the 
Order  must  use  the  Official  Certificate  as  the  only  official  receipt,  or 
receipt  entitling  one  to  evidence  of  membership  in,  the  right  to  visit 
lodges,  and  enjoy  the  benefits  of  the  Order. 

That  all  lodges,  encampments  and  cantons,  be  required  to  issue 
Official  Certificate  as  a  receipt  for  dues  when  dues  are  paid,  and  that 
no  other  receipt,  or  substitute  of  any  kind,  for  Official  Certificates 
shall  be  given  to  a  member,  and  that  such  Official  Certificate  shall  be 
given  as  such  receipt  for  dues,  at  the  time  dues  are  paid,  whether  the 
same  be  demanded  or  not. 

2.  That  the  form  of  Official  Certificates  be  changed  and  simplified  as 
much  as  possible,  and  that  such  means  of  protection  as  necessary  to 
prevent  the  forgery  or  fraudulent  use  thereof,  be  adopted. 

3.  That  for  the  full  and  complete  enforcement  of  the  law  relating  to 
the  Official  Certificate  every  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Patriarch  on  the 
first  day  of  January  and  July  of  each  year  be  required  to  issue  to  all 
their  subordinates,  respectively,  a  letter  calling  the  attention  of  such 
subordinates  to  the  law,  and  requiring  them  to  use  no  other  receipt 
or  certificate  in  connection  with  the  payment  of  dues. 

4.  That  a  penalty,  and  the  manner  of  its  enforcement,  be  provided 
to  be  enforced  against  any  Jurisdiction  that  shall  fail  to  require  the 
use  of  the  Official  Certificate  by  all  of  its  subordinates. 

IMPERIAL  ORDER  OF  MUSKOVITES. 

Especial  attention  of  the  Representatives  is  invited  to  the  former 
action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  toward  the  members  of  the  Imperial  Order 
of  Muskovites  who  are  members  of  our  Order.  Toleration  and  kind¬ 
ness  toward  all,  freedom  of  thought  and  action  not  inconsistent  with 
our  teachings,  are  lessons  taught  by  our  Rituals  and  should  be  taught 
by  our  actions. 

Much  complaint  has  come  to  me  from  members  of  the  Order  who 
have  become  members  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Muskovites,  that  they 
have  been  unkindly  dealt  with  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  its 
action  toward  them.  I  know  the  spirit  of  fraternity  that  prevails 
throughout  our  vast  membership  is  of  the  highest  order;  that  every 
one  of  you  desire  to  deal  fairly  and  justly  with  all;  that  any  action 
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you  have  taken  in  the  past,  if  wrong,  will  be  promptly  corrected;  that 
you  wish  at  all  times  to  be  careful  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
Order  universal,  and  at  the  same  time  to  do  no  wrong  to  any. 

I  have  been  furnished  with  a  copy  of  the  Constitution,  and  also  a  copy 
of  the  Ritual  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Muskovites.  There  is  not  one 
word  in  either  of  them  confining  membership  in  that  order  to  a  mem¬ 
bership  in  our  Order.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  Grand  Lodge  desires 
to  be  unfair,  or  to  evidence  in  any  way  a  spirit  of  intolerance  by  de¬ 
ciding  that  no  member  of  our  Order  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Imperial 
Order  of  Muskovites.  We  might  just  as  well  say  that  no  Odd  Fellow 
could  be  a  Mason,  a  Knights  of  Pythias,  Red  Man,  Maccabee,  Modern 
Woodmen  or  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  or  the  Mystic 
Shrine,  or  any  of  the  kindred  fraternal  orders  of  the  world. 

It  may  be  that  the  membership  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Muskovites 
is  largely  composed  of  members  of  our  Order.  If  so,  what  is  the  harm? 
Can  we  afford  to  deny  the  right  to  our  membership  to  join  any  order, 
club  or  society  not  inconsistent  with  our  principles  or  teachings?  No 
part  of  our  Ritual,  regalia  or  laws  are  used  by  this  Order.  It  is  no 
infringement  on  any  of  our  rights  that  our  members  may  become 
members  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Muskovites.  Then  why  should  we 
say  by  law,  or  by  any  action  we  may  take  that  so  long  as  the  organiza¬ 
tion  does  not  impose  upon  our  rights  as  an  Order  none  of  our  members 
shall  become  its  members. 

With  relation  to  such  action  as  has  been  taken  heretofore  relating 
to  side  degrees  or  organizations  recruiting  from  our  membership, 
using  in  any  way  the  symbols,  signs,  mottoes,  name,  regalia,  para¬ 
phernalia,  or  other  things  belonging  wholly  or  partly  to  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  I  have  nothing  to  say  except  to  approve,  but  as  to  the  Imperial 
Order  of  Muskovites,  which  Order  is  a  club,  in  fact,  of  men  who  spend 
their  own  means  in  their  own  way  to  their  own  purposes,  which  are 
not  inconsistent  at  all  with  our  Order’s  interests,  I  cannot  see  why 
we  should  say  our  members  may  not  participate  with  them  and  be¬ 
come  members  of  their  organization. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  careful  and  painstaking  consideration 
be  given  this  subject  by  a  special  committee  of  three  or  five  to  be 
appointed. 

REFERRING  TO  THE  TUBERCULOSIS  SANATORIUM. 

The  further  consideration  of  the  establishment  of  a  Tuberculosis 
Sanatorium  was  left  in  the  hands  of  a  special  committee  appointed  at 
the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  committee  we 
expect  to  report  at  the  present  session. 

I  wish  to  add  to  what  has  already  been  said  upon  this  subject  that  I 
had  occasion  to  visit  the  Sanatorium  of  this  character  established  by 
the  Modern  Woodmen  of  America,  at  Colorado  Springs,  Colorado,  and 
found  this  establishment  most  thorough  and  complete,  and  one  of  great 
merit  and  worth  to  that  order,  and  if  any  plan  could  be  devised  whereby 
such  an  institution  could  be  maintained  by  our  Order  I  think  it  would 
be  beneficial  to  the  Order,  humane  and  of  great  aid  to  the  various  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  throughout  the  world. 

I  was  furnished  with  a  drawing  of  the  Woodmen’s  Sanatorium  at 
Colorado  Springs,  as  it  will  be  when  finally  completed,  and  I  have 
pleasure  in  inserting  same  herewith  as  a  part  of  my  report  for  your 
consideration. 
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GRAND  SECRETARIES  AND  GRAND  SCRIBES. 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  mention  the  fact  that  I  have  noticed 
the  good  work  that  is  being  done  by  the  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand 
Scribes  of  the  various  Jurisdictions  to  advance  the  interests  of  the 
Order  in  general.  Their  meetings  as  an  association,  during  the  sessions 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  have  proven  well  worth  the  effort  and 
expense  incident  thereto.  The  Order  universal,  is  receiving  an  impetus 
and  encouragement  from  their  meetings  and  the  action  taken  by  them 
collectively  that  results  in  harmonious  and  useful  methods  for  the 
Order’s  progress. 

I  indulge  the  hope  that  all  Jurisdictions  may  encourage  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  by  sending  their  Grand  Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  as 
representatives  thereto  in  future  years. 

THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

There  is  no  independent  work  connected  with  our  Organization  that 
is  doing-  greater  good  than  the  work  that  is  done  by  the  Fraternal 
Press.  The  publishers  and  editors  of  the  various  papers  and  maga¬ 
zines  constituting  what  I  style  as  the  Fraternal  Press  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  have  been  untiring  in  their  zeal  to  advance  the  interests  of  our 
great  Order  throughout  the  world.  They  are  unselfish,  energetic, 
patient  and  thorough  in  all  that  they  do  to  this  end,  and  have  been 
of  great  help  in  securing  the  attention  to  our  Order  that  has  been 
most  beneficial  in  caring  for  its  many  interests. 

I  desire  to  extend  to  each  and  all  of  them  my  personal  thanks  for 
their  kindly  co-operation  and  assistance,  and  to  urge  upon  the  mem¬ 
bership  in  general  that  loyal  support  be  given  to  these  various  publi¬ 
cations. 

CORONATION  OF  KING  GEORGE  V. 

At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  we  were  called 
upon  to  individually  extend  our  sympathy  to  our  Canadian  brethren 
on  account  of  the  death  of  King  Edward  VII.  The  great  loss  to  the 
Provinces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  on  this  account  is  peculiarly 
noticeable.  Many  of  the  most  loyal  Odd  Fellows  of  the  world  live 
within  the  territory  of  Canada,  a  part  of  the  world  under  the  care  of 
this  great  King. 

At  this  time  we  felicitate  with  them  on  the  ascension  to  the  throne 
of  the  new  King,  and  have  noticed  with  great  pleasure  and  interest 
the  reports  of  the  various  ceremonies  of  the  coronation  of  King  George 
V  and  Queen  Mary,  and  we  join  with  all  his  loyal  subjects  in  giving 
expression  to  the  sentiment — “  Long  Live  the  King.” 

NECROLOGY. 

The  dread  reaper,  death,  has  visited  our  membership  during  the  past 
year  with  severe  results.  Many  of  the  leading  members  of  the  Order 
have  been  removed  from  our  midst,  and  from  the  activity  incident  to 
their  membership.  Their  lives  and  work  will  last  in  the  memories  of 
those  associated  with  them  as  grand  examples  of  our  great  Institution. 

So  many  good  men  have  been  taken  from  us  that  space  will  not  per¬ 
mit  me  to  mention  all,  but  I  take  this  opportunity  to  refer  to  the 
demise  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Fred  Carleton,  of  Texas,  one  of  the  sturdy. 
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active,  energetic,  substantial  Odd  Fellows  of  his  day.  His  loss  to  the 
Order  is  great,  and  I  cannot  find  words  to  fully  express  its  scope. 
I  have  heretofore  referred  to  the  Proclamation  issued  at  the  time  of 
Brother  Carleton’s  death. 

Also,  I  am  pained  to  report  the  death  of  Past  Grand  Sire  Milton  J. 
Durham,  of  Kentucky.  This  grand  old  man  was  an  inspiration  to 
every  Odd  Fellow  during  his  entire  lifetime  as  a  member  of  the 
Order.  His  pure  life,  high  purpose  as  a  man,  and  his  Christian 
character  exemplified  in  his  everyday  life,  are  tributes  to  the  worth 
and  exalted  position  he  had  gained  as  a  citizen,  an  Odd  Fellow  and 
a  friend. 

Last  October  I  visited  the  city  of  Lexington,  his  home,  and  dedicated 
the  new  Orphans’  Home,  of  which  he  was  President.  His  address  on 
this  occasion,  as  President  of  the  Home,  introducing  the  Grand  Sire, 
was  full  of  tender  love  and  sentiment  connected  with  the  institution 
and  the  Order.  He  will  be  missed  in  the  councils  of  our  great  organi¬ 
zation,  and  his  place  will  be  hard  to  fill.  At  the  time  of  his  death  I 
issued  Proclamation  heretofore  referred  to  and  submitted  with  this 
report.  I  recommend  that  a  committee  composed  of  all  the  living 
Past  Grand  Sires  be  appointed  to  prepare  suitable  memorials  for  Past 
Grand  Sires  Carleton  and  Durham. 

Although  I  do  not  feel  permitted  to  report  the  names  of  all  the 
leading  members  throughout  the  world  that  have  died  during  the  year 
I  cannot  refrain  at  this  time  from  mentioning  the  great  loss  to  this 
Order  in  the  death  of  Bro.  Josiah  B.  King,  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario.  He  was  an  active,  earnest,  zealous  Odd 
Fellow,  serving  as  Grand  Secretary  of  that  Jurisdiction  for  forty-five 
years.  His  life  was  pure  and  noble,  gentle,  kindly  and  lovable,  and  was 
admired  by  all  who  knew  him.  His  loss  to  the  Order  universal,  is 
very  great,  and  especially  so  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario  which  he 
so  faithfully  served. 

I  recommend  that  a  special  committee  of  the  Grand  Representatives 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario  be  appointed  to  prepare  suitable  memorial 
to  be  acted  upon  by  this  Grand  Lodge  and  printed  in  our  Proceedings. 

ACCIDENT  TO  BRO.  JOHN  C.  SMITH. 

Grand  Representative  John  C.  Smith,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Aus¬ 
tralasia,  met  with  a  severe  accident  while  returning  from  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  session  at  Atlanta  last  year.  During  a  storm  at 
sea  he  was  thrown  against  some  part  of  the  ship  in  such  a  way  as  to 
break  his  hip.  I  wrote  to  him,  conveying  my  personal  sympathy  and 
the  sympathy  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  account  of  his  sad 
accident,  and  I  hope  for  his  early  recovery  and  the  extension  of  his 
useful  life  that  has  proved  so  helpful  to  his  fellowmen  and  of  such 
great  benefit  to  the  Order  in  general. 

CONSOLIDATION  OF  GRAND  LODGES  OF  OKLAHOMA  AND  INDIAN 

TERRITORY. 

Following  the  action  recommended  by  this  Grand  Body  at  its  last 
session,  contained  in  Resolution  No.  24  (pages  683  and  684),  and 
adopted  by  Report  112  (page  796),  Proceedings  1910,  the  several  Grand 
Bodies  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory  took  steps  to  effect  con¬ 
solidation  of  the  various  Grand  Bodies  of  those  Jurisdictions. 
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I  received  certificates  of  the  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  Grand  Lodges 
of  the  said  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  dated  December  1,  1910,  setting 
forth  the  basis  of  the  proposed  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Lodges  of 
these  Jurisdictions,  which  I  approved  and  returned  to  the  Grand 
Secretaries,  and  which  read  as  follows: 

Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 

JURISDICTIONS  OF  OKLAHOMA  AND  INDIAN  TERRITORY. 

December  1,  1910. 

To  the  Honorable  John  B.  CocTcrum,  Grand  Sire,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Indiana: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother. — Attached  to  this  document  marked  Exhibit 
“  A  ”  will  be  found  a  basis  of  a  proposed  consolidation  of  the  Grand 
Lodges  of  the  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory. 

The  same  is  hereby  submitted  for  your  approval.

We  hereby  certify  that  the  record  in  regard  to  the  proposed  basis  of 
consolidation,  herewith  submitted,  is  as  follows: 

The  same  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  at  a  regular 
session  upon  October  21,  1909,  held  in  the  city  of  Shawnee,  Oklahoma. 

It  was  adopted  at  a  regular  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian 
Territory  held  upon  April  13,  1910,  at  Muskogee,  Oklahoma. 

It  was  submitted  to  the  subordinate  lodge  membership  in  both  Juris¬ 
dictions  for  ratification  or  rejection,  and  a  vote  had  thereon  during  the 
month  of  September,  1910.  This  vote  resulted  in  a  majority  of  the 
lodges  voting  in  both  Jurisdictions,  voting  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
consolidation;  and  also  a  majority  of  the  subordinate  lodge  membership 
voting  in  both  Jurisdictions,  voting  in  favor  of  the  proposed  consoli¬ 
dation. 

We  further  certify  that  all  of  the  lodges  in  both  Jurisdictions,  and 
all  of  the  membership  in  both  Jurisdictions  were  afforded  an  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  vote  for  or  against  the  proposition,  and  we  further  certify 
that  the  basis  of  the  proposed  consolidation  hereto  attached  and  marked 
Exhibit  “  A  ”  is  a  true  copy  of  the  one  submitted  and  voted  upon  with 
the  result  as  above  stated. 

We  hereby  certify  over  the  seal  of  our  respective  offices  all  of  the 
foregoing  to  be  true  and  correct.

basis  of  proposed  consolidation. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Consolidation 
and  shows  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the  two  committees  appointed  by 
the  Grand  Lodges  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory. 
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It  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma,  at  Shawnee,  upon 
October  21,  1909.  See  Report  12,  page  237,  Proceedings  of  1909  session. 

It  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory,  at  Muskogee, 
upon  April  13,  1910.  See  Report  2,  pages  221,  369,  370  and  371,  Pro¬ 
ceedings  of  1910  session. 

And  is  as  follows: 

Shawnee,  Okla.,  October  20,  1909. 

To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian 
Territory,  1,  0.  0.  F.: 

Brothers  :  We,  your  regularly  constituted  and  authorized  committees 
from  your  Grand  Lodges,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  and 
reporting  to  you  the  feasibility  and  probable  terms  upon  which  a  union 
of  the  two  Grand  Jurisdictions  into  one  Grand  Jurisdiction  to  be 
known  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma,  could  be  effected, 
beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 

Under  date  of  July  17,  1909,  correspondence  was  entered  into  be¬ 
tween  the  two  committees  and  the  Grand  Secretaries’  offices  in  both 
Jurisdictions,  and  which  was  continued  up  until  the  18th  day  of 
October,  1909,  at  which  time  a  joint  session  of  the  two  committees  was 
held  at  the  Norwood  Hotel  in  the  city  of  Shawnee,  Oklahoma. 

There  were  present  at  said  conference,  and  took  part  therein,  all  the 
persons  whose  names  are  signed  to  this  report. 

The  joint  committee  immediately  organized  by  the  election  of  H.  L. 
Strough,  Chairman  of  the  Oklahoma  Committee,  as  Chairman  of  the 
Joint  Committee. 

Bro.  J.  B.  McDonald,  Chairman  of  the  Indian  Territory  Committee, 
was  selected  as  Secretary  of  the  Joint  Committee. 

Both  of  the  above  were  selected  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  all  the  mem¬ 
bers  present. 

At  this  session  of  the  committee  a  basis  of  agreement  was  reached 
by  unanimous  votes  upon  all  propositions,  of  those  whose  names  are 
affixed  to  this  report,  and  which  basis  of  agreement  was  and  is  as 
follows: 

First. — We  favor  and  recommend  to  both  Grand  Lodges  that  consoli¬ 
dation  be  perfected  along  the  following  lines: 

Second. — The  time  of  consolidation  shall  be  upon  the  Thursday  fol¬ 
lowing  the  1911  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory. 

Third. — The  place  of  consolidation  shall  be  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. 

Fourth. — The  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  also  the  one  then 
in  use  in  the  subordinate  lodges  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma,  to 
be  the  ones  adopted  by  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge  as  its  first  order 
of  business,  with  the  understanding  that  the  same  may  be  amended  in 
any  particular  at  the  first  session  held,  by  a  majority  vote  of  all  the 
duly  elected  representatives  from  the  subordinate  lodges  present  at 
said  session,  and  with  the  further  understanding  that  a  sub-committee 
composed  of  G.  W.  Bruce,  of  the  Oklahoma  Jurisdiction,  shall  prepare 
a  new  constitution  for  both  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge  and  the 
subordinate  lodges  composing  it,  and  when  prepared,  the  same  to  be 
presented  to  this  committee  for  its  endorsement  and  approval,  and 
which  constitution  when  so  endorsed  and  approved  shall  be  presented 
to  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge  at  the  first  session  held  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  same  be  adopted,  and  when  so  adopted,  that 
the  said  constitution  shall  supplant  and  entirely  do  away  with  all  other 
constitutions  then  in  force  and  effect. 
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Fifth. — That  both  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  and  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Indian  Territory  request  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  issue 
a  new  charter  to  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge,  and  to  place  thereon 
all  that  is  required  and  necessary  according  to  the  rules,  laws  and 
customs  of  that  body. 

Sixth. — The  first  election  of  Grand  Lodge  Officers  to  be  held  in  the 
consolidated  Grand  Lodge;  after  that  time,  as  the  constitution  finally 
adopted  at  the  first  session,  shall  direct. 

Sev6nth. — Representation  in  the  first  session  to  be  held  shall  be  by 
lodges  based  upon  their  membership  as  follows:  For  the  first  fifty 
members  or  fractional  part  thereof,  one  representative,  and  one  addi¬ 
tional  representative  for  each  additional  fifty  members  or  major  frac¬ 
tional  part  thereof. 

Eighth. — For  the  purpose  of  the  first  election  of  officers  and  the 
adoption  of  the  first  Grand  Lodge,  also  the  first  subordinate  lodge  con¬ 
stitution  at  the  first  session  held  of  such  consolidated  Grand  Lodge, 
the  total  voting  strength  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges  shall  be  fixed  at  six 
hundred  votes,  irrespective  of  qualified  persons  present  or  subordinate 
lodges  represented  at  such  session,  the  votes  to  be  equally  divided  as 
between  the  two  Jurisdictions  as  now  existing,  in  the  number  of  three 
hundred  votes  each. 

Ninth. — The  question  only,  as  to  whether  or  not  the  two  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  shall  be  consolidated,  to  be  submitted  to  a  vote  of  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodge  membership  in  both  Jurisdictions  as  hereinafter  stipulated 
and  the  proposition  to  consolidate  must  receive  a  majority  of  all  the 
votes  of  all  the  members  voting  in  all  of  the  lodges  voting,  in  each  of 
the  two  Jurisdictions,  tabulated  separately  and  determined  separately 
before  the  same  shall  become  effective.  The  referendum  vote  above 
called  for  to  be  taken  on  or  after  September  1,  1910,  and  the  same 
must  be  returned  and  ready  to  canvass  by  October  1,  1910.  All  returns 
to  be  made  by  local  Secretaries  under  the  seal  of  their  subordinate 
lodges  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  their  respective  Jurisdiction,  and  all 
papers  received  by  the  respective  Grand  Secretaries,  pertaining  to 
the  matter,  must  be  forwarded  to  the  chairman  of  the  respective  Con¬ 
ference  Committee  of  their  respective  Jurisdictions  on  October  1,  1910. 
The  two  conference  committees  will  then  meet  in  joint  session  at  the 
same  place  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  as  the  annual  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  is  held  for  the  year  1910,  and  upon  the 
Saturday  preceding  the  date  of  the  said  session  at  9  o’clock  a.  m.  there 
to  canvass  the  returns  and  declare  the  results. 

At  this  same  session  of  the  two  conference  committees  the  constitu¬ 
tions  hereinbefore  provided  for  shall  be  finally  passed  upon  and  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Joint  Committee  and  made  ready  to  be  presented  to  the 
consolidated  Grand  Lodge  when  the  same  is  consummated. 

Tenth. — All  lodges  in  both  Jurisdictions  to  be  renumbered  in  the 
order  of  their  institution. 

Eleventh. — Where  two  lodges  have  the  same  name  in  each  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  the  one  first  instituted  shall  retain  its  name  unless  it  desires  to 
waive  its  right  to  the  same. 

Twelfth. — Each  Jurisdiction  must  be  out  of  debt  at  the  time  con¬ 
solidation  becomes  effective,  or  arrangements  must  be  made  to  that 
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effect,  or  they  shall  be  both  upon  an  even  footing  as  regards  in¬ 
debtedness. 

Thirteenth. — The  two  Homes  must  be  under  one  management,  to 
consist  of  a  board  composed  of  three  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  as 
consolidated,  and  two  members  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly,  as  consoli¬ 
dated.  Each  Grand  Lodge  shall  name  one  member  of  the  board  and 
each  Rebekah  Assembly  shall  name  one  member  of  the  board,  and  the 
fifth  member  of  the  board  shall  be  selected  and  agreed  upon  by  the 
Joint  Conference  Committee  by  a  majority  vote. 

Fourteenth. — At  the  first  election  of  officers  held  in  the  consolidated 
Grand  Lodge,  a  division  of  the  officers  as  between  the  two  Grand 
Jurisdictions  as  they  now  exist,  shall  be  made  as  follows: 

To  the  Oklahoma  Jurisdiction,  as  now  existing,  shall  be  allotted  the 
following  officers: 

Deputy  Grand  Master. 

Grand  Secretary. 

Grand  Representative,  long  term. 

Grand  Trustee,  three  years. 

Grand  Trustee,  one  year. 

Member  of  Home  Board,  one  year  (brother). 

Member  of  Home  Board,  two  years  (sister). 

Grand  Conductor. 

Grand  Herald. 

To  the  Indian  Territory  Jurisdiction,  as  now  existing,  shall  be  allotted 
the  following  officers: 

Grand  Master. 

Grand  Warden. 

Grand  Treasurer. 

Grand  Representative,  short  term. 

Grand  Trustee,  two  years. 

Member  of  Home  Board,  two  years  (brother). 

Member  of  Home  Board,  one  year  (sister). 

Grand  Marshal. 

Grand  Guardian. 

Grand  Chaplain. 

To  be  agreed  upon  by  the  two  committees  in  joint  session  as  hereto¬ 
fore  outlined: 

Member  of  Home  Board,  three  years  (brother). 

Fifteenth. — Before  the  first  meeting  of  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge, 
each  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges,  as  now  existing,  shall  hold  a  separate 
session  which  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  caucus  and  at  said  sessions  the 
officers  allotted  to  each  Jurisdiction  shall  be  nominated  with  the  ex¬ 
press  understanding  that  at  the  time  of  election  no  other  nominations 
than  those  thus  agreed  upon  shall  be  made,  and  each  candidate  when 
nominated  shall  receive  in  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge  the  full  vote 
of  both  Grand  Lodges  as  heretofore  shown  which  shall  be  six  hundred 
votes. 

Sixteenth. — Each  Grand  Lodge,  as  now  existing,  shall  instruct  its 
Representatives  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  use  their  best  efforts 
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to  have  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  bear  all  the  expenses  of  the  con¬ 
solidation  of  the  two  Grand  Lodges.

I  also  had  submitted  to  me,  and  approved,  the  basis  for  the  proposed 
consolidation  of  the  Grand  Encampments  of  these  several  Grand  Juris¬ 
dictions  which  reads  as  follows: 

Basis  of  the  Proposed  Consolidation. 

The  following  is  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Consolidation 
and  shows  the  terms  agreed  upon  by  the  two  committees  appointed  by 
the  Grand  Encampments  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory. 

It  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oklahoma  at  Shawnee 
upon  October  19,  1909.  See  Report  251^,  page  83,  Proceedings  of  1909 
session. 

It  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Indian  Territory  at 
Muskogee  upon  April  11,  1910,  and  later  amended  by  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittees  on  Consolidation,  and  is  as  follows: 

Shawnee,  Okla.,  October  18,  1909. 

To  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Oklahoma  and  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Indian  Territory: 

Patriarchs:  We,  your  regularly  constituted  and  authorized  com¬ 
mittees  from  your  Grand  Bodies,  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  con¬ 
ferring  and  reporting  to  you  the  feasibility  and  probable  terms  upon 
which  a  union  of  the  two  Grand  Jurisdictions  into  one  Grand  Juris¬ 
diction  to  be  known  as  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  State  of  Okla¬ 
homa,  could  be  effected,  beg  to  report  as  follows: 

On  the  19th  day  of  April  succeeding  our  appointment  the  corre¬ 
spondence  was  opened  between  the  two  committees  and  was  continued 
up  until  the  16th  day  of  October,  1909,  at  which  time  each  committee 
held  a  special  session  in  the  city  of  Shawnee,  Oklahoma,  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  considering  propositions  and  counter  propositions  which  passed 
between  them. 

A  joint  session  of  the  two  committees  met  on  the  18th  day  of  October, 
1909,  in  Shawnee,  Oklahoma,  agreed  upon  terms  and  adopted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  report: 

First. — We  favor  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Grand  Encampment 
Jurisdictions  ot  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory  upon  the  following 
terms  and  agreements: 
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Second. — The  time  of  consolidation  to  be  the  second  Friday  in  April, 
1911. 

Third. — The  place  of  meeting  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  said  con¬ 
solidation  to  be  Oklahoma  City,  Okla. 

Fourth. — A  new  constitution  shall  be  prepared  by  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  for  the  government  of  the  Grand  Encampment  and  a  new  con¬ 
stitution  shall  be  prepared  for  the  government  of  the  subordinate  en¬ 
campments,  these  constitutions  to  be  presented  to  the  consolidated 
Grand  Encampment  for  the  adoption  as  its  first  order  of  business. 

Fifth. — The  Grand  Encampments  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory 
shall  ask  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  grant  a  new  charter  for  the 
consolidated  Grand  Encampment  and  request  that  the  same  show  the 
names  and  numbers  of  all  of  the  petitioners  for  both  the  charters  now 
in  force. 

Sixth. — All  the  subordinate  encampments  in  both  Jurisdictions  shall 
be  renumbered  in  the  order  of  priority  in  their  institution. 

Seventh. — Where  two  subordinate  encampments  may  have  the  same 
name  in  each  Jurisdiction,  the  one  first  instituted  shall  retain  its 
name,  unless  it  desires  to  waive  its  right  to  the  same. 

Eighth. — The  entire  subject  matter  in  this  report  shall  be  referred 
to  the  subordinate  encampments  for  their  approval  and  acceptance, 
and  a  majority  vote  of  the  subordinate  encampment  membership  voting 
in  both  Jurisdictions  shall  be  necessary  for  its  adoption.  The  said 
referendum  vote  to  be  taken  on  or  after  September  1,  1910,  and  must 
be  returned  and  ready  for  canvass  by  October  1,  1910.  All  returns  to 
be  made  by  local  Scribes  under  seal  of  their  encampments,  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  of  their  respective  Jurisdiction,  and  all  papers  received  by  them 
certified  and  forwarded  to  the  chairman  of  the  respective  committee 
of  the  Jurisdiction  on  October  1,  1910,  the  Conference  Committee  to 
meet  in  Stillwater,  Oklahoma,  upon  the  15th  day  of  October,  1910,  there 
to  canvass  the  returns  and  declare  the  results. 

Ninth. — The  division  and  apportionment  of  officers  in  the  consoli¬ 
dated  Grand  Encampment  for  the  first  election  shall  be,  for  the  Okla¬ 
homa  Jurisdiction  as  now  existing,  as  follows:

And  to  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory  as  now  existing, 
as  follows;

Tenth. — For  the  purpose  of  the  first  election  of  officers  and  the 
adoption  of  a  Grand  Encampment  Constitution,  also  subordinate  en¬ 
campment  constitution  at  the  first  session  of  the  consolidated  Grand 
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Encampment,  the  total  voting  strength  of  the  two  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  shall  be  fixed  at  300  votes  irrespective  of  the  number  of  Past 
Chief  Patriarchs  present  or  subordinate  encampments  represented  at 
such  session,  the  votes  to  be  equally  divided  as  between  the  two 
Jurisdictions  in  the  number  of  150  votes  each. 

Eleventh. — Before  the  first  meeting  of  the  consolidated  Grand  En¬ 
campment  each  of  the  two  Grand  Encampments  as  now  existing  shall 
hold  separate  session,  which  shall  be  in  the  form  of  a  caucus,  and  at 
said  session  the  officers  allotted  to  each  shall  be  nominated  with  the 
express  understanding  that  at  the  time  of  election  no  other  nomina¬ 
tions  than  those  agreed  upon  shall  be  made,  and  each  candidate  when 
nominated  shall  receive  the  full  vote  of  both  Grand  Encampments  as 
heretofore  shown,  which  shall  be  300  votes. 

Twelfth. — Each  Jurisdiction  must  be  out  of  debt  at  the  time  the  con¬ 
solidation  is  perfected. 

Thirteenth. — Each  Jurisdiction  shall  instruct  its  representatives  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  use  their  best  efforts  to  have  The  Sov¬ 
ereign*  Grand  Lodge  bear  all  the  expense  of  consolidating  the  two 
Grand  Encampments.

In  February  I  received  communication  from  the  Grand  Officers  of 
each  of  these  Jurisdictions,  suggesting  and  requesting  a  postponement 
of  the  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  Grand  Jurisdictions 
named  for  the  reasons  recited  therein.  All  the  points  will  appear  from 
the  copy  of  the  action  taken  by  the  Joint  Conference  Committee,  hav¬ 
ing  in  charge  the  proposed  consolidation  which  reads  as  follows: 

Guthrie,  Oklahoma,  February  10,  1911. 
John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Indianapolis,  Indiana: 

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  In  the  matter  of  the  proposed  consolidation 
of  the  Grand  Lodges  of  the  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Terri¬ 
tory  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

You  are  advised  that  a  meeting  of  the  Joint  Conference  Committee 
in  the  above  matter  consisting  of  five  members  from  each  of  the 
Jurisdictions  interested,  was  held  in  Oklahoma  City,  upon  February 
6,  1911,  at  which  time  a  full  attendance  of  the  committee  was  present. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  committee  at)ove  set  out,  the  brothers  repre¬ 
senting  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory  upon  the  committee  with 
one  accord,  agreed  and  represented  to  the  Joint  Committee  that  at  the 
time  fixed  in  paragraph  “  Second  ”  of  the  basis  of  the  proposed  con¬ 
solidation,  it  would  be  impossible  for  their  Jurisdiction  to  comply 
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with  paragraph  “  Twelfth  ”  of  the  said  basis  of  the  proposed  consolida¬ 
tion  for  the  reason,  that  at  the  time  their  Jurisdiction  would  have 
standing  against  it  an  indebtedness  accruing  and  accrued  amounting 
to  something  like  $10,000,  with  a  possibility  that  the  amount  would  be 
increased  to  $11,000,  and  in  view  of  that  fact  recommended  to  the  Joint 
Committee  that  the  consolidation  be  postponed  and  deferred  until 
some  future  time  when  both  Jurisdictions  would  be  able  to  consoli¬ 
date  with  no  indebtedness  outstanding  against  either  of  them. 

As  a  result  of  the  representation  and  request  above  related  and  after 
considerable  discussion  had  been  had  in  the  matter,  a  resolution  was 
offered  and  was  not  adopted,  by  a  vote  of  nine  to  one. 

An  exact  copy  of  which  is  as  follows: 

“  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  PROPOSED  CONSOLIDATION  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGES  OF 
THE  JURISDICTIONS  OF  OKLAHOMA  AND  INDIAN  TERRITORY, 

OF  THE  INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS^ 

“  Whereas,  The  twelfth  paragraph  of  a  joint  agreement  and  basis  of 
a  proposed  consolidation  which  has  been  heretofore  agreed  to  by  a 
joint  committee,  ratified  and  approved  by  the  two  Grand  Lodges  in¬ 
terested,  referred  by  them  to  the  subordinate  membership  in  both 
Jurisdictions  and  approved  and  ratified  by  them,  and  later  submitted  to 
and  approved  by  the  Grand  Sire,  contains  a  provision  which  is  in 
words,  as  follows: 

“  Twelfth.  Each  Jurisdiction  must  be  out  of  debt  at  the  time  con¬ 
solidation  becomes  effective,  or  arrangements  must  be  made  to  that 
effect,  or  they  shall  be  both  upon  an  even  footing  as  regards  in¬ 
debtedness. 

“  And  Whereas,  In  order  to  comply  with  this  paragraph  twelfth,  it 
will  be  necessary  for  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge,  after  being  duly 
organized,  to  make  a  levy  and  collect  a  greater  per  capita  tax  for  the 
term  ending  June  30,  1911,  or  for  that  and  other  future  terms,  in  the 
sum  of  about  80  cents  per  capita  all  told,  upon  the  subordinate  lodge 
membership,  composing  the  lodges  now  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  Indian  Territory,  than  will  be  levied  and  collected 
from  the  subordinate  lodge  membership,  now  composing  the  subordi¬ 
nate  lodges  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma. 

“  Therefore,  he  it  resolved,  That  this  Joint  Conference  Committee  in 
conjunction  with  the  Grand  Masters  and  Grand  Secretaries  of  the  two 
Jurisdictions  under  the  seals  of  their  respective  offices,  ask  the  Grand 
Sire  for  an  official  decision  upon  the* following  questions  to  be  sub¬ 
mitted  to  him: 

“  1st  Question.  Can  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  after  the  same 
has  been  formed  by  the  consolidation  of  the  present  Grand  Lodges  of 
the  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  legally  levy  and 
collect  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  out  the  terms  upon  which  their 
consolidation  was  brought  about,  a  greater  sum  per  capita  from  the 
subordinate  lodge  membership,  now  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory,  then  they  do  upon  the  subordinate 
lodge  membership,  now  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Oklahoma  for  the  term  ending  June  30,  1911,  or  any  other  future  term 
or  terms? 

“  2d  Question.  If  the  foregoing  question  is  answered  in  the  negative, 
has  the  Grand  Sire  the  authority  under  the  resolution  adopted  at  the 
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last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  legalize  and  authorize 
the  collection  of  a  levy  as  above  defined? 

“  3d  Question.  If  the  first  question  is  answered  in  the  negative,  and 
the  second  question  is  answered  in  the  affirmative,  will  the  Grand 
Sire  exercise  that  right  when  properly  requested  so  to  do? 

''And,  be  it  further  resolved,  That  in  the  event  that  the  Grand  Sire 
decides,  or  authorizes  that  a  levy  of  the  nature  described  in  the  fore¬ 
going  can  be  legally  levied  and  collected,  that  no  postponement  of  the 
proposed  consolidation  shall  be  had,  but  in  the  event  that  the  Grand 
Sire  should  hold  that  the  consolidated  Grand  Lodge  would  not  have 
the  right  to  make  such  a  levy  and  enforce  it,  and  that  he  also  would 
not  have  the  right  to  legalize  and  authorize  it,  or  that  he  would  hold 
that  he  had  such  right  but  would  not  exercise  it,  or  in  the  event  that 
he  should  fail  to  decide  such  question  in  positive  terms  unquestionably 
meaning  either  yes  or  no,  or  that  he  should  fail  or  refuse  to  answer 
any  such  question,  then,  and  in  that  event  the  proposed  consolidation 
shall  be  postponed  and  deferred  until  the  third  Thursday  in  October, 
1911,  and  in  all  other  respects  the  proposed  basis  of  consolidation  as 
heretofore  agreed  upon  shall  remain  intact,  and  provided,  the  Grand 
Masters  of  each  Jurisdiction  shall,  in  the  event  that  the  proposed 
consolidation  is  postponed  or  deferred  for  any  reason,  notify  all  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  in  both  Jurisdictions  to  that  effect.” 

After  which  a  resolution  was  offered  and  adopted  by  a  vote  of  seven 
for  and  three  against,  of  which  the  following  is  a  true  copy: 

“  IN  THE  MATTER  OF  THE  PROPOSED  CONSOLIDATION  OF  THE  GRAND  LODGES  OF 
THE  JURISDICTIONS  OF  OKLAHOMA  AND  INDIAN  TERRITORY,  OF  THE 
INDEPENDENT  ORDER  OF  ODD  FELLOWS. 

“  Whereas,  The  twelfth  paragraph  of  a  joint  agreement  and  a  basis 
of  a  proposed  consolidation  which  has  been  heretofore  agreed  to  by  a 
joint  committee,  ratified  and  approved  by  the  two  Grand  Lodges  in¬ 
terested,  referred  by  them  to  the  subordinate  membership  in  both 
Jurisdictions  and  approved  and  ratified  by  them,  and  later  submitted 
to  and  approved  by  the  Grand  Sire,  contains  a  provision  which  is  in 
words  as  follows: 

“  Twelfth.  Each  Jurisdiction  must  be  out  of  debt  at  the  time  con¬ 
solidation  becomes  effective,  or  arrangements  must  be  made  to  that 
effect,  or  they  shall  both  be  upon  an  even  footing  as  regards  in¬ 
debtedness. 

*■  And  Whereas,  It  is  known  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory 
will  be  in  debt  at  the  proposed  time  of  consolidation,  in  the  sum  of 
ten  thousand  dollars  in  round  numbers,  and  it  is  known  that  arrange¬ 
ments  have  not  been  made  to  pay  off  said  indebtedness. 

“  Therefore,  be  it  resolved.  That  the  Grand  Sire  be  requested  to  allow 
the  two  Jurisdictions  interested  to  postpone  the  time  of  said  consoli¬ 
dation  to  such  date  as  is  practicable  for  the  completion  of  the  ar¬ 
rangements  agreed  to.’ 

The  three  votes  in  the  negative  were  all  of  them  cast  by  members 
representing  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  upon  the  committee,  and 
represented  a  majority  of  the  said  committee,  and  the  reasons  given 
for  their  differing  from  a  majority  of  the  Joint  Committee  were  as 
follows: 

First,  they  did  not  consider  that  the  first  alternative  proposition 
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embraced  in  paragraph  twelfth  of  the  basis  of  the  proposed  consolida¬ 
tion  was  an  impossibility.  The  wording  of  it  Is  as  follows:  “  Or 
arrangements  must  be  made  to  that  effect,”  and  which  was  provided 
for  to  the  extent  possible  in  the  first  resolution  offered  and  which  did 
not  prevail. 

Second,  that  they  did  not  consider  the  second  resolution  offered 
favorably,  for  the  reason,  that  the  same  did  not  specify  any  date  what¬ 
ever  as  to  when  the  matter  should  be  taken  up  and  consummated  in  the 
future. 

In  witness  of  the  correctness  of  the  foregoing  statement  the  parties 
voting  in  the  negative  have  attached  their  signature  as  follows:

It  was  then  properly  moved,  seconded  and  adopted,  by  a  vote  of 
eight  in  the  affirmative  and  two  in  the  negative,  that  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  recommend  to  the  Grand  Masters  of  each  of  the  two  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  that  they  either  go  in  person,  or  commission  and  authorize  some 
other  brothers  to  represent  them  and  go  in  person,  and  present  the 
condition  of  the  Order  in  the  two  Jurisdictions  to  the  Grand  Sire  at  his 
home  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  and  use  their  best  endeavors  to  have  him 
accede  to  the  request  embodied  in  the  resolution  adopted  by  the  Joint 
Committee  and  as  heretofore  shown. 

It  was  further  moved,  seconded  and  properly  adopted  by  tlie  com¬ 
mittees  that  the  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Secretary  of  each  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  be  requested  to  prepare  a  statement  showing  the  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Order  in  each  of  their  respective  Jurisdictions,  and  that  the 
same  when  prepared  be  presented  to  the  Grand  Sire  as  heretofore 
outlined. 

We  hereby  certify  that  all  of  the  above  and  foregoing  statements 
relating  to  the  questions  at  issue  are  true  and  complete.

I  did  not  feel  that  the  situation  demanded  a  postponement  of  the 
consolidation  of  these  Jurisdictions,  but  on  the  contrary  was  of  the 
opinion  that  the  consolidation  should  take  place  as  planned  and  as 
agreed  upon  by  the  several  Jurisdictions  as  heretofore  outlined.  I, 
therefore,  replied  to  the  Grand  Master  of  each  of  the  Jurisdictions  as 
follows: 

Indianapolis,  Indiana,  February  27,  1911. 

3Ir.  Geo.  A.  Henshaw.  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  Indian  Territory: 
Mr.  J.  L.  Roberson,  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma: 

Dear  Brothers:  I  have  your  respective  favors  of  the  18th  and  20th 
inst.,  submitting  the  proposition  to  postpone  the  consolidation  of  the 
Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  as  heretofore 
agreed  upon  and  adopted  by  proper  referendum  to  the  subordinate 
lodges  of  each  Jurisdiction. 
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I  do  not  consent  to  a  postponement  of  the  consolidation.  The  con¬ 
solidation  must  take  place  at  the  time  heretofore  fixed  by  the  two 
Jurisdictions,  as  by  their  agreement.  It  is  idle  to  talk  about  the 
mortgage  indebtedness  on  the  Home  in  Indian  Territory  being  a 
reasonable  excuse  for  the  postponement.  The  balance  of  the  mortgage 
indebtedness  on  the  Home,  is  not  an  indebtedness,  in  my  opinion, 
against  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Territory,  but  is  an  indebtedness 
solely  against  the  property  known  as  the  Odd  Fellows  Home.  The 
consolidated  Jurisdiction  taking  over  this  property  subject  to  the 
mortgage  will  leave  the  adjustment  of  the  balance  of  the  mortgage  to 
future  consideration.  What  is  the  difference — the  consolidated  Juris¬ 
diction  gets  the  Home,  and  when  the  balance  of  the  entire  mortgage 
indebtedness  is  paid  on  the  Home,  becomes  the  absolute  owner  of  the 
property. 

The  questions  submitted  by  the  resolution  not  adopted  do  not  call 
for  any  answer  whatever  from  me.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  avoid  any 
responsibility  that  is  placed  upon  me  legally,  but  I  am  not  called  upon 
to  prophesy  as  to  what  shall  be  done  by  your  Jurisdiction  in  the  future. 

As  I  said  before  I  do  not  consent  to  a  postponement,  but  insist  upon 
the  consolidation  taking  place  at  the  time  fixed. 

Pursuant  to  the  resolution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  appears 
on  page  684  of  the  printed  Journal  of  the  session  1910,  I  have  ap¬ 
pointed  Bro.  J.  B.  A.  Robertson,  Grand  Representative,  of  Chandler, 
Oklahoma,  as  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire  to  carry  the  consolidation 
proceedings  into  effect.

I  thereupon  tendered  to  Bro.  J.  B.  A.  Robertson,  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  of  Oklahoma,  the  position  of  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  for  the 
purpose  of  perfecting  the  consolidation  of  all  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the 
several  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory.  Brother  Rob¬ 
ertson  accepted  the  appointment  and  I  am  gratified  to  report  that  he, 
with  other  brothers  of  the  two  Jurisdictions,  so  conducted  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  under  his  able  leadership  as  to  bring  about  an  entirely  satis¬ 
factory  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments  and 
Rebekah  Assemblies  of  the  said  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian 
Territory,  and  also  arranged  for  the  uniform  operation  of  all  members 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  the  two  Jurisdictions,  under  one  authori- 
'tative  head. 

The  report  to  me,  by  Brother  Robertson,  of  his  work  as  Special 
Deputy  Grand  Sire  fully  sets  forth  all  that  was  done,  which  is  here¬ 
with  set  out  in  full  as  follows:

■Jlon.  John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  Indianapolis,  Indiana, 
U.  S.  A.: 

Dear  Brother  Cockrum:  I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  to 
you,  as  Grand  Sire,  my  report,  as  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  in  the 
matter  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encampments, 
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Rebekah  Assemblies  and  Departments  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  of 
the  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory  Jurisdictions,  which  occurred  at 
Oklahoma  City,  on  the  14th  day  of  April,  1911.  Under,  and  by  virtue 
of  the  power  and  authority  of  my  Commission  as  Special  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  which  was  dated  February  27,  1911,  I  caused  due  notice 
to  be  given  the  heads  of  all  the  Grand  Bodies,  as  well  as  the  member¬ 
ship  generally  in  both  Jurisdictions,  that  pursuant  to  the  prayers  of 
the  petitions  theretofore  presented  to  the  Grand  Sire,  by  the  various 
Grand  Bodies,  praying  for  the  consolidation  of  the  two  Jurisdictions, 
the  ceremonies  therefore  would  take  place  on  schedule  time  and  at 
the  place  agreed  upon  by  the  Joint  Conference  Committees  of  the  two 
Jurisdictions,  and  requested  them  to  prepare  for  the  occasion. 

Conformably  to  my  request  all  details  were  arranged  and  at  the 
appointed  time  and  place,  the  several  Grand  Bodies  of  the  two  Juris¬ 
dictions,  assembled  according  to  resolutions  by  them  previously 
adopted,  where,  with  appropriate  ceremonies,  the  charters  of  the 
various  Grand  Bodies  were  surrendered  to  and  accepted  by  me,  as 
your  representative,  and  I  thereupon  proceeded  to,  and  did,  institute 
the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment,  Rebekah  Assembly  and  Depart¬ 
ment  Council  of  the  State  of  Oklahoma,  in  the  order  above  named. 
I  also  at  the  same  time  and  place  directed  the  election  of  the  necessary 
officers  as  follows,  to  wit:

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Each  Grand  Body  was  separately  instituted  and  the  officers  were 
elected  and  installed  in  strict  accordance  with  the  laws  and  usages  of 
the  Order.  The  Rebekah  Assembly  was  instituted  by  virtue  of  a 
charter  granted  by  the  new  Grand  Lodge,  that  being  the  first  act  of 
said  Grand  Lodge  after  its  organization.  I  declared  all  the  officers 
of  the  defunct  Grand  Bodies  entitled  to  the  honors  of  their  respective 
offices.  Each  Grand  Body,  immediately  after  its  organization,  adopted 
a  constitution,  a  copy  of  which  will  be  submitted  for  your  inspection 
as  soon  as  printed. 

It  having  been  impossible  to  get  into  communication  with  the  De¬ 
partment  Council  officers  of  the  Indian  Territory  Department  and  none 
of  them  appearing  at  the  consolidation  meeting  except  in  their  in¬ 
dividual  capacity  as  chevaliers,  I  promulgated  the  following: 

-  General  Order  Number  One. 

“  1.  The  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory 
having  voluntarily  surrendered  their  charters  and  a  new  one  issued 
and  the  formal  consolidation  having  already  taken  place,  and,  the 
best  interests  of  the  Order  requiring  a  consolidation  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch  in  the  two  erstwhile  Jurisdictions;  said  consolidation 
is  therefore  hereby  ordered. 

“  2.  All  officers,  chevaliers  and  cantons  now  comprising  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Indian  Territory,  are  ordered  and  directed  to  report  to  the 
President  of  the  Department  Council  for  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma, 
viz.:  Col.  J.  H.  Donart,  of  Stillwater,  for  position  and  further  orders 
in  his  department.  Departmental  officers  of  the  late  Indian  Territory 
Department  are  hereby  ordered  to  deliver  all  books  and  papers  and 
Department  effects  in  their  possession  to  Colonel  Donart. 

“  3.  From,  and  after,  this  date  the  Department  Council  of  the  Indian 
Territory  will  cease  to  exist. 

“  4.  From,  and  after,  this  date,  Colonel  J.  H.  Donart,  President  of 
the  Department  Council  of  Oklahoma,  will  be  in  full  command  of  all 
cantons,  officers  and  chevaliers  in  that  territory,  which  formerly  com¬ 
prised  Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory  Departments,  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Stillwater,  and  he  will  be  obeyed  and  respected  accord¬ 
ingly.”

Pursuant  to  the  above  order  Colonel  Donart  has  entered  upon  the 
new  duties  of  his  office  and  has  issued  the  necessary  orders. 

In  Conclusion. 

As  was  to  be  expected,  many  novel  and  perplexing  questions  arose 
during  the  consolidation,  that  had  to  be  solved  without  the  aid  of  ex¬ 
press  law  or  precedent.  So  far  I  have  heard  of  no  appeal  being  taken 
from  any  decision  made.  The  utmost  harmony  and  good  feeling  pre¬ 
vailed  throughout  the  sessions.  I  am  under  many  obligations  to  the 
membership  for  the  many  kindnesses  and  uniform  courtesy  extended 
me.  The  membership,  generally,  was  strongly  in  favor  of  the  con¬ 
solidation.  There  were  some  good  brothers  who  were  honestly  opposed 
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to  the  consolidation.  Hov/ever,  all  have  bowed  in  subniission  to  the 

new  order  of  things  and  no  Jurisdiction  under  The  Sovereign  Grand 

Lodge  has  brighter  prospects  than  has  the  new  Jurisdiction  of  Okla¬ 
homa.  I  cannot  close  this  report  without  expressing  my  thanks  to  the 
following  brethren  who  acted  as  officers  in  the  instituting  of  the 
various  Grand  Bodies  and  assisted  in  the  installation  of  the  officers, 
and  who  aided  me  by  their  advice  in  the  many  perplexing  questions 
that  arose:

P.  G.  M.,  and  many  others  whose  names  are  too  numerous  to  set  out 
herein.  To  all  I  return  thanks  for  their  kindnesses  and  assistance. 

I  held  that  the  Grand  Representatives,  that  had  theretofore  been 
duly  and  regularly  elected  from  the  old  Grand  Lodges,  would  represent 
the  old  lodges  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  until  the  consolidation 
proceedings  had  been  ratified  and  that  they  would  therefore  be  en¬ 
titled  to  seats  at  the  coming  session  at  Indianapolis.  There  was  a 
universal  feeling  of  regret  because  conditions  were  such  as  to  preclude 
the  attendance  of  the  Grand  Sire.  It  is  to  be  hoped  you  can  make  this 
Jurisdiction  an  official  visit  before  the  termination  of  your  term  of 
ofiice. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge,  and  all  the  other  Grand  Bodies  start  off  under 
the  most  favorable  auspices.  The  union  gives  581  subordinate  lodges 
with  31,000  members  and  all  are  in  good  circumstances. 

The  new  Grand  Lodge  will  not  have  another  session  until  October, 
1912,  when  it  will  meet  at  Muskogee.  The  meeting  at  Oklahoma  City 
was  a  great  success  in  every  way.  A  great  benefit  will  result  in  the 
bringing  together  such  a  great  number  of  Odd  Fellows.  It  was  esti¬ 
mated  that  the  attendance  was  between  8000  and  10,000  brothers,  and 
from  5000  to  6000  sisters.  The  city  was  gaily  decorated  and  every 
attention  was  given  the  visitors.  The  press  was  lavish  in  the  amount 
of  space  devoted  to  the  meeting  and  everybody  went  home  feeling 
happy.  The  new  Grand  Lodge  starts  off  with  two  fine  Homes,  valued 
at  $140,000.00,  with  150  inmates,  and  all  branches  entirely  out  of  debt. 
I  desire  to  return  to  you  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  great  honor  you 
have  conferred  upon  me,  and  trust  that  my  actions  in  the  premises 
may  meet  with  your  approval.  I  beg  to  suggest  that  you,  as  Grand 
Sire,  may  ask  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  approval  of  this 
consolidation,  and  that  new  charters  be  granted  to  the  new  Grand 
Lodge  and  the  new  Grand  Encampment  of  Oklahoma. 

With  best  wishes  for  your  continued  success,  I  remain.

I  have  caused  charters  to  be  issued  to  the  several  consolidated  Grand 
Bodies,  and  they  are  now  authorized  to  do  business  thereunder. 

I  recommend  that  these  charters  be  ordered  engrossed,  and  delivered 
to  the  new  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment  and  Rebekah  Assembly 
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of  Oklahoma,  and  that  permission  be  granted  to  retain  in  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  office  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  the  old  charters  of 
the  Grand  Bodies  of  Indian  Territory  and  Oklahoma.  It  might  be 
well  to  have  endorsed  on  the  old  charters  that  they  have  been  can¬ 
celed  by  issuance  of  new  charters  to  the  consolidated  Grand  Bodies. 

I  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  at  the  time  of  consolidation  the 
Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Brother  Robertson,  held  that  the  Grand 
Representatives,  that  had  heretofore  been  duly  and  regularly  elected 
from  the  old  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  of  Oklahoma 
and  Indian  Territory,  would  represent  the  old  lodges  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  until  the  consolidation  proceedings  had  been  fully 
ratified  by  this  Grand  Body,  and  that  these  Representatives  would  be 
entitled  to  their  seats  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  present 
session. 

I  recommend  that  this  action  of  Brother  Robertson,  as  Special  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  be  fully  approved  and  ratified,  and  that  the  several  Rep¬ 
resentatives  of  the  two  old  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian 
Territory,  be  given  their  seats,  allowed  to  participate  in  the  proceed¬ 
ings  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  and  paid  their  mileage  and  per  diem  for 
their  attendance.  Indeed,  I  think  final  action  on  the  consolidation 
should  wait  until  the  last  day  of  the  present  session  for  disposition. 

I  wish  expressly  to  acknowledge  the  obligation  that  I  personally 
owe  to  Bro.  J.  B.  A.  Robertson,  for  his  able  services  as  Special 
Deputy  Grand  Sire  in  connection  with  the  consolidation  proceedings 
above  referred  to.  His  work  was  unselfish,  carefully  performed,  ably 
executed,  and  fully  consistent  with  every  principle  of  our  great  Order. 

He  is  entitled  to,  and  should  receive,  the  commendation  and  praise 
and  the  thanks  of  this  Grand  Lodge  for  his  work  in  this  behalf. 

The  officers  of  the  two  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  Oklahoma  and  Indian 
Territory,  and  the  Grand  Representatives  of  each  of  the  said  Juris¬ 
dictions  are  also  entitled  to  special  mention  and  thanks  for  their 
assistance  to  Brother  Robertson  in  bringing  about  the  consolidation 
above  mentioned  so  satisfactorily. 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  BRANCH. 

The  condition  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order,  and 
the  laws  relating  to  its  management,  have  given  me  no  little  concern 
during  the  past  year.  The  question  of  its  future  conduct  is  one  to 
which  I  desire  to  especially  direct  the  attention  of  the  Representatives. 

Careful,  painstaking  and  full  consideration  should  be  given  to  the 
needs  of  this  branch  of  loyal  brothers  who  so  unselfishly  devote  them¬ 
selves  to  our  work  and  the  laws  for  their  government  should  be  fra¬ 
ternal,  kindly  and  fair  to  their  interests. 

The  Grand  Sire,  by  law,  is  the  Commander-in-Chief,  and  yet  the  law 
provides  for  the  election  of  a  General  Commanding  whose  term  of 
office  shall  be  four  years,  while  that  of  the  Grand  Sire  is  but  two 
years.  The  General  Commanding  is  elected  during  the  middle  of  a 
term  of  Grand  Sire,  it  will,  therefore,  be  observed  that  the  term  of 
office  of  the  General  Commanding,  to  which  he  is  elected,  in  part,  ex¬ 
tends  over  the  administration  of  three  Grand  Sires. 

This  is  the  only  branch  of  the  Order  having  a  distinctive  head  in 
any  way.  There  is  no  more  reason  why  the  Patriarchs  Militant  should 
have  a  separate  official  as  its  Commanding  General,  than  that  the  En- 
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campment  or  Rebekah  branches  should  have  their  separate  executive 
heads.  There  should  be  but  one  head  to  the  Order,  and  that  should  be 
filled  by  the  Grand  Sire. 

I  do  not  make  these  observances  from  any  personal  reason,  but  I 
believe  the  good  of  the  Order,  and  the  future  welfare  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch,  require  that  your  attention  be  called  to  these  facts, 
and  I  submit  that  some  change  with  relation  to  the  office  of  General 
Commanding  should  be  made.  And,  I  recommend  that  the  office  of 
General  Commanding,  as  an  elective  office  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  be  abolished,  and  established  as  an  appointive  office  of  the 
Grand  Sire,  and  that  each  Grand  Sire  be  authorized  at  the  beginning 
of  his  term  to  appoint  a  General  Commanding  to  serve  during  his 
his  term  as  Grand  Sire,  and  if  vacancies  occur  in  the  said  office,  for 
any  reason,  that  the  Grand  Sire  be  authorized  to  fill  the  same.  Also 
that  the  Grand  Sire  be  clothed  with  authority  to  remove  the  General 
Commanding  for  cause  at  any  time. 

NATIONAL  REBEKAH  ASSEMBLY. 

The  question  of  establishment  of  a  National  Rebekah  Assembly  will 
necessarily  come  up  before  the  Grand  Lodge  as  a  matter  of  unfinished 
business,  and  some  action  with  reference  thereto  will  undoubtedly  be 
taken. 

I  respectfully  invite  your  earnest  consideration  of  this  subject  and 
request  of  you  to  give  your  time  and  best  thought  to  the  same. 

ESTABLISHMENT  OF  SUBORDINATE  LODGES  WORKING  IN 

FOREIGN  LANGUAGES. 

As  you  will  note  by  the  statement  and  question  submitted  in  con¬ 
nection  with  my  Decision  42,  the  point  has  been  raised  as  to  whether 
an  encampment  could  be  chartered  to  work  in  the  Bohemian  language, 
except  that  the  Ritualistic  work  shall  be  done  in  the  English  language. 
This,  for  the  reason  that  we  have  no  encampment  Ritual  in  the 
Bohemian,  the  purpose  being  to  allow  the  Ritualistic  work  to  be 
done  in  the  English  language,  and  have  all  encampment  records  and 
transaction  of  all  encampment  business  in  the  Bohemian  language. 

I  have  decided  that  there  is  no  law  authorizing  this  to  be  done,  but 
I  can  see  no  reason  why  this  Grand  Lodge  should  not  confer  upon 
Grand  Jurisdictions  authority  to  permit  the  establishment  of  a  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodge  or  encampment,  permitting  its  records  to  be  kept  in 
other  than  the  English  language,  in  cases  where  there  has  been  no 
translation  of  the  Ritual. 

I  therefore  recommend,  that  appropriate  legislation  be  enacted  so 
a  lodge  or  encampment  may  be  instituted,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of 
any  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment,  with  permission  to  keep  its 
records  and  transact  its  business  in  any  other  language  than  the 
English,  and  where  no  translation  of  the  Ritual  has  been  had  in  the 
language  used  by  the  lodge  for  its  working  purposes  that  the  Ritual 
in  the  English  be  used.  And  that  in  case  of  the  establishment  of  a 
lodge  under  these  conditions,  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment 
instituting  the  same  may  require  by  law  that  a  translation  of  the 
records  of  such  lodge,  in  English,  shall  be  furnished  the  Grand  Officers 
of  the  Jurisdiction  where  it  is  located,  upon  demand. 
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THE  ORDER  IN  AUSTRALASIA. 

As  indicated  by  my  report  of  correspondence  had  with  all  Jurisdic¬ 
tions,  found  in  this  report,^  I  desire  to  especially  call  the  attention  to 
the  good  work  being  done’  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Australasia  by  our 
good  brothers,  Geo.  T.  Clarke  and  John  C.  Smith.  The  letter  dated  May 
29,  from  Brother  Clarke,  is  full  of  interest  to  the  Order  in  general,  and 
the  report  made  by  himselt  and  Brother  Smith  at  the  triennial  ses¬ 
sion  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia,  held  at  Melbourne  on  May 
16,  17  and  18  1911,  attached  to  his  letter,  contains  much  information 
that  will  be  of  general  interest  to  the  Order. 

I  therefore  take  the  liberty  of  referring  the  letter  and  report  to  the 
Committee  on  International  Relations,  with  the  request  that  they  give 
the  same  careful  and  timely  consideration. 

REMOVAL  OF  CANAL  ZONE  LODGE  TO  EMPIRE. 

I  have  given  permission  to  Canal  Zone  Lodge,  No.  3,  located  at 
Culebra,  Canal  Zone,  to  move  to  Empire,  about  one  and  one-half  miles 
distant.  There  are  only  a  few  members  at  Culebra  while  there  are 
several  at  Empire,  and  besides  it  is  represented  that  Empire  is  a 
larger  place  with  a  larger  field  to  draw  from.  Under  the  representa¬ 
tions  made  to  me  by  the  lodge  and  Bro.  B.  P.  Sisson,  District  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  I  believe  this  removal  will  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Order 
and  I  ask  your  approval  to  my  action. 

OUR  FOREIGN  RELATIONS. 

I  call  the  attention  of  the  Representatives  to  that  part  of  this 
report  relating  to  correspondence  which  sets  out  replies  received  to 
letters  addressed  to  all  Grand  Sires,  Grand  Masters,  Deputy  Grand 
Sires  and  other  Grand  Officers  located  in  foreign  Jurisdictions.  The 
wholesome  sentiment  expressed  in  these  replies  has  been  a  source  of 
great  satisfaction  to  me,  and  have  no  doubt  will  prove  so  to  all  of 
you.  The  unselfish,  devoted  work  being  done  by  the  brethren  in 
foreign  lands  is  of  the  highest  order  and  beneficial  to  the  Order  in 
general,  and  deserves  and  should  receive  from  this  Grand  Body  ex¬ 
pressions  of  its  approval. 

In  connection  therewith  I  wish  you  to  refer  to  the  letter  received 
from  Bro.  John  C.  Smith,  of  Australasia,  relating  to  the  establishment 
of  our  Order  in  England,  and  I  express  the  hope  that  ultimately  we 
may  be  successful  in  so  doing,  and  I  sincerely  wish  that  no  effort  may 
be  neglected  to  that  end,  and  recommend  that  such  action  be  taken 
by  this  Body  as  will  at  least  make  it  possible  that  we  may  exhaust 
every  means  to  have  our  great  organization  established  in  our  mother 
country — England. 

AGREEMENT  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE.  I.  O.  O.  F., 
WITH  THE  GRAND  LODGE  OP  DENMARK. 

I  received  communication  from  Bro.  Petrus  Beyer,  Grand  Sire  of 
Denmark  dated  September  20,  1910,  relating  to  the  agreement  be¬ 
tween  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark, 
dated  1891.  I  submit  a  copy  of  the  letter  herewith  and  my  reply 
thereto  I  should  like  to  have  the  same  considered  and  acted  upon  by 
this  Grand  Body: 
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Copenhagen,  Denmark,  Sept.  20,  1910. 

To  The  Sovereign  Chrand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

The  agreement  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  0.  F.,  with  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  dated  December  1,  1891,  says  in  the  fifth 
condition,  as  follows: 

“  That  without  the  consent  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  no  altera¬ 
tion  shall  be  made  in  the  qualifications  for  membership  in  the  Order 
in  Denmark,  .  .  .  .” 

In  accordance  to  this  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  should  like  to 
ask  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  whether  our  opinion  is  the  same  as 
that  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  the  matter,  that  the  paragraph 
in  the  agreement  about  membership,  is  with  regard  to  admission  of 
new  members,  namely,  the  belief  in  a  Supreme  Being,  free  white  males, 
etc.,  while  the  agreement  allows  us,  ourselves,  to  order  punishment  for 
violation  of  the  laws  of  1.  O.  O.  F.  and  3tc.,  which  stipulates  expulsion, 
as  we  wish  it? 

Awaiting  an  early  reply,  I  am  with  kind  regards  in  F.  L.  and  T.

My  Dear  Brother  Beyer:  Your  communication  of  September  20th, 
addressed  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  was  received  by  the  Grand 
Secretary  after  the  close  of  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  same  has  been  referred  to  me. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  fifth  paragraph  ot  the  agreement  between 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark,  quoted 
by  you  is  sufficiently  clear  to  need  no  construction  from  the  Grand 
Sire,  or  is  it  at  all  possible  to  be  misunderstood  by  your  Jurisdiction. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  desires  in  the  fullest  sense  to  live  up 
to  the  terms  of  the  agreement,  and  I  have  no  doubt  that  your  Grand 
Lodge  is  fully  able  to  properly  construe  it.  By  the  provision  of  the 
charter  issued  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  its  rights  are  fully 
and  clearly  defined.  The  interpretation  you  have  put  upon  the  para¬ 
graph  of  agreement,  referred  to,  seems  to  me  to  be  feasible  and 
logical.

REQUEST  FOR  ESTABLISHMENT  OF  SEPARATE  ORDER  IN 

AUSTRIA. 

A  letter  addressed  to  Bro.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire,  by  Paul 
Gerlach,  Grand  Sire  of  Germany,  which  had  not  been  acted  upon 
during  Brother  Kuykendall’s  term  as  Grand  Sire.-  was  referred  to  me. 

I  submit  a  copy  of  the  letter  written  to  Brother  Kuykendall  here¬ 
with  and  my  reply  to  Brother  Gerlach,  and  desire  that  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  take  such  action  upon  the  subject  matter  as  it  may 
desire. 
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Berlin,  August  31,  1910. 

Mr.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Saratoga, 
Wyoming: 

Very  Honored  Sir  and  Dear  Brother:  The  Grand  Sires  of  the 
European  Court  held  their  conference  on  the  14th  and  15th  of  August 
of  this  year  in  Basel,  Switzerland.  Brother  Dr.  Beyer,  of  Copenhagen, 
gave  us  at  this  time  his  impressions  jof  the  meeting  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  a  year  ago,  which  very  much  interested  those  present. 

The  various  questions  which  particularly  interested  the  European 
Courts  were  discussed  thoroughly  and  it  was  decided: 

First,  in  the  question  as  to  our  installation  of  our  lodge  in  Austria, 
after  a  prolonged  interview  with  the  leading  brothers  from  Prague, 
Austria,  I  have  reached  the  conclusion  that  installation  of  the  Odd 
Fellow  lodge  in  Austria  in  the  form  in  which  it  usually  has  been 
installed  in  foreign  lands,  is  impossible.  The  Imperial  Government 
of  Austria  will  not  give  its  sanction  to  the  installation  of  our  Order 
in  Austria.  There  remains  but  one  way  to  make  it  possible  for 
Austrian  brothers  to  carry  on  the  work  in  their  own  country  and  that 
is,  the  Austrian  brothers  cannot  use  the  word  “  Lodge,”  which  under 
the  ruling  clerical  law  is  prohibited.  The  order  of  the  “  B’nai  B’rith  ” 
has  had  to  act  under  similar  circumstances  in  Austria  and  has  found 
an  escaping  loophole  that  we  would  also  recommend  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  to  allow  the  members  of  our  Order  in  Prague  to  estab¬ 
lish  their  fraternity  under  the  title  of  “  Charity  Organization,  Friend¬ 
ship  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  Austria.”  In  this 
manner  only,  the  apparent  title  of  this  organization  would  differ  from 
the  one  customary  in  our  Order.  The  substance  of  our  work,  the 
kernel,  would  be  just  the  same  as  in  any  other  lodge  of  our  Order  in 
the  wide  world.  At  first  moment  it  would  seem  enormity  to  sanction 
such  a  departure  from  the  accepted  title  of  our  lodges,  but  exceptional 
conditions  require  exceptional  methods,  and  by  this  method  we  will  ob¬ 
tain  our  object  in  Austria.  Thousands  of  good  men,  people  in  good 
circumstances,  citizens  of  good  reputation  in  Austria,  are  waiting  for 
the  time  when  our  Order  shall  gain  admission  in  some  form  in  the 
Austrian  States,  and  would  then  join  our  fraternity.  I  endorse  the  re¬ 
quest  of  our  Austrian  brothers  to  permit  them  to  introduce  our  Order  in 
this  unusual  way.  Should  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  entertain  any 
objections  against  the  admission  of  our  Order  in  Austria  under  this 
form,  then  I  beg  that  the  Order  in  Austria-Hungary  shall  be  placed 
under  the  Jurisdiction  of  The  Right  Worthy  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
German  Empire  and  turn  over  to  this  body  any  further  steps. 

Let  us  not  allow  the  field  in  Austria  to  be  farmed  by  other  related 
orders  and  the  fruits  garnered  by  them,  but  may  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  by  the  wisdom  of  its  resolution,  grasp  the  opportunity  to  open 
up  to  our  Order  a  broad  field  of  activity,  even  if  it  be  under  a  departure 
from  the  apparent  title.  Repeatedly  we  have  laid  stress  in  our  Grand 
Lodge  conferences  upon  the  ideal  of  a  general  world-wide  lodge  of 
our  Order.  From  this  viewpoint,  the  Very  Honorable  Grand  Sire  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Denmark  invited  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at 
its  last  meeting  to  hold  its  next  meeting  in  Copenhagen.  We  repeat 
this  invitation  with  the  modification  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
shall  hold  its  session  in  the  year  1911  in  the  city  of  Berlin,  capital  of 
the  German  Empire.  Should  this  invitation  for  1911  be  declined,  it 
herewith  stands  then  as  an  invitation  for  1912.  We  can  say  without 
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hesitation  that  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  feel 
themselves  very  much  at  home  under  the  hospitality  of  the  Berlin 
brothers  whom  all  other  European  lodge  brothers  join. 

Through  the  Right  Honorable  Grand  Representative  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  Bro.  August  Hohenstein,  I  have  learned  that  several 
changes  in  the  secret  work,  both  written  and  unwritten,  have  been 
institutea  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  European  Courts  con¬ 
sidered  it  desirable  that  everywhere  in  the  lodges  the  work  be  the 
same,  and  we  beg  therefore  to  submit  to  us  both  written  and  unwritten 
work  of  the  Order  as  in  use  at  present.  We  also  beg  for  the  presenta¬ 
tion  or  a  key  to  the  secret  work. 

At  the  last  conference  of  the  European  Grand  Sires,  the  following 
Grana  Sires  were  present:  The  G.  L.  D.  R.,  Bro.  Paul  Gerlach; 
the  G.  L.  R.  Switzerland,  Brother  Dr.  Mueller;  the  G.  L.  from  Den¬ 
mark  Brother  Dr.  Beyer.  Our  resolutions  and  above  expressed  wishes 
were  passed  in  the  absence  of  the  Grand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Sweden  and  the  Grand  Master  of  the  Netherlands. 

Wishing  for  the  best  success  in  this  year’s  annual  meeting  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I  sign.

My  Dear  Brother  Gerlach:  Your  esteemed  letter  of  August  31  to 
Hon.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Grand  Sire,  was  referred  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  at  its  recent  session  at  Atlanta,  Georgia. 

The  committee  to  which  it  was  referred,  as  you  will  see  by  Report 
156  of  the  Daily  Journal,  page  215,  directed  that  the  same  be  referred 
to  me  for  consideration  when  more  time  could  be  given  it. 

I  have  very  carefully  considered  the  matter  and  it  is  my  opinion 
that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  permit  the  establishment  of  an  inde¬ 
pendent  branch  of  the  Order  in  Austria  under  another  name,  whether 
it  shall  be  under  the  name  of  a  club  or  degree.  It  would  be  a  prec¬ 
edent  that  migJit  entangle  us  in  innumerable  complications  in  the 
future,  nor  have  I  the  constitutional  power  to  permit  such  an  organiza¬ 
tion  to  be  established. 

I  can  see  no  objection,  however,  to  the  subordinate  lodges  of  Austria 
being  placed  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Germany,  under  the  direction 
of  the  German  Grand  Sire,  and  I  hereby  authorize  you,  as  such  Grand 
Sire,  to  assume,  under  the  proper  restrictions  of  our  law,  jurisdiction 
over  bodies  already  established,  or  that  may  be  established,  in  Austria- 
Hungary.  As  Grand  Sire  I  have  not  the  power  to  do  more  than  this, 
nor  do  I  think  it  would  be  advisable.  You  understand  that  when  you 
liave  assumed  such  authority  that  these  subordinate  bodies  of  Austria 
shall  report  to,  and  until  further  proceeding  shall  be  had,  be  governed 
by  the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Germany. 

You  also  ask  for  the  new  written  and  unwritten  work  in  German, 
and  I  have  authorized  our  Grand  Secretary,  Bro.  John  B.  Goodwin, 
to  supply  you  with  the  same,  which  he  will  proceed  to  do.  Also  have 
authorizeo  him  to  exchange  Rituals,  as  per  your  request. 

In  assuming  the  duties  of  Grand  Sire  of  our  grand  Order,  I  would 
be  very  glad  indeed  to  co-operate  with  you  most  heartily  in  any 
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manner  that  will  advance  the  work  of  our  European  Jurisdictions,  and 
I  hope  you  will  communicate  with  me  freely  as  to  the  conditions  that 
exist  and  offer  such  recommendations  as  you  may  think  best.  I  am 
aware  that  conditions  in  some  of  our  European  countries  are  different 
from  ours  and  will  seek  to  respect  the  laws  of  those  countries  relating 
to  our  Society.  At  the  same  time,  if  it  is  possible  for  methods  to  be 
employed  that  will  give  an  impetus  to  the  work  of  the  Order,  so  that 
it  may  become  stronger  and  more  useful,  I  urge  you  to  adopt  them.

INTRODUCTION  OF  THE  ORDER  IN  BELGIUM. 

I  received  a  letter  from  Bro.  Jean  H.  Odink,  dated  July  1,  asking 
permission  to  institute  a  lodge  of  our  Order  at  Antwerp,  Belgium, 
same  to  be  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Nether¬ 
lands,  until  further  order  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  It  is  rep¬ 
resented  to  me  that  members  to  the  number  of  fifteen  desire  to  found 
a  lodge  at  Antwerp,  in  Belgium,  thus  introducing  the  Order  into  that 
kingdom,  and  affording  opportunity  for  extending  our  infiuence  into 
this  new  territory.  * 

After  consideration,  I  decided  that  the  request  of  the  Grand  Master 
of  the  Netherlands  should  be  granted,  and  I  therefore  gave  him  per¬ 
mission  to  grant  a  charter  to  such  a  lodge,  to  be  known  as  Belgia 
Lodge,  No.  1,  the  same  to  remain  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  Netherlands  until  the  further  order  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  I  issued  the  following  dispensation  in  connection  there¬ 
with. 

DISPENSATION. 

By  virtue  of  authority  in  me  vested,  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  I,  John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire, 
do  hereby  authorize  Jean  H.  Odink,  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand  Lodge, 
1.  0.  0.  F.  of  the  Netherlands,  to  institute  or  cause  to  be  instituted, 
in  the  city  of  Antwerp,  in  the  Kingdom  of  Belgium,  a  lodge  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  to  be  known  as  Belgia  Lodge,  No.  1, 
1.  0.  0.  F.,  and  I  hereby  authorize  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Netherlands 
to  grant  a  charter  to  the  said  Belgia  Lodge,  No.  1,  the  said  lodge  to 
be,  and  remain,  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
Netherlands  until  further  orders  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Indianapolis,  this  the  thirteenth  day  of  July, 
nineteen  hundred  and  eleven.

UNAUTHORIZED  CIRCULARS  OFFERING  ARTICLES  FOR  SALE 

TO  MEMBERS  OF  THE  ORDER. 

Grand  Secretary  Goodwin  has  called  my  attention,  in  a  letter  of 
August  1,  to  printed  circulars  issued  to  aid  the  sale  of  a  pin,  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  of  which,  it  is  claimed,  are  to  be  applied  to  a  charitable  purpose. 
It  seems  that  this  circular  was  sent  out  in  one  of  the  Jurisdictions 
without  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Master. 

Attention  has  also  been  called  to  the  fact  that  other  articles  have 
been  offered  to  lodges  by  members  of  the  Order  without  any  charitable 
purpose  accompanying  such  offer. 
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We,  therefore,  have  the  anomalous  condition  under  our  law  that 
even  relief  cannot  be  applied  for  without  the  consent  of  the  Grand 
Master,  and  on  the  other  hand  it  seems  that  a  scheme  that  is  not  in 
the  nature  of  a  raffle  or  a  game  of  chance  is  authorized  under  our 
law  as  it  now  stands  and  is  interpreted.  It  is  my  opinion  that  some 
legislation  should  be  enacted  by  this  Grand  Body  that  will  prohibit 
the  sale  of  articles  to  members  of  the  Order,  whether  for  charitable  or 
other  purposes,  without  proper  consent,  excepting,  of  course,  the  sale 
of  proper  articles  for  use  of  the  Order  by  regalia  houses,  and  except¬ 
ing  also,  letters  in  behalf  of  the  circulation  and  work  of  the  recognized 
fraternal  publications. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  such  legislation  would  practically  stamp  out 
many  unworthy  and  undeserving  schemes. 

I  therefore  recommend  that  the  matters  referred  to  be  given  careful 
consideration,  and  that  such  legislation  be  enacted  as  will  provide  the 
necessary  protection  to  the  Order  in  this  behalf. 

CORRESPONDENCE. 

My  correspondence  has  extended  to  practically  all  the  Jurisdictions 
and  countries  in  which  the  Order  is  established,  and  comprehended 
the  several  branches.  Seeking  a  better  understanding  of  conditions 
and  when  possible  encourage  renewed  or  continued  efforts  for  the 
Order’s  growth,  in  assuming  my  duties  I  addressed  the  following  letter 
to  the  several  executive  officers — Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs, 
Presidents  of  Rebekah  Assemblies,  Department  Commanders,  Grand 
Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes  and  Secretaries  of  Rebekah  Assemblies: 

Dear  Brother:  At  the  very  beginning  of  my  term  as  Grand  Sire  it 
is  my  desire  to  get  very  near  the  executive  officers  of  the  several 
Jurisdictions — Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Presidents  of  Assem¬ 
blies,  Department  Commanders,  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  etc. 
— and  to  join  with  them  in  an  earnest  campaign  for  the  growth  in 
Odd  Fellowship  in  all  its  branches  and  everywhere;  and  as  an  intro¬ 
duction  I  address  you  this  letter  and  ask  you  to  consider  it  personal 
to  yourself. 

The  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  been  phenomenal,  almost  mar¬ 
velous  in  fact,  with  practically  no  one  year  in  which  it  has  receded 
in  membership,  notwithstanding  the  competition  of  smaller  and  similar 
societies  in  every  community.  This  speaks  for  its  unequalled  popu¬ 
larity  and  the  practically  universal  approval  of  good  men  and  women 
everywhere.  What  I  much  desire  is  that  it  shall  not  only  continue  in 
popularity,  usefulness  and  growth,  but  that  these  shall  increase  from 
this  time  forward  as  never  before,  and  I  therefore  appeal  to  you  to 
put  forth  such  efforts  in  your  Jurisdiction  as  will  bring  about  this 
result.  It  is  not  my  purpose  to  assume  any  of  the  prerogatives  attach¬ 
ing  to  your  high  office  and  duties,  but  I  do  want  you  to  feel  that  every 
forward  step  you  shall  take  will  give  me  the  greatest  possible  pleasure, 
and  that  I  stand  ready,  not  only  to  approve,  but  to  aid  you  in  whatever 
way  shall  be  in  my  power. 

I  will  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  as  often  as  it  shall  be  your  pleasure 
to  communicate  with  me. 

Sincerely  trusting  that  it  will  be  your  purpose  constantly  to  lead 
your  Jurisdiction  to  greater  membership  and  greater  things,

I  also  addressed  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Sires  as  follows: 

October  16,  1910. 

My  Dear  Brother:  In  entering  upon  the  duties  of  Grand  Sire,  I 
desire  to  join  in  any  efforts  you,  as  my  representatives,  shall  make  in 
extending  the  Order  to  all  parts  of  the  civilized  world.  The  field  in 
which  you  are  located  is  one  I  desire  to  have  cultivated  particularly, 
and  I  ask  you  to  put  forth  greater  efforts  during  the  coming  year 
for  the  increase  of  lodges  and  members  than  you  have  ever  before 
been  able  to  do. 

I  look  to  you  to  establish  new  lodges  in  fields  that  are  Decoming, 
or  are  already,  populated,  and  may  have  been  neglected  heretofore. 
I  would  like  if  you  would  put  yourself  in  communication  with  some 
good  man,  or  men,  in  such  localities,  with  this  in  view.  If  it  can  be 
done  in  no  other  way  you  might  get  information  from  the  postal 
authorities  or  other  *  interests  represented  in  a  particular  community. 

Will  you  not  make  an  unusual  effort  toward  carrying  the  Odd 
Fellow  banner  to  the  most  remote  regions  of  your  district,  and  I  want 
you  to  feel  at  perfect  liberty  to  address  me  at  any  time  upon  any 
subject  in  which  I  may  be  able  to  give  you  assistance.  I  assure  you 
I  will  not  only  second  your  efforts,  but  appreciate  everything  you  can 
do  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order. 

Kindly  write  me  your  views  on  the  conditions  in  your  district  as 
soon  as  you  can  after  receiving  this  note. 

And  to  the  Grand  Sires  and  Grand  Secretaries  of  quasi  independent 
Jurisdictions  I  wrote  the  same  letter  sent  to  Grand  Masters,  Grand 
Patriarchs,  et  al.,  above  given. 

Replies  of  much  information  and  value  were  promptly  returned. 
These  replies  are  so  encouraging  and  so  clearly  set  forth  the  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  several  sections  of  the  sovereign  domain,  that,  eliminating 
formal,  personal  and  irrelevant  parts,  I  give  the  following: 

United  States  and  Canada. 

Alberta. — W.  O.  Shera,  Grand  Master:  In  this  new  Jurisdiction  of 
Alberta  our  Order  is  going  ahead  fast,  since  November  3  I  have  added 
fifteen  new  lodges  to  our  Grand  Order  with  over  five  hundred  members 
and  the  prospects  are  still  bright  for  a  further  increase  before  the 
Grand  Lodge  meets  in  February.  Our  good  Bro.  A.  E.  May,  P.  G.  M. 
and  G.  R.,  has  done  good  work  addressing  the  several  subordinate 
lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  leaves  nothing  undone  to  further  Odd 
Fellowship,  he  is  one  of  those  untiring  Odd  Fellows  in  the  city  of 
Edmonton  who  looks  after  strangers  coming  into  this  new  country. 
Personally  I  am  a  great  believer  in  visiting  and  from  the  enthusiasm 
I  met  on  my  visits  through  my  Jurisdiction  I  am  convinced  if  Canada, 
especially  the  four  Western  Provinces  had  a  visit  from  the  Grand 
Sire  and  an  address  at  central  points  at  open  meeting  it  would  be 
the  means  of  a  great  increase  in  Odd  Fellowship.  I  have  had  the 
pleasure  of  taking  part  at  the  two  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meetings 
in  Toronto,  but  I  have  never  heard  of  a  Grand  Sire  visiting  this  grand 
western  country  to  see  what  we  are  doing. 

0.  E.  Tisdale,  Grand  Secretary:  The  work  of  our  Order  is  pro¬ 
gressing  very  favorably  in  this  Jurisdiction,  as  well  as  throughout  the 
Jurisdictions  in  the  Canadian  northwest.  Last  year  we  had  a  gain  of 
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fourteen  subordinate  lodges,  three  Rebekah  lodges  and  since  our 
Grand  Lodge  session,  held  in  August,  last,  we  have  instituted  nine 
subordinate  lodges  and  three  Rebekah  lodges  and  have  five  more  sub¬ 
ordinates  to  institute  in  the  month  of  January. 

Arizona. — W.  K.  James,  Grand  Master:  I  shall  do  all  I  can  in  my 
small  way  as  Grand  Master,  of  the  smallest  Jurisdiction  under  your 
leadership.  I  assure  you  that  while  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona  can¬ 
not  boast  of  a  large  membership,  at  the  same  time  I  believe  that,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  population  within  its  territory,  the  proportion  of  Odd 
Fellows  is  as  great  as  in  most  Jurisdictions.  This  being  comparatively 
a  new  country  we  have  many  Odd  Fellows  with  us  that  have  never 
transferred  their  membership  from  their  home  lodges,  but  this  will 
all  adjust  itself  in  time.  I  wish.  also,  to  assure  you  that  the  quality 
of  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction,  I  believe,  will  compare  favorably 
with  any  other.  There  has  been  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  mem¬ 
bers  during  the  year,  but  no  extraordinary  growth  in  Arizona. 

Later. — My  term  as  Grand  Master  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  rapidly 
drawing  to  a  close,  and  I  wish  to  report  to  you,  at  this  time,  that  my 
administration  has  covered  a  period  of  peace,  harmony  and  good-will 
throughout  the  entire  Jurisdiction. 

During  the*  past  year,  limes  have  been  hard  in  most  of  the  territory 
covered  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Arizona,  but  notwithstanding  that  fact 
the  Order  will  show  an  advancement  in  numbers,  I  am  confident,  when 
the  reports  are  finished. 

Arkansas. — Louis  Josephs,  Retiring  Grand  Master:  I  take  this  occa¬ 
sion  to  say  that  the  Order  is  still  booming  in  this  State  where  we  have 
made  such  rapid  advancement  in  the  past  ten  years.  Those  of  us  who 
are  fortunate  to  be  at  the  helm  in  this  Jurisdiction,  keep  in  touch 
with  the  rank  and  file  in  order  to  assist  them  in  building  upward  and 
onward.  Personally  I  except  to  continue  in  the  work  to  my  utmost 
ability  and  time,  and  with  that  object  in  view  have  accepted  the  ap¬ 
pointment  of  District  Deputy  for  this  county  and  have  placed  myself 
at  the  disposal  of  the  present  Grand  Master,  in  all  other  matters  that 
I  could  be  of  assistance  to  him.  I  feel  safe  in  saying  that  Arkansas 
will  help  make  your  administration  a  record  one. 

M.  M.  Stucky,  Grand  Master:  We  are  doing  our  best  in  Arkansas  in 
all  branches  of  the  Order  and  expect  to  be  able  to  show  a  good  increase 
when  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  meets.  As  to  affairs  in  Arkansas 
since  my  election,  I  have  been  having  quite  a  strenuous  time,  as  at  our 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  we  re-distrlcted  the  State,  and  I 
am  trying  to  find  men  who  are  loyal,  capable  and  willing  to  give  their 
time  and  ability  to  serve  in  the  capacity  of  District  Deputy  Grand 
Master.  I  wish  to  make  this  office  amount  to  something  and  make  it 
an  actual  benefit  to  the  lodges;  not  to  appoint  brothers  to  the  position 
simply  to  satisfy  their  ambition  to  hold  an  office  with  a  little  authority, 
but  to  make  them  what  I  think  they  were  intended  to  be,  field  officers; 
directing  the  line  immediately  under  their  command  and  giving  full  in¬ 
formation  to  the  Grand  Officers  of  the  progress  of  the  Order. 

British  Columbia. — E.  L.  Wehher,  Grand  Master:  From  the  reports 
at  the  end  of  the  term  which  have  been  received  by  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  and  also  by  myself,  I  can  assure  you  that  the  past  year  will  be  a 
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record  one  for  success  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  think  you  will  observe 
by  looking  over  the  past  annual  reports  that  this  Jurisdiction  has  been 
one  of  the  most  successful  under  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
when  you  shall  have  received  report  for  the  past  year  I  think  I  will 
be  safe  in  saying  that  the  increase  in  membership  at  least  will  be 
greater  than  any  heretofore. 

E.  G.  Cavalskp,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  can  assure  you  of  my  personal 
assistance  to  the  best  of  my  ability,  to  gain  your  worthy  object  for 
our  beloved  Order. 

Regarding  my  own  district  of  British  Columbia  it  will  interest  you 
to  know,  that  in  the  first  term  of  this  year  one  new  encampment  and 
sixty  patriarchs  were  the  net  gain,  this  second  term  we  have  one  new 
encampment  instituted  and  hope  to  reach  the  same  number  of  new 
patriarchs  as  last  term,  thus  making  1910  a  banner  year. 

Personally,  I  spent  16  days  last  October  visiting  encampments  in 
Kootenay  the  boundary  county  of  British  Columbia,  and  also  called 
on  six  subordinate  lodges  and  spoke  on  the  Encampment  branch, 
and  I  have  the  assurance  of  two  or  three  new  camps  being  formed  in 
the  near  future.  You  will  understand  the  difficulties  some  of  these 
lodges  have  in  getting  encampments  started  when  I  mention  to  you 
that  “Key  City  Lodge,  No.  42,  Crancrooks,”  a  splendid  lodge  with  109 
members,  in  which  I  spoke  on  the  Encampment  branch,  not  having 
any  patriarchs,  appointed  a  committee  to  make  arrangements  for  a 
camp.  Since  coming  home  I  have  received  a  letter  from  the  chair¬ 
man  informing  me  that  they  have  found  three  patriarchs,  one  in 
Kimberly,  one  in  Fort  Steele,  and  one  in  Uco,  all  small  mining  camps 
from  50  to  100  miles  from  Crancrooks  all  willing  to  come  down  and 
start  the  new  camp,  and  as  soon  as  they  get  over  the  holidays  two 
of  the  brothers  will  go  to  Nelson,  some  180  miles  distance,  to  receive 
their  Patriarchal  degrees,  as  they  are  determined  to  have  an  encamp¬ 
ment  in  their  town  before  the  Grand  Encampment  meets  there  in  1911. 

And  so  it  was  at  Phoenix  where  I  instituted  the  new  encampment 
where  two  brothers  had  gone  to  Trail,  192  miles  away,  and  losing 
three  days’  work,  to  get  one  started.  Here  I  found  brothers  from 
Greenwood,  Grand  Forks,  in  British  Columbia  and  Republic  on  the 
American  side,  coming  to  join  the  new  camp  and  promising  to  go  home 
to  their  lodges  and  do  all  they  could  for  the  advancement  of  the  Order. 
And  so  the  good  work  goes  on  in  this  new  country,  where,  when  we 
see  a  good  thing  we  push  it  along. 

Early  in  the  new  year  I  expect  to  visit  the  balance  of  the  encamp¬ 
ments  in  Victoria,  Vancouver,  New  Westminster,  Ladysmith  and  Cum¬ 
berland,  and  hope  to  have  a  good  report  from  all  of  them. 

Mrs.  E.  E.  Hanna,  President  Rehekah  Assembly:  British  Columbia 
is  practically  a  new  Province.  We  have  only  19  Rebekah  lodges  at 
present,  but  I  am  anticipating  the  instituting  of  two  more  in  this  city 
very  soon.  There  are  great  possibilities  in  this  Province.  People  from 
all  over  the  world  are  coming  in  very  fast  and  I  think  in  the  near 
future  you  will  see  Odd  Fellowship  increase  at  a  rapid  rate.  It  is  my 
desire  to  improve  the  quality  as  well  as  the  quantity  of  members  in 
our  lodges. 

Califoenia. — T.  W.  Duckworth,  Grand  Master:  I  am  greatly  pleased 
to  have  the  honor  of  pledging  to  you  my  heartiest  co-operation  in  your 
splendid  efforts  to  advance  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  throughout 
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the  world.  Since  the  beginning  of  May  of  this  year,  I  have  spent  nearly 
five  months  in  the  actual  service  of  visiting  my  lodges  traveling  up 
and  down  this  State,  a  distance  of  nearly  seven  thousand  miles,  and 
am  pleased  to  report  that  the  work  is  doing  quite  well  in  California. 
I  am  giving  almost  my  entire  time  to  the  work  this  year,  and  would 
be  very  much  dissatisfied  if  I  am  unable  to  leave  the  work  in  better 
condition  than  I  found  it,  notwithstanding  it  came  into  my  hand  in  a 
very  fine  condition. 

Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe:  Of  course  California,  as  ever,  will 
lend  persevering  and  zealous  support  to  your  efforts  to  send  the 
banner  still  farther  to  the  front.  Notwithstanding  that  the  disasters 
of  1906  left  us  in  this  city  without  a  hall  o.r  a  particle  of  regalia,  and 
the  same  fact  was  true  in  other  neighboring  localities,  as  you  know, 
we  reported  no  loss  this  year,  or  any  year  since,  and  “  don’t  intend  to 
have  any.”  We  make  strenuous  efforts  to  keep  the  Patriarchal  branch 
before  the  subordinates,  by  visitation,  joint  installations,  public  gather¬ 
ings,  etc.  The  only  trouble  is  that  the  majority  of  the  subordinate 
members  do  not  know  about  the  encampment,  and  it  must  in  some 
way  be  brought  to  their  individual  attention,  and  we  do  this  in 
various  ways.  The  annual  session  of  our  Grand  Encampment  is  the 
great  fraternal  event  of  California.  We  go  somewhere  and  make  a 
whole  week  of  it,  and  thousands  are  present  at  the  displays.  What  is 
the  result?  With  43,000  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  we  have  9500  in 
the  Encampment  branch,  a  goodly  percentage.  The  Grand  Officers  all 
work  individually,  and  we  don’t  have  any  who  do  not  promise  so  to 
do.  Count  on  California,  Brother  Grand  Sire,  for  continued  effort,  and 
the  earnest  desire  to  make  your  administration  a  great  success. 

Brig. -Gen.  J.  K.  Ritter,  Department  Commander :  I  can  assure  you 
that  I  will  do  all  in  my  power  to  assist  you  in  making  your  term  a 
grand  success  in  every  respect. 

I  do  this  because  I  am  naturally  heart  and  soul  in  the  work  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  but  also  because  I  know  you  personally  very  well.  Having 
lived  in  Muncie,  Ind.,  for  twenty  odd  years,  up  until  eight  years  ago 
a  member  of  Muncie  Lodge,  No.  74,  and  at  the  head  of  Canton  Muncie 
for  several  years.  I  know  the  membership  in  Indiana  very  well,  and 
for  that  reason  I  am  going  to  do  all  I  can  to  further  one  of  the 
Hoosier  citizens. 

Colorado. — G.  D.  Cummings,  Grand  Master:  During  my  term  of  office 
it  will  be  a  pleasure  to  assist  you  in  every  way  at  my  command,  to 
constantly  press  forward  the  harmonious  and  progressive  spirit  so 
characteristic  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

0.  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary:  This  Jurisdiction  is  looking  for¬ 
ward  with  much  pleasure  to  an  expected  visit  trom  the  Grand  Sire  on 
the  26th  of  April,  1911,  when  we  hold  our  Aniversary  Celebration, 
which  is  intended  to  be  for  the  whole  State.  The  Order  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction  now  has  169  lodges,  and  a  little  over  14,000  members.  We  are 
constantly  confronted  with  the  readjustment  which  must  occur  in 
every  new  country.  The  mining  industry  has  not  been  in  a  satis¬ 
factory  condition  for  the  past  two  years,  and  a  number  of  our  oldest 
lodges  in  the  mountains  are  feeling  the  depression  which  results  from 
such  a  condition.  But  our  agricultural  industries  have  made  a  sub¬ 
stantial  progress,  and  we  are  gaining  new  members  in  its  localities. 
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Upon  the  whole  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  a  healthy,  prosperous  condition 
in  this  State.  Ten  new  lodges  were  instituted  last  year,  and  there  is 
prospect  of  at  least  as  many  more  this  year. 

J.  M.  'Norman,  Grand  Scri'be:  The  Grand  Encampment  of  Colorado, 
previous  to  October  17,  1910,  was  not  a  representative  body.  It  was 
composed  of  the  Past  Chief  Patriarchs  in  good  standing  in  encamp¬ 
ments  in  good  standing.  It  met  at  the  same  place  the  Grand  Lodge 
convened  on  Monday  previous  to  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  which 
meets  on  the  3d  Tuesday  in  October  of  each  year.  Our  Grand  En¬ 
campment  has  always  been  prosperous  and  well  attended.  There 
never  has  been  but  one  report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  showing 
a  decrease  in  membership. 

At  the  late  session  held  at  Victor,  Colorado,  October  17,  1910,  the 
Grand  Encampment  voted  itself  a  representative  body,  providing  that 
every  encampment  should  have  one  representative.  If  the  encampment 
has  125  members  or  more,  two — but  no  encampment  shall  ever  have 
more  than  two — paying  mileage  and  per  diem,  the  same  as  the  Grand 
Lodge. 

I  am  sorry  to  say  that  the  reports  received  up  to  date  show  a  net 
loss  of  140.  Of  course,  you  know,  that  a  number  of  encampments  every¬ 
where,  have  been  in  the  habit  of  carrying  some  dead  timber  on  their 
roster,  especially  when  it  did  not  cost  them  anything.  Now  that  we 
have  changed  from  a  percentage  to  a  per  capita  system  the  encamp¬ 
ments  are  trimming  off  the  dead  twigs,  leaving  the  body  in  a  healthy 
condition  but  rather  denude  of  limbs.  I  assure  you  we  are  doing 
everything  to  regain  our  losses  and  I  fervently  hope  we  will  be  able 
to  make  it  up  by  the  1st  of  July. 

Connecticut. — Karl  L.  Winter,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  am  doing  all  in 
my  power  to  increase  the  membership  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  in 
Connecticut.  I  am  making  a  fight  against  suspension,  believing  that 
it  is  not  necessary  to  have  so  many,  if  they  are  properly  cared  for. 
It  is  my  desire  to  have  the  largest  gain  to  report  at  my  next  meeting 
of  the  Grand  Encampment  ever  had  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  have  made 
several  trips  to  meetings  of  the  subordinate  lodges  where  they  have 
had  roll  calls,  and  have  done  all  I  could  in  the  interest  of  the  Encamp¬ 
ment  branch. 

William  8.  Hutchinson,  Grand  Secretary:  You  can  count  on  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Connecticut  doing  all  they  can  to  advance  the  cause  of 
Odd  Fellowship.  I  enclose  you  a  few  copies  of  letters  which  have  been 
mailed  to  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  from  them  you  will 
notice  that  our  Grand  Master  and  Grand  Patriarch  are  anxious  to  in¬ 
crease  the  membership  in  their  respective  branches.  My  circular 
letter  (copy  enclosed)  shows  the  result  for  the  term  ending  June  30, 
1910.  I,  however,  look  for  a  nice  gain  in  both  subordinate  lodges  and 
encampments  for  the  term  ending  December  31,  1910.  Will  let  you 
know  the  result  as  soon  after  December  31,  as  possible. 

Clara  B.  M.  Douglass,  President  Re'bekah  Assem'bly:  My  year  has 
been  a  very  happy  one  with  harmony  and  good  will  prevailing. 

District  of  Columbia. — Thomas  J.  Gates,  Grand  Master:  I  believe 
we  have  things  on  the  move  in  this  Jurisdiction,  which  will  lead  to  a 
substantial  increase  in  membership  during  this  year.  I  am  visiting 
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my  subordinate  lodges  frequently,  and  am  urging  them  on  with  the 
work.  Some  of  the  lodges  that  have  been  at  a  standstill  for  several 
years  past,  have  again  become  active  and  are  bringing  in  candidates. 

Florida. — Wm.  H.  Malone,  Jr.,  Grand  Master:  I  have  made  a  tour 
of  the  State  which  is  over  six  thousand  miles,  meeting  every  night 
for  six  weeks,  and  speaking  to  the  members  of  the  Order,  and  to  the 
public  generally,  on  Odd  Fellowship.  I  am  getting  reports  that  it 
made  many  new  members  and  renewed  the  enthusiasm  of  the  old 
members.  Every  indication  points  to  a  successful  year  in  this  State. 

Annie  P.  Phifer,  President  Rehekah  Assembly:  I  love  our  noble 
Order  and  am  doing  all  in  my  power  to  help  you  build  up  our  fraternity 
by  using  my  best  efforts  to  increase  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  my  Jurisdiction.  I  have  only  been  able  so  far  to  institute  four  new 
lodges  with  a  membership  of  thirty,  forty,  fifty  and  sixty-two,  which 
I  think  is  very  good  for  Florida  as  you  know  we  are  very  weak.  Our 
Assembly  has  no  funds  on  hand  to  allow  me  to  make  visits  in  order 
to  build  up  our  branch  of  the  work,  a  small  sum  of  fifty  dollars  was 
allowed  me,  which,  as  you  know,  can’t  go  very  far.  However,  I  am 
doing  all  I  can  and  intend  to  visit  all  of  my  lodges. 

Georgia. — Mrs.  L.  Helen  Lohr,  President  Rehekah  Assembly:  Our 
work  in  Georgia  is  progressing  fairly.  We  have  instituted  nine  lodges 
since  June,  and  now  have  two  ready  to  be  instituted.  We  are  making 
a  special  effort  to  interest  all  the  membership  in  the  establishment  of 
an  Odd  Fellows  and  Orphans’  Home,  and  hope  by  the  time  our  Assem¬ 
bly  meets  in  May,  to  have  a  favorable  report  in  that  line  of  our  work. 
I  am  very  sorry  to  say  that  we  have  several  delinquent  lodges,  which 
my  Secretary  and  I  have  endeavored,  in  every  way,  to  get  to  resume 
work,  but  all  seems  to  be  of  no  avail.  However,  we  will  not  give  up 
hope,  but  will  continue  our  efforts  in  that  direction,  and  hope  some 
may  be  brought  back. 

Idaho. — W.  E.  Heard,  Grand  Master:  With  you  I  desire  to  see  this 
the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  the  Order,  not  that  we  may 
be  able  to  say  that  we  have  excelled  our  predecessors,  but  that  the 
Order  is  worthy  ‘our  best  effort. 

In  a  circular  to  the  lodges  of  Idaho,  the  Grand  Secretary  urges  the 
subordinates  “to  go  get”  the  Grand  Sire’s  prizes.  The  circular  says: 

“  Should  this  Jurisdiction  or  one  of  its  subordinate  lodges  succeed 
in  winning  the  prize  offered  (and  it  is  wholly  within  the  range  of 
possibility),  it  would  certainly  be  a  distinctive  honor  and  credit  to 
Idaho.  You  will  say  that  Idaho  will  have  no  chance  with  the  larger 
Jurisdictions  of  the  East,  but  this  is  not  so.  The  average  increase 
in  membership  for  the  57  Jurisdictions  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada  last  year  was  less  fhan  578.  Pennsylvania,  with  a  total  mem¬ 
bership  of  nearly  140,000,  made  a  net  gain  of  less  than  700  last  year. 

“  With  an  average  gain  of  twenty  members  per  lodge  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction  during  the  next  year,  I  believe  the  chance  for  Idaho  to  capture 
the  prize  would  be  very  strong,  and  also  for  one  of  our  subordinate 
lodges  to  win  the  banner.  Remember  that  each  accession  to  your 
lodge  adds  to  the  showing  made  by  the  Jurisdiction,  even  though  you 
may  not  win  the  lodge  prize,  an  honor  which  we  can  all  share. 
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“  I  respectfully  suggest  that  each  lodge  appoint  a  competent  com¬ 
mittee  for  the  purpose  of  submitting  to  the  lodge,  in  writing,  the 
names  of  all  men  in  the  community  who,  in  the  judgment  of  the 
committee,  would  be  acceptable  applicants  for  membership  in  the 
lodge.  Let  the  list  so  prepared  by  the  committee  be  read  and  placed 
upon  the  Secretary’s  desk  for  at  least  two  weeks,  and  the  members 
invited  to  inspect  the  same  with  the  privilege  of  scratching  the  name 
of  any  person  whom  they  may  have  reason  to  believe  would  not  make 
a  good  Odd  Fellow.  After  all  have  been  given  an  opportunity  to  in¬ 
spect  and  scratch  the  list,  then  approach  those  whose  names  remain  on 
the  list,  and  endeavor  to  interest  them  in  the  Order.  This  method 
would  tend  to  reduce  the  chances,  and  consequent  embarrassment  of 
rejections,  and  would  be  the  means  of  getting  the  very  best  material 
in  our  community  for  membership.” 

Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Secretary:  This  promises  to  be  one  of  the 
Desr  years  of  our  Jurisdiction,  and  we  have  an  active,  wide-awake  set 
of  Grand  Lodge  Officers  who  will  be  untiring  in  their  efforts  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  interests  of  the  Order. 

By  referring  to  the  late  census  returns  you  will  observe  that  Idaho 
stands  third  in  percentage  of  gain  in  population  during  the  last  dec¬ 
ade,  and  is  still  growing  by  leaps  and  bounds.  We  are  losing  no 
opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  this  growth,  and  confidently  expect 
to  at  least  double  the  number  of  Odd  Fellows  in  this  State  during  the 
next  five  years.  We  are  counting  on  having  the  honor  of  entertaining 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Boise  in  1915,  and  hope  you  may  lend 
your  influence  to  this  end. 

Illinois. — John  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary:  Illinois  Odd  Fellowship 
is  in  a  thoroughly  active  condition  at  the  present  time.  You.  doubtless 
recall  that  we  led  all  Jurisdictions  last  year  in  net  gain  and  hope  to  do 
the  same  again  this  year,  and  not  only  that,  but  we  expect  to  land  a 
banner  or  two  in  this  Jurisdiction,  if  possible. 

We  have  a  new  Grand  Master,  James  Ewing  Davis,  of  Chicago,  who 
is  taking  hold  of  the  work  vigorously,  and  I  assure  you  that  Illinois 
will  do  its  full  share  in  pushing  along  Odd  Fellowship  in  1911. 

Maj.-Gen.  James  Henry  Harris,  Department  Commander:  Appreciat¬ 
ing  that  you  may  deem  it  as  an  exhibition  of  egotism  if  I  were  to  say 
that  it  has  always  been  my  purpose  to  advance  the  status  of  this 
Department,  realizing  that  increase  of  membership  is,  in  a  measure, 
brought  about  by  the  high  standing  of  the  Order,  it  will  therefore  be 
my  desire  to  continue  in  the  future  along  the  same  lines  that  I  have 
followed  in  the  past.  With  personal  pride,  coupled  with  strong  feeling 
and  regard  for  the  present  incumbent  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  office,  that 
official  may  with  reason  believe  that  his  administration  will  have 
every  help  that  the  Department  Commander  of  Illinois  can  give. 

Mae  E.  Crowell,  President  Rehekah  Assembly:  I  assure  you  that  the 
Rebekahs  of  Illinois  are  very  much  alive.  I  am  proud  of  the  fact 
that  last  year  we  made  the  greatest  growth  in  membership  ever  at¬ 
tained  in  this  State,  about  6000  new  members,  and  the  interest  and 
enthusiasm  still  continues.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  accomplish  some 
things  through  my  office  this  year,  tending  to  a  better  knowledge  of  the 
Order  among  the  members. 
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I  am  very  much  interested  in  the  plan  of  a  General  Assembly  as 
presented  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  last  session  and  trust 
that  you  are  in  sympathy  with  the  movement,  and  that  we  may  have 
your  support  during  the  year  and  at  the  next  session  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Indiana. — Maj.-Oen.  Jos.  A.  DeHority,  Department  Commander :  It 
shall  be  my  every  effort  to  have  the  coming  year  in  my  department  one 
of  success  and  of  a  decided  increase  in  membership,  and  to  that  end 
shall  use  every  means  at  my  hand  to  bringing  such  about. 

Have  been  visiting  several  of  my  cantons  and  find  much  enthusiasm 
manifested  and  feel  much  encouraged  with  the  outlook. 

You  may  feel  assured  that  I  shall  do  all  within  my  power  to  add 
to  the  membership  and  to  have  Indiana  retain  that  standing  w'hich 
she  now  holds  in  Odd  Fellowship. 

Iowa. — R.  L.  Tilton,  Grand  Secretary:  The  growth  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  has  been  phenomenal,  indeed,  and  while  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of 
Iowa  has  not  contributed  as  largely,  perhaps,  as  it  should  to  the  grand 
result,  shown  in  the  reports  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  last 
session,  our  growth  has  been  steady  and  it  is  the  expectation  that 
reports  for  this  term  will  show  a  membership  in  Iowa  of  sixty 
thousand. 

Kansas. — Will  J.  Russell,  Grand  Secretary:  Kansas  will  do  all  she 
can  to  continue  the  usefulness  and  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

I  believe  that  within  the  next  month  we  will  have  three  new  lodges, 
with  prospects  for  others. 

0.  R.  Stevens,  Department  Commander:  Assure  you  that  the  kind 
and  encouraging  words  of  your  letter  are  very  much  appreciated,  and 
that  you  will  ever  find  the  officers  and  chevaliers  of  the  Department  of 
Kansas  more  than  willing  to  do  everything  possible  for  the  advance¬ 
ment  of  all  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship.  Assure  you  also  that  myself, 
personally,  and  every  field,  line  and  staff  officer  of  this  Department 
will  loyally  co-operate  with  you  in  any  plans  you  may  have  for  the 
work. 

When  the  writer  was  commissioned  as  Department  Commander  of 
Kansas,  January  20,  1908,  we  had  7  cantons  and  195  members.  Now 
we  have  23  cantons  and  more  than  500  members.  We  are  going  on  to 
greater  things.  Our  ambition  is  to  raise  Kansas  to  the  rank  of  a 
division  of  two  brigades  during  this  year  and  before  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  session  in  your  city  next  September.  It  is  a  big  under¬ 
taking,  and  we  may  fail  of  its  accomplishment,  but  if  we  do  the  effort 
will  have  been  helpful. 

In  my  work  for  the  militant  I  devote  much  time  to  the  encamp- 
men+s.  fud  nlso  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges,  for  I  love  all  of 
Odd  Fenowship,  and  the  prosperity  and  growth  of  each  branch  is 
aided  meferially  by  the  crowth  of  every  other  branch. 

TLe  best  fraternal  feelmar  and  mutual  belnfulness  has  ever  marked 
our  relations  with  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodee,  Grand  Encampment 
and  Rebekah  Assembly.  All  of  our  State  Grand  Bodies  meet  at  the 
same  time  and  place.  The  militant  always  escort  the  Grand  Officers 
of  the  other  Grand  Bodies  from  headquarters  to  places  of  meeting, 
and  we  have  a  good  parade  each  year.  At  our  sessions  in  October 
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last  the  Department  Commander  and  Staff  assisted  as  Guard  of  Honor 
in  installation  of  Rebekah  State  Assembly  Officers,  each  of  the  officers 
being  accompanied  by  a  member  of  my  staff,  and  I  acting  as  escort 
to  President  who  was  Installing  Officer. 

We  conferred  the  Patriarchs  Militant  degree  at  our  meeting  of 
Grand  Bodies,  one  of  the  candidates  being  a  young  patriarch  from 
Salina,  Kansas,  with  the  result  that  he  went  home  and  circulated  a 
petition  for  a  canton  and  just  sixteen  days  after  we  gave  him  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  degree,  a  canton  was  mustered  in  his  home  town, 
and  he  was,  of  course,  elected  Captain. 

To  my  mind  each  branch  of  the  Order  is  doing  a  work  which  cannot 
be  done  by  any  other  branch,  and  by  working  in  perfect  harmony  as 
we  do  in  Kansas  we  can  build  up  Odd  Fellowship  to  greater  and 
greater  heights. 

Kentucky. — Allen  Heath,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  outlook  for  next 
year  is  very  bright  and  the  fruits  of  our  labor  will  probably  be  ready 
to  harvest  in  the  near  future. 

R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary:  We  are  hoping  for  a  successful  year 
in  our  Jurisdiction.  I  enclose  you  a  circular  showing  that  we  are  work¬ 
ing  a  little  on  the  plan  you  outlined  at  Atlanta,  and  hope  to  push  the 
work  in  this  State  so  we  will  have  a  very  creditable  showing. 

Mrs.  Minnie  I.  Jones,  President  Rehekah  Assembly:  The  work  under 
my  jurisdiction  is  growing,  and  I  am  putting  forth  every  effort  in  my 
power  to  make  this  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  our 
noble  Order,  and  when  I  think  of  having  six  hundred  thousand  mem¬ 
bers  and  still  growing  rapidly,  I  am  convinced  we  are  doing  much 
good  in  relieving  the  distressed  and  I  hope  to  see  the  Rebekah  branch 
of  our  Order  measure  up  to  the  fullest  degree  of  success  and  achieve¬ 
ment.  I  shall  try  to  fill  the  great  field  with  earnest  workers  and  I  am 
sure  we  shall  attain  that  measure  of  success  that  our  Order  so  justly 
deserves.  I  again  thank  you  for  your  kind  offer  to  assist  me,  and  I 
assure  you  that  it  will  be  my  purpose  to  constantly  lead  my  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  to  greater  membership. 

Louisiana. — W.  W.  Wright,  Grand  Master:  Our  Jurisdiction  is  grow¬ 
ing  slowly  and  surely,  having  instituted  nine  subordinate  lodges  and 
three  Rebekah  lodges  since  March  15,  with  fees  already  paid  for  another 
subordinate  to  institute  early  in  January  and  four  prospects  in  sight. 
We  have  already  exceeded  the  past  year  and  if  we  get  in  the  above 
prospects  will  have  had  a  most  successful  year.  We  opened  our  Odd 
Fellows’  Home  at  Crowley,  La.,  on  January  1,  1910,  and  it  has  been 
thoroughly  advertised  throughout  the  State  and  I  believe  will  gain  us 
a  goodly  number  of  members. 

Maine. — Reuel  Robinson,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  Board  of  Grand 
Officers  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Maine  will  make  every  effort 
for  the  advancement  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship,  and  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  generally  in  the  State  of  Maine.  Maine  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  a 
very  prosperous  condition,  its  membership  aggregating  25,000.  En¬ 
campment  Odd  Fellowship  here,  however,  has  been  at  a  standstill  so 
far  as  the  increase  of  its  membership  is  concerned,  for  a  number  of 
years.  It  is  the  hope  and  expectation  of  the  present  Board  that  1911 
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will  be  a  “  wake-up  ”  year  in  this  branch  of  our  Order  and  many  en¬ 
couraging  reports  along  that  line  are  being  received,  and  I  assure  you 
that  the  Grand  Officers  will  use  every  endeavor  to  push  forward  the 
membership  and  usefulness  of  this  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship. 

Mae  L.  Cash,  President  ReheTcah  Assembly:  Maine  is  doing  her  part 
and  I  sincerely  desire  that  this  year  may  be  the  banner  for  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  in  this  State,  as  well  as  all  others. 

Manitoba. — B.  D.  Beering,  Grand  Secretary:  No  effort  of  mine  will  be 
wanting  in  extending  our  great  Order.  Manitoba  is  the  smallest  Prov¬ 
ince  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  and  we  are  in  hopes  that  the  time 
will  soon  come  when  we  will  be  placed  on  equal  footing  with  our  sister 
Provinces.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  this  northwestern  country 
raises  the  finest  wheat  in  the  world  and  will  soon  become  its  grainery. 

It  is  a  splendid  field  for  Odd  Fellowship.  Our  lodges  are  all  in  a  very 
healthy  state,  we  number  from  1  to  80  without  any  missing,  our  mem¬ 
bership  being  over  8000,  or  100  to  a  lodge.  Our  Rebekah  lodges  num¬ 
ber  from  1  to  25  without  a  break,  membership  over  4000,  or  150  to  a 
lodge.  Our  approximate  increase  this  year  will  be  1200,  in  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  branch  and  in  the  Rebekah  branch.  Our  Assembly  will  be  in¬ 
stituted  on  February  28  next,  and  this  will  help  us  considerably  in  in¬ 
creasing  our  membership.  I  do  not  think  we  will  have  any  difficulty 
in  making  a  substantial  increase  next  year,  as  our  Order  is  popular 
with  the  masses.  How  could  it  be  otherwise  when  our  principles  are 
derived  from  the  Book  of  books,  and  our  membership  are  trying  to 
live  up  to  its  principles  and  looking  forward  with  pleasure  to  1912. 

For  myself,  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  promising  you  that  my  one  best 
and  strongest  effort  will  be  used  in  promoting  and  extending  the  use¬ 
fulness  of  Odd  Fellowship,  because  I  love  its  work.

Whatever  I  can  do  to  help  spread  its  growth  further  and  further,  I 
stand  ready  and  willing  at  any  and  at  all  times  to  do,  and  will  be 
pleased  to  respond  to  any  call  you  or  any  other  member  of  the  great 
Order  puts  forth. 

Maj.-Gen.  Fred  W.  Davis,  Department  Commander :  Since  March, 
1908,  we  have  mustered  into  the  army  of  the  crown  fourteen  new  can¬ 
tons,  four  of  them  since  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  Atlanta.  We  have  set  ourselves  the  task  of  making  Michigan 
second  to  none  in  the  world,  and  hope  to  succeed  by  the  time  my  com¬ 
mission  expires,  December  31,  1911. 

Hattie  Jackson,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  truly  believe  Michi¬ 
gan  Rebekahs  will  do  their  share  toward  promoting  the  growth  and 
prosperity  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Jurisdiction.  I  promise  you  that 
I  will  give  the  best  that  is  in  me  for  the  benefit  of  our  beloved  Order.  , 
Your  offer  of  help  when  needed  I  accept  with  grateful  pleasure.

JOURNAL  OF  PROCEEDINGS  OF  THE

Minnesota. — F.  H.  Castner,  Grand  Master:  At  the  last  session  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  I  told  the  Representatives  to  go  back  to  their  respective 
lodges  and  present  to  them  the  request  from  me  that  each  lodge 
strive  to  make  an  increase  of  ten  per  cent  during  my  term  of  office. 
A  large  number  of  the  lodges  have  exceeded  that  amount  already  and 
the  lodges  are  constantly  reporting  to  me  that  they  are  endeavoring 
to  do  their  share. 

H.  B.  Shamp,  Grand  Patriarch:  The  Grand  Master  and  I  have  al¬ 
ready  covered  about  one-half  of  the  State  visiting  lodges  and  encamp¬ 
ments  holding  district  meeting,  and  in  a  general  way  working  up 
enthusiasm  among  the  patriarchs  and  brothers.  In  this  way  he  can 
be  of  great  assistance  to  me,  and  I  to  him.  In  working  together  we 
try  to  work  for  both  branches  of  the  Order  and  I  believe  that  thus  far 
we  have  been  successful,  and  at  the  end  of  our  official  year  you  will 
see  a  good  substantial  gain  in  membership  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The 
Grand  Master  and  I  are  members  of  the  same  lodge  and  same  encamp¬ 
ment,  something  that  has  never  occurred  in  this  Jurisdiction  nor  in 
any  other  that  I  know  of.  We  have  the  largest  lodge  and  the  largest 
encampment  in  the  State  to  help  us  in  our  work  and  we  hope  to  make 
good. 

A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary:  I  have  notified  all  our  subordinate 
lodges  of  your  generous  offer  of  a  prize  for  the  largest  increase  in 
membership  in  one  lodge,  as  well  as  the  largest  increase  in  a  Juris¬ 
diction,  and  several  of  our  lodges  have  gone  to  work  with  a  view  of 
securing  that  banner.  I  look  for  quite  a  stimulus  in  the  work  accord¬ 
ingly  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota. 

As  to  what  we  are  doing  toward  stirring  up  the  members  in  our 
Jurisdiction,  will  say  that  the  Grand  Master  and  myself  have  spent 
about  half  of  our  time  visiting  lodges  and  holding  district  meetings 
during  the  past  three  months.  We  will  continue  our  efforts  in  about 
the  same  ratio  of  time  for  the  next  four  months.  I  regard  the  holding 
of  district  meetings  as  about  the  best  plan  to  be  adopted  for  the  pur¬ 
pose  of  stimulating  enthusiasm  in  the  work,  and  also  of  creating  a 
desire  for  advancement.  We  generally  spend  the  afternoon  by  holding 
schools  of  instruction,  then  in  the  evening  have  degree  work  by  the 
best  staffs  in  the  section  where  the  meeting  is  held.  This  brings 
together  brothers  from  a  radius  of  about  100  miles,  and  they  become 
acquainted,  see  good  degree  work,  and  are  encouraged  to  try  the  work 
themselves. 

We  are  doing  our  best  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Minnesota.  Rest  as¬ 
sured  of  that. 


Missouri. — A.  M.  Dockery,  Grand  Master:  Already  in  Missouri,  we 
have  passed  every  other  fraternal  organization,  and  there  seems  to  be 
no  cessation  either  in  growth  or  popularity.  The  cause  of  this  phe¬ 
nomenal  growth  is  easy  to  understand  for  the  professions  and  prac¬ 
tices  of  Odd  Fellowship  have  been  in  entire  accord.  We  are  doing 
things  here  along  practical  lines. 

0.  M.  Harvey,  Grand  Patriarch:  I  want  to  assure  you  that  the 
Patriarchal  Jurisdiction  of  Missouri  is  up  and  doing;  we  expect  this 
to  be  our  banner  year  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship. 
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Ben  Weidle,  Grand  Scribe:  Missouri  has  given  me  the  field  and  I 
am  now  engaged  in  stirring  it  from  end  to  end.  Since  October  20  I 
have  visited  thirty  camps  and  lodges  and  have  admitted,  advanced  and 
exalted  173  patriarchs.  There  are  more  to  follow. 

Susie  Moyer,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  have  given  almost 
three  years  to  State  field  work.  My  heart  is  in  it,  and  I  love  it.  With 
the  office  of  President  came  a  great  responsibility,  but  I  have  ever 
had  faith  in  the  sincerity  of  the  members,  who  have  proven  themselves 
loyal.  It  has  been  my  good  fortune  to  have  the  grandest  Grand  Master. 
Our  reports  are  still  coming  in  and  as  yet  we  cannot  tell  the  result 
of  our  year’s  work. 

There  were  many  delinquent  lodges  to  begin  the  year  (May)  with. 
We  have  worked  hard  to  save  them,  but  a  number  were  too  weak,  so 
we  will  lose  them. 

The  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  is  a  question  that  worries 
us  all — the  whole  problem  of  greater  advancement  would  be  solved  if 
this  could  be  overcome. 

Montana. — J.  H.  Gilbert,  Department  Commander :  There  never  was 
a  time  in  the  history  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  since  it  was  organized 
that  it  was  in  such  a  prosperous  condition,  and  its  prosperity  and  suc¬ 
cessful  management  I  believe  comes  from  one  of  the  most  able  and 
efficient  commanding  officers  that  can  be  found  in  our  Order  to-day, 
General  Raney.  He  has  endeared  himself  and  proven  himself  to  be 
worthy  of  every  consideration.  If  he  is  not  returned  as  Commanding 
General  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  we  will  suffer  a  blow  that  it  will 
take  years  to  recover  from,  and  I  doubt  if  it  would  ever  be  again  what 
it  is  to-day. 

I  have  been  a  resident  since  1878  and  have  seen  the  State  grow  from 
40,000  to  376,000.  I  have  been  in  command  for  three  years  and  have 
another  year  to  serve.  There  were  four  cantons  in  Montana  when 
I  took  command  and  now  we  have  13  with  a  membership  of  370.  At 
the  present  time  we  have  17  encampments,  but  expect,  with  the  as¬ 
sistance  of  the  Grand  Patriarch,  to  increase  the  number  to  20,  and  my 
desire  is  to  muster  6  more  cantons  and  form  a  brigade. 

Mabtttme  Provinces. — Mary  Essery,  President  Rebekah  Assembly: 
Upon  assuming  the  office  of  President  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  I  came  to  the  conclusion,  after  careful  consideration,  that 
the  best  plan  to  adopt  as  a  working  scheme  during  my  term  of  office, 
was  to  increase  our  membership.  With  this  object  in  view  I  issued 
two  circulars  setting  forth  my  plans,  also  offering  as  inducement  a 
special  prize  to  the  lodge  gaining  the  most  new  members.  I  enclose 
herewith  a  copy  of  those  circulars  for  your  perusal. 

With  regard  to  your  opinion  of  the  ponularity  and  standing  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  I  concur  with  you  most  heartily.  On  my  official  visitations 
to  the  lodges  T  always  speak  of  this  and  use  it  as  a  lever  to  urge  them 
to  s'reater  efforts  to  increase  our  family. 

To  gather  in  as  many  candidates  as  possible,  making  quality  our 
watchword,  to  confer  our  decree  in  a  clear  and  impressive  manner, 
and  in  accord  with  the  Ritualistic  requirements  shall  be  my  aim  as 
President;  and  I  expect  the  year  of  1910-11  in  our  Jurisdiction  will  be 
fully  up  to.  if  not  ahead  of,  the  standard,  made  possible  by  the  co¬ 
operation  of  every  lodge  and  member  within  it. 
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New  Jersey. — Wm.  T.  Robbins,  Grand  Master:  It  is  my  earnest 
desire  to  make  an  earnest  campaign  for  the  growth  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  our  State  this  year.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  our  Order  is  steadily 
growing.  Its  popularity,  usefulness,  and  growth  is  phenomenal. 

It  shall  be  my  aim,  God  helping  me,  to  lead  our  Jurisdiction  to 
greater  membership,  higher  ideals,  and  for  us  all  to  realize  that  the 
responsibility  for  such  rests  upon  us  individually. 

Harry  8.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary:  The  Grand  Master  joins  me  in  ex¬ 
pressing  our  appreciation  of  the  letter  and  in  promising  our  best 
efforts  toward  making  definite  advance  during  the  coming  year. 

While  New  Jersey  has  not  been  showing  gains  in  numbers  during  the 
past  two  years  (we  believe  it  will  show  net  gain  in  1910)  we  have  been 
doing  good  work  in  Odd  Fellowship.  From  our  28,460  members  we 
have  raised  in  the  past  three  years  over  seventy-five  thousand  dollars 
for  our  Odd  Fellows’  Home  and  maintenance  during  that  period,  and 
to  do  this  in  a  Jurisdiction  as  old  as  ours,  hold  our  membership,  show 
a  net  loss  for  dropping  of  members  for  non-payment  of  dues  one  per 
cent  less  than  the  general  average,  and  introduce  a  new  Ritual,  is  a 
record  of  which  we  are  not  ashamed.  I  shall  be  disappointed  if  we 
do  not  pass  the  29,000  mark  on  the  returns  of  January  1. 

Nebraska. — Paul  Storey,  Grand  Master:  From  all  indications  we 
are  making  the  best  growth  in  Nebraska  that  we  have  ever  made. 
The  Home  which  we  are  building  at  York  is  an  incentive  of  this  and 
we  are  fortunate  in  having  men  at  the  head  of  the  project  who  are 
giving  time  to  it  and  assuring  the  success  of  the  Home. 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary:  You  may  rest  assured 
that  all  Grand  Officers  and  members  of  this  Jurisdiction  will  gladly 
co-operate  in  and  put  forth  every  effort  for  the  upbuilding  of  our 
fraternity. 

North  Carolina. — B.  H.  Woodell,  Grand  Secretary:  We  regret  to  say 
that  for  two  or  three  years  past  we  have  not  prospered  in  the  direc¬ 
tions  mentioned  as  we  desired.  Our  membership  has  not  increased  as 
it  formerly  did,  and  we  are  endeavoring  to  use  every  means  within 
our  reach  to  bring  back  the  tidal  wave  of  prosperity.  We  have  suf¬ 
fered  largely  by  suspensions  and  have  not  been  able  to  make  the  in¬ 
crease  by  initiations  as  heretofore,  hence  it  has  been,  and  is  now, 
“  nip  and  tuck  ”  race  with  us,  as  to  increase  or  decrease.  But  we  are 
happy  in  believing  that  the  time  is  near  when  the  tide  will  turn,  as  it 
has  in  other  days,  when  we  shall  become  more  prosperous  in  all 
branches  of  the  Order. 

Mrs.  Hattie  Reed  Whitaker,  President  Rebekah  Assembly:  I  sin¬ 
cerely  thank  you  for  the  nice  letter  you  sent  me  in  behalf  of  the  work 
we  are  doing  in  North  Carolina  along  the  line  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  This  is  my  second  year  as  President  of  this  work  in  the  State. 
I  am  only  a  pioneer  as  I  was  the  first  and  am  the  only  President  they 
have  known.  My  many  mistakes  are  overlooked  in  the  lovely  fraternal 
spirit  that  reigns  throughout  the  State.  I  am  sending  you  under 
separate  cover  a  copy  of  our  proceedings,  which  will  show  you  the  result 
of  our  first  year’s  efforts.  We  have  been  blessed.  But  I  have  longed  for 
greater  progress.  We  hope  to  equip  the  Infirmary  at  the  I.  0.  0,  F,

Home,  This  will  require  means  and  will  give  each  of  our  few  lodges 
something  to  strive  for, 

I  find  true  growth  comes  from  a  desire  to  accomplish  something 
beyond  mere  lodge  organization,  therefore  we  plan  that  each  lodge 
should  have  some  definite  object  in  view  to  work  for,  I  pledge  my 
word  to  use  my  best  efforts  as  long  as  I  occupy  the  position  to  for¬ 
ward  the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  North  Carolina,  I  am  very  much 
interested  in  a  General  Rebekah  Assembly. 

When  I  went  to  Atlanta  in  September  I  was  opposed  to  this  move¬ 
ment  and  by  my  name  not  being  on  the  petition,  the  Representatives 
from  our  State  showed  their  courtesy  to  my  opinion  by  not  voting  for 
the  measure. 

I  went  there  to  receive  strength  from  my  co-laborers,  so  that  I  might 
work  to  the  best  advantage  in  the  cause  on  my  return;  thinking  the 
Past  President  National  Association  to  be  the  best  means  to  that  end 
I  joined,  was  on  the  committee  to  draft  by-laws  for  same  and  had  the 
complimentary  position  given  me  by  its  membership  of  2d  Vice-Presi¬ 
dent,  all  of  which  I  appreciated.  This  is  a  good  Body,  I  have  no 
criticisms  to  offer,  pertaining  to  it.  It’s  all  well  from  a  social  stand¬ 
point,  yet  it  does  not  meet  the  crying  need  of  the  day — a  Body  to  plan 
ways  and  means  by  which  this  organization  can  accomplish  the  most 
good  for  the  Order. 

After  mature  deliberation  and  thought  I  have  reached  the  point 
where  I  believe  it  to  be  wise  to  have  a  General  Assembly,  not  to 
legislate,  but  to  bring  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  crying  needs  of 
our  work  as  we  the  workers  see  them  and  ask  this  ruling  Body  to 
devise  plans  and  laws  to  help  us.  I  realize  in  coming  out  for  this 
measure  I  shall  certainly  bring  upon  myself  criticism  from  them,  but 
as  previously  expressed  I  have  found  the  need  of  this  work  and  shall 
make  every  effort  in  my  power  to  use  what  feeble  infiuence  I  have  to 
send  our  Representatives  from  this  Grand  Lodge  to  Indianapolis  this 
year  instructed  to  vote  for  this  measure  when  presented  at  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge. 

True  that  we  have  had  one  charter  granted  to  us,  it’s  quite  true  it 
died  almost  before  living,  yet  there  are  women  tried  and  true  who  are 
in  earnest  and  would  make  a  strenuous  effort  to  make  a  success  of 
this  or  any  other  work  laid  in  their  hands  and  upon  their  hearts  per¬ 
taining  to  this  ennobling  Order.  Women  who  have  the  Order’s  good 
at  heart  and  not  their  own  aggrandizement.  And  I  trust  if  the  time 
ever  comes  for  this  organization,  this  will  be  the  kind  of  a  woman  that 
will  be  placed  at  its  head,  and  one  with  ability  to  work  and  not  en¬ 
croach  upon  the  rights  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  some  men 
think  women  are  only  capable  of. 

North  Dakota. — Geo.  W.  WiUon.  Grand  Master:  I  am  pleased  to 
state  that  the  Order  in  my  Jurisdiction  is  getting  along  fine.  I  have 
had  very  few  complaints  and  there  seems  to  be  very  little  dissension 
in  my  lodges.  My  heart  is  with  Odd  Fellowship  and  I  believe  it  is 
the  grandest  Order  on  earth.  It  has  had  a  healthy  growth  in  this 
State  so  far  as  the  subordinate  branch  of  the  Order  is  concerned,  but 
I  cannot  say  as  much  for  the  Encampment  branch  nor  the  canton.  Our 
cantons  die  out  from  mere  lack  of  interest,  and  so  with  the  encamp¬ 
ment.  This  is  true  where  they  have  the  most  energetic  members  in 
the  subordinate.  I  am  also  Department  Commander  of  the  Militant 
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branch  in  this  State  and  I  have  been  much  surprised  to  find  dead  en¬ 
campments  and  dead  cantons  where  the  real  live  subordinates  are. 

I  see  that  there  was  some  action  taken  of  seeing  what  could  be  done 
along  this  line  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and 
I  hope  to  be  with  you  next  year  and  help  the  work  along.  I  do  not 
feel  that  these  branches  are  doing  the  general  Order  any  material 
good  in  this  State  for  the  reasons  stated  above.  Success  brings  suc¬ 
cess,  and  on  the  other  hand  failures  are  detrimental. 

I  am  afraid  that  we  will  not  have  the  growth  this  year  in  the  State 
that  we  anticipated  as  our  crops  were  very  near  a  failure,  but  from  all 
reports  we  are  making  a  good  gain.  Upon  taking  this  office  I  ad¬ 
monished  the  brothers  present  to  work  harmoniously  in  the  lodge- 
room,  at  least,  and  to  dispense  with  their  petty  quarrels  and  then  gave 
them  as  pass  word  the  word  “  Harmony  ”  and  I  believe  it  helped. 

Ohio. — Isaac  E.  Huffman,  Grand  Master:  The  Order  in  Ohio  is  grow¬ 
ing  and  as  Grand  Master  I  am  doing  everything  possible  to  bring  about 
a  successful  year  in  Odd  Fellowship.  We  now  have  about  84,000  mem¬ 
bers  and  I  am  trying  to  rally  the  lodge  to  a  greater  effort  and  hope  to 
see  90,000  members  by  the  time  my  term  expires  in  June.  I  have  in¬ 
structed  my  deputies  to  work  harder  than  ever  before.  The  lodges  that 
the  Grand  Secretary  and  I  have  visited  since  June  show  indications  of 
an  increase  in  membership. 

Knowing,  as  I  do,  that  success  cannot  be  brought  about  by  the  Grand 
Master  of  the  different  States  without  the  assistance  of  each  and  every 
individual  member,  I  feel  that  you  cannot  make  a  success  of  the  Order 
as  a  whole  in  your  entire  Jurisdiction  without  the  untiring  efforts  of 
each  and  every  Grand  Master  under  you.  So,  as  the  Grand  Master  of 
Ohio,  I  pledge  to  you  my  support  in  your  efforts  to  make  this  the 
greatest  year  in  Odd  Fellowship. 

A.  R.  Stocker,  Department  Commander :  The  Department  of  Ohio  has 
not  made  very  great  gains  in  numerical  strength  in  the  last  few  years, 
but  I  have  cleaned  house  and  we  are  in  a  good  healthy  condition,  but 
at  the  present  time  we  are  moving  right  up  in  number,  and  I  hope 
when  the  time  comes  to  report  to  headquarters  we  will  be  able  to  show 
a  very  creditable  gain  in  numbers. 

Oklahoma. — Geo.  A.  Henshaw.  Grand  Master:  I  sent  a  letter  through¬ 
out  my  Jurisdiction  requesting  the  appointment  of  a  committee  in  each 
lodge  to  call  upon  all  suspended  members  from  lodges  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion  who  had  been  suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues,  or  in  any  other 
way  not  actively  affiliated  with  some  lodge.  At  the  present  time  this 
Jurisdiction  is  very  active  and  we  anticipate  an  increased  membership 
during  the  year. 

Ontario. — J.  Powley,  Grand  Master:  So  far  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Ontario  is  concerned,  we  fully  expect  to  do  our  duty  by  zealously  and 
loyally  supporting  you  in  your  special  effort  to  increase  the  popularity, 
usefulness  and  growth  of  the  Order.  I  am  looking  forward  to  a  very 
marked  increase  in  the  membership  of  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  present 
year  and  if  a  material  growth  is  not  experienced  it  will  not  be  because 
of  lack  of  enthusiasm  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

Personally  I  am  putting  forth  every  effort  to  assist  and  encourage 
the  subordinates  in  their  work  by  constantly  appealing  to  them  through 
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official  visitations,  circular  letters,  etc.,  to  move  forward  and  upward 
in  their  work  and  with  the  amount  of  enthusiasm  displayed  in  the 
subordinate  lodges  I  haven’t  the  slightest  doubt  but  good  may  follow. 

Robert  MeeJc,  Grand  Patriarch:  In  November  I  received  a  circular 
letter  from  you  inquiring  with  regard  to  the  progress  of  events  in  con¬ 
nection  with  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Province. 
I  intimated  then  that  I  would  write  you  later  on  the  subject  and  1  now 
enclose  you  a  series  of  circulars  which  were  issued  by  me  after  taking 
ofiice  some  time  ago,  and  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  they  have  been 
read  to  some  purpose.  I  was  seriously  impressed  by  the  reports  which 
were  presented  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Atlanta  with  regard 
to  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship.  I  realized  that  the  Encampment  branch 
of  the  Order  in  the  preceding  year  had  not  made  the  progress  which 
was  to  be  expected  from  it.  I  therefore  read  over  nearly  all  that  was 
said  upon  the  subject,  and  especially  the  report  of  the  special  committee 
which  took  all  the  circumstances  into  account.  I  differed  with  the 
special  committee  with  regard  to  the  cause  of  the  indifference  which 
prevailed  in  the  preceding  year,  and  to  the  detriment  of  our  cause. 

I  derived  from  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Scribes  to  the  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  great  deal  of  information  that 
was  of  an  inspiring  character.  From  my  analysis  of  these  reports  I 
concluded  that  what  the  Encampment  branch  of  the  Order  wanted 
was  a  little  more  life  and  enthusiasm,  that  the  branch  itself  was 
all  right,  and  that  it  was  not  necessary  to  engage  in  any  merger 
in  order  to  revive  it.  On  the  contrary  I  concluded  that  the  revival 
depended  entirely  upon  the  action  of  the  Grand  Officers  in  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Jurisdictions. 

I  have  reason  to  believe  that  the  visits  which  the  Grand  Officers 
have  made  to  the  encampments  in  this  Province  thus  far,  accompanied 
by  the  circulars  wffiich  we  have  issued  to  them,  has  produced  the  desired 
result.  I  cannot  judge  just  now  what  our  progress  has  been  in  the 
last  six  months,  but  I  assume  that  it  is  material  from  what  I  have 
learned  from  various  sources. 

J,  B.  King,  {late)  Grand  Secretary:  You  are  assured  of  the  hearty, 
earnest,  active  support  of  every  member  of  the  Order  in  Ontario. 

Oregon. — Brig. -Gen.  P.  A.  Hantz,  Department  Commander :  The 
Pacific  Coast  in  general  is  making  great  strides  forward  in  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  and  to  keep  up  with  the  procession  I  shall  see  that  Oregon  is 
not  behind. 

Pennsylvania. — Usher  A.  Hall,  Grand  Scribe:  We  are  using  extra 
effort  to  advance  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Pennsylvania  during 
our  present  year,  which  officially  began  with  the  1st  of  October.  Since 
then  we  have  added  to  our  ranks,  by  class  admissions  alone,  103  mem¬ 
bers  in  classes  of  from  10  to  25  each.  We  encourage  the  formation  of 
these  classes  as  a  means  of  creating  more  enthusiasm  among  the 
lodge  members.  I  enclose  a  blank  application  for  membership,  which 
the  Grand  Encampment  is  furnishing  to  the  subordinate  encampment 
for  personal  distribution  among  the  lodge  members.  We  have  put  out 
about  12,000  so  far  with  the  result  that  many  of  our  encampments  have 
received  a  small  number  of  applicants.  We  expect  greater  returns 
from  this  solicitation. 
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Jos.  H.  Mackey  {late)  Grand  Secretary:  Permit  me  to  assure  you 
that  nothing  will  be  left  undone  in  Pennsylvania  to  realize  the  ambition 
for  increased  numbers  during  the  coming  year.  Pennsylvania,  I  can 
assure  you,  is  justly  proud  of  the  distinction  she  now  enjoys  as  being 
numerically  the  largest  Jurisdiction  under  your  sovereign  care,  and 
will  do  everything  in  her  power  to  retain  this  honorable  supremacy. 

Quebec. — W.  Kennedy,  Grand  Master:  We  are  doing  our  best  to  in¬ 
crease  our  membership  and  increase  interest  in  the  Order.  As  you  are, 
I  am  sure,  well  aware,  the  conditions  for  advancement  are  not  so 
favorable  in  this  Province,  as  in  other  parts  of  the  Dominion,  or  as  in 
the  States,  owing  to  the  fact  that  our  population  is  mixed  and  the 
great  majority  are  prevented  by  the  church  to  which  they  belong  from 
having  any  connection  with  Orders  such  as  ours. 

Of  course,  there  is  room  for  great  strides  in  the  membership  amongst 
the  English  speaking  population  and  we  are  striving  for  our  share. 

South  Carolina. — Mrs.  Geo.  Easton,  President  Rehekah  Assemloly:  I 
am  feeling  very  much  discouraged  about  the  work  in  my  Jurisdiction, 
and  any  encouragement  is  very  pleasing.  I  do  love  the  work,  but  it 
must  be  that  I  have  not  the  art  of  interesting  others.  In  my  two 
years  of  office  only  one  new  lodge  has  been  organized,  two  reported 
dead  have  been  revived.  I  know  the  work  is  growing  in  other  States 
and  wish  so  much  that  I  knew  just  how  to  improve  the  Order  in  South 
Carolina.  If  there  are  any  suggestions  that  you  can  make  to  help  me 
build  up  the  Order,  I  shall  be  very  thankful.  I  do  want  to  see  the 
Assembly  succeed,  and  of  course  it  cannot  do  this  without  sufficient 
lodges  to  keep  it  up. 

Tennessee. — Ghas.  E.  Watson,  Grand  Master:  There  is  not  a  Grand 
Officer  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  more 
anxious  to  raise  the  membership  of  his  Jurisdiction  numerically, 
morally,  fraternally,  and  otherwise  than  the  undersigned.  I  confidently 
expect  to  be  able  to  report  close  to  one  hundred  new  lodges  when  our 
Grand  Lodge  meets  October  next.  You  may  count  on  me  doing  all  in 
my  power  to  make  this  year  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Order  in 
this  State. 

Jas.  T.  Ferguson,  Grand  Patriarch:  Things  interesting  are  not  hap¬ 
pening  very  fast  in  the  Encampment  branch  in  our  Jurisdiction.  I 
will,  within  the  next  week  or  two,  institute  a  new  encampment  in 
West  Tennessee,  the  first  since  my  incumbency  of  this  high  office.  For 
some  reason  this  branch  of  our  Order  is  not  progressing  as  I  would 
like  to  see  it  do.  Our  new  Ritual  is  very  hard  for  our  common  people 
to  master  and  discourages  many  of  our  best  members.  I  do  not  know 
as  yet  whether  we  have  made  a  net  gain  or  loss  during  this  term. 

Utah. — P.  P.  Christensen,  Grand  Patriarch:  We  are  having  a  great 
revival  of  interest  here  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  and  I  feel  satisfied 
now  that  by  the  end  of  1911  we  will  have  doubled  our  membership.  I 
have  five  prospective  new  encampments.  One  will  be  instituted  on  the 
19th  and  I  expect  perhaps  a  second  one  before  the  end  of  the  month. 

I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  progress  to  you  and  while  I  have 
health  and  energy  that  will  be  the  only  report  you  will  get  from  me. 
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Sara  Brown,  President  Retekah  Assembly:  Odd  Fellowship  in  Utah 
is  progressing  nicely.  I  have  devoted  all  my  time,  the  last  nine  months, 
to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Feilowship,  which  is 
to  me  very  beautiful.  Our  Assembly  meets  in  April  and  many  things  are 
to  be  done,  and  the  responsibility  great.  It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to 
inform  you  that  we  are  all  working  for  the  establishment  of  an  Odd 
Fellows’  Home  in  Utah,  as  I  think  no  State  is  complete  without  one. 

W.  J.  Moore,  Grand  Scribe:  I  thought  possibly  you  might  wish  to 
know,  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  condi¬ 
tion  of  the  Order  in  Utah.  Since  the  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment, 
November,  1910,  we  have  instituted  seven  encampments  and  the  old 
encampments  have  all  made  a  gain  from  20  to  75  per  cent,  and  we 
were  in  hopes  that  before  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
we  would  have  1001  members,  but  it  looks  now  that  the  first  of  the 
year  is  the  best  we  can  hope  for,  however  we  will  institute  at  least 
three  more  encompments  before  the  year  is  out. 

The  Grand  Master  (who  is  also  Grand  Patriarch)  just  instituted  a 
new  lodge  in  a  new  part  of  the  State,  and  we  hope  to  see  the  banner 
of  Odd  Fellowship  waving  in  every  hamlet  in  this  State,  which  denotes 
better  conditions  socially  and  a  closer  bond  of  love  and  the  betterment 
of  the  humane  family,  and  when  Utah  dedicates  in  the  name  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  a  home  for  the  care,  protection  and  education  of  the  help¬ 
less  orphan,  then  will  it  stand  as  a  solid  landmark,  carrying  out  the 
principles  for  which  the  Order  stands,  and  opening  the  way  for  other 
fraternal  orders  to  follow. 

Virginia. — Robt.  D.  Yancey,  Grand  Master:  I  will  do  my  best, 
“  Angels  can  do  no  more.”  I  find  things  in  this  Jurisdiction  looking 
fairly  well,  although  I  do  not  expect  heavy  gains  this  year.  Previous 
administrations  seem  to  have  been  busy  increasing  membership,  and  I 
find  in  some  instances  lodges  were  placed  where,  in  the  nature  of  things, 
they  could  not  survive,  having  been  placed  there  in  “  fiush  time.”  But 
there  is  bound  to  be  more  or  less  action  and  reaction  in  all  things 
human.  My  aim  is  to  consolidate  the  lodges  where  needed  and  make 
them  good,  strong,  healthy,  active  lodges,  and  thereby  prevent  as  far 
as  possible  any  great  fiuctuation  in  the  wrong  direction. 

Washington. — R.  E.  Lee,  Grand  Master:  I  have  covered  a  goodly 
portion  of  our  Jurisdiction  and  am  pleased  to  inform  you  that  as  a  rule 
I  find  the  lodges  in  a  good,  healthy  condition  and  doing  good  work. 
It  is  our  aim  and  intention  to  try  and  make  this  a  banner  year  in  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Washington. 

C.  E.  Lum,  Grand  Patriarch:  In  the  last  report  we  furnished  about 
one-third  of  the  total  increase  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  in  your 
domain. 

From  the  reports  of  the  last  term  on  file,  I  am  satisfied  that  we 
are  still  growing,  are  working  harmoniously  everywhere,  and  have  an 
unusual  number  of  requests  for  new  charters. 

My  individual  plan  has  been,  when  visiting,  to  get  all  members  of 
the  Order  together  (often  including  the  Rebekahs)  and  plead  for 
“  Faith,  Hope  and  Charity  ”  as  a  part  of  Odd  Fellowship  not  a  part  to  it, 
and  therefore  necessary  for  the  full  equipment  of  Odd  Fellows  wishing 
to  do  good  to  all  men.  To  encourage  united  effort  in  all  branches 
toward  a  common  advance  of  the  Order. 
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Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Secretary:  We  have  already  served  notice  on 
the  members  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Washington,  that  we  are  going  after 
the  Grand  Sire’s  cup,  and  it  is  coming  to  this  Jurisdiction. 

We  have  just  arranged  for  a  series  of  eighteen  special  sessions  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  to  be  held  in  connection  with  our  District  Odd  Fellows’ 
Association  in  various  sections  of  the  State.  I  am  enclosing  you  a 
copy  of  the  call  for  these  sessions. 

West  Virginia. — L.  L.  Price,  Grand  Patriarch:  In  our  little  moun¬ 
tain  State  the  encampments  are  in  good  shape  and  most  of  them  doing 
splendid  work.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  to  you  at  the  close  of  the 
year  that  we  have  done  a  great  work  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  I  feel 
confident  that  you  will  get  such  a  report. 

L.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe:  I  think  I  will  be  able  to  give  a  good 
account  of  West  Virginia. 

Wisconsin. — L.  E.  Calvin,  Grand  Master:  The  Order  in  Wisconsin  is 
in  a  healthy  condition. 

Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe:  While  in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Wiscon¬ 
sin  our  Encampment  branch  does  not  go  ahead  as  I  would  wish  it,  yet 
we  do  not  lose  in  the  aggregate.  We  endeavor  to  give  it  all  the 
attention  and  “  nursing  ”  that  it  is  possible  for  us  to  give,  and  in  fact 
what  we  have  got  in  membership  is  good  “  live  ”  material. 

Wyoming. — C.  D.  Oviatt,  Grand  Master:  I  assure  you  pf  the  cordial 
support  of  myself  and  our  small  Jurisdiction  of  Wyoming.  The  Odd 
Fellow  spirit  at  least  is  big  here. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  prize  offer  I  have  made  to  the 
lodges  in  connection  with  your  notice.  I  thought  our  boys  would  feel 
out  of  the  race  for  your  grand  offer  on  account  of  our  very  smallness, 
and  I  thought  to  encourage  them  to  make  a  good  showing  by  putting 
something  within  reach  of  every  lodge.  This,  I  think,  will  prevent  your 
offer  from  being  pigeon-holed.  The  idea  is  to  boost  everywhere  for  new 
members. 

DISTRICT  DEPUTY  GRAND  SIRES. 

Alberta. — A.  E.  May,  D.  D.  G.  S.:  During  the  month  of  October  we 
succeeded  in  instituting  eight  subordinate  lodges  and  one  Rebekah 
lodge.  Within  the  next  three  months  we  expect  to  institute  as  many 
more.  I  have  also  very  good  prospects  for  a  few  additional  encamp¬ 
ments,  and  expect  before  the  year  is  out  to  institute  a  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  Rebekah  branch  of  our  Order  is  pros¬ 
perous. 

Canton  Edmonton,  No.  1,  at  present  the  only  canton  in  this  Juris¬ 
diction,  is  prospering.  We  will  institute  others  during  the  year. 

Alaska. — W.  H.  McBlaine,  D.  D.  G.  S.:  Your  communication  of 
October  26  just  came  to  hand,  and  pleased  to  receive  it. 

Now,  Brother  Cockrum,  Alaska  is  a  very  big  place;  the  transportation 
is  very  poor  and  very  uncertain  at  its  best,  especially  at  this  time  of 
the  year.  We  can  only  travel  by  steamboats  as  we  have  no  flying 
machines  in  Alaska,  as  yet. 

However,  Odd  Fellowship  is  progressing  very  rapidly  in  southeastern 
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Alaska.  At  the  present  time  Alaska  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Douglas,  Silver 
Bow,  No.  2,  of  Juneau,  and  Ketchikan  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  Ketchikan,  are 
all  in  a  flourishing  condition  and  doing  work  nearly  every  meeting 
night.  I  also  instituted  Fairbanks  Lodge,  No.  4,  at  Fairbanks,  and 
Nome  Lodge,  No.  5,  at  Nome,  and  they  are  both  doing  nicely.  I  have 
written  to  a  brother  in  Shawaya  who  is  doing  his  very  best.  I  have 
written  also  to  Iditared  City,  but  have  no  returns  as  yet. 

The  majority  of  the  people  of  Alaska  are  what  I  call  a  floating  popu¬ 
lation,  or  in  other  words  they  are  here  to-day  and  away  to-morrow. 
Again  I  thank  you  for  your  kind  letter,  and  assure  you  that  I  will 
do  all  in  my  power  to  advance  the  good  work. 

Cuba. — J.  J.  Neustel,  D.  D.  G.  8.:  Yours  of  October  26  at  hand  and 
contents  noted. 

I  shall  do  my  best  to  advance  Odd  Fellowship  on  the  island  among  the 
Americans  settled  here.  There  are  three  colonies  on  the  eastern  part 
of  the  island  where  I  have  been  trying  to  start  lodges.  I  may  succeed 
in  one.  The  other  two  are  dreadful  but  I  shall  not  give  it  up. 

This  is  a  hard  fleld  to  make  much  progress.  The  Spanish  would 
make  good  Odd  Fellows  but  they  are  hard  to  get.  Then,  the  Cubans  I 
am  not  in  favor  of.  Some  are  all  right,  but  so  many  are  mixed  blood, 
and  if  you  take  in  one  and  not  the  other  that  causes  hard  feelings. 
Then,  all  business  men,  no  matter  what  business  they  are  in,  as  a  rule, 
have  a  bar  attached  and  serve  liquor.  There  are  four  lodges  in  Havana 
that  I  have  not  succeeded  as  yet  to  get  in  regular  communication.  I 
was  in  Havana  last  June  on  church  business  and  my  time  was  limited 
so  I  did  not  get  to  call  at  any  lodge.  Will  try  again,  if  I  get  a  chance. 
It  is  a  long  ways  from  here  to  Havana,  especially  for  a  poor  man. 
I  wish  you  the  best  of  success  for  your  term  in  office  as  Grand  Sire. 

*  * 

I  will  just  report  to  you  what  I  have  done  for  the  year  in  lodge 
business.  The  first  Tuesday  in  January  I  installed  the  new  officers  of 
La  Gloria  Lodge,  No.  8.  The  second  Wednesday  in  January  I  installed 
the  officers  of  Camaguey  Lodge,  No.  9.  In  February  I  was  in  Havana 
on  business  and  took  time  to  call  on  Regia  Lodge;  had  a  friendly 
meeting  with  the  brothers;  they  promised  me  that  they  would  make 
good  with  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Have  been  in  correspondence 
with  a  brother  about  starting  a  lodge  at  McKinley,  Isle  of  Pines,  and 
another  at  Bartle,  Orient  Province.  On  July  11  installed  the  new 
officers  of  La  Gloria  Lodge,  No.  8. 

Manitoba. — H.  B.  Rose,  D.  D.  G.  8.:  There  are  only  two  or  three 
points  as  yet  under  my  Jurisdiction,  where  lodges  can  be  instituted. 
One  of  these  was  left  to  Grand  Representative  Patrick,  but  it  seems 
nothing  has  been  done  by  him  so  far.  I  have  written  to  him,  askiner  if  I 
can  be  of  assistance  in  bringing  about  the  desired  object.  The  Grand 
Lodge  of  Manitoba  is  doing  well.  This  will  be  the  best  year  we  have 
ever  had.  Expect  to  make  a  net  gain,  un  to  December  31,  of  1200.  I 
was  at  the  institution  of  three  new  lodees  in  October,  three  more  in 
November  and  others  for  December.  The  Rebekah  branch  is  doing  even 
better  than  the  subordinate  lodges. 

Panama  Canal  Zone. — B.  F.  8isson,  D.  D.  G.  8.:  Your  communica¬ 
tion  of  October  26  at  hand  and  contents  noted.  I  thank  you  for  the 
appointment  as  your  representative  in  this  district  and  I  hope  to 
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conduct  myself  and  carry  forward  the  work  of  our  Order  so  that  your 
confidence  in  me  will  not  be  misplaced.  I  have  ever  striven  to  carry 
myself  in  such  a  manner  as  to  uphold  the  principles  of  our  Order.  I 
have  been  working  for  the  interest  of  the  Order  here  for  four  years 
now,  and  have  succeeded  in  instituting  five  subordinate  lodges  and  one 
Rebekah  lodge,  and  they  are  all  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  Of 
course  the  conditions  are  so  much  different  here  than  anywhere  else 
that  you  might  go,  for  we  never  know  when  we  might  be  transferred 
to  some  town.  And  it  has  occurred  frequently  that  a  large  number 
of  the  working  members  of  the  lodge  are  transferred  to  some  other 
town  along  the  line;  then  the  cost  of  traveling  here  is  so  high  that  I 
do  not  feel  that  I  can  afford  to  get  around  as  much  as  I  would  like  to. 

I  have  between  500  and  600  miles  to  travel  to  install  the  officers  of 
the  lodges  here  each  year,  besides  other  official  visits.  Then  I  have  to 
get  away  from  my  work  one  and  one-half  hours  before  quitting  time  in 
the  afternoon  and  cannot  get  back  until  the  middle  of  the  next  after¬ 
noon  when  I  go  to  visit  a  lodge,  unless  there  should  be  some  special 
line  elsewhere.  If  there  could  be  some  arrangements  made  to  cover 
part  of  the  expenses  I  could  do  more  and  get  around  more,  and  then 
I  have  a  brother  from  by  own  lodge  who  is  my  Marshal  down  here, 
and  of  course  I  pay  his  expenses  when  he  goes  with  me. 

I  shall  try  and  do  all  that  I  can  for  the  promotion  of  our  Order  the 
coming  year,  but  it  will  not  be  policy  to  start  new  lodges  in  a  town 
that  in  two  or  three  years  will  be  wiped  out  of  existence  when  the 
water  is  let  into  the  canal,  but  anything  that  you  wish  me  to  do  I 
will  do  the  best  that  I  can  to  carry  it  out. 

Saskatchewan. — L.  Rankin,  D.  D.  G.  8.:  I  appreciate  the  honor  you 
have  conferred  upon  me  in  appointing  me  your  Deputy  for  this  Prov¬ 
ince.  I  am  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  refers  principally  to  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  of  our  Order,  and  which,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  does  not 
seem  to  be  in  a  very  flourishing  condition.  The  best  ways  and  means 
of  making  this  branch  of  our  Order  a  success  is  one  which  requires  a 
great  deal  of  thought  and  attention,  and  I  was  pleased  to  see  that  at 
the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  take  this  matter  into  consideration. 

Yukon. — D.  C.  Robertson,  D.  D.  G.  8.:  I  was  very  much  pleased  to 
receive  your  letter  of  the  8th  of  November.  First,  I  beg  to  congratulate 
you  upon  your  election  to  the  highest  office  in  the  gift  of  the  Order.  I 
like  the  way  your  are  taking  hold  and  predict  a  large  increase  in  the 
membership  under  your  administration,  and  I  assure  you  that  the 
Yukon  will  do  its  best  toward  that  end.  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  is  going 
to  try  for  that  banner,  and  even  if  we  are  not  successful,  the  effort  will 
do  the  lodge  much  good.  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  organized  nine 
years  ago  when  the  Klondike  was  at  its  best.  We  got  along  very 
nicely,  considering  that  we  had  to  start  on  nothing  and  everything  was 
so  high  and  the  class  of  the  population  being  of  such  a  floating  nature. 
Then  came  the  exodus  to  Nome  and  Tannana  and  other  camps  in  Alaska. 
We  used  to  lose  a  lot  of  members  by  their  moving  to  other  camps  and 
by  Withdrawal  Cards  to  join  other  lodges  on  the  outside,  where  the 
brothers  conclude  to  settle  down.  Well,  we  found  that  we  were  paying 
too  much  for  rent — $900  a  year  for  one  night  a  week  and  we  were 
charging  too  much  for  initiation.  We  started  in  at  $60,  then  $40  and  $2 
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a  month  dues.  We  concluded  to  move  up  into  the  business  part  of  the 
town  and  get  a  hall  of  our  own.  We  cut  the  initiation  down  to  $25  and 
the  dues  to  $18  a  year  and  we  have  been  doing  well  ever  since.  In 
fact,  for  the  last  two  years  we  hardly  ever  have  a  meeting  without 
degree  work.  We  have  four  going  through  this  month  and  a  lot  more 
in  sight.  We  will  have  to  hustle  if  we  get  that  banner  within  the 
shadow  of  the  Arctic  Circle. 

To-day,  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1,  has  a  membership  of  about  140.  We 
have  a  hall,  the  best  in  Dawson,  a  two-story  building  50  x  71  feet.  The 
hall  is  35  x  61  feet,  15  ft.  ceiling  and  lots  of  anterooms  and-  a  parlor, 
also  a  large  dining  room  where  we  can  seat  150  people,  and  kitchen 
downstairs.  It  is  all  nicely  furnished  and  has  cost  us  over  $10,000. 
We  are  insured  for  $5000,  and  we  only  owe  about  $1000.  We  expect 
to  be  out  of  debt  by  next  summer  if  we  have  no  bad  luck. 

Klondike  Encampment,  No.  1,  is  also  doing  very  well  considering  the 
small  field  we  have  to  draw  from.  We  have  about  fifty  members  and 
are  taking  in  new  members  right  along.  Yukon  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1, 
is  not  doing  so  well,  I  am  sorry  to  say.  It  is  in  good  shape  financially 
and  socially  it  is  doing  good  work.  We  lose  so  many  of  our  sisters — 
{hey  go  outside  for  the  winter  and  we  have  been  unfortunate  in  losing 
some  of  our  most  active  members.  Of  course  some  lodge  on  the  outside 
will  gain  them  and  they  are  not  lost  to  the  Order. 

I  am  going  to  put  forth  an  extra  effort  for  the  Rebekah  lodge  the 
coming  year.  The  field  is  small  and  we  have  so  many  in  Dawson  that 
we  cannot  afford  to  take  in,  and  we  have  to  be  very  careful — our 
population  is  so  different  from  what  you  have  in  the  East.  In  regards 
to  starting  new  lodges  in  the  Yukon,  there  is  only  one  place,  Whitehorse, 
in  the  southern  end  of  the  Territory,  that  there  is  any  chance  in  the 
near  future.  Last  summer  I  wrote  to  the  Right  Reverend  Bishop 
Stringer  of  the  Episcopal  Church,  who  is  an  Odd  Fellow,  for  him 
to  try  to  organize  a  lodge  at  Whitehorse,  but  he  thinks  the  time  is  not 
ripe  yet  to  do  so  successfully.  Bishop  Stringer  is  now  in  Dawson  but 
he  informs  me  that  the  rector  of  the  church  in  Whitehorse,  Rev.  Mr. 
Blackwell,  is  an  Odd  Fellow.  I  will  take  the  matter  up  with  him  in 
the  near  future.  Whitehorse  is  a  small  place — in  the  summer  it  has 
about  600  people  and  in  the  winter  about  300.  The  most  of  the  people 
are  steamboat  and  railroad  men,  and  as  soon  as  the  navigation  is  closed 
the  most  of  them  go  outside  for  the  winter.  There  are  copper  mines 
within  six  miles  of  Whitehorse,  which  are  in  development,  and  we 
confidently  expect  to  see  a  good  sized  town  there  before  long,  especially 
if  copper  would  go  up  a  little  in  price.  Whitehorse  is  360  miles  from 
Dawson — fare  on  stage  is  $75;  in  summer  on  steamer  $60 — the  expense 
is  too  high  for  me  to  go  there  and  work  up  a  lodge,  in  fact,  it  would 
be  better  if  I  can  get  a  local  man  to  do  it.  He  would  be  better  ac¬ 
quainted  and  be  able  to  get  the^  right  class  of  men,  an  important  matter 
in  starting  a  new  lodge.  Would  it  be  possible  to  deputize  a  brother 
who  is  not  a  Past  Grand  to  institute  a  new  lodge?  I  am  afraid  not. 
If  it  could  be  done  I  might  get  some  brother  working  on  the  matter 
sooner.  The  Yukon  has  been  losing  population  for  the  last  few  years, 
but  I  think  it  has  reached  the  bottom  and  will  increase  from  now  on. 
The  placer  mining  by  the  individual  miner  is  about  worked  out,  but 
there  are  large  companies  buying  up  the  different  creeks  and  working 
them  by  dredges  on  a  large  scale.  The  output  of  gold  will  be  much 
larger  this  year  than  it  was  last,  and  we  expect  to  see  inside  of  five 
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years  the  Yukon  a  quartz  mining  country.  The  quartz  is  here,  only  it 
takes  time  to  develop  it,  as  the  most  of  the  owners  are  poor  men  and 
the  ore  has  to  be  of  a  very  high  grade  to  stand  the  expense  in  here. 

Dawson  has  about  2000  population.  We  have  the  Masons  with  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  150,  Odd  Fellows  with  about  140,  the  Arctic  Brotherhood 
about  200,  and  the  Eagles  with  about  350,  besides  four  churches  and  a 
number  of  other  small  organizations,  so  you  see  we  are  well  fixed  for 
orders.  The  most  of  us  belong  to  two  or  more  of  the  orders.  There 
are  hundreds  of  Odd  Fellows  in  here  who  belong  to  lodges  outside.  I 
meet  lots  of  the  brothers  on  my  travels  on  the  different  creeks,  and  I 
will  keep  my  eyes  open  to  every  chance  to  establish  a  new  lodge  in 
any  locality  that  looks  as  if  it  might  be  permanent. 

Socially,  the  Odd  Fellows  are  doing  well,  and  stand  high.  We  have  a 
club  here  known  as  the  “  Rebecca  Club,”  which  looks  after  that  end, 
and  their  parties  are  a  great  success  and  are  much  sought  after,  espe¬ 
cially  as  we  have  no  shows  of  any  kind  here  in  the  winter  time.  The 
club  pays  rent  to  the  lodge  and  then  when  there  is  any  balance  in  the 
treasury  they  spend  the  money  in  furnishing  the  parlor  and  the  dining 
room. 

Now,  Brother  Cockrum,  I  am  going  to  ask  your  opinion.  One  brother 
claims  we  are  too  strict  in  giving  out  invitations.  He  has  been  claim¬ 
ing  that  the  club  is  illegal  and  should  not  be  allowed.  I  have  desired 
not  to  interfere  as  long  as  they  are  doing  good  work  and  command  the 
respect  of  the  community.  I  consider  it  a  good  fault  for  an  invitation 
committee  to  be  strict  and  I  would  certainly  try  to  stop  those  parties 
if  they  were  allowing  all  kinds  of  people  to  come  to  them.  Please  let 
me  know  your  opinion  on  the  matter.  There  is  no  real  conflict  at 
present,  but  we  would  like  to  know  whether  we  are  doing  wrong  or  not. 
I  am  simply  asking  advice  from  you,  no  official  decision. 

I  guess  I  will  stop  or  you  will  be  thinking  the  Yukoners  are  rather 
long  winded.  I  think  I  have  given  you  a  very  full  and  complete  report 
on  the  conditions  in  here  and  will  write  you  again  next  month  after 
the  installations  are  over. 

Hi  *  * 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  to  you  another  very 
successful  year  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Yukon.  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1, 
has  taken  in  37  members  during  1910.  We  have  about  145  on  the  roll. 
There  are  a  few  that  ought  to  be  suspended  but  as  we  don’t  pay  a  per 
capita  tax  we  will  carry  them  a  little  longer.  Maybe  some  of  them 
will  wander  back  again  into  the  fold.  The  prospects  for  1911  are  very 
bright.  We  have  taken  in  seven  in  January  and  have  four  for  February 
and  more  in  sight.  I  saw  the  degree  work  put  on  in  the  Initiatory,  First 
and  Second  degrees  last  month.  It  was  done  in  a  very  able  manner,  not 
a  Ritual  in  sight.  We  are  doing  the  new  work  in  the  First  degree.  I 
think  it  is  a  great  improvement.  We  do  the  work  here  as  good  as  nine- 
tenths  of  the  lodges  I  have  seen  do  it  outside.  The  only  ones  I  have 
seen  that  beat  us  was  No.  7,  in  Seattle  and  Montana,  No.  1,  in  Helena. 

We  have  a  property  here  worth  over  $10,000.  We  are  insured  for 
$5000,  and  we  expect  to  get  out  of  debt  by  July  1,  1911.  Our  social 
standing  is  the  best  in  Dawson.  I  feel  proud  of  being  a  charter 
member  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1.  I  beg  to  report  that  on  the  fourth 
of  January,  1911,  I  installed  the  officers  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1.  The 
elective  officers  are  as  follows:  Noble  Grand,  Fred  Hickling;  Vice 
Grand,  Chas.  L.  Derring,  Secretary,  L.  G.  Bennett,  P.  G.;  Treasurer,  L. 
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H.  Herd,  P.  G.;  I  also,  on  the  sixth  of  January  installed  the  officers  of 
Klondike  Encampment,  No.  1.  The  following  are  the  elective  officers: 
C.  P.,  William  Elliott;  S.  W.,  D.  C.  Upp;  H.  P.,  James  Billion;  J.  W., 
Chas.  L.  Bearing;  Scribe,  Kenneth  A.  Forbes,  P.  C.  P.;  Treasurer,  H.  E. 
Peter.  The  encampment  is  doing  fairly  well.  They  have  taken  in  21 
new  members  during  1910,  and  we  hope  to  do  better  in  1911.  I  also 
installed  the  officers  of  Yukon  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  on  January  3, 
1911.  The  elective  officers  are:  Noble  Grand,  Mrs.  R.  McClusky;  Vice 
Grand,  Miss  N.  Rozee;  Secretary,  Mrs.  J.  Farr;  Treasurer,  Mrs.  L.  G. 
Bennett.  The  Rebekah  lodge  is  just  about  holding  its  own.  They  have 
taken  in  13  new  members  during  the  year.  We  have  some  more  in  sight. 
I  am  in  hopes  it  will  do  better  during  1911. 

I  have  not  granted  any  dispensations  since  last  report  nor  has  any¬ 
thing  occurred  having  any  bearing  on  the  Order  since  I  wrote  you  last 
Becember.  You  can  rest  assured  that  I  will  do  everything  in  my  power 
to  advance  the  Order  in  the  Yukon.  I  hope  before  many  years  to  see 
a  Grand  Lodge  in  the  Yukon. 

Hoping  that  the  Order  at  large  will  have  another  very  prosperous 
year,  with  best  wishes,  I  remain.

Helvie,  P.  G.,  appointed  by  me  installing  officer  of  Manila  Lodge.  In 
my  last  annual  report,  I  requested  to  be  relieved  as  Bistrict  Beputy, 
stating  that  my  duties  as  Judge  were  such  that  I  could  not  satisfac¬ 
torily  perform  those  of  Bistrict  Beputy.  The  incoming  Grand  Sire, 
however,  deemed  it  advisable  to  reappoint  me  and  I  am  but  verifying 
my  prophecy. 

I  find  it  impossible  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  lodge  or  to  intelligently 
report  what  is  being  done.  I  am  in  Manila  very  seldom  and  when  there, 
my  time  is  so  taken  with  other  duties  that  I  can  devote  very  little  to 
lodge  work. 

At  the  present  time  I  cannot  give  further  information  than  that 
contained  in  the  Secretary’s  annual  report,  which  has  long  since 
reached  you.  This  shows  a  slight  decrease  in  membership,  due  in  part 
to  an  unfortunate  condition,  which  I  have  referred  to  in  my  former 
reports,  namely,  the  temporary  character  of  the  residents  here.  Mem¬ 
bers  of  Manila  Lodge,  returning  to  the  States,  withdraw,  while  Odd 
Fellows  coming  to  the  Islands,  seldom  affiliate. 

Notwithstanding  the  slie-ht  decrease  in  membership,  I  can  assure 
you  that  the  lodee  is  healthy  and  prosperous. 

Will  you  kindly  forward  this  report  to  the  Grand  Sire,  whose  address 
I  have  not.  I  would  esteem  it  a  favor  it  he  would  see  fit  to  relieve  me 
and  appoint  the  successor,  whom  I  suggested  in  my  last  report.

Mr.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Acting  Grand  Sire,  Saratoga,  Wyoming: 

My  Dear  Brother:  Your  esteemed  favor  of  June  10th  received  and 
contents  noted,  and  in  reply  have  to  say  that  the  real  conditions  of 
Buenos  Aires  Lodge,  No.  1,  is  extremely  sad.  The  various  causes  that 
brought  this  about  depriving  the  lodge  of  several  of  its  best  members 
and  lodge-room  should  have  been  made  known  by  Brother  Meyer,  the 
former  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  as  they  occurred  during  his  ad¬ 
ministration  I  have  no  proof,  that  he  did  not  report,  and  I  sincerely 
trust  he  did;  my  only  reason  for  thinking  otherwise,  had  he  done  so, 
I  am  confident  some  resolution  would  have  been  taken  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  long  since.  One  sad  event  in  the  history  of  the  lodge  has  hap- 
penea  since  my  last  letter  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  January  22.  The 
Noble  Grand’s  brother  mysteriously  disappeared  on  May  1.  He  was 
married  in  the  afternoon  ot  the  same  day  at  Barsfred,  one  of  the  sub¬ 
urbs  of  Buenos  Aires  according  to  the  marriage  law  ot  this  country. 
He  came  into  the  city  to  arrange  for  the  ministerial  service  at  the 
church;  calling  at  the  house  of  one  of  the  many  clergymen,  engaged 
his  services,  and,  as  he  told  the  minister,  he  was  returning  to  Barsfred, 
and  has  never  been  seen  since.  It  is  believed  he  was  shot  on  his  way 
to  the  station  by  a  stray  bullet  during  the  labor  riot,  and  buried  with 
many  others  who  are  known  to  have  shared  the  same  fate.  Brother 
North  had  all  the  lodge  property  in  his  possession,  viz.,  charter,’ 
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Rituals,  regalia,  etc.,  and  I  am  sorry  to  report  that  I  have  been  unable 
to  secure  them.  Mrs.  North  says  that  a  public  official  took  possession 
of  everything  they  found  in  his  apartments;  this  fact  alone  is  sufficient 
evidence  that  he  was  one  of  the  many  victims  of  the  riot. 

Congress  is  investigating  the  part  taken  by  the  police  and  later  on 
the  facts  will  be  made  public. 

On  one  point  I  desire  instruction.  When  the  lodge  was  compelled  to 
give  up  the  hall,  several  of  the  members  paid  their  dues  and  asked 
for  Withdrawal  Cards  which  have  never  been  issued,  and  some  time 
has  elapsed  since  the  lodge  has  had  a  regular  meeting.  Those  members 
who  paid  in  full,  including  cost  of  cards,  are  certainly  entitled  to 
same.  The  question  is:  Have  I  the  power  to  sign  them  with  the  Sec¬ 
retary  under  seal  of  the  lodge,  under  separate  cover?  The  Secretary, 
Bro.  W.  H.  Dyke,  will  forward  his  report  which  I  trust  will  give  you 
all  the  data  required.  I  am  grieved  at  the  outcome  because  Buenos 
Aires  Lodge,  No.  1,  at  one  time  was  prosperous,  united  and  happy. 
Besides  no  other  fraternal  society  does  the  self-sacrificing  and  loving 
work  of  this  noble  Order;  visiting  the  sick,  relieving  the  distressed, 
burying  the  dead  and  educating  the  orphan.  What  church  or  creed 
has  a  better  plan  to  seal  Christianity?  I  venture  to  say  no  other  asso¬ 
ciation  on  the  face  of  the  earth  has  such  a  record,  and  I  am  proud  in 
having  the  honor  of  membership  in  this  great  brotherhood,  because  if 
we  analyze  carefully  its  three  connected  links  emblematical  of  Friend¬ 
ship,  Love  and  Truth  and  exemplified  them  in  our  daily  lives,  a  seal 
of  Christ’s  life  would  be  ours.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  It  is  with  sincere  regret  that  I  have  to  an¬ 
nounce  the  sudden  death  on  the  12th  instant  of  Bro.  William  Henry 
Raymond,  D.  D.  G.  S.,  of  the  Order  in  this  Republic. 

Brother  Raymond  was  a  man  beloved  by  all  with  whom  he  came 
into  contact;  a  sincere  friend,  a  true  Christian,  and  a  loyal  and  de¬ 
voted  member  of  the  Order.  His  remains  were  laid  to  rest  in  the 
Chacarita  cemetery  in  this  city  on  Monday  last;  the  funeral  being 
attended  by  several  brethren  of  the  Order,  although  the  corresponding 
Ritual  could  not  be  used. 
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Now,  in  consequence  of  our  lamented  brother’s  demise,  the  position 
of  District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  in  this  country  is  vacant,  and  perhaps 
you  will  kindly  place  the  fact  before  the  Grand  Sire,  in  order  that  if 
he  so  thinks  fit  he  may  make  a  fresh  nomination,  or  allow  the  appoint¬ 
ment  to  stand  over  for  the  present. 

In  the  meantime,  I  have  great  hope  of  being  able  to  resuscitate  the 
lodge.  You  will  have  learned  from  the  late  Brother  Raymond’s  letter 
enclosing  my  report,  that  the  position  has  been  precarious  for  some 
time,  but  on  the  day  of  his  funeral  I  was  informed  by  Bro.  I.  C.  Eccles- 
ton,  a  former  member,  that  he  would  do  his  best  to  obtain  fresh  mem¬ 
bers,  so  that  we  may  be  in  working  order  again. 

In  connection  with  this,  will  you  kindly  instruct  me  how  to  proceed 
in  the  first  instance?  I  am  a  Past  Grand  of  the  lodge,  and,  as  far  as  I 
know,  the  only  actual  remaining  member.  If  candidates  come  forward, 
can  I  summon  a  meeting  of  those  brethren  who  formerly  belonged  to 
the  lodge,  and  initiate  the  new-comers,  or  in  what  way  should  I  con¬ 
stitutionally  act? 

The  charter  (not  surrendered)  and  Rituals,  as  also  the  regalia,  etc., 
have  disappeared  in  the  circumstances  detailed  in  Brother  Raymond’s 
report  to  the  Grand  Sire,  and  I  presume,  therefore,  that  you  will  favor 
me  with  duplicates.

My  Dear  Brother:  I  am  in  receipt  of  a  communication  from  Bro. 
John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary,  enclosing  a  letter  from  you,  under 
date  of  March  15,  announcing  the  death  of  Bro.  Wm.  Henry  Raymond, 
District  Deputy  Grand  Sire  of  your  Republic.  In  his  sudden  demise  I 
feel  that  the  Order  has  sustained  a  great  loss,  and  I  sympathize  with 
you  who  have  been  so  closely  associated  with  his  good  clean  life. 

I  also  feel  a  personal  disappointment  therein,  because  from  his 
correspondence  I  was  relying  upon  him  for  results  in  re-establishing 
the  Order  in  the  Argentine. ,  Now,  may  I  not  turn  to  you  to  bring  about 
this  result?  From  what  I  know  of  your  far-away  land  it  is  developing 
into  a  wonderful  country  with  a  magnificent  people,  and  ought  to  be  a 
fruitful  field  for  the  development  of  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love 
and  Truth.  I,  therefore,  take  the  liberty  of  appointing  you  District 
Deputy  Grand  Sire,  with  the  powers  that  go  with  that  position,  and  ask 
you  to  at  once  take  up  the  work  of  re-establishing  Buenos  Aires  Lodge, 
No.  1.  To  do  this,  I  ask  that  you  waive  the  formalities  that  are  neces¬ 
sary,  ordinarily,  and  follow  such  lines  as  shall  seem  to  you  best  to 
place  the  lodge  in  good  working  Order,  and  extending  it  to  other  fields 
so  far  as  it  shall  be  within  your  power.  Call  to  your  assistance  such 
of  the  members  as  belonged  fo  the  lodge  during  its  life  and  enlist  their 
co-operation  to  the  best  possible  advantage.  Have  them,  if  possible, 
reinstate  themselves.  Re-elect  officers,  and  initiate  such  new-comers 
as  shall  apply,  that  are  w'orthy.  I  leave  the  details  to  your  own  good 
judgment,  and  whatever  you  shall  do  that  is  reasonable  I  will  approve. 

It  is  a  matter  of  deen  re.°rret  that  the  Rituals,  charter  and  effects 
of  the  old  lodge  have  been  lost,  but  it  seems  impossible,  from  the  inves- 
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tigation  I  have  made,  to  hope  for  their  recovery.  I  will  therefore  confer 
with  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  if  he  shall  approve,  will  advise  him  to 
issue  to  you  new  Rituals,  and  a  duplicate  charter  without  cost,  and  in 
every  other  way  will  give  you  all  the  assistance  that  will  be  within  my 
power. 

I  desire  to  confirm  all  that  the  Grand  Secretary  has  said  to  you,  or 
may  in  the  future  find  it  advisable  to  say,  and  will  enclose  him  a  copy 
of  this  letter  with  such  other  instructions  as  may  be  thought  best. 

You  will  place  us  under  very  great  fraternal  obligations  if  you  will 
undertake  this  work,  and  I  hope  to  hear  from  you  within  the  next  two 
or  three  months  that  you  have  succeeded  in  re-establishing  our  great 
institution  in  your  land.

On  behalf  of  the  brothers  I  request  that  the  Far 
East  Lodge  be  furnished  with  six  more  Rituals  which  they  will  gladly 
pay  for,  and  I  shall  be  responsible  for  care  and  safekeeping.  With  noth¬ 
ing  further  for  the  present,  I  will  close.

Dear  Brother  Cockrum:  I  am  enclosing  to  you  herewith  correspond¬ 
ence  I  have  had  with  Dr.  H.  Dudley  Young,  formerly  a  member  of 
Mexico  Lodge,  No.  6,  and  City  of  Mexico  Encampment,  No.  2,  of  Mexico 
City,  Mexico,  desiring  cards  or  certificates  respectively  from  said  lodge 
and  encampment,  which  are  defunct,  and  the  charter  and  effects  of 
which  have  never  been  forwarded  to  this  office.  I  have  made  every 
effort  possible  to  get  Brother  Blum,  the  present  District  Deputy  Grand 
Sire,  to  forward  these  effects,  so  that  this  office  would  have  some  data 
on  which  to  issue  cards  or  certificates  to  members  entitled  to  them,  and 
while  Brother  Blum  seems  to  have  discharged  his  duties  as  District

Dear  Brother  Cockrum:  You  will  find  enclosed  communications 
forwarded  to  me  before  my  departure  to  Mexico,  and  I  presume  that 
Bro.  H.  P.  Schlattman,  D.  G.  S.,  has  written  you  regarding  my  visit 
there  ere  this,  and  I  feel  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  go  into 
detail  as  to  the  condition  of  our  Order  in  that  Republic.  In  my 
opinion  there  could  be  no  better  selection  made  than  Brother  Schlatt¬ 
man  as  your  representative.  He  is  not  only  well  posted,  but  well 
liked,  not  only  by  members  of  our  Order,  but  the  prominent  Ameri¬ 
cans  and  Mexicans,  a  large  number  of  whom  he  comes  in  contact  with 
daily.  The  three  lodges,  Ridgely,  No.  1,  Alemania,  No.  3.  located  in 
the  City  of  Mexico,  and  Tower,  No.  8,  of  Torreon,  are  anxious  to  be 
placed  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  Texas,  and  in  my  opinion,  this  would 
be  for  the  best  interests  of  the  membership  in  Mexico,  as  well  as  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  As  you  are  well  aware,  Mexico  is  a  foreign 
country,  even  though  it  is  located  at  our  very  door,  and  owing  to  its 
political  situation,  the  religion  of  the  native  people,  and  their  mixed 
blood,  we  cannot  hope  for  a  sufficient  increase  in  our  membership  there 
to  justify  the  establishment  of  many  more  lodges,  or  a  Grand  Lodge, 
for  years  to  come.  I  am  pleased,  however,  to  inform  you.  that  our 
membership  is  composed  of  Americans  and  foreigners,  principally 
Germans,  of  the  very  highest  type,  and  in  my  opinion  our  lodges,  and 
the  individual  members,  will  be  a  credit  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Texas, 
as  they  have  been  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  If  I  remember 
correctly.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  gave  its  consent,  permitting 
Texas  to  annex  them.  Texas  at  its  last  Grand  Lodge  referred  the 
matter  to  a  committee,  of  which  I  believe  Brother  Keller,  Deputy 
Grand  Sire,  is  chairman.  I  called  on  Brother  Keller  on  my  return 
from  Mexico,  and  he  informs  me  that  the  committee  will  report  at 
their  coming  session  next  month,  and  I  am  in  hopes  that  everything 
possible  will  be  done  for  the  best  interests  of  our  lodges  and  the  mem¬ 
bership  in  Mexico,  as  nowhere  is  there  such  opportunity  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship;  hundreds  of  members  visit  Mexico  every 
year,  and  our  lodges  there,  especially  the  two  in  the  City  of  Mexico, 
have  been  and  are  now  called  upon  frequently,  to  carry  out  the 
mandates  of  our  Order  and  they  must  continue  to  receive  all  assistance 
and  encouragement  possible. 

Brother  Schlattman  informs  me  that  he  and  Brother  Blum  are  in 
possession  of  the  charter  and  eTects  and  such  other  things  as  could 
be  obtained  from  the  defunct  lod?-es,  as-they  were  able  to  get,  and  will 
forward  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary. 

There  seems  to  be  some  inf'h'n‘’tion  to  continue  the  encampm^n'^ 
but  it  is  doubtful  in  my  mind,  as  to  whether  or  not  this  branch  of 
our  Order  will  ever  be  a  success  there.  There  is  some  talk  of  con¬ 
solidation  between  the  two  lodges  in  the  City  of  Mexico,  and  the 
feeling  is,  that  one  united  lodee  could  better  handle  the  situation 
there  than  it  can  be  cared  for  with  two  lodges;  but  there  are  several 
brothers  in  Alemania,  No.  3,  who  do  not  speak  or  understand  English. 
Notwithstanding  this,  they  may  ask  for  a  consolidation,  which  re¬ 
quest  should  be  granted,  for,  in  mv  opinion,  the  large  amount  of  work 
which  they  are  doing  for  the  Order  could  be  more  satisfactorily 
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handled  by  one  lodge.  In  conclusion,  let  me  assure  you  that  any 
brother  visiting  the  City  of  Mexico,  will  be  shown  every  courtesy  by 
our  brothers  there  that  Odd  Fellowship  demands.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  I  beg  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  your  letter 
dated  November  4,  1910. 

Unfortunately,  I  met  with  a  terrible  accident  on  my  homeward 
journey,  which  has  incapacitated  me  from  duty  ever  since.  I  am  mend¬ 
ing  up  now,  hut  am  still  very  much  of  an  invalid,  and  expect  that  it  will 
be  at  least  two  months  before  I  am  able  to  move  about  with  my  usual 
activity.  If  there  is  such  a  thing  as  luck,  I  think  that  I  may  be  excused 
from  saying  that  it  was  jolly  hard  luck  for  me,  after  such  a  long  and 
splendid  trip,  without  getting  a  scratch,  to  be  nearly  annihilated, 
when  within  three  weeks  sail  of  home.  The  fortune  of  war,  I  suppose. 

I  have  read  your  letter  carefully;  I  join  with  you  in  the  desire  to 
extend  our  glorious  Order,  and  beg  to  assure  you  that  I  will  help  to  the 
utmost  of  my  power  and  ability.  Fortunately,  the  triennial  session  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  will  be  held  in  the  city  of  Melbourne,

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  In  renly  to  yo^’r  letter  of  November  4.  myself, 
colleagues  and  members  of  the  Grand  Lode-e  of  New  South  Wales,  will 
do  our  very  best  to  carry  out  your  wishes  in  expanding  the  great  cause 
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of  Odd  Fellowship,  as  we  understand  it,  in  the  I.  0.  0.  F.  Order.  For 
some  time  to  come  certain  friendly  societies  of  this  State  must  neces¬ 
sarily  outpace  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  in  membership,  for  the  one  reason  they  are 
offering  terms  to  candidates,  to  which  the  dignity  of  the  I.  0.  O.  F. 
cannot  possibly  descend,  viz.,  initiation  of  candidates,  without  the 
entrance  fee,  and  the  payment  of  sick  benefits  immediately  after  join¬ 
ing  without  any  prescribed  time  for  probation.  In  our  opinion  these 
practices  will  open  the  door  to  any  class,  and  encourage  a  system  of 
malingering  and  unscrupulousness. 

During  the  year  1910-11  upwards  of  18  new  lodges  have  been  estab¬ 
lished  in  towns  in  New  South  Wales,  where  lodges  of  other  orders  are 
not  established,  this  for  the  time  being  is  our  policy  and  our  only  hope. 
There  are  members  in  our  young  lodges  clamoring  to  be  placed  on  all 
fours  with  the  cheap  lodges. 

I  am  pleased  to  say  the  members  of  this  subordinate  Jurisdiction  are 
opposed  to  the  cheapening  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  any  shape  or  form. 
Notwithstanding  our  disadvantages  we  will  do  our  very  best  to  carry 
out  your  wishes  in  a  legitimate  and  honorable  way. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  hear  from  you  from  time  to  time.  Australasia  is 
a  long  distance  from  the  home  of  Odd  Fellowship,  but  through  the 
Fraternal  Journals  we  speak  to  each  other  as  if  we  were  only  separated 
by  a  few  miles.  The  visits  of  Brother  Smith  and  myself,  and  I  hope 
numerous  other  Odd  Fellows,  will  create  a  tie  with  our  American 
cousins  that  will  never  be  broken. 

We  hope  your  term  of  office  will  be  all  that  you  can  desire,  and  that 
some  day  as  Past  Grand  Sire  you  will  visit  the  great  continent  of 
Australia,  and  give  us  the  benefit  of  your  long  experiences  and  superior 
knowledge  in  the  principles  of  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth.

Dear  Sir  and  Brother:  It  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  Dave  the  honor 
of  acknowledging  receipt  of  your  letter  of  November  4  last,  which  was 
indeed  very  encouraging.  I  appreciate  very  much  the  evident  tact  that 
your  interest  in  the  Order  extends  not  merely  throughout  your  own 
continent  but  also  unto  the  distant  Jurisdictions  beyond  the  seas. 

After  nearly  a  year  of  hard  and  consistent  work,  my  term  of  office 
as  Grand  Master  draws  to  a  close.  It  is  with  great  satisfaction  I  can 
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say  that  the  year  has  been  a  very  successful  one — I  may  be  pardoned  if

Deae  Brother  Cockrum:  Yours  of  April  6  duly  to  hand,  the  matter 
contained  therein  only  needs  an  ordinary  acknowledgment. 

I  have  just  returned  from  the  triennial  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Australasia  held  in  Melbourne  on  the  16,  17  and  18  inst.  The  Proceed¬ 
ings  were  carried  out  in  due  conformity  with  the  true  principles  of  Odd 
Fellowship,  the  true  elements  of  fraternity  permeated  right  through 
the  debates,  and  I  believe  very  much  good  to  the  Order  will  be  the 
outcome.  Brother  Smith  and  I  duly  submitted  the  reports  of  our  repre¬ 
sentation  at  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  each 
and  would  like  you,  if  you  can  see  your  way,  to  include  same  in  your 
reports  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  September  next.  Needless  to 
say  both  the  reports  were  received  very  well,  expressions  of  approval 
and  appreciation  were  expressed  by  the  Grand  Representatives  from  the 
States  of  the  Commonwealth  and  Dominion  of  New  Zealand. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion,  it  was  decided  to  elect  one  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  during  the  ensuing  term,  it 
was  thought  by  many  of  the  Representatives  that  it  would  be  unreas¬ 
onable  to  tax  the  resources  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  any  greater 
extent  for  the  present.  Bro.  S.  A.  E.  B.  Gilder  of  Sydney,  New  South 
Wales,  newly  elected  Grand  Sire,  was  elected  as  Australasia’s  next 
Representative.  It  is  unlikely  that  he  will  present  his  credentials  until 
the  year  1913;  Bro.  W.  Reid,  J.  P.  G.  S.,  was  elected  Alternate  Repre¬ 
sentative,  in  the  event  of  Brother  Gilder  being  unable  to  undertake  the 
journey.  I  have  resolved  to  accompany  Brother  Gilder,  he  and  I  being 
very  old  friends;  I  shall  not  be  satisfied  until  I  again  visit  North 
America  to  renew  the  very  pleasant  associations  which  I  formed  in  1908, 
and  which  I  shall  never  forget. 

A  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Austral¬ 
asia  will  be  duly  forwarded  to  you,  which  will  contain  a  full  report  of 
the  proceedings,  and  will  give  you  an  insight  into  the  position  of  Odd 
Felllows  in  Australasia.  We  are  striving  to  make  the  Order  great  in 
our  country,  and  I  believe  will  succeed  in  doing  so,  unless  the  State 
interferes  in  any  way  that  will  affect  fraternity,  in  this  regard  both 
Smith  and  I  are  somewhat  pessimistic  of  the  future,  for  which  reason 
I  am  endeavoring  to  separate  the  fraternal  from  the  insurance  section 
of  our  administration.  After  all  I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  our  great 
Society  established  under  moral  law  is  much  better  than  under  legal 
law,  we  are  bound  hand  and  foot  by  the  soulless  administration  of  a 
registrar  of  friendly  societies,  no  matter  how  competent,  he  is  obliged 
to  administer  the  law  rigidly,  the  finer  feelings  of  fraternity  cannot  be 
discussed  with  him,  on  the  contrary  no  matter  how  generous  he  may 
be  disposed  personally  the  law  is  against  him,  and  we  must  obey  its 
mandates.

The  question  of  introducing  the  Order  into  Great  Britain  occupied 
some  considerable  time,  the  Grand  Representatives  of  the  Order  in  the 
United  States  must  remember  that  Australasia  is  under  British  rule, 
and  that  the  great  bulk  of  her  membership  are  born  Britons  or  of 
British  parentage.  In  Australasia  we  lose  a  certain  amount  of  caste  in 
consequence  of  not  being  able  to  reciprocate  with  the  motherland.  I 
do,  therefore,  sincerely  hope  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  ap¬ 
point  a  commissioner  to  exploit  the  principal  cities  in  the  British  Isles. 
I  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  in  the  hands  of  a  competent  organizer, 
lodges  of  our  beloved  Order  can  be  easily  instituted. 

As  it  is  our  aim  to  make  the  Order  world-wide,  should  not  that 
principle  be  carried  out,  especially  in  countries  where  the  English 
language  is  spoken.  I  am  proud  to  know  that  we  have  lodges  in 
countries  where  languages  foreign  to  the  English  are  spoken,  and  while 
I  have  life  and  energy  in  my  body  I  will  to  the  very  limit  of  that  energy 
advocate  that  the  principles  underlying  the  whole  superstructure  of 
our  great  Society  are  carried  into  every  country. 

I  must  conclude,  but  intend  writing  you  again  confining  my  remarks 
to  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  the  State  of  New  South  Wales.

therefrom  would  redound  to  the  Order  universal. 

I  shall  refer  your  letter  and  report  to  the  Committee  on  International 
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Relations  with  the  request  that  they  give  the  same  careful  and  timely 
consideration.

Dear  Brother:  I  was  gratified  to  receive  yours  of  the  4th  inst.  and 
although  it  was  the  first  communication  I  have  received  from  you, 
your  name  is  very  familiar  among  us  in  this  far  Jurisdiction,  through 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journal  and  my  esteemed  friend  and 
brother,  George  T.  Clarke. 

You  will  have  learned  by  this  time  with  regret  the  sad  accident  which 
befell  our  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Bro.  J.  C. 
Smith.  On  his  voyage  from  England  he  had  the  misfortune  during  a 
severe  gale  to  have  his  thigh  broken  and  also  sustained  some  other 
minor  injuries.

I  am  now  carrying  out  my  father’s  wishes  in  informing  you  of  his 
death. 

At  the  same  time  I  wish  to  inquire  whether  you  can  put  me  in 
touch  with  members  of  the  1.  O.  O.  P.  in  England  as  I  am  desirous  of 
joining  at  some  future  date.  I  am  an  American-born  citizen,  and  civil 
engineer  by  profession,  residing  here  at  present.

Dear  Sir:  I  am  in  receipt  of  your  favor  of  April  5  addressed  to 
“  The  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire,  I.  O.  O.  P.,  New  York  State  Grand 
Lodge,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  New  York,  N.  Y.,”  which  has 
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very  kindly  been  forwarded  me  by  the  Grand  Master  of  that  Jurisdic¬ 
tion.  It  announces  the  death  of  your  father,  Bro.  Hugo  Wollheim,  P.  G. 
Sire,  who  in  1870  went  to  Europe  and  established  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  German  Empire. 

I  thank  you  very  much  for  advising  me  of  this  solemn  fact,  and 
express  the  sympathy  I  feel  at  the  death  of  one  so  eminent,  and  who 
had  accomplished  so  much  for  the  good  of  our  world-wide  fraternity. 
Will  you  do  me  the  further  kindness  of  advising  me  immediately  upon 
the  receipt  of  this,  of  the  exact  date  of  Brother  Wollheim’s  death  and 
if  possible  give  me  a  brief  sketch  of  his  labors  in  Odd  Fellowship, 
that  I  may  advise  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  thereof. 

I  regret  to  say  that  at  the  present  time  we  have  no  branch  or  lodges 
of  our  Order  in  England.  We  obtained  our  original  charter  from  the 
Manchester  Unity  of  England,  a  very  extensive  and  honorable  organiza¬ 
tion,  from  which  we  separated  some  years  afterward  and  formed  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  We  now  have  it  under  advisement 
of  extending  our  Organization  to  the  Mother  Country,  but  at  this  time, 
as  stated,  there  are  no  branches  of  our  Order  there.

Dear  Sir:  I  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  your  favor  of  April  22, 
and  for  the  expression  of  sympathy  contained  therein,  regarding  the 
death  of  my  father,  Hugo  Wollheim,  P.  G.  S.,  and  I  have  pleasure  in 
supplying  you  with  a  few  particulars  as  requested. 

My  father  died  on  June  9,  of  last  year,  aged  77.  He  came  from  New 
York  in  1870,  and  together  with  Bro.  F.  S.  Ostheim  (the  originator  of 
the  idea)  and  Bro.  J.  F.  Morse,  both  American  Odd  Fellows,  he  founded 
the  Germania  Lodge,  No.  1,  in  Berlin,  April  2,  1871; 

Farnsworth  Camp  No.  1,  of  Prussia,  May  23,  1871; 

Saxonia  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Dresden,  June  6,  1871; 

Borussia  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Berlin,  July  25,  1871; 

Teutonia  Lodge,  No.  3,  of  Prussia,  November  27,  1871; 

Templar  Lodge,  No.  4,  of  Prussia,  December  9,  1871; 

Minerva  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Prussia,  April  27,  1872; 

Provincial  Grand  Lodge,  of  Brandenburg,  1873. 

In  August,  1872,  he  personally  presented  the  German  petition  for  a 
charter,  to  the  Grand  Lodge  at  Baltimore,  and  P.  G.  S.  John  A.  Kennedy, 
convened  a  special  reception  for  him  (see  “Heart  and  Hand,”  August 
31,  1872).  He  had  the  great  satisfaction  of  being  able  to  bring  back 
in  September  the  charter  for  an  Independent  Grand  Lodge  for  Germany, 
signed  by  G.  S.  Logan. 

In  1872  he  was  appointed  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire  for  Germany 
and  Switzerland. 

He  constituted  on  December  28.  1872,  at  Frankfort-on-tbe-Main,  the 
Grand  Lodge  German  Empire  and  was  elected  its  first  Grand  Sire. 

On  February  14,  1873,  Grand  Secretary  Ridgely  wrote  him.  con¬ 
gratulating  him  on  the  successful  constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

He  opened,  early  in  1873,  the  first  Odd  Fellows’  Hall  in  Berlin. 

In  1874  he  was  successful  in  allaying  internal  dissensions  and  de¬ 
fections. 

He  returned  to  the  States  in  1877  and  joined  the  Ark  Lodge  and 
Palestine  Lodge  of  New  York. 
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In  1879  he  returned  to  Germany,  and  in  1883  removed  to  England, 
where  he  remained  till  1900,  when  failing  health  caused  him  to  retire 
to  German  watering  places,  and  he  finally  retired  to  Berlin,  where  he 
lived  a  quiet  and  retired  life  and  died  on  June  9,  1910,  of  heart  failure. 

My  father  always  thought  of  the  good  cause  first,  and  was  averse  to 
having  his  own  deeds  glorified.  The  enormous  difficulties  which  he  had 
to  overcome  in  getting  the  Prussian  Government  at  that  time  to  ack¬ 
nowledge  the  Order  without  hindrance,  are  only  known  to  few,  as  well 
as  the  personal  sacrifice  entailed  by  the  work  of  organizing  the  Order 
in  Germany. 

The  above  is  all  the  information  I  possess,  and  will,  I  trust,  be 
sufficient.

Hon.  J.  B.  Cockrum,  M.  W.  Gr.  Sire,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Indian¬ 
apolis,  Indiana: 

The  opportunity  to  make  you  acquainted  with  some  reminiscences 
referring  to  the  origin  of  the  first  lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  on  this  side  of  the 
big  pond  is  too  tempting  not  to  be  used  by  one  who  was  closely  con¬ 
nected  with  the  first  success  of  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  Bro.  J.  F. 
Morse,  in  his  mission  to  transplant  the  Order  to  Europe.  If  this,  though, 
appears  as  too  much  of  an  infringement  on  your  valuable  time  and 
attention  you  will  please  pardon  the  first  Noble  Grand  of  the  first  and 
oldest  lodge  in  Germany  for  his  presumption — Wurttemberg,  No.  1,  I.  O. 
O.  F.,  at  Stuttgart. 

Before  proceeding  further,  I  beg  leave,  though  rather  late,  to  con¬ 
gratulate  you  most  sincerely  on  your  election  as  Grand  Sire.  It  is  an 
exalted  and  responsible  office.  May  your  term  be  in  every  respect  suc¬ 
cessful  and  satisfactory  to  yourself  as  well  as  to  the  Order.  The 
enclosed  resolutions  I  translated  for  your  convenience,  although  I  do 
not  belong  to  Wurttemberg  Lodge — my  first  love — any  more.  My 
knowledge  of  the  English  language  was  forty  years  ago,  although  I 
say  it  myself,  of  great  value  as  it  enabled  me  to  act  as  interpreter 
for  Brother  Morse  as  he  was  an  entire  stranger  to  the  people  and 
language  of  this  country.  No  brother  in  America  had  then,  or  can  have 
yet,  the  slightest  idea  how  very  difficult  it  was  to  begin  the  first  lodge 
in  Germany  and  the  first  one  in  Switzerland.  The  Order  was  entirely 
unknown  here,  the  Masonic  Order  being  then  the  only  Order  in  Germany 
and  Switzerland.  The  same  was,  and  is,  much  more  secret  and  exclusive 
than  in  America.  Prejudice  and  mistrust  against  anything  coming  from 
America  were  then  much  stronger  than  now. 
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Brother  Bernheim,  from  San  Francisco,  lived  here  already  when  I 
came  here  from  Philadelphia,  for  a  five-years’  sojourn.  Having  been  at 
college  here  before  I  went  to  America,  1854,  I  was  no  stranger  here. 
My  friend  Bernheim  and  I  helped,  in  1870,  to  start  an  American  Club 
with  other  American  sojourners,  about  forty  in  number.  As  president 
of  that  club  I  introduced  Brother  Morse  after  he  had  come  here.  His 
impressive  words  in  favor  of  his  mission  and  the  Order  pleased  the 
members  and  they  thanked  him  but  we  gained  nothing  by  it  except 
wishes  for  success.  Before  Brother  Morse  came  here  he  had  exerted 
himself  in  vain  in  Berlin,  Geo.  Bancroft,  then  American  Minister,  say¬ 
ing  that  he  could  not  do  more  than  he  had  already  done,  and  at 
Dresden,  where  Brother  Morse’s  family  was  sojourning  at  the  time. 
Despairing  therefore,  already,  of  success,  he  received  from  Grand 
Representative,  Bro.  Nathan  Porter,  of  San  Francisco,  Brother  Bern- 
heim’s  address,  which  Brother  Porter  learned  accidently  from  his 
German  barber.  Brother  Morse  then  wrote  Brother  Bernheim  and  he 
told  us  about  it  ,  and  requested  Brother  Morse  to  come  here.  We 
advertised  as  Thomas  Wildey  did  and  a  former  member  of  a  Phila¬ 
delphia  Lodge,  and  Consul  Klauprecht,  a  former  member  of  a  lodge  in 
Cincinnati,  came  to  meet  us  at  the  hotel  where  Brother  Morse  stopped. 
We  persuaded  some  of  our  acquaintances  to  help  start  the  lodge.  As 
we  had  no  lodge-room,  no  regalia,  nothing  at  all  appertaining  to  ini¬ 
tiation,  we  instructed  and  obligated  them,  informally,  by  the  authority 
of  Brother  Morse,  as  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  who  accepted  them 
then  as  petitioners  for  the  charter  of  Wurttemberg  Lodge,  No.  1. 
Brother  Morse  designated  Brother  Bernheim  for  the  Past  Grand’s, 
and  myself  for  the  Noble  Grand’s  chairs.  Not  feeling  competent  I 
declined  first,  but  when  Brother  Morse  found  that  I  was  a  Free  Mason, 
he 'very  earnestly  claimed  my  especial  assistance  in  his  mission  by 
accepting  the  Noble  Grand’s  chair  in  Wurttemberg  Lodge,  No.  1,  on 
December  1,  1870.  Thus  I  became  the  first  Noble  Grand  of  the  first 
Odd  Fellow  lodge  on  the  continent,  and  an  untiring,  zealous  promoter 
of  our  beloved  Order,  devoting  my  mental,  physical  and  other  means 
to  the  interest  and  growth  of  the  same  until  I  had  to  return  to  Phila¬ 
delphia,  1874. 

In  Switzerland  it  was  to  Brother  Morse’s  great  surprise  and  dis¬ 
appointment,  even  more  difficult  to  succeed  than  in  Germany.  Five 
evenings  in  succession  I  preached  as  interpreter  for  Brother  Morse 
before  a  few  invited  business  men.  Odd  Fellowship,  in  a  large  bedroom 
which  I  shared  with  Brother  Morse.  He  paid  the  guide  of  the  hotel 
so  much  a  day  for  going  around  soliciting  business  men  whom  he 
knew  to  call  at  the  hotel  and  hear  what  we  had  to  say.  Anxiety  and 
disappointment  were  too  much  for  us  and  we  both  were  taken  sick. 
Brother  Morse  could  not  sleep  without  sleeping  powder.  It  was  really 
a  very  trying  time  as  none  of  those  who  had  voted  for  the  undertaking 
did  expect  or  could  conceive.  But  on  the  sixth  evening  at  last  could 
we  institute,  of  course  informally,  in  a  room  at  the  hotel,  Helvetia,  No. 
1,  at  Zurich,  in  Switzerland,  and  after  I  had  interpreted  Brother 
Morse’s  very  impressive  address  and  the  meeting  was  closed  he  and  I 
embraced  and  kissed  each  other  with  tears  of  emotion  in  our  eyes. 
Never  will,  or  can,  I  forget  the  silent  exchange  of  feelings  between 
the  Special  Deputy  Grand  Sire  and  his  interpreter.  The  first  lodge  in 
Germany  was  about  six  months  old  when  the  first  lodge  in  Switzerland 
was  instituted  on  June  19,  1871.  On  April  14,  1872,  I  helped  to  start  the 
second  lodge  in  Wurttemberg,  Danube  Lodge,  No.  2,  at  Ulon  A/D.  It 
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had  over  fifty  members  when  I  left  for  Philadelphia  in  1874,  and  was 
afterwards  killed  by  hazardous  speculations  on  account  of  its  first 
Noble  Grand  (city  surveyor)  causing  heavy  losses  to  the  members.  Had 
I  been  here  at  that  time  I  could  have  saved  the  lodge,  deeming  it 
advisable  to  start  a  second  lodge  in  this  city  and  Brother  Bernheim 
agreeing  with  me  I  withdrew  from  Wurttemberg  Lodge,  although  the 
brethren  wished  to  keep  me  and  I  instituted  Schiller  Lodge,  No.  3,  as 
Noble  Grand;  without  taking  any  members  from  the  mother  lodge  on 
May  24,  1872.  Seven  months  later,  on  December  28,  1872,  I  helped 
to  institute  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  of  which  I  was 
the  first  Grand  Secretary.  At  its  following  session,  1873,  I  declined  a 
re-election  as  I  knew  that  I  would  have  to  return  to  Philadelphia  some 
months  afterwards.  But  I  had  to  accept  the  Grand  Treasurer’s  office 
for  the  rest  of  my  stay  here  as  the  Grand  Lodge  was  dissatisfied  with 
the  first  Grand  Treasurer.  Resigned  the  following  spring  and  returned 
to  the  city  of  Brotherly  Love,  visited  soon  afterwards  Brother  Ridgely 
at  his  country  seat  and  Grand  Sire  Stuart  at  Washington,  attended  in 
1875,  the  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  U.  S.,  held  in  your  city,  withstood 
the  persuasions  of  my  old  friend  Muckld  and  of  Brothers  Nicholson  and 
Stokes  to  join  a  lodge  in  Philadelphia;  kept  up  my  membership  and 
contract  with  Schiller  to  which  I  belong  yet,  and  also  exchanged  letters 
with  my  first  love  and  pupil,  for  which  I  enclose  the  following  reso- 
luttons.  By  doing  as  I  did  I  could  make  myself  useful  on  this  side  of 
the  Atlantic.

Resolved,  That  the  leading  officers  of  the  governmental  charity 
societies  be  cordially  invited  as  honored  guests  to  make  them  better 
acquainted  with  the  principles,  purposes  and  great  success  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 

Resolved,  That  on  this  festive  occasion  heartfelt  thanks  be  ex¬ 
pressed  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  having  decreed  forty-one 
years  ago  to  undertake  the  introduction  to  this  country  of  the  Order 
and  its  ideal  precepts  which  are  sincerely  cherished  here,  with  earnest 
endeavors  to  promulgate  the  same  in  Friendship,  Love  and  Truth  in 
favor  of  the  Order  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  German  people  and  of 
general  mankind,  furthermore 

Resolved,  That  on  this  festive  occasion  the  three  brothers  be  re¬ 
membered  with  feelings  of  fraternal  love  and  gratitude  who,  under 
most  unfavorable  circumstances  and  surroundings  succeeded  on  Decem¬ 
ber  1,  1870,  in  erecting,  in  the  most  primitive  way,  the  first  altar  for  the 
service  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  country. 
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Two  of  the  three  brothers,  viz.,  Bros.  J.  F.  Morse  and  M.  Bernheim 
from  San  Francisco  are  not  among  the  living  any  more.  But  Bro.  Otto 
Schaettle  from  Philadelphia  is  still  living  in  our  midst  since  his 
second  return  to  this  city.  He  is  76  years  old  and  full  of  enthusiasm 
yet  for  the  good  cause  and  every  ready  to  actively  promote  the  same. 
On  this  memorable  occasion  in  particular  does  Wurttemberg  Lodge 
look  upon  him  as  also  upon  The  Sovereign  Grand  Body  with  sincere 
love  and  reverence  and  with  the  assurance  of  true  loyalty  to  the 
latter  and  to  the  ideal  teachings  of  the  Order;  while  for  different  im¬ 
portant  reasons  which  do  not  exist  in  the  United  States,  the  Order  in 
this  country  is  growing  rather  slowly,  the  teachings  of  the  Order  are 
becoming  more  and  more  a  cultural  factor  in  the  interest  of  ethical 
advancement  and  of  benevolence  in,  and  outside  of  the  lodges.

SWEDEN. 

Stockholm,  December  28,  1910. 

Dear  Brother  Cockrum:  I  beg  to  thank  you  for  your  kind  favor  of 
the  4th  inst.,  and  to  congratulate  you  on  your  elevation  to  the  highest 
post  that  our  Order  can  offer. 

As  I  understand  that  you  should  like  to  hear  something  about  our 
work  here  I  shall  be  glad  to  give  you  some  particulars: 
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Our  Jurisdiction  has  for  every  year  since  the  Order  was  introduced 
in  Sweden,  26  years  ago,  increased  in  membership,  and  hitherto  not  one 
of  lodges  or  encampments  have  been  compelled  to  give  up  its  charter. 
Our  forty-four  lodges  are  comparatively  large  and  well  situated;  our 
largest  lodge  having  304  and  our  smallest  46  members.  The  average 
membership  per  lodge  is  117,  and  the  average  capital  per  membei 
about  sixty-eight  dollars.  When  our  Grand  Lodge  was  instituted  in 
1895,  we  had  only  nine  ledges  with  677  members,  and  on  April  1,  this 
year,  when  we  sent  the  last  report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  we 
had  43  lodges,  with  4943  members;  our  net  gain  since  that  date  is  one 
lodge  and  209  members. 

We  used  to  do  very  little  propaganda  here  for  the  Order,  because  we 
prefer  that  the  members  assemble  quite  of  their  own  accord  under  our 
banner,  and  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  we  obtain  in  this  way  a  better 
membership  than  by  forcing  the  question.  As  a  sort  of  preparation  for 
lodges  we  have  clubs,  but  no  one  is  entitled  to  start  a  club  without 
the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  When  a  petition  for  a  club  comes  in, 
the  circumstances  are  well  considered,  and,  if  the  petition  is  granted, 
the  club  is  constituted  and  immediately  placed  under  the  direct  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  club  has  to  collect  members  and  pre¬ 
pare  with  the  advice  of  the  Grand  Officers  everything  for  the  constitu¬ 
tion  of  a  lodge,  which  as  a  rule  is  effected  in  less  than  a  year.  If  the 
club  does  not  succeed  in  a  reasonable  time  (which  occurs  very  seldom) 
to  realize  its  purpose,  it  is  dissolved.  In  this  way  the  lodge  is  as  a 
rule  already  from  the  beginning  well  founded  with  a  good  membership. 

Our  Encampment  branch  has  been  very  progressive;  nearly  every 
fourth  lodge  member  is  also  an  encampment  member. 

At  present  we  have  one  encampment  club  and  seven  lodge  clubs 
which  have  advanced  so  far  that  we  expect  next  spring  to  have  almost 
all  of  them  transverted  into  encampments  and  lodges;  in  several 
places  preparations  are  made  for  forming  new  clubs  and  so  we  expect, 
at  least  for  some  time  forward,  to  have  a  good  deal  to  work  with  in¬ 
stituting  new  lodges  and  bringing  them  on  a  good  footing. 

Immediately  after  the  institution  of  our  Grand  Lodge  we  had  annual 
Grand  Lodge  sessions,  afterwards  biennial,  when  we  found  that  our 
laws  worked  well  and  we  had  very  little  complaints  and  disputes. 

With  the  best  wishes  that  the  soon  beginning  new  year  will  be 
prosperous  for  yourself  and  the  Order,

My  Dear  Brother:  In  answering  your  kind  letter  of  November  14  of 
last  year,  I  am  rather  late.  I  got  your  communication  right  before 
the  closing  of  1910,  at  which  period  so  much  work  was  at  hand,  that 
most  of  the  correspondence  had  to  be  laid  aside  for  a  less  busy  time. 
I  hope  you  will  agree  with  me  when  I  say:  Better  late  than  never. 
Will  you  kindly  forgive  the  delay. 

You  speak  in  your  letter  about  the  wonderful  growth  of  the  Order. 
You  are  right;  it  grew  rapidly  in  the  last  years,  especially  in  America. 
In  Switzerland  we  have  to  note  a  small  increase  in  the  year  1910.  The 
membership  amounting  now  to  the  number  of  511.  This  seems  to  you 
a  very  small  number,  but  you  must  consider  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  Order  stands  in  our  country.  The  laborers  and  farmers  are 
at  present  not  the  people  we  can  take  as  members,  for  several  reasons. 
The  first  reason  is  this,  that  the  country  provides  liberally  for  the 
sick  and  the  poor.  The  necessity  for  those  classes  to  enter  private 
benevolent  societies  is  therefore  not  great;  in  fact  there  is  almost 
none.  The  admission  fees  and  yearly  dues  to  the  lodges  are  naturally 
large  as  yel,  as  we  try  to  build  up  funds  for  our  widows  and  orphans, 
and  for  the  needful  of  the  Order  in  general  in  order  to  make  them 
independent  from  the  benevolence  funds  of  the  country.  I  suppose  you 
know  everything  about  the  amount  and  character  of  our  funds.  This 
yearly  or  quarterly  payment  of  comparatively  large  dues  and  the  fact 
that  the  Order  always  stands  helpful  by  in  cases  of  emergencies,  as 
for  instance,  the  results  of ‘the  great  inundation  of  last  summer,  where 
large  sums  were  required  to  lessen  the  unhappy  effects  of  the  disaster, 
and  sick  funds  make  it  necessary  for  our  members  to  be  more  or  less 
in  good  material  condition.  We  have,  therefore,  to  seek  our  candidates 
among  the  middle  and  higher  classes  of  our  population.  These  classes 
are  generally  so  heavily  attached  to  societies  of  all  characters,  for 
instance,  to  shooting,  song,  scientific,  political,  religious  societies,  that 
it  makes  it  difficult  to  find  ideally  inclined  men  to  be  able  to  spare  time 
and  money  for  the  Order.  Another  item  is  the  jealousy  of  the  Order 
of  Free  Masons  against  our  dear  Order  which  stands  also  as  an  obstacle, 
and  much  has  been  done  already  to  overcome  this  jealousy. 

Those,  and  the  different  nationalities  of  our  small  country  (German, 
French,  Italian,  Roman,  Swiss)  and  different  other  things  are  the 
reasons  that  the  Order  cannot  grow  so  rapidly  here  as  in  America. 

Another  chief  reason  for  the  slow  advance  lies  in  the  following: 
We  try  to  work  much  on  the  ethical  and  educational  line.  We  try  to 
raise  the  intellectual  standard  of  our  members  and  through  them,  to 
work  on  the  profane  world.  We  do  not  always  succeed  as  much  as  we 
like  to,  but  a  little  way  we  are  going  constantly  forward.  This  work  is 
not  lost,  even  if  we  do  not  see  too  much  of  the  results  at  once. 

Will  power  and  healthy  universal  thinking  we  want  to  work  on  in 
order  to  meet  the  demands  of  our  dear  devised  Friendship,  Love  and 
Truth. 

We  try  to  be  one  family  of  true  friends,  highly  bound  in  truth. 
This  makes  us  be  careful  in  selecting  cur  candidates  for  membership. 
Lots  of  men  who  would  like  to  join  the  Order,  for  material  reasons,  we 
have  to  repulse  for  the  said  reasons.  We  need  men  with  high  ideals 
and  of  an  unselfish  nature. 
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I  trust  you  will  understand  my  ideas,  wliicli  are  the  ideas  of  every 
true  Odd  Fellow  in  Switzerland.

APPENDIX  TO  GRAND  SIRE’S  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  GENERAL  COMMANDING. 

Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire  and  Commander-in-Chief : 

Sir  and  Sire:  Optimistic  as  have  been  several  preceding  annual 
reports,  this  can  he  none  the  less  so,  by  reason  of  the  gratifying  con¬ 
ditions  prevailing  throughout  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  the  con¬ 
stantly  increasing  membership,  pleasing  to  each  individual  active 
member  and  from  whom  no  pessimistic  utterance  is  heard.  Constant 
reiteration  of  the  statement  that  the  Militant  is  not  progressing  and 
increasing  as  anticipated  may  raise  a  doubt  with  some,  but  not  in  the 
minds  of  those  indentified  therewith  and  serving  within  its  ranks. 

In  1885  the  Patriarchs  Militant  was  authorized.  Warrants  for  can¬ 
tons  and  authority  to  muster  being  by  or  on  recommendation  of  Grand 
Patriarchs  and  Grand  Encampments.  This  procedure  was  found  so 
Impractical  that  it  was  dropped  in  1888.  The  Militant  continued  with 
but  indifferent  success,  for  different  reasons,  until  1892  when  all  legis¬ 
lation  was  practically  repealed;  and  in  1893  new  regulations  adopted. 
Additional  favorable  legislation  was  enacted  in  1899  and  in  1902  an 
officer  was  placed  directly  in  command.  In  1903  a  plan  for  reorganiz¬ 
ing  the  Militant  and  placing  it  entirely  under  the  Grand  Encampments 
and  Grand  Patriarchs,  was  presented  but  the  same  was  amended  into 
the  present  plan,  and  since  December  31,  1902,  there  has  been  admitted 
24,324  ot  the  present  total  membership  of  24,815. 

The  net  results  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1910,  is  3779  ad¬ 
mitted  to  the  ranks,  with  43  new  cantons  and  464  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership;  making  the  total  number  of  cantons  822,  with  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  24,815.  The  net  loss  for  suspensions,  death  and  discharge 
being  13  per  cent,  as  against  16  per  cent  for  the  year  previous. 

There  was  invested  in  eouipment  during  the  year  $137,633.41,  or 
$36.42  for  each  chevalier  admitted;  making  the  total  amount  invested 
in  equipment  $654,345.59.  The  amount  of  cash  on  hand  was  increased 
during  the  year  by  $2,269.32.  Total  amount  on  hand  December  31, 
1910,  being  $38,528.22.  Expense  of  maintenance  and  operation  during 
the  year  was  $79,912.20  or  $3.22  for  each  chevalier.  The  expense  being 
increased  $7,148.61  over  the  previous  year,  when  with  a  total  ex¬ 
penditure  of  $72,763.59,  it  was  $2.98  each. 

DEPARTMENT  OP  AUSTRALASIA. 

From  that  most  competent  and  companionable  of  all  men,  Brig.-Gen. 
Geo.  T.  Clarke,  Department  Commander  and  Grand  Secretary  of  New 
South  Wales,  Australia,  was  the  following  optimistic,  urging  and 
calling  letter  for  a  visit  received.  Later  this  was  supplemented  by 
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one  from  Col.  W.  S.  Johnston,  of  Toronto,  stating  that  a  visit  had 
been  strongly  urged  by  a  visiting  prominent  member  from  New  Zea¬ 
land.  All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted  and  if  such  be  the  wish 
of  Grand  Representatives,  the  trip  and  visit  will  be  made  immediately 
following  the  session.  The  recent  legislation,  authorizing  a  modified 
uniform  for  that  country,  the  situation  as  outlined  by  General  Clarke 
and  satisfactory  conditions  now  prevailing  throughout  North  America, 
seemingly  indicate  this  as  the  opportune  time. 

Australasian  Quarters  of  Patriarchs  Militant. 

Sydney,  N.  S.  W.,  Feb.  23,  1911. 

My  Dear  General:  I  am  enclosing  a  pamphlet,  several  thousands 
of  which  have  been  printed  and  circulated  throughout  the  Jurisdiction 
of  New  South  Wales;  the  pamphlet  is  a  facsimile  of  one  received  by 
me  from  you.  . 

If  you  recollect,  shortly  after  my  return  from  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  I  called  a  meeting  of  patriarchs  and  then  endeavored  to  get  a 
canton  going,  but  owing  to  the  death  of  a  brother  on  the  day  of  the 
evening  the  meeting  was  held,  I  was  not  in  the  form  necessary  to 
properly  place  the  matter  before  the  patriarchs,  and  unfortunately 
there  were  two  or  three  present  who  did  their  very  best  to  throw  cold 
water  upon  the  movement.  I  intended  calling  another  meeting  later 
on,  but  the  opportunity  did  not  offer  itself  until  last  evening,  when  a 
second  meeting  was  held,  and  singular  to  relate,  during  the  meeting 
I  received  a  'phone  message  from  my  private  house,  to  the  effect  that 
my  dear  wife  had  taken  a  bad  turn.  I  am  sorry  to  say  ever  since  her 
illness,  which  started  during  my  absence  in  America,  and  culminated 
to  a  serious  extent  immediately  after  my  return,  Mrs.  Clarke’s  health 
has  been  a  source  of  anxiety. 

I  do  not  know  the  decision  of  the  meeting,  but  I  recommend  a  Pro¬ 
visional  Committee  until  such  time  as  we  receive  a  charter,  during  the 
interim  the  provisional  members  would  have  ample  time  to  make  all 
the  necessary  arrangements. 

If  it  were  possible  for  you  to  pay  Australasia  a  visit,  I  feel  con¬ 
vinced  that  you  would  return  to  the  United  States  the  proud  bearer  of 
the  honor  of  establishing  the  Patriarchs  Militant  not  only  in  Sydney, 
but  in  Brisbane,  Melbourne,  Adelaide  and  Perth,  the  principal  capitals 
of  our  great  commonwealth.  I  would  like  you  to  consider  this  matter 
seriously  and  approach  the  Grand  Sire  upon  the  question. 

I  would  remind  you  that  the  time  in  attending  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  only  occupied  three  months  from  the  time  I  left  Sydney  until 
the  time  I  returned,  and  yoti  know  I  crossed  America  from  west  to 
east,  north  to  south  on  the  east  coast,  and  then  again  east  to  west  and 
from  San  Francisco  to  Vancouver,  it  was  a  rapid  journey,  but  you 
could  do  the  trip  from  Baltimore  to  San  Francisco,  and  after  visiting 
Sydney,  Melbourne,  Adelaide  and  Perth,  you  could  return  via  London, 
and  not  be  absent  longer  than  four  months.  Now  that  a  second  effort

All  Officers  and  Chevaliers,  Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

1.  The  Annual  Patriarchs  Militant  International  Encampment,  com¬ 
petitive,  exhibition  and  other  drills,  general  parade,  sessions  of  the* 
General  Military  Council  and  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  0.  0.  P., 
will  be  held  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September  18  to  23,  1911. 

2.  For  some  years  past  and  during  the  period  of  greatest  recruiting 
activity,  the  annual  assemblies  have  been  at  distant  points,  far  from 
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the  North  American  center,  also  removed  from  the  central  territory  of 
largest  membership.  Thus  practically  available  for  but  a  small  propor¬ 
tion  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  army,  yet  under  this  unfavorable  situa¬ 
tion  has  the  attendance  each  year  been  quite  complimentary. 

3.  The  forthcoming  meeting  is  to  be  at  the  most  favorable  North 
American  center,  within  the  zone  of  greatest  membership  and  equally 
available  to  all.  Easily  reached  by  rail  from  any  direction  and  within 
the  city  unlimited  accommodations.  Hence  there  is  no  apparent  rea¬ 
son  why  all  of  the  available  force  of  25,000  men  in  uniform  should 
not  be  present. 

4.  With  encouragement  that  cantons  will  be  present  from  British 
Columbia,  Florida,  Nova  Scotia,  Texas  and  California,  there  is  every 
reason  to  anticipate  attendance  of  all  others  from  intermediate  points. 

5.  At  former  meetings,  under  excursion  rates,  fares  of  one  and  a 
third  were  the  lowest  and  always  attractive,  yet  were  in  fact  on  a 
basis  of  four  cents  per  mile.  This  year  the  highest  possible  rate  will 
be  four  cents  and  may  be  less.  If  ever  rates  to  Indianapolis  were 
attractive,  they  are  more  so  now,  and  may  eclipse  all  former  records. 
A  round  trip  rate  of  three  cents,  a  cent  and  one-half  per  mile,  from 
western  points,  being  altogether  probable,  same  in  a  great  measure 
depending  on  the  indicated  movement.  Hence  for  this  and  other  rea¬ 
sons  it  is  important  that  the  General  Commanding  be  early  advised  of 
all  contemplated  movements.  With  a  full  attendance  the  railway  fare 
will  be  an  unimportant  item,  and  the  Department  of  Indiana  can  be 
depended  upon  for  all  features  of  accommodations  ever  extended,  if  not 
more. 

6.  We  want  you,  your  comrades  all  want  you,  Indiana  wants  you  and 
the  Order  would  like  to  see  you  all.  Come  and  you  will  be  most 
heartily  welcomed  and  the  pleasure  of  being  present  will  ever  after  re¬ 
main  with  you.  Everything  possible  will  be  done  in  your  behalf,  for 
your  comfort  and  pleasure.  Its  up  to  you — to  come. 

7.  The  best  general  parade  formation  from  a  military  and  display 
standpoint,  was  had  last  year,  with  but  one  mounted  staff  in  line,  thus 
presenting  an  attractive  unbroken  column  of  infantry,  and  on  which 
many  compliments  were  received.  The  formation  will  be  the  same  this 
year,  except  that  a  Department  Commander  of  a  Division  having  24 
or  more  cantons  present,  will  be  in  command  of  same  with  his  staff, 
otherwise  report  to  the  Division  Commander  having  such  command. 
Department  Commander  of  a  brigade  having  present  16  or  more  can¬ 
tons,  will  be  in  command  of  same  with  staff,  otherwise  report  to 
Brigade  Commander  having  such  command.  Department  Commander 
of  a  regiment  having  present  8  or  more  cantons,  will  be  in  command 
with  staff  and  no  other  mounted  officers.  No  formation  of  less  than  a 
regiment  of  eight  cantons  in  line  and  with  but  one  mounted  staff,  being 
desirable.  Hence  if  Department  Commanders  desire  to  make  a  show¬ 
ing  and  have  position  in  line  in  harmony  with  the  reported  strength 
of  their  Department,  they  will  see  to  it  that  the  required  number,  if 
not  more,  are  present.  All  small  Departments  and  detached  commands 
present  will  be  assigned  position  with  the  ranking  Division  Com¬ 
mander  at  the  right  of  the  line.  With  all  cantons  present  practically 
all  officers  would  be  in  command  of  home  troops  and  the  showing  would 
be  magnificent,  with  some  absentees  and  under  outlined  formation,  in 
any  event  it  will  be  a  splendid  parade. 
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8.  No  announcements  have  as  yet  been  received  from  the  Indianapolis 
committees  in  charge,  nor  is  it  necessary  that  determination  to  come  be 
delayed  for  that  reason.  Accept  the  assurance  and  take  it  for  granted 
the  committees  will  do  all  and  provide  everything  possible.  Depart¬ 
ment  Commanders  should  at  once  announce  their  intention  to  come  and 
request  their  entire  command  as  an  escort.  Canton  officers  deciding 
now  to  be  present,  will  invariably  be  accompanied  by  their  cantons. 
Officers  it  is  largely  on  your  action  now  and  efforts  hereafter  that  the 
achievement  of  this  our  greatest  opportunity  depends. 

9.  All  members  of  the  General  Staff  are  especially  requested  and 
urged  to  at  once  take  up  the  subject  of  being  present  at  Indianapolis, 
making  it  a  special  duty  to  augment  and  secure  attendance.  All  who 
have  ever  served  on  the  General  Staff,  are  requested  to  be  present  and 
will  be  assigned  position  with  the  General  Staff. 

Department  Commanders  who  contemplate  being  accompanied  by  a 
band,  will  so  report  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  that  the  total  number 
of  Patriarchs  Militant  or  other  bands  with  the  Militant  may  be  known. 

Cannot  the  slogan  for  the  year  be:  “The  Greatest  Demonstration 
Ever  by  the  Order.”  Trusting  that  to  this  end  the  active  co-operation 
of  all  may  be  had  and  with  compliments,  I  am.

1.  To  correct  errors,  harmonize  paragraphs  and  revise  some  features 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Drill  Regulations,  edition  of  1910,  a  com¬ 
mission,  consisting  of  Col.  Chas.  E.  Wyman,  Unity  Building,  N.  Dear¬ 
born  St.,  Chicago,  Ill.;  Col.  W.  S.  Johnston,  106  Adelaide  St.,  W.,  Toronto, 
Ont.,  and  Capt.  Wallace  W.  Morris,  Todd  Building,  Louisville,  Ky.,  is 
hereby  detailed.  The  address  of  each  being  given  that  all  suggestions 
relative  to  a  drill  regulation  that  shall  be  second  to  none,  may  be  sent 
direct  to  the  commission  for  consideration. 

2.  The  manuscript  with  all  correspondence  relative  thereto  will  be 
securely  mailed  from  one  Commissioner  to  another,  that  each  may  give 
same  consideration.  Final  review  to  be  given,  with  Commission  in 
session  at  Indianapolis,  in  September,  where  report  will  be  submitted 
for  consideration  and  adoption. 

3.  By  reason  of  which,  operations  of  the  Drill  Regulations,  edition 
1910,  are  made  optional  by  all  Department  Commanders  and  Command¬ 
ing  Officers,  until  December  31,  1911,  on  and  after  which  time  with 
modifications,  if  any,  and  corrections,  this  Drill  Regulations  will  alone 
be  in  force  and  observed.

Subordinate 
lodges  visited  192.  Encampments  125,  Rebekah  lodges  130.  Public 
addresses  delivered  42.  Assisted  in  orgapization  of  six  Rebekah  lodges, 
secured  93  charter  members  for  a  new  subordinate  lodge  and  re¬ 
organized  three  encampments.  All  work  in  each  Department  being 
under  the  direction  and  with  approval  of  the  Department  Commander. 
All  being  done  in  accord  with  experiments  suggested  by  yourself  to  the 
General  Military  Council  and  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1907,  and 
in  obedience  to  your  direction,  instructions  and  assistance,  given  from 
time  to  time.

REPORTS  OF  DEPARTMENT  COMMANDERS. 

In  addition  to  the  statistical  tables  elsewhere  presented,  the  activities 
and  existing  conditions  in  all  Departments  are  most  fully  and  compre¬ 
hensively  shown  in  the  reports  herewith,  they  being  from  those  directly 
in  charge,  having  full  knowledge  of  the  progress,  thus  constituting  a 
valuable  feature  of  reliable  information  for  consideration. 
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British  Columbia. — Col.  C.  S.  Keith,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  Briefly  this  Department  stands  three  fully  working  and  active 
cantons,  three  cantons  who  are  getting  their  equipment  and  one  can¬ 
ton  that  is  slumbering,  making  seven  in  all.  Notwithstanding  the 
many  drawbacks  for  the  year,  we  show  an  increase  of  twenty-flve  per 
cent.  We  have  a  membership  of  205.  Owing  to  the  limited  encamp¬ 
ment  membership,  our  fleld  of  operation  is  small.  The  prospects  for 
the  new  year  are  brighter  than  they  have  been  for  some  years.” 

California. — Brig.-Gen.  J.  K.  Ritter,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  I  desire  to  report  that  the  Department  of  California  is  on 
the  advance.  We  have  had  a  steady  growth  in  the  past  year.  The 
cantons  in  this  Department  are  all  adhering  strictly  to  discipline.  The 
method  of  correspondence  is  in  accord  with  military  usages.  One  of 
the  best  advances  that  has  been  inaugurated  in  this  Department,  is  the 
holding  of  officers’  schools  at  different  parts  of  the  State,  presided  over 
by  the  Department  Commander.  In  this  school  not  only  the  tactics 
but  the  Ritualistic  work  is  taken  up  in  detail,  so  that  it  is  universally 
understood  throughout  the  Department.  So  as  a  whole,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  California  is  pleased  to  make  a  very  favorable  report,  and  the 
outlook  is  encouraging  for  continued  prosperity  and  success.” 

Colorado. — Brig.-Gen.  J.  J.  Hallock,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  have  the  honor  to  report  in  regard  to  the  Patriarchs  Miiitant  in  my 
Department.  I  think  this  will  be  the  banner  year  in  Colorado.  We 
have  been  holding  our  own  and  since  May  have  mustered  two  new 
cantons  and  have  six  or  eight  more  that  we  are  expecting  to  muster 
soon.  The  cantons  are  all  having  some  work  and  are  working  hard 
to  increase  their  membership,  and  to  build  up  this  branch  of  the  Order. 
At  our  next  Department  Council  meeting,  in  October,  we  will  organize 
our  medical  staff  with  a  complete  set  of  officers  and  hospital  corps, 
which  will,  I  think,  add  much  to  the  Department,  and  will  assist  in 
increasing  the  membership.  I  am  greatly  in  hopes  that  we  will  send  a 
drill  team  to  Indianapolis  in  September.  The  hardest  thing  we  have  to 
contend  with  is  the  railroads,  their  attitude  making  it  expensive  from 
Denver.  Will  do  my  best  to  be  at  the  General  Military  Council  meeting, 
whether  we  can  get  a  drill  team  or  not,  but  will  keep  on  trying,  if  not 
this  year  then  next.” 

Georgia. — ^Maj.  C.  L.  Elliot,  Department  Commander,  reports:  “In 
my  report  last  year  I  mentioned  that  I  had  hopes  of  a  Council  for  the 
support  and  organization  of  this  branch,  but  up  to  the  present  time  I 
have  been  disappointed,  and  although  the  new  cantons  which  I  expected 
are  not  yet  organized,  Rome  and  Athens  have  assured  me  that  they 
will  each  get  one  during  the  coming  winter.  At  the  last  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Canton  Brunswick,  No.  8,  was  awarded  the 
first  prize  in  Class  B,  and  would  have  won  in  Class  A  had  they  had 
three  more  men,  but  they  expect  to  make  good  in  Indianapolis  in  the 
first  class.  At  the  State  Grand  Lodge  in  May,  there  were  but  two 
cantons  entered  for  the  prize  drill,  and  the  first  prize  was  again 
awarded  to  Brunswick,  No.  8,  making  three  since  its  organization.  I 
again  expect  to  meet  with  you  in  the  Military  Council  at  Indianapolis, 
and  hope  to  see  my  city  win  again.” 
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Idaho. — Brig.-Gen.  Ernst  G.  Ebers,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  our 
noble  Order,  in  the  Department  of  Idaho,  is  in  a  prosperous  and  promis¬ 
ing  condition,  peace,  harmony  and  concord  prevails  within  our  ranks. 
The  prospect  for  a  new  canton  at  Ashton  is  good  and  it  promises  to  be 
one  of  the  largest  and  most  flourishing  in  the  State.  We  think  we  can 
say  that  the  interest  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  is  increasing  and 
under  the  administration  of  Gen.  J.  W.  Wiggett,  we  believe  and  hope 
substantial  progress  will  be  made  during  the  present  year.”

The 
question  of  the  coming  national  drill  contest  seems  to  be  flnding  favor 
here  and  much  interest  is  manifested  in  the  direction  of  preparation 
for  entering  same.  I  am  personally  much  gratifled  with  having  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  re-enlisting  many  of  the  old  and  dormant  cantons  to  activity, 
and  believe  that  my  report  for  the  coming  year  will  be  much  improved. 
I  And  one  great  obstacle  in  this  Department  and  presume  the  same  con¬ 
dition  exists  in  others,  and  that  is  of  the  seemingly  disregard  for  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  by  the  other  branches  of  our  Order.  This  if 
possible  should  be  overcome  in  some  way,  how,  of  course,  is  a  matter 
of  considerable  magnitude.  Withal  I  am  not  in  the  least  apprehensive 
of  the  future  of  our  branch  and  believe  that  the  time  will  soon  come 
when  we  shall  become  the  one  attractive  feature  of  the  Order.” 

Iowa. — Maj.-Gen.  E.  E.  Lambert,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  The  general  interest  shown  in  the  Department  leads  me  to  feel  that 
the  entire  membership  is  taking  hold  of  the  work  with  a  ‘  vim  ’  and 
‘  push  ’  that  cannot  help  but  work  for  the  upbuilding  of  our  beloved 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship.  The  cantons,  with  but  few  exceptions,  are 
prompt  in  making  reports  and  seem  to  take  hold  of  the  work  with  a 
willingness  that  will  accomplish  results.  We  have  quite  a  number  of 
inquiries  as  to  the  organizing  of  new  cantons  and  hope  to  be  able  to 
report  several  new  ones  during  1911.  The  annual  inspections  are  not 
what  they  should  be.  Some  cantons  think  this  part  of  the  work  is 
merely  a  bluff  and  does  not  amount  to  much.  These  are  the  cantons 
that  are  not  at  the  top  of  the  list.  Memorial  exercises  of  some  kind  are 
generally  held  by  the  various  cantons.  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  better 
results  would  follow  if  memorial  blanks  were  furnished.  These  should 
be  sent  out  in  time  to  accompany  the  Department  Commanders  gen¬ 
eral  order  to  all  cantons  regarding  the  memorial  service.  Our  medical 
department  has  not  completed  its  organization  yet  and  will  not  have  a 
very  interesting  report  to  send  to  the  Surgeon-General.  I  am  willing 
to  take  the  blame  for  this  apparent  neglect  of  requirements,  because  I 
did  not  insist  on  the  Assistant  Surgeon  doing  his  duty.  It  will  not 
happen  again.  We  are  holding  our  own  in  numbers  and  increasing  in 
general  interest,  which  means  that  in  the  near  future  Iowa  will  make  a 
larger  per  cent  of  gain  in  membership  than  she  has  for  many  years.  I 
am  predicting  that  General  Raney  will  have  the  pleasure  of  receiving 
a  report  from  the  Department  of  Iowa,  in  the  near  future,  from  a  can¬ 
ton  in  every  county  seat  town  in  the  State.  The  slogan  for  Iowa  is 
‘  don’t  kick.’  We  are  trying  to  wear  out  the  ‘  tugs  ’  of  our  harness  and 
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not  the  ‘breeching.’  All  branches  of  the  Order  are  working  in  har¬ 
mony,  which  means  that  all  chevaliers  stand  for  the  motto  of  our 
Order,  ‘  Justitia  Universalis.’  ” 

Kansas. — Maj.-Gen.  0.  R.  Stevens,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  The  report  of  this  Department  for  the  year  1910  shows  a  good  growth 
and  that  the  Department  is  in  a  healthy  condition.  However,  we  have 
been  doing  even  more  than  aggresive  work  since  the  beginning  of  this 
year.  Nine  new  cantons  have  been  mustered  and  one  revived  since 
January,  all  but  one  of  them  being  in  the  forty-five  days  from  January 
21  to  March  6,  which  is  the  best  record  ever  made  in  this  Department, 
and  was  done  by  General  Stevens  and  Major  Ready.  The  other  canton 
was  mustered  by  Brig.-Gen  Frazier,  who  has  several  more  prospects  in 
sight.  The  co-operation  of  Department  officers  has  been  loyal  and 
enthusiastic.  March  22  the  formation  was  changed  to  a  division,  rais¬ 
ing  rank  of  Commander  to  Major-General.  In  the  past  three  years  we 
have  advanced  from  seven  cantons  and  195  members  to  33  cantons  and 
715  members,  a  gain  of  370  per  cent  in  cantons  and  265  per  cent  in 
membership.  Value  of  property  and  equipment  has  increased  from 
$4,608.00  to  $16,442.00,  an  increase  of  232  per  cent.  Relations  with  all 
other  branches  of  the  Order  are  most  cordial  and  pleasant,  and  all 
co-operate  for  the  upbuilding  of  the  entire  Order.” 

Kentucky. — Col.  Dwight  L.  Bailey,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
”  Canton  Park  City  and  Canton  Richmond  each  meet  one  in  a  while, 
but  with  no  regularity.  Canton  Louisville  meets  twice  each  month 
regularly,  with  drill  night  usually  each  week.  The  interest  in  the  first 
two  named  is  slight,  in  the  canton  last  named  all  chevaliers  have  great 
interest.  There  are  six  cantons  in  this  Department,  on  paper,  but  Can¬ 
ton  Atkins,  Canton  Corbin  and  Canton  Covington  are  dead  and  should 
be  stricken  from  the  list.  I  have  been  unable  to  get  a  report  from  the 
three  last  named  and  believe  that  a  meeting  has  not  been  held  in 
several  years.  During  the  past  year  this  Department  is  increasing  in 
point  of  membership,  interest  and  influence,  and  I  predict  a  greater 
success  for  the  following  year.” 

Maryland. — Col.  Geo.  W.  Godman,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
”  The  Patriarchs  Militant  of  Maryland,  I  am  pleased  to  state,  shows  a 
very  satisfactory  increase  for  this  year,  showing  a  net  gain  of  76  mem¬ 
bers,  and  very  good  prospects  of  mustering  a  new  canton  in  October 
next  with  a  good  membership.  All  cantons  having  sent  in  good  re¬ 
ports.  The  past  year  has  been  one  of  activity,  enthusiasm  and  pro¬ 
gressiveness,  and  we  believe  from  the  present  indications  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  is  an  important  part  of  the  work  of  this  Jurisdiction.” 

Minnesota. — Brig.-Gen.  Aug.  Hohenstein,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  ”  The  Department  of  Minnesota  is  in  a  good  shape,  its  growth 
during  the  last  year  is  the  largest  ever  attained  and  surpasses  in  per¬ 
centage  all  the  other  branches.  Our  prospects  for  the  future  are  good; 
applications  for  two  new  cantons  are  out  and  we  expect  a  handsome 
increase  in  our  old  cantons.” 

Missouri. — Brig.-Gen.  W.  B.  Roberts,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “  I  find  in  trying  to  give  a  report  of  the  Department  that  I  am 
somewhat  handicapped,  having  been  elected  only  last  December.  I  am 
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glad,  however,  that  there  appears  to  be  a  good  feeling  throughout  the 
Department,  and  at  the  Grand  Lodge  session  in  May,  we  had  a  good  dis¬ 
play  of  this  branch  of  the  Order,  and  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was 
conferred  upon  one  chevalier  and  fifteen  Rebekahs.  The  Patriarchs  Mili¬ 
tant  degree  was  conferred  upon  a  class  of  candidates,  and  true  brotherly 
love  and  good  fraternal  feeling  was  manifest  throughout  the  meeting. 
I  hope  and  expect  by  the  close  of  this  year  to  be  able  to  report  very 
satisfactory  progress  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Department  of 
Missouri.” 

Nebraska. — Brig.-Gen.  E.  S.  Davis,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
”  I  have  the  honor  to  report  that  since  January  1,  1911,  this  Department 
shows  an  increase  of  over  100  per  cent  in  membership,  and  double  the 
number  of,  cantons.  I  wish  also  to  report  that  we  have  not  a  single 
dormant  canton  in  the  Department,  every  single  one  having  paid  its 
per  capita  tax  and  had  their  officers  commissioned.  It  is  certainly  a 
very  gratifying  condition  that  we  are  in  and  this  result  has  been 
brought  about  by  the  untiring  labor  on  the  part  of  every  officer 
and  chevalier,  backed  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  all  the  ofificers  of 
the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment  and  Rebekah  Assembly.  Special 
mention  is  due  to  the  efficient  and  effective  loyalty  of  our  Grand  Patri¬ 
arch,  Capt.  J.  Marks,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  army  is 
due  to  the  liberality  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  this  Jurisdiction  tor  their 
financial  help  in  appropriating  $200.00  last  fall  for  our  assistance.  We 
now  number  nearly  600  as  against  256  December  31,  1910,  and  I  feel 
perfectly  safe  in  saying  that  this  Department  was  never  in  such  a 
flourishing  condition  as  it  is  at  present.  June  16,  at  a  meeting  of  this 
Department,  at  Omaha,  a  reorganization  was  effected  from  a  regimental 
to  a  brigade  formation,  with  21  cantons.  This  meeting  was  largely  at¬ 
tended  and  arrangements  were  made  for  special  instructions  to  be  given 
every  canton  by  a  competent  instructor  and  officer.  We  believe  this 
will  prove  highly  beneficial ’to  the  army.  The  Department  Council  also 
received  and  unanimously  adopted  a  report  of  a  special  committee, 
previously  appointed,  to  consider  the  advisability  of  a  consolidation  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant  with  the  Encampment  branch.  The  report 
unconditionally  opposed  the  proposition,  and  a  copy,  together  with  the 
action  of  the  Council,  was  ordered  sent  to  each  of  our  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentatives.  Proper  credit  must  be  given  for  our  present  condition  to 
the  loyal  and  proficient  service  rendered  by  Col.  William  Crowhurst, 
special  mustering  officer,  in  four  months  of  successful  work.” 

New  Hampshire. — Brig.-Gen.  H.  B.  Fairbanks,  Department  Com¬ 
mander,  reports:  “The  reports  from  the  various  cantons  of  the  De¬ 
partment  of  New  Hampshire  show  that  the  Department,  as  a  whole, 
is  in  a  flourishing  condition.  One  canton  which  has  passed  election  of 
officers  for  two  years,  has  this  year  elected,  pair  per  capita  tax  and 
officers  commissions:  another  canton  which  is  in  a  Quiescent  state,  we 
hope  will  do  the  same  very  soon;  still  another  canton,  which  did’ not 
elect  last  year,  has  this  year  swunsr  into  line  and  become  active  The 
report  of  the  Secretary  at  the  recent  Department  Council,  held  June 
13,  shows  an  increase  in  rnembership  and  since  the  close  of  last  term, 
the  sale  of  Patriarchs  Militant  badges  indicates  greater  activity  than 
for  some  seasons  before.  The  larger  cantons'  of  the  State  have  enter¬ 
tained  their  neighboring  cantons  and  cantons  from  other  Jurisdictions 
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quite  lavishly  during  tne  past  year.  This  creates  a  friendly  feeling, 
advertises  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  arouses  interest  among  Odd 
Fellows  of  lower  rank  and  brings  in  new  members.  We  feel  confident 
that  the  best  way  to  induce  growth  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  is  to  have 
frequent  parades,  outings  and  field  days,  when  their  soldiery  appear¬ 
ance  and  attractive  uniforms  will  create  the  desire  to  become  mem¬ 
bers  among  those  who  have  not  yet  joined  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
ranks.  We  expect  to  make  the  best  showing  this  year  that  New  Hamp¬ 
shire  has  ever  made.” 

New  York. — Maj.-Gen.  Omar  A.  Hine,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “The  past  year  has  been  marked  by  a  steady  and  healthy 
growth  throughout  this  Department.  Much  encouragement  has  been 
gained  through  official  visits.  I  have  found  in  nearly  every  instance  a 
remarkable  improvement  which  has  brightened  the  future  aspect.  The 
conferring  the  degree  in  full  ceremonial  form,  I  believe  has  had  much 
to  do  in  bringing  out  these  improved  conditions.  It  has  unquestionably 
had  a  great  influence  in  the  improvement  of  discipline  and  has  seemed 
to  infuse  a  spirit  of  sincerity  in  the  conduct  of  our  militant  affairs 
generally.  Of  our  annual  inspection  system  I  believe  our  membership 
in  a  general  way  fail  to  fully  comprehend  its  real  value  and  importance, 
and  much  is  yet  to  be  looked  for  in  that  line  of  duty  before  the  ex¬ 
pected  results  can  become  of  merited  value,  hence  the  complied  figures 
more  often  underestimate  than  otherwise.  To  substantiate,  however, 
the  assertion  that  a  marked  improvement  has  taken  place,  I  am 
pleased  to  quote  the  following  figures.  There  has  been  added  to  our 
membership  since  last  report  287.  The  usual  unfortunate  offset,  the 
list  of  suspensions  for  arrears  of  dues,  honorable  discharge  and  those 
lost  by  death,  give  a  total  of  181,  hence  a  net  gain  of  106,  giving  a  total 
membership  of  2423.  During  the  six  months  not  covered  by  these 
figures,  I  can  safely  add  to  the  membership  250,  giving  a  total  in  the 
Department  of  2673.  I  don’t  claim  in  this  showing  a  remarkable 
growth.  It  is  not  one-half  what  should  be  expected,  but  with  the  ex¬ 
isting  merger  cloud  looming  up  threatening  distraction  to  our  Mili¬ 
tant  Order,  we  may  feel  satisfied  for  certainly  it  has  been  the  one 
stumbling  block  to  progress  this  year.  The  proposition  has  produced 
an  element  of  uncertainty  and  for  the  lack  of  confidence  as  to  the 
future,  much  is  lost  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  the  Order.  I  trust 
that  such  or  similar  conditions  will  cease  to  confront  the  Militant 
from  year  to  year,  and  that  it  may  be  permitted  the  use  of  every  legiti¬ 
mate  facility  for  the  upbuilding  and  growth  of  our  Militant  army.  I 
must,  however,  report  a  prevailing  air  of  harmony  throughout  the  De¬ 
partment.  All  are  working  together  cheerfully  to  produce  and  accom¬ 
plish  the  most  good,  vying  for  supremacy  in  military  accomplishment 
and  all  that  pertains  to  the  welfare  and  uplift  of  the  Militant.  Officers 
are  faithful  in  the  performance  of  their  various  duties  and  deserve 
merited  praise  for  their  universal  courtesy  and  obedience  to  orders. 
When  the  merger  shadow  shall  have  entirely  passed  off  I  can  bespeak 
for  the  Department  of  New  York  a  bright  and  most  prosperous  future. 
In  closing,  permit  me  to  thank  you  for  the  kind  consideration  you 
have  given  my  correspondence.  I  assure  you  it  has  been  fully  appreci¬ 
ated  and  has  served  a  purpose  of  much  good.” 
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North  Carolina. — Major  L.  B.  McBrayer,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “  I  beg  to  report  that  I  fear  the  Militant  spirit  is  not  quite 
so  enthusiastic  in  my  Department  as  it  has  been  for  the  past  two  years. 
We  have  not  been  able  to  muster  any  new  cantons  and  have  just  about 
held  our  own  in  membership.  Canton  Asheville  attended  the  last  ses¬ 
sion  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  at  Atlanta,  taking  part  in  the 
parade,  conferring  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  and  in  the  prize  drills. 
This  is  the  first  time  a  detachment  from  this  Department  has  attended 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I  hope  to  be  able  to  give 
a  better  report  when  we  meet  at  Indianapolis.” 

Ohio. — Maj.-Gen.  A.  R.  Stocker,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Will  state  that  the  Department  of  Ohio  is  in  a  very  substantial  con¬ 
dition,  both  in  a  financial  way  and  military  efficiency.  Ohio  will  again 
show  a  small  gain  in  membership,  but  not  what  is  desired.  Inspections 
and  memorial  services  are  being  had  and  participated  in,  more  and 
more  each  year.  As  to  the  medical  department  and  hospital  corps,  will 
say  that  I  find  it  too  new  an  acquisition  to  make  much  of  a  report  as 
yet,  the  general  interest  and  influence  is  quite  satisfactory.” 

Ontario. — Capt.  W.  J.  Foster,  Department  Adjutant,  reports:  “I  have 
the  honor  to  report  that  the  Department  of  Ontario  is  making  progress 
in  every  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  particularly  in  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  branch.  The  year  1910  showed  an  increase  in  our  force  of  al¬ 
most  50;^,  and  so  far  this  year  very  satisfactory  gains  have  been  made. 
At  our  Department  Council  to  be  held  at  Niagara  Falls,  Ont.,  we  will 
experience  the  honor  of  organizing  the  Department  from  a  regiment  to 
a  brigade  and  will  have  the  extreme  pleasure  of  sending  our  Depart¬ 
ment  Commander,  Col.  W.  S.  Johnston,  P.  G.  M.,  to  the  General  Military 
Council  this  year  as  a  Brigadier  General.  When  it  is  remembered  that 
in  February,  1906,  when  you  visited  us  to  reorganize  our  forces,  we 
had  only  two  active  cantons,  and  that  we  now  have  eleven  cantons,  with 
another  to  be  mustered  in  July,  with  the  prospect  of  others  being  added 
by  the  end  of  the  year,  it  will  be  conceded  that  Ontario  has  done 
pretty  well.  Of  course  all  this  could  not  have  been  accomplished  with¬ 
out  the  loyal  support  of  all  other  branches  and  the  good  will  and  assist¬ 
ance  of  the  rank  and  file,  but  the  most  important  factor  in  the  work 
was  the  choice  you  then  made  of  making  Chev.  W.  S.  Johnston  our 
Department  Commander.  He  is  now  closing  his  sixth  year  in  that 
position,  without  opposition,  and  the  cantons  are  urging  him  to  again 
stand  for  re-election  for  the  next  three  years,  thus  showing  you  made 
no  mistake  in  your  choice  in  1906.  It  is  considered  an  honor  to  be  a 
chevalier  in  this  Department,  as  every  branch  of  our  Order  recognizes 
the  splendid  influence  the  Patriarchs  Militant  have  for  the  upbuilding 
of  Odd  Fellowship  generally.  We  hold  a  cantonment  every  year  at  the 
same  time  and  place  as  our  other  Grand  Bodies  meet.  By  way  of  en¬ 
couragement  to  our  branch,  our  Grand  Lodge  last  year  voted  $500.00 
for  drill  competitions  for  our  cantons,  and  this  year  the  Grand  Master 
has  again  recommended  a  similar  grant.  The  Grand  Encampment 
votes  annually  $150.00  to  carry  on  organization  work  in  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  believing,  and  rightly  so,  that  where  cantons  are  strong  and 
active  the  other  branches,  and  particularly  the  encampment,  will  be 
found  gathering  their  largest  membership.  We  are  pleased  to  know 
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that  you,  sir,  will  be  with  us  again  this  year  at  our  annual  cantonment, 
as  our  guest,  and  you  will  then  be  able  to  judge  what  Ontario  is  doing 
to  support  the  Patriarchs  Militant  army.” 

Oregon. — Brig.-Gen.  P.  A.  Hantz,  Department  Commander,  reports: 

Another  year  of  Patriarchs  Militant  work  has  passed  and  I  am  pleased 
to  report  the  Department  of  Oregon  still  on  the  increase.  Only  one 
canton  has  lost  in  membership.  The  inspection  shows  an  increase  from 
last  year.  The  Surgeon-General  has  not  completed  the  medical  de¬ 
partment,  but  hopes  that  he  will  be  able  to  accomplish  same  soon.  The 
prospects  for  new  cantons  are  very  good  and  by  the  time  my  report  will 
be  made  out  next  year  we  will  have  a  division  in  this  Department.” 

Pennsylvania. — Maj.-Gen.  J.  B.  Andrews,  Department  Commander, 
reports:  “  I  take  great  pleasure  in  advising  you  that  the  Department 
is  still  gaining,  both  in  numbers  and  military  proficiency.  The  majority 
of  the  cantons  are  alive  and  increasing.  While  we  mustered  six  new 
cantons,  the  suspension  of  five  leaves  a  gain  of  only  one  canton  for 
the  year.  The  memorial  service  is  being  observed  generally  through¬ 
out  the  Department.  Have  taken  no  action  relative  to  organization  of 
medical  department  under  new  law.” 

South  Dakota. — Col.  A.  E.  Fuller,  Department  Commander,  reports: 
“  Can  say  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  of  this  Department  is  in  a 
good  healthy  condition.  All  cantons  are  taking  in  new  members 
and  I  expect  a  large  muster  to  our  ranks  this  fall  and  winter, 
with  several  new  cantons.  I  have  now  an  application  for  a  charter 
for  a  canton  at  Aberdeen,  which  will  be  mustered  in  the  near 
future.  My  Chaplain  held  memorial  services  on  the  11th  in  Springfield. 
Our  Department  is  new  and  we  haven’t  got  our  records  all  straightened 
out  yet,  but  are  at  work  on  them,  and  hope  to  have  them  complete  in 
the  near  future.  The  interest  taken  by  the  chevaliers  generally  and 
the  canton  drill  work  is  in  good  shape.  We  haven’t  had  any  experience 
as  yet  in  field  manoeuvers.” 

Utah. — Maj.  W.  H.  Lepper,  Department  Commander,  reports :  “  I 

would  say  that  while  conditions  is  this  Department  are  not  as  I  would 
have  them,  yet  I  do  not  think  that  we  are  going  back.  We  are  not 
losing  membership,  but  interest  sometimes  is  on  the  wane,  and  then 
revives  again.  We  are  just  now  organizing  our  medical  department. 
I  think  that  will  have  a  tendency  to  create  some  new  interest.  I  had 
hopes  of  mustering  two  new  cantons  this  year,  but  have  not  as  yet 
succeeded.  We  are  making  a  great  increase  in  our  Encampment 
branch,  which  will  ultimately  benefit  the  military  branch.  Our  con¬ 
ditions  here  require  constant  watchfulness  in  order  to  hold  our  own. 
I  may  yet  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  the  two  new  additions  this 
year.  We  will  show  an  increase  in  membership.” 

Washington. — Maj.-Gen.  E.  P.  Edsen,  Department  Commander,  re¬ 
ports:  “The  Department  of  Washington  is  in  first-class  condition 
from  every  military  standpoint,  as  evidence  from  our  reports  to  the 
various  officers.  I  refer  especially  to  our  report  to  the  Inspector, 
Chaplain  and  Surgeons-General.  We  are  holding  our  regular  annual 
cantonments  and  Department  Council  at  the  same  time  and  place  with 
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the  Grand  Lodge,  Grand  Encampment  and  Rebekah  Assembly.  Camp 
Cockrum,  located  at  Tacoma,  and  occupied  by  the  forces  of  this  De¬ 
partment,  from  June  4  until  June  9,  was  one  of  the  attractions  during 
its  existence  at  Tacoma.  During  our  encampment  the  order  of  the  day 
was  strictly  observed  and  adhered  to.  Our  competitive  drills  were 
governed  by  our  late  drill  regulations  recently  published.  All  our 
functions,  including  the  meeting  of  the  Department  Council,  were 
very  harmonious  and  highly  successful.  Our  influence  is  being  felt 
throughout  this  State,  and  in  a  number  of  the  cities  no  one  can  pass 
through  the  chairs  of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  unless 
he  is  a  member  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  We  have  not  mustered  in 
any  new  cantons  during  the  past  year,  nor  materially  increased  our 
membership,  but  we  have  resuscitated  one  canton  and  in  every  other 
particular  strengthened  our  forces  throughout  the  Department.  We 
have  held  union  meetings  in  the  different  parts  of  the  State  which 
have  proven  highly  beneficial  to  the  service.” 

Satisfactory  indeed  has  been  the  accomplishments  during  the 
present  year,  not  to  be  apparent  in  statistical  form  at  this  time,  but 
well  known  in  those  localities  where  made.  For  example  the  chang¬ 
ing  of  the  Department  of  Michigan  from  a  brigade  to  a  division,  the 
Department  of  Kansas  from  a  brigade  to  a  division,  the  Department 
of  Colorado  from  a  regiment  to  a  brigade,  the  Department  of  Nebraska 
from  a  regiment  to  a  brigade,  the  Department  of  Ontario  from  a  regi¬ 
ment  to  a  brigade,  with  increased  number  of  cantons  in  Arizona, 
North  Dakota  and  Wisconsin,  is  but  a  brief  resume  of  the  results  and 
the  best  indication  that  notwithstanding  the  embarrassments  of  pos¬ 
sible  antagonistic  legislation  the  Militant  movement  and  force  is 
active  and  increasing. 

Included  in  the  report  of  the  Adjutant-General  will  be  found  a  com¬ 
plete  report  from  each  Department,  certified  to  as  being  an  abstract 
of  the  reports  received  from  the  different  cantons  comprising  the 
Department.  From  Departments  where  Councils  have  not  been  or¬ 
ganized,  the  Military  Secretary  has  secured  returns  from  the  cantons 
direct.  The  report  is  therefore  in  all  details  accurate  as  to  the  present 
standing  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  in  each  separate  Department,  for 
the  current  year.  Which,  with  the  general  membership  and  financial 
reports  referred  to^  herein,  demonstrate  beyond  question  that  the 
Militant,  in  all  particulars,  is  a  healthy,  growing,  successful  organiza¬ 
tion. 

.  Of  fraternal  organizations  there  is  no  end  or  limit.  The  spirit  of 
fraternalism  is  as  old  as  the  human  race,  and  while  the  first  brother 
of  the  first  race  asked  the  question,  “am  I  my  brother’s  keeper,” 
that  he  might  evade  fraternal  responsibility,  the  same  question  has 
come  down  the  avenue  of  ages,  answered  in  the  affirmative,  by  assum¬ 
ing  fraternal  responsibility.  The  grumbler  or  pessimist  never  advances 
a  city,  never  builds  for  the  future,  is  never  a  pioneer  in  the  recon¬ 
struction  of  a  wilderness  and  never  gains  for  himself  a  happy  success. 
Happiness,  contentment  and  gentle  breeding  are  not  in  him.  He  chills 
the  organizations  of  life,  fills  the  air  with  pessimism  and  can  see 
nothing  in  the  doughnut  but  the  hole.  Invariably  does  he  save  to 
himself  a  penny  while  costing  his  affiliations  many  dollars.  All  ques¬ 
tions  are  approached  by  the  narrow  alley  way  of  economy,  rather  then 
on  the  broad  avenue  of  generosity.  The  foundation  of  life  is  faith. 
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the  reciprocating  energy  friendship,  the  inspiring  influence  love,  the 
realization  that  stands  is  truth  and  at  the  end  of  life,  hope.  A  chain 
of  conception  that  reaches  from  the  cradle  to  the  grave.  The  faith  in 
an  organization  must  extend  with  candor  to  all  its  features,  all  may 
not  view  alike  the  conception,  but  with  inauguration  should  come 
cordial  support.  The  friendship  that  will  stand  the  test  of  criticism, 
realizing  full  well  the  imperfections  of  life,  is  golden,  all  others  but 
dross.  The  love  that  inspires  and  ever  lives,  is  alone  within  the  com¬ 
prehension  of  brotherly  love.  The  truth  that  will  stand  amidst  con¬ 
tending  tempests,  is,  after  all,  but  the  truth.  Hope  is  ever  the  inspira¬ 
tion,  the  possibility  of  success  and  achievement,  the  background  of 
ambition  and  the  tinted  rainbow  of  promise  in  the  fatherhood  of  man. 

Because  of  a  Arm  belief  in  these  tenets  and  an  absolute  conviction 
that  by  and  through  the  Militant  organization,  as  now  constituted, 
there  is  presented,  as  in  no  other  form  possible,  a  degree  of  attain¬ 
ments  and  physical  perfection  unsurpassable;  a  personal  responsibility 
and  social  standing  of  equality,  not  otherwise  possible;  a  pride  in  and 
for  the  Order,  with  admiration  and  respect  for  the  individual,  other¬ 
wise  unattainable,  has  the  work  of  organization  been  continued  from 
year  to  year.  As  to  the  success  the  record  is  now  fully  established 
and  presented.  Much  has  been  built  from  nothing,  many  embarrass¬ 
ments  have  been  encountered.  At  all  times  an  undertow  of  hostility 
and  disregard,  as  reported  by  the  Department  Commander  of  Indiana, 
has  been  in  evidence,  which  has  ever  been  met  in  a  spirit  of  harmony 
and  peace.  The  General  Military  Council  has  been  organized,  as 
authorized,  and  put  on  a  self  sustaining  basis,  with  a  Military  Sec¬ 
retary,  assisted  by  a  stenographer  in  charge,  at  no  expense  to  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  but  absolutely  subordinate  thereto  in  all  its 
efforts.  A  system  of  inspection  and  memorial  observance,  with  a 
complete  medical  and  hospital  corps,  inaugurated,  each  being  the  more 
and  more  perfected  as  length  of  time  permits.  The  system  of  sales 
of  supplies  and  profits  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  been  im¬ 
proved,  if  not  made  perfect.  In  whatever  direction  that  seemed  or 
appeared  best  for  the  Militant,  with  a  due  regard  and  fealty  for  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  all  its  officers  and  members,  at  all  times  ready 
and  subject  in  action  and  movements  to  the  wish  or  request  of  the 
Grand  Sire  as  Commander-in-Chief,  have  efforts  ever  been  extended. 
To  accomplish  and  execute  under  regulations  provided,  has  been  the 
aim,  without  other  thought,  cheerful  compliance  therewith  being  a 
pleasure.  Let  it  not  be  understood  that  personal  claim  is  made  for 
the  present  Militant  achievement  and  standing,  rather  let  the  credit 
and  honor  therefor  go  to  and  be  bestowed  upon  the  very  many  active 
officers  and  chevaliers  to  be  found  within  the  ranks.  If  without  egotism, 
it  was  ours  to  conceive  and  direct,  it  was  theirs  to  dare  and  do.  It 
is  the  sum  total  of  their  effort,  their  enthusiasm,  their  pride  and  their 
money. 

While  there  are  many,  very  many,  who  might  be  mentioned  as 
builders,  as  laborers  in  this  uniform  vineyard,  yet  there  is  one  who 
through  all  the  years  has  been  our  counselor  and  supporter,  considerate 
and  kindly  in  all  his  work,  and  a  more  admirable  gentleman  never 
graced  the  position  of  Adjutant-General  than  he  to  whom  we  are  so 
greatly  indebted,  Hon.  John  B.  Goodwin,  Grand  Secretary. 

To  all  our  associate  officers  of  the  general  staff,  particularly  Maj.- 
Gen.  E.  W.  Bradford,  Brig.-Gen.  John  B.  Goodwin,  Brig.-Gen.  H.  S. 
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Liddle,  Brig.-Gen.  S.  H.  Foxwell,  Brig.-Gen.  E.  H.  Kinney,  Brig.-Gen. 
L.  C.  Smith,  Brig.-Gen  Charles  Miller  and  Col.  Fred  A.  Groom,  is  great 
appreciation  extended  for  their  continued  and  most  hearty  co-opera¬ 
tion,  the  many  courtesies  received  with  favors  unlimited.  The  ser¬ 
vice  and  comradeship  has  ever  been  one  of  love  and  happiness,  may  it 
have  been  to  each  a  pleasure. 

Soon  our  army  is  to  concentrate  in  its  annual  cantonment  and  be¬ 
come  the  guests  of  that  prince  of  Department  Commanders,  Maj.-Gen. 
De  Hority,  at  the  home  city  of  the  Grand  Sire.  Starting  early  with  the 
year,  every  effort  has  been  given  that  the  number  present  shall  be 
befitting  the  occasion  and  complimentary  to  the  Militant.  Unfavorable 
rail  rates,  particularly  from  western  territory,  has  proven  a  serious 
bar,  and  yet  a  most  sanguine  feeling  is  felt  that  the  showing  made 
will  be  satisfactory  and  gratifying  to  all.

The  Grand  Secretary  and  Adjutant-General  submitted  his  annual 
report,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Distribution  of 
Grand  Officers’  Eeports. 
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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Officers  and  Representatives:  Herewith  is  submitted  to  you  in 
eighty-seventh  annual  session  the  report  of  this  office,  showing  the 
work  accomplished  during  the  past  year  and  the  condition  of  all 
branches  of  the  Order  at  the  end  of  1910  (except  for  the  Patriarchs 
Militant  which  will  be  found  in  the  separate  report  as  Adjutant- 
General). 

The  results  shown  will  be  gratifying  as  much  progress  has  been 
made  and  prosperity  prevails  in  all  branches.  The  year  1910  will  be 
memorable  in  our  history  as  marking  an  epoch  in  the  reaching  and 
passing* of  the  two  million  membership  mark,  the  total  membership 
at  the  close  of  the  year,  including  only  subordinate  lodge  members 
and  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  branch,  being  2,023,731,  of  which  the 
subordinate  lodge  membership  is  1,583,169  and  sisters  of  the  Rebekah 
branch  440,562.  The  net  gain  in  subordinate  lodge  membership  is 
49,083,  compared  with  41,608  in  1909,  while  the  net  gain  in  Rebekah 
membership  is,  sisters  22,227,  compared  with  22,407  the  previous  year, 
and  brothers  10,695,  compared  with  7247  for  1909. 

Another  important  result  accomplished  is  the  marked  improvement 
in  the  work  and  progress  of  the  Encampment  branch,  the  total  mem¬ 
bership  in  which  is  now  221,497,  and  a  net  gain  having  been  made  in 
1910  of  3964  compared  with  1308  the  year  before.  This  splendid  result 
in  encarnpment  work  arises  out  of  the  success  achieved  in  many 
Jurisdictions  which  more  than  made  up  for  losses  in  others.  Notwith¬ 
standing  the  improvement  over  the  preceding  year  and  the  handsome 
net  gain  made  in  this  branch,  it  is  a  regrettable  fact  that  conditions 
have  been  such  that  18  out  of  the  55  Grand  Encampments,  or  about 
one-third  of  the  Jurisdictions,  sustained  losses  during  the  year. 

The  total  net  membership  gains  in  all  branches  during  the  year 
aggregate  85,969,  compared  with  72,600  for  1909,  and  to  the  gain  re¬ 
ported  should  be  added  from  the  Patriarchs  Militant  917,  making  the 
aggregate  of  gains  for  the  past  year  86,886. 

The  total  expenditure  for  relief  in  1910  was  $5,711,049.41,  compared 
with  $5,356,925.89  for  1909.  The  receipts  of  subordinates  for  1910 
amounted  to  $17,804,771.58,  compared  with  $16,827,728.66  in  1909. 
The  invested  funds  of  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies  at  the  close  of 
1910  amounted  to  $57,743,272.60,  compared  with  $53,156,910.14  at  end 
of  1909.  The  total  reported  relief  expenditure  of  the  Order  since  1830 
has  been  $136,698,390.08. 


BUSINESS  OF  THE  GRAND  SECRETARY’S  OFFICE. 

The  total  receipts  of  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  31,  1911,  were 
$108,791.49,  compared  with  $107,962.93  for  the  previous  year. 

The  exchange  of  the  new  Rebekah  Ritual,  which  was  in  progress 
when  the  last  report  was  made,  has  been  completed,  as  shown  by 
statement  of  the  same  appearing  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
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GRAND  REPRESENTATIVES. 

From  the  Representatives’  certificates  received  it  appears  that  the 
number  of  Representatives  to  this  session  will  be  209. 

Information  has  been  received  of  the  death  since  the  last  session 
of  Past  Grand  Sires  Milton  J.  Durham,  of  Kentucky,  and  Fred  Carleton, 
of  Texas.  These  brothers  full  of  years  and  honors  have  left  the  Order 
a  rich  legacy  in  the  service  rendered  and  the  example  of  their  lives. 


SALE  OF  OFFICIAL  CERTIFICATES. 

During  the  fiscal  year  which  closed  July  .31,  1911,  the  sale  of  OflEcial 
Certificates  was  36,836  books  of  100  Certificates,  as  will  appear  by 
table  in  this  report,  which  also  gives  the  number  sold  to  the  various 
Jurisdictions.  The  paper  on  which  these  Certificates  are  printed  has 
been  very  greatly  improved  recently  in  accordance  with  the  action 
and  authority  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies. 

THE  FRATERNAL  PRESS. 

During  the  past  year  a  number  of  publications  have  been  added  to 
those  devoted  to  the  Order,  and  those  which  were  previously  being 
issued  continue  to  improve  and  all  are  rendering  good  service  and 
deserve  and  should  receive  the  recognition  of  the  active  members  of 
the  Jurisdictions  respectively  in  which  they  are  published.

In  compliance  with  Report  95,  Journal,  1899,  page  342,  the  funds  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  have  been  deposited  during  the  past 
year  to  the  credit  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  in  the  Fidelity  Trust  Co., 
of  Maryland,  on  which  deposits  the  sum  of  $407.26  has  been  received 
as  interest  to  July  1,  1911.

Special  attention  is  invited  to  the  following  correspondence  which 
is  a  valuable  supplement  to  the  information  contained  in  the  statistical 
tables  compiled  from  the  annual  reports,  and  shows  prevailing  condi¬ 
tions  in  the  various  Jurisdictions,  and  in  all  branches  of  the  Order. 
All  who  would  know  the  spirit  of  the  Order  everywhere  should  read 
and  consider  this. 

GRAND  LODGES. 

Alberta. — R.  Hill  Fairley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes;  “  It  is  with 
great  pleasure,  that  I  report  that  Odd  Fellowship  is  keeping  abreast 
with  the  general  advancement  in  this  great  Western  Province.  During 
the  past  four  and  a  half  years,  since  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Alberta  was 
instituted,  we  have  instituted  67  subordinate  lodges  and  15  Rebekah 
lodges,  with  more  of  each  branch  to  follow  in  the  near  future  and  in 
nearly  every  instance  where  these  lodges  are  situate,  they  are  doing 
a  grand  work.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  increase 
numerically  is  less  than  reported  for  the  last  ten  years,  being  only  a 
net  gain  of  1616.  Our  initiations  were  4097  and  our  suspensions  for 
non  payftient  of  dues  were  3469.  This  is  rather  discouraging.  We 
have  worked  hard  to  hold  down  this  drain.  Our  secretaries  have 
worked  every  imaginable  scheme  to  hold  the  delinquents  and  met  with 
discouragement.  But  we  have  splendid  prospects  for  1911,  having 
instituted  18  new  lodges  since  the  Grand  Lodge  meeting  in  October. 
We  are  pulling  for  the  50,000  mark  and  have  started  the  Booster 
Meeting  campaign  and  infusing  new  life  into  our  Order  all  over  the 
State.” 

British  Columbia. — Fred.  Davey,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  affords 
me  much  pleasure  in  forwarding  herewith  the  annual  reports  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  this  Jurisdiction  to  point  to 
the  substantial  gain  in  membership  in  both  these  branches  during  the 
year  1910.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  me  to  report  that  never  before  in 
the  history  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  Province,  in  all  its  branches, 
has  the  order  been  so  prosperous  as  it  is  at  the  present  time,  and  the 
indications  are  that  this  condition  of  affairs  will  be  permanent.” 

California. — H.  D.  Richardson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am 
glad  to  report  to  you  that  the  Order  in  California  during  the  past  year 
has  prospered  to  a  marked  degree,  and  the  prospects  are  equal  for 
another  good  year— numerically  as  well  as  financially.  (There  is  noth¬ 
ing  like  having  an  optimistic  view  of  things,  if  you  begin  to  cry  hard 
times  the  fever  is  catching  and  before  one  knows  it  you  are  pressed 
to  the  wall.)  The  brothers  all  join  in  saying  ‘let  us  be  up  and  doing, 
get  in  members,  not  the  great  numbers,  but  the  quality  is  what  we 
are  after.’  In  California  we  have  an  A  No.  1  class  of  members  and  the 
standard  is  going  to  be  retained,  and  by  the  year  1915,  when  there 
will  be  celebrated  in  this  wonderful  city  of  San  Francisco,  a  World’s 
Exposition,  commemorating  the  completion  of  one  of  the  greatest 
works,  the  Panama  Canal,  it  is  the  wish  of  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
California  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  hold  its  session  during 
that  year  in  this  city.  We  will  have  a  gathering  from  all  the  peoples 
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of  the  earth,  and  by  that  time  we  hope  to  have  50,000  Odd  Fellows  and 
40,000  Rebekah  •  members  in  California  alone.  We  increased  1085 
subordinate  members  last  year;  5  subordinate  and  7  Rebekah  lodges. 
Four  new  subordinate  lodges  have  been  instituted  since  the  close  of 
the  session.  May  12th.  We  have  now  about  44,500  subordinate  and 
33,000  Rebekah  members  and  still  they  come.” 

Colorado. — 0.  E.  Jackson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes;  “Our  report 
shows  that  the  Jurisdiction  of  Colorado  is  steadily  advancing  in  mem¬ 
bership.  We  have  a  net  increase  for  the  year  of  721  members,  and 
11  subordinate  lodges  have  been  instituted  so  that  at  the  close 
of  the  year  we  had  in  this  State  169  subordinate  lodges,  and  at  present 
writing  we  have  171,  with  good  prospects  of  several  more.  Our  largest 
lodge  is  located  in  Colorado  Springs,  Pike’s  Peak,  No.  38,  and  has.  just 
passed  the  400  mark.  Poudre  Valley  Lodge,  No.  12,  at  Greeley  is  close 
behind  with  382  members,  then  follows  United  Lodge,  No.  4,  at  Denver, 
with  328,  and  Longmont,  No.  29,  at  Longmont,  with  315.  The  great 
evil  and  difficult  problem  is  with  us,  as  with  other  Jurisdictions,  sus¬ 
pensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Acting  upon  the  suggestion  and 
advice  of  our  present  Grand  Master,  many  of  our  lodges  have  appointed 
special  committees  to  watch  over  the  delinquents.  Let  us  hope  for 
good  results!  ”  • 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am 
pleased  to  submit  my  report  for  the  Jurisdiction  of  Connecticut  for 
the  year  1910,  and  as  anticipated,  the  year  has  been  most  successful, 
we  have  not  added  any  new  lodges,  but  the  93  lodges  report  a  mem¬ 
bership  of  21,338,  December  31,  1910;  assets  $805,706.03;  a  gain  in 
membership  of  939,  and  in  assets  of  $24,725.82.  This,  I  think,  is  doing 
very  well  for  Connecticut.  I  am  in  hopes  that  the  year  1911  will  be 
even  more  prosperous  than  1910.” 

Delaware.- — William  W.  Douty,  Grand  Secretary,  writes;  “  In  sub¬ 
mitting  the  report  of  our  last  year’s  work,  allow  me  to  say  that  the 
membership  in  this  Jurisdiction,  has  just  cause  to  be  much  encouraged. 
While  our  perceptible  net  increase  of  121  members,  may  seem  very 
small  to  the  larger  Jurisdiction,  yet  it  is  very  gratifying  to  our  small 
Jurisdiction  of  2975  loyal,  good  Odd  Fellows'.  At  the  present  time  the 
membership  is  very  much  interested  in  the  good  work  of  our  Order, 
as  well  as  their  own  lodges,  and  from  present  indications,  our  next 
report  to  you  from  the  little  State  of  Delaware,  will  be  the  best  report 
ever  submitted  since  the  institution  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  our  State. 
Much  of  our  success  is  due  to  the  activity  of  our  Grand  Officers.  In 
the  last  few  years  we  have  had  very  good  brethren  at  the  head  of  the 
Order,  which  shows  for  itself.” 

District  of  Columbia. — W.  E.  Clapp,  Grand  Secretary,  writes: 
“  During  the  year  that  has  intervened  since  my  last  annual  report 
as  to  the  status  of  the  Order  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  there  has 
been  a  marked  degree  of  interest  manifested  in  all  branches  of  the 
Order,  especially  so  in  our  subordinate,  and  several  of  our  Rebekah 
lodges.  Applications  for  admission  by  initiation  and  reinstatement 
have  been  more  numerous  than  for  several  years  last  past,  and  quite 
a  number  of  members  from  other  Jurisdictions,  who  have  gained  a 
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permanent  residence  in  this  city,  have  joined  our  lodges  by  transfer 
and  withdrawal  cards,  and  are  taking  great  interest  in  the  work. 
With  two  exceptions,  our  subordinate  lodges  have  thus  far  reported  an 
increase  in  membership,  and  degree  work  is  being  carried  on  in  many 
of  the  lodges  weekly,  resulting  in  an  increased  proficiency  in  the 
rendition  of  the  work,  and  an  increased  attendance  of  the  member¬ 
ship  at  each  session.  The  social  side  of  Odd  Fellowship  has  not  been 
neglected  during  the  past  year  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  the  effect  upon 
the  members  of  the  lodges  that  have  held  a  monthly  social  function, 
is  apparent  in  the  increased  attendance  at  all  meetings  of  both  sub¬ 
ordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges,  who  have  adopted  this  course  for  the 
social  betterment  of  the  members.  Financially,  our  lodges  are  in  a 
flourishing  condition,  showing  in  most  instances  a  splendid  balance 
on  the  right  side  of  the  ledger.  The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has, 
however,  been  called  upon  during  the  past  twelve  months,  to  mourn 
the  loss  by  death,  of  36  members  of  the  subordinate  lodges,  nearly  two 
per  cent  of  our  membership,  as  reported  December  31st  last.  Many 
of  those  who  have  passed  away  were  old  and  tried  members  of  the 
Order,  one  of  them  being  Past  Grand  Master  Andrew  Jackson,  who 
held  an  active  membership  in  Washington  Lodge,  No.  6,  of  nearly  sixty 
years.  If  the  rate  of  applications  for  membership  continues  to  the 
close  of  the  present  year,  and  the  rate  of  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues  does  not  exceed  those  reported  to  date,  the  Order  in  the  District 
of  Columbia  will  have  quite  an  increase  in  membership  to  report  at 
the  next  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  instead  of  a  decrease,  as  our 
loss  by  suspension  to  date  is  only  about  half  that  reported  yearly 
during  the  past  three  years.” 

Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will  notice 
by  our  report  that  our  increase  is  small,  260  members,  yet  we  are  glad 
that  we  havb  more  than  held  our  own  and  feel  encouraged  'bver  the 
prospects  of  the  future.  The  spirit  of  progress  seems  to  have  taken 
hold  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  we  look  for  a  still  larger 
increase  for  the  year  1911.” 

Georgia. — T.  H.  Robertson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will 
observe  that  the  net  increase  in  our  subordinate  membership  last  year 
was  969.  We  wish  that  it  could  have  been  greater,  but  we  will  have 
to  accept  it  as  it  is,  and  concentrate  our  forces  upon  making  a  better 
showing  this  year,  which  we  are  doing  so  far.  Last  year  we  insti¬ 
tuted  22  new  lodges,  resuscitated  2,  and  took  up  4  charters.  From  the 
first  of  January  to  date,  this  year,  we  have  instituted  10  lodges,  and 
applications  are  pending  for  several  more.  You  will  note  that  the 
financial  side  of  the  report  for  1910  shows  a  decided  gain  over  that 
of  1909.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  This  report  shows 
a  good  gain  in  membership  over  that  of  1909,  and  the  financial  condi¬ 
tion  of  our  lodges  is  highly  satisfactory.  We  are  working  this  year 
to  win  the  prizes  offered  by  Grand  Sire  Cockrum,  and  if  we  do  not 
succeed  in  landing  the  prizes  we  will  make  a  record  for  ourselves  at 
least.  The  Order  is  in  a  splendid  condition  in  Idaho.” 

Illinois. — Jno.  H.  Sikes,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Odd  Fellowship 
in  the  Jurisdiction  of  Illinois  attained  a  high-water  mark  during  the 
past  year.  The  net  gain  in  subordinate  membership  was  4786;  the 
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net  gain  in  Rebekah  membership  was  3533  and  the  net  gain  in  En¬ 
campment  membership  was  710,  A  wonderful  amount  of  activity 
exists  in  our  lodges  throughout  the  Jurisdiction,  and  we  see  no  reason 
why  our  reports  for  next  year  should  not  be  equal  or  surpass  the 
record  made  for  1910.  We  have  two  Homes  in  this  Jurisdiction,  which 
enjoy  the  confidence  and  affection  of  the  Order,  and  which  constitute 
a  never-failing  source  of  inspiration.  Our  Orphans’  Home  is  located 
at  Lincoln,  Illinois,  at  which  institution  we  have  240  acres  of  ground 
and  five  large  buildings,  housing  158  orphan  children.  The  Old 
Folks’  Home  located  at  Mattoon,  has  136  acres  of  ground,  one  large 
central  building,  a  chapel,  and  some  small  buildings,  at  which  place 
we  are  caring  for  109  old  people.  During  the  past  year  we  have 
expended  at  these  institutions  the  large  sum  of  $69,915.31  which 
amount  of  money  is  raised  by  a  general  capitation  tax,  and  appro¬ 
priated  by  the  Grand  Lodge  as  needed.  Illinois  is  looking  forward 
to  the  time  when  we  will  not  rank  third  in  the  matter  of  mem¬ 
bership,  but  will  stand  at  the  head  of  the  column  in  the  United  States.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  that  the  condition  of  the  Order  in  Indiana  is  excellent.  From 
the  reports  I  receive  I  am  led  to  believe  that  our  gains  will  be  con¬ 
siderable  at  the  end  of  the  present  term,  and  that  all  the  departments 
of  our  great  Order  are  being  fully  maintained.  Because  of  the  fact 
that  our  field  is  so  occupied  we  cannot  expect  additional  lodges  to 
any  great  number,  either  now  or  in  the  future.  Our  great  reliance, 
therefore,  must  be  placed  upon  an  increase  in  membership  in  the 
lodges  that  we  have.  I  think  you  can  safely  depend  upon  Indiana  to 
do  its  full  part  in  this  1911.” 

Kansas. — Will  J.  Russell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  -“While  our 
report  shows  a  gain  of  1851  for  the  year  it  is  smaller  than  we  have 
had  for  several  years,  for  reasons  that  I  am  unable  to'  solve.  The  gains 
for  the  last  half  of  the  year  were  the  smallest  we  have  had  for  a  great 
many  years,  our  admissions  being  smaller  and  our  losses  greater, 
especially  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and  while  we  have  labored  inces¬ 
santly  to  prevent  this,  our  labors  have  seemingly  been  fruitless.  Re¬ 
ports  from  the  lodges  since  the  first  of  the  year  are  very  encouraging 
and  if  signs  do  not  fail  we  will  yet  reach  the  50,000  mark  by  June 
30th.  Some  eight  years  ago  we  set  the  mark  of  50,000  Odd  Fellows 
in  Kansas,  June  30,  1911,  and  for  several  years  this  looked  easy,  but 
our  small  gain  last  year  makes  it  look  a  little  dubious;  however,  I 
have  faith  in  the  brothers  of  Kansas,  that  they  will  make  good.” 

Kentucky. — ^R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  truly 
'  glad  to  report  to  you  the  nice  increase  for  the  past  year  of  1790,  and 
I  believe  that  we  will  make  a  very  nice  increase  this  year;  but  for 
the  large  number  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  for  which 
no  remedy  seems  to  be  possible,  we  would  have  made  a  handsome 
increase.” 

Louisiana. — ^M.  M.  Dickinson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In  my  last 
report  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  I  expressed  this  sentence: 
‘We  have  been  a  little  optimistic  in  regard  to  the  future.  Whether 
our  optimism  will  be  as  great  and  we  are  as  successful  as  the  present 
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now  foretells,  remains  yet  to  be  seen.  But  Odd  Fellowship  still  con¬ 
tinues  to  roll  on  and  will  ever  roll  on  so  long  as  this  Universe  is  ex¬ 
tant.’  My  optimism  in  regard  to  Odd  Fellowship  in  Louisiana  has  been 
more  than  realized,  for  during  the  past  year  we  were  successful  in 
instituting  10  new  subordinate  lodges,  and  from  the  1st  day  of  Janu¬ 
ary,  1911,  there  were  4  more  new  lodges  added  to  our  roll,  making 
14  new  subordinate  lodges  and  5  Rebekah  lodges  during  our  fiscal 
year  from  March  12,  1910,  to  March  12,  1911.  This  is  exceptionally 
good,  and  gives  us  as  I  believe  the  banner  year  of  Odd  Fellowship 
in  our  State.  While  not  idle  in  regard  to  the  institution  of  new  lodges, 
our  membership  in  the  subordinate  branch  has  increased  474,  now 
giving  to  us  a  total  membership  up  to  January  1,  1911,  4407  and  in 
the  Rebekah  branch,  in  addition  to  the  5  lodges  which  have  been  insti¬ 
tuted  by  us,  they  show  a  total  of  1103  over  837  last  year  making  an 
increase  in  membership  of  nearly  300.  Thus  the  ball  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  continues  to  roll  on  in  our  State  and  is  gradually  increasing 
every  year.  In  addition  to  the  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge  and  also 
the  session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  which  were  held  in  Crowley  on 
March  14,  1911,  we  are  exceedingly  happy  in  the  dedication  of  our 
Home  which  is  now  fully  opened  to  the  members  of  the  Order  eligible 
thereto.  While  ever  advocating  a  Home  and  the  opportunities  of  a 
Home  and  its  beneficent  good  I  yet  hope  that  the  day  will  be  far  dis¬ 
tant  when  its  rooms  will  be  ever  filled  by  the  needy  and  deserving. 
While  it  is  to  provide  for  those  not  able  to  provide  for  themselves, 
I  hope  the  time  will  not  soon  arrive  for  Odd  Fellows  and  the  widows  of 
Odd  Fellows  and  their  orphan  children  to  be  placed  in  such  circum¬ 
stances,  but  still  it  is  a  credit  to  our  Order  and  our  State  that  those 
who  desire  refuge  therein  can  do  so.  I  trust  during  the  coming  season 
we  will  also  be  able  to  report  new  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges,  for  I 
am  in  constant  correspondence  with  those  making  inquiry  regarding 
the  procedure  for  the  organization  of  more  lodges.” 

Maine. — Herbert  W.  Sears,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  take  much 
pleasure  in  reporting  to  .you  the  work  of  the  past  year.  We  have 
made  a  good  gain,  having  passed  the  25,000  mark,  numbering  on 
January  1st,  last,  25,202  members.  We  have  the  largest  membership, 
in  proportion  to  our  population,  of  any  other  Jurisdiction.  Our  sus¬ 
pensions.  for  non-payment  of  dues  were  very  small,  being  only  1.2  per 
cent.  The  total  amount  paid  for  relief  the  past  year  was  $89,921.78 
and  our  real  estate  and  invested  funds  have  reached  the  amount  of 
$941,014.96,  a  gain  of  $17,956.02.  The  outlook  for  the  future  is  very 
promising.” 

Manitoba. — B.  D.  Deering,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  had  a 
splendid  year,  our  gain  in  the  subordinate  branch  being  988,  and  in 
the  Rebekah  branch,  1719.  Two  Rebekah  lodges,  with  a  membership 
of  over  200,  instituted  since.  On  February  28,  we  instituted  a  Rebekah 
Assembly  for  Manitoba,  with  27  Rebekah  lodges  and  a  membership  of 
4075.  We  have  given  our  sisters  the  widest  powers  possible  of  self- 
government  and  feel  sure  that  they  will  make  the  Rebekah  branch  a 
great  success.  Our  membership  in  the  subordinate  branch,  is  8201, 
being  a  total  membership  in  both  branches  of  12.276.  Our  people  are 
just  beginning  to  understand  Odd  Fellowship  and  its  beautiful  teach¬ 
ings,  and  as  a  consequence  we  have  no  difficulty  in  securing  applica¬ 
tions.  On  April  26,  1910,  we  instituted  a  lodge  which  reported  on 
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December  31,  a  membership  of  275.  Another  lodge  has  50  candidates 
to  initiate,  and  so  it  is  all  along  the  line.  I  fully  expect  that  this  will 
be  the  banner  year  in  Manitoba.  At  the  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge 
held  March  1  and  2,  it  was  unanimously  decided  to  invite  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  hold  its  1912  session  in  Winnipeg,  and  if 
the  same  is  accepted,  it  will  cause  such  a  boom  in  Odd  Fellowship 
in  these  Western  Provinces  that  will  add  very  materially  to  our 
membership  and  those  who  come  will  long  remember  the  splendid 
reception  that  Manitoba  is  prepared  to  give.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — J.  J.  McKinnon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  I 
am  pleased  to  be  able  to  report  a  net  increase  of  486  in  our  subordinate 
and  187  in  our  Rebekah  membership.  While  this  increase  is  not  as 
large  as  I  should  like  to  have  seen  it  still  it  shows  that  we  are 
steadily  gaining  ground.  Our  loss  from  suspensions  for  non-payment 
of  dues  is  considerably  larger  this  year  than  usual  and  looks  as  if 
our  lodges  were  weeding  out  the  poor  material  and  should  grow  all 
the  better  for  it.  There  appears  to  be  quite  a  lot  of  enthusiasm 
throughout  the  Jurisdiction  and  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  several 
new  lodges  have  been  instituted  and  I  feel  satisfied  that  our  next 
annual  report  will  show  a  much  larger  increase  and  put  our  member¬ 
ship  well  past  the  10,000  mark.” 

Maryland. — ^William  A.  Jones,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are 
accomplishing  a  good  work  in  our  Jurisdiction.  The  membership  is 
working  to  place  the  Order  on  a  firmer  basis.  The  good  feeling  which 
pervades  is  indicative  of  great  activity,  and  we  are  looking  to  the 
future  with  the  hope  in  view  of  placing  our  lodges  in  a  still  better 
position  to  accomplish  more  for  our  institution  than  ever  before.  Our 
increase  in  membership  is  calculated  to  further  inspire  and  increase 
activity  and  greater  confidence  in  the  principles  of  our  Order.” 

Massachusetts. — Geo.  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
annual  report  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Massachusetts  shows  that  we 
have  58,982  contributing  members,  and  229  non-contributing  members, 
a  total  of  59,211  of  the  best  men  of  the  Commonwealth  affiliated  with 
our  organization.  I  desire  to  present  the  financial  statement  of  this 
Jurisdiction  in  such  a  way  as  will  show  clearly  the  ratio  of  income 
and  expenses.  The  following  figures  represent  the  summary  of  the 
financial  reports  received  from  the  242  subordinate  lodges  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Massachusetts  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1910, 
said  lodges  comprising  a  total  membership  of  approximately  59,000 
brothers.

“  The  cost  per  member  to  pay  the  lodge  expenses,  is  $9.04  per  year, 
while  the  receipts  from  dues  average  only  $6.52  per  year,  which  is 
$2.52  less  than  the  average  expenditure.  From  our  invested  funds, 
however,  we  receive  an  average  income  of  $2.10  per  year  per  member, 
and  the  average  receipts  from  admissions  and  degrees  and  from  all 
other  sources  not  enumerated  above,  are  $1.32,  making  the  total 
receipts  average  $9.94  per  year  per  member;  a  net  gain  for  the  year 
1910,  of  $0.90  per  member  or  a  total  net  gain  of  $53,083.80.  The  finan¬ 
cial  'statement  for  the  year  1910  differs  but  little  from  that  of  pre¬ 
ceding  years.  The  invested  funds  grow  larger,  but  the  average  re¬ 
ceipts  and  expenditures  per  member  remain  practically  the  same 
from  year  to  year.  We  are  greatly  indebted  to  our  fathers  in  Odd 
Fellowship  for  the  forethought  to  invest  their  funds  so  wisely  and  so 
well.  The  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues  are  about  one  and 
one-quarter  per  cent  of  the  total  membership  and  this  is  but  a  natural, 
healthy  weeding  out  of  members  who  take  no  interest  in  our  organ¬ 
ization,  and  are  of  no  help  or  benefit  to  us.  A  man  who  can  well 
afford  to  pay  his  bills  and  refuses  to  do  so,  is  not  a  desirable  member. 
Our  net  loss  in  membership  by  excess  of  withdrawals  and  transfers 
over  admissions  by  card  was  103,  less  than  one-fifth  of  one  per  cent 
of  the  total  membership,  which  speaks  well  for  the  new  transfer  law. 
The  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  in  most  excellent  condition.  The 
degree  work  is  presented  with  exceptional  ability,  the  meetings  are 
well  attended,  everyone  speaks  well  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  the  general 
public  recognizes  our  Order  as  a  power  for  good  in  the  various  com¬ 
munities  in  which  it  is  established.” 


Michigan. — H.  N.  Wilder,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  We  are  ex¬ 
tremely  sorry  to  see  the  suspended  list  again  so  high.  We  are  making 
every  endeavor  to  cut  this  down  and  we  fully  believe  that  this  year 
we  have  accomplished  something  along  that  line.  The  Order  was 
never  so  progressive  in  Michigan  as  it  is  to-day.  The  Grand  Master 
this  year  is  a  live  wire  and  is  hustling  all  the  time.  We  have  been 
busy  sending  out  printed  matter,  pamphlets,  etc.,  telling  of  the  grand 
work  the  Order  is  doing  here  and  elsewhere  and  it  seems  to  have  the 
right  effect.  Open  door  meetings,  special  sessions  of  the  Grand 
Lodge,  public  gatherings  of  all  kinds  which  tend  to  create  an  interest 
in  the  Order  has  been  the  order  of  the  year  and  we  have  every  reason 
to  believe  that  the  present  year  will  be  the  banner  year  in  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  Michigan.  If  some  plan  can  be  devised  whereby  the  sus¬ 
pended  list  can  be  reduced,  we  would  hail  it  with  delight  in  Michigan. 
Our  Grand  Master  is  advocating  this  year  that  the  Financial  Secre- 
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taries  be  paid  a  commission  on  all  collections,  .thinking  probably  in 
this  way  the  evil  may  be  remedied  to  a  certain  extent,  but  we  feel 
that  on  the  whole,  Michigan  has  done  splendidly.” 

Minnesota.; — A.  L.  Bolton,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Compared 
with  previous  years,  these  reports  show  a  decided  improvement  in 
work  and  conditions  in  Minnesota.  Our  net  gain  is  more  than  double 
that  of  the  year  1909,  due  to  the  fact,  I  believe,  that  the  initiations 
were  311  more  and  the  suspensions  104  less  than  in  1909.  Receipts 
were  more  than  $65,000.00  in  excess  of  the  previous  year,  and  the 
assets  increased  by  $136,130.03.  The  energy  of  1910  has  not  abated 
in  the  least,  for,  since  January  1,  of  this  year,  there  has  been  more 
work  done  by  a  greater  number  of  lodges  (during  the  same  period) 
than  in  several  years  past.  I  attribute  this  activity,  however,  to  two 
causes.  First,  the  members  are  becoming  more  familiar  with  the  new 
Ritual.  A  larger  number  of  our  small  lodges  are  ‘  attacking  ’  that 
‘  terrible  first  ’  with  persistent  effort  and  success.  In  fact,  they  are 
in  many  instances  putting  to  shame  some  of  our  older  and  stronger 
lodges.  In  any  event,  the  new  Ritual  has  lost  its  terrors  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  I  believe  the  best  explanation  of  our  splendid  growth, 
however,  lies  in  the  fact  that,  in  almost  every  section  of  the  State, 
our  Grand  Master  has  held  district  meetings  and  presided  over  them 
in  person,  giving  instructions  in  the  work  of  the  Order,  explaining 
its  laws  and  usages,  and  preaching  the  gospel  of  Odd  Fellowship  to 
large  assemblages  of  members.  Without  mentioning  the  many  advan¬ 
tages  of  such  gatherings,  I  will  simply  state  that  I  know  of  no  better 
methods  of  inspiring  enthusiasm  among  the  members  and  thereby 
encouraging  them  to  work  for  the  uplift  of  the  Order  than  these 
district  meetings.  Their  efficiency  has  been  proved  in  Minnesota,  at 
least.  Any  kind  of  meeting  which  brings  the  members  of  different 
lodges  together  must  always  prove  pleasant  and  profitable  to  the 
brothers,  and  result  in  the  advancement  of  the  Order  along  all  lines.” 

Missouri. — J.  W.  Wilkerson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “We  have 
just  closed  a  hard  but  pleasant  year’s  work  and  rejoice  in  the  fact 
that  Odd  Fellowship  in  old  Missouri  is  keeping  pace  with  the  most 
progressive  movements.  We  are  not  only  increasing  in  numbers,  but 
the  personnel  of  our  membership  is  improving  very  perceptibly.  We 
are  gradually  growing  to  be  a  mightier  power  for  good  and  are  so 
recognized  by  the  outside  world  here.  Our  outlook  was  never  brighter; 
hence,  we  are  looking  toward  the  future  with  hopeful  eyes,  believing 
the  coming  days  will  bring  to  us  most  joyful  results.  We  are  promis¬ 
ing  greater  efforts  and  shall  try  to  make  good,  hence,  our  reward 
ought  to  be  the  fulfillment  of  our  expectations.  Our  Grand  Lodge  last 
week  voted  and  has  now  arranged  to  build  a  $60,000.00  hospital  and 
sanitarium  at  our  Home;  this,  of  course,  will  largely  increase  our 
opportunity  to  more  thoroughly  exemplify  that  command  to  ‘  care  for 
the  sick.’  ” 

Montana. — R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “While  our 
report  this  year  shows  the  same  increase  in  the  number  of  lodges  as 
last  year,  viz.,  5,  still  it  is  with  a  great  deal  of  pleasure  that  I  am 
able  to  say  that  indications  point  to  our  adding  more  than  that  to 
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our  number  before  my  next  report.  The  Order  is  in  a  flourishing 
condition  throughout  this  Jurisdiction.  The  first  building  of  our 
Home  institution  is  completed  and  in  use  and  aside  from  increasing 
our  membership  our  efforts  are  directed  toward  the  maintaining  and 
furnishing  of  the  building  and  also  preparing  for  another  unit  in 
the  plans  when  we  shall  need  it.  In  this  the  Rebekah  branch  is 
giving  a  great  deal  of  assistance  and  to  them  is  due  the  credit  for  the 
furnishings  of  the  present  Home  building.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Nebraska  isn’t 
making  much  noise  about  it,  but  we  are  growing.  All  our  figures 
are  in  the  right  columns,  the  brethren  are  united  and  harmonious, 
and  the  Order’s  principles  exemplified  in  untold  ways.  Just  now  our 
thought  and  energy  are  centered  about  our  new  Home,  which  we 
expect  to  dedicate  during  the  next  meeting  of  our  Grand  Lodge. 
Nothing  we  have  ever  done  has  so  strengthened  our  membership,  or 
drawn  the  attention  of  the  public  to  Odd  Fellowship,  as  our  Home 
enterprise  and  at  whatever  points  our  banner  has  been  set  up  our 
lodges  have  become  quickly  an  acknowledged  factor  in  promoting 
good  citizenship.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  Owing  to  the 
continued  depressed  condition  of  business  in  this  State,  the  gain  of 
membership  in  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  branches  of  the  Order 
is  not  as  large  as  we  hoped  to  have  for  the  year  1910,  still  we  are 
pleased  to  show  a  slight  increase,  with  brighter  prospects  ahead.  The 
mining  industry  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  improving,  and  a  great  many 
settlers  are  coming  in  and  taking  up  agricultural  land,  all  of  which 
tends  to  brighten  our  conditions.” 

New  Hampshire. — Frank  L.  Way,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  The 
reports  from  the  104  subordinate  lodges  of  New  Hampshire  are  again 
received  and  the  results  are  very  satisfactory,  showing  gradual  but 
sure  growth.  We  now  have  a  membership  of  15,357  which  is  a  net 
gain  for  the  year  of  171,  while  the  previous  year’s  increase  was  135. 
All  but  11  of  the  lodges  participated  in  the  growth  by  having  initiatory 
work.  A  proud  distinction  of  which  New  Hampshire  boasts  is  that 
this  State  has  more  Odd^  Fellows  in  proportion  to  its  population  than 
any  other  Jurisdiction  ih  the  world,  and  also  continues  to  maintain 
an  enviable  standing  fo^  the  minimum  percentage  of  loss  by  reason 
of  non-paymentl  of  dues'  The.,  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  also 
shares  a  similar^  distinction,  its  membership  leading  that  of  the 
subordinate  branch,  membership  by  132,  or  a  total  of  15,489.” 

New  Jersey. — Harry  S.  Pine,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Net  gain 
in  membership  in  1910,  452;  net  increase  in  assets  $34,482.00;  increase 
in  relief,  $8,681.00.  We  are  expecting  better  results  for  the  current 
year;  every  indication  that  our  expectations  will  be  fulfilled.” 

New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “A  net  gain 
of  more  than  50  per  cent  over  last  year’s  figures  makes  this  year’s 
annually  recurring  duty  of  reporting  statistics  to  The  Sovereign  Body 
a  pleasant  one.  The  advance  seems  largely  due  to  greater  care  on  the 
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part  of  financial  secretaries;  reduced  suspensions  combining  with  in¬ 
creased  initiations,  in  nearly  equal  proportions,  to  produce  this  favor¬ 
able  report  on  our  membership.  From  what  came  under  the  Grand 
Secretary’s  notice  during  visitations  made  throughout  the  State  in 
company  with  the  Grand  Master,  and  in  response  to  invitations,  our 
new  material  seems  to  be  of  a  high  quality,  suitable  to  assimilate  with 
an  Order  whose  principles  and  teachings  are  a  perfect  code  of  morals 
in  themselves.  The  spirit  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  strong  in  our  lodges, 
v/hich  gives  better  encouragement  for  a  healthy  growth  and  prosperous 
future  than  any  mere  increase  in  membership  could  do.” 

North  Carolina. — B.  H.  Woodell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  regret 
to  report  a  loss  in  membership  the  past  year,  but  a  card  report  from 
most  of  our  subordinate  lodges  since  their  report  closing  December 
31st,  shows  that  the  loss  has  been  more  than  overcome  while  pros¬ 
pects  are  growing  brighter.  My  annual  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
a  copy  of  which  you  will  soon  receive,  gives  the  causes  that  brought 
about  the  loss.” 

North  Dakota. — Don  McDonald,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
past  year  shows  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  the  membership  of  the 
subordinate  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  State.  Our  net  gain  of  569, 
we  feel  is  very  good  everything  considered.  During  the  year  1910, 
there  were  very  many  things  that  militated  against  us.  There  was 
the  nearest  crop  failure  of  any  time  in  our  history,  but  the  brothers 
were  loyal  and  activities  were  kept  up  in  spite  of  the  hard  times. 
New  fields  are  being  opened  up  for  the  work  of  the  Order,  and  W'e 
expect  to  institute  a  number  of  new  lodges  in  1911.” 

Ohio. — C.  H.  Lyman,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It  is  with  pleasure 
that  I  can  report  a  net  gain  in  membership,  which  shows  a  small  in¬ 
crease  over  the  previous  year,  although  I  regret  to  announce  that 
there  has  been  a  slight  falling  off  in  the  number  of  initiations.  It  is 
most  gratifying  for  me  to  be  able  to  report  a  showing  on  the  right  side 
of  the  ledger  for  1910.  In  my  opinion,  the  best  part  of  my  report  is 
that  we  show  a  decrease  over  last  year  in  the  number  of  dropped  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  of  over  500.  This  looks  good  to  me.  A 
campaign  of  education  along  this  line  may  stop  this  great  leakage  to 
the  Order.  It  is  also  pleasing  to  note  that  the  total  assets  of  the 
subordinate  lodges  show  a  marked  increase  over  last  year.  Although 
our  gain  in  membership  was  over  700,  this  is  offset  by  an 
increase  of  over  3500  weeks’  sickness.  This  is  the  perplexing  problem 
in  Ohio.  There  is  but  one  solution,  and  that  is  to  redouble  our 
efforts  to  add  sound,  healthy  young  men  of  good  habits  and  sterling 
character  to  our  membership.  We  must  make  our  subordinate  lodges 
attractive  to  the  youth  of  this  stamp.  Yet  we  are  glad  to  say 
that  the  ‘  hand-writing  on  the  wall  ’  points  to  the  fact  that  since 
the  beginning  of  the  present  year  there  has  been  greater  activity 
among  our  subordinate  lodges,  than  at  any  period  during  the  past 
twenty  years.” 

Oklahoma. — G.  W.  Bruce,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  As  you  are  well 
aware,  we  have  a  condition  here  that  never  happened  but  once  before 
and  then"  in  an  entirely  different  manner  and  as  the  result  of  an 
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entirely  different  situation,  and  which  also  in  all  probability,  will 
never  happen  again.  Upon  April  13th,  1911,  a  Grand  Lodge  properly 
petitioned  for,  regularly  instituted,  and  to  whom  a  charter  was  regu¬ 
larly  issued  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  passed  out  of  existence 
forever  and  while  in  a  great  measure,  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma 
died  also  with  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indian  Terri¬ 
tory,  yet  it  still  lives  in  the  reorganized  Grand  Lodge  by  virtue  of  the 
fact  that  the  name  of  the  new  organization  is  the  same  as  that  of  the 
old  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma.  You  are  advised  that  the  Order  in  the 
Jurisdiction  of  Oklahoma  is  in  better  condition,  numerically,  finan¬ 
cially,  and  we  all  hope,  morally,  than  it  ever  was  before  in  the  history 
of  either  of  the  two  Jurisdictions  and  everything  points  to  a  very 
prosperous  administration  of  the  present  Grand  Lodge.  We  have  at 
the  present  time,  581  lodges  with  a  combined  membership  of  30,414 
and  this  in  a  Jurisdiction  that  has  only  had  a  Grand  Lodge  since  April 
26,  1893.  This  record,  we  are  certainly  proud  of  and  challenge  the 
world  to  beat  it.  The  Jurisdiction  not  only  has  this  large  number  of 
lodges  and  immense  membership,  but  we  have  a  Home  at  Carmen 
without  a  dollar  of  indebtedness  against  it  that  could  be  sold  for 
$65,000  any  day  that  the  same  was  put  on  the  market.  We  also  have 
another  Home  at  Checotah  without  a  dollar  of  indebtedness  against 
it  that  could  be  sold  for  $65,000  any  time  that  it  would  be  placed  on 
the  market.  In  these  two  Homes,  we  are  caring  for  150  persons  from 
both  of  the  extremes  of  life.  We  are  certainly  proud  of  everything 
that  we  possess  and  feel  that  we  have  a  right  to  be,  and  we  say  to 
the  world  ‘  if  you  want  to  see  a  real  live  proposition  in  Odd  Fellowship, 
come  to  Oklahoma.’  ” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  report  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Oregon  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1910,  shows 
a  net  gain  of  1215,  a  total  membership  of  17,774,  and  net  assets  of 
nearly  a  million  and  a  half,  all  of  which  I  think  makes  a  pretty  good 
showing  for  Oregon.  We  are  not  making  any  efforts  to  secure  the 
prize  banner,  but  are  satisfied  with  a  strong  steady  growth.” 

Quebec. — T.  J.  Potter,  Grand  Secretary,  writes :  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  a  net  increase  of  316,  making  our  total  membership  5146.  While 
the  gain  is  not  as  large  as  the  previous  year,  we  have  great  reason  for 
satisfaction  at  our  steady  progress,  and  hope  to  continue  our  onward 
march  year  by  year.  The  Encampment  and  Rebekah  branches  have 
also  enjoyed  their  share  of  prosperity.  Our  finances  are  in  good  shape, 
and  in  every  particular  this  past  year  has  been  satisfactory.” 


Rhode  Island. — Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “It 
affords  me  much  pleasure  to  state  that  during  the  year  just  closed, 
the  Order  in  Rhode  Island  has  made  a  handsome  net  gain  in  member¬ 
ship;  in  fact,  at  no  time  during  the  past  twenty  years  has  there  been 
so  large  an  increase.  It  is  also  gratifying  to  note  that  the  same  spirit 
and  energy  displayed  during  the  year  1910  is  still  very  much  in  evi¬ 
dence,  which  encourages  the  hope  that  the  year  1911  will  be  equally  * 

as  prosperous  as  that  of  1910.  The  large  amount  disbursed  by  the  ] 

lodges  for  general  relief  is  but  another  evidence  that  the  principles  j 

and  teachings  of  the  Order  are  being  exemnlified  in  a  practical  man-  j 
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ner.  Owing  to  the  fact,  that  since  our  last  annual  report  one  Rebekah 
lodge  has  surrendered  its  charter,  the  Rebekah  branch  exhibits  a 
slight  decrease  in  membership,  which  has  not  happened  before  in  ten 
years.  From  the  eager  interest  continually  in  evidence  in  this  branch 
of  the  Order,  I  have  no  hesitancy  in  predicting  much  better  results 
the  present  year.” 

Saskatchewan. — F.  J.  Reynolds,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
Grand  Lodge  of  Saskatchewan  has  made  good  progress  the  last  year 
and  nothing  can  stop  its  continued  growth  and  prosperity.  New  towns 
are  springing  up  in  all  parts  of  the  Province  very  fast  and  after  a 
townsite  is  laid  out  for  about  six  months  the  first  thing  they  ask  for 
is  an  Odd  Fellows  lodge.  Our  increase  in  membership  for  last  year 
was  1003  and  our  increase  in  lodges  was  14,  this  rate  of  increase  has 
kept  up  now  every  year  since  this  Grand  Lodge  was  instituted  and 
the  sanguine  expectations  are  that  it  will  increase  rather  than  decrease 
for  years  to  come.  So  far  we  have  no  Grand  Encampment  or  Rebekah 
Assembly  in  the  Province  but  these 'branches  are  on  the  increase  and 
by  another  year  we  expect  to  have  both  a  Grand  Encampment  and 
Rebekah  Assembly.” 

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “In 
regard  to  the  subordinate  branch  we  are  feeling  fine  over  our  growth 
for  1910.  It  has  been  very  satisfactory,  our  net  gain  being  13%  per 
cent  or  1375  members,  making  us  on  January  1,  1911,  11,551  sub¬ 
ordinate  members.  The  progress  we  have  made  only  stimulates  us  to 
greater  accomplishments  for  the  coming  year.  Odd  Fellowship  is 
alive  and  growing  upward  in  South  Dakota.  Our  lodges  are  all  in 
first  class  condition  financially  and  otherwise  and  seem  to  be  showing 
a  great  deal  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  in  advancing  the  principles 
of  the  Order.  Since  January  1,  1911,  we  have  instituted  6  subordinate 
lodges  and  I  am  sure  that  at  this  date  we  number  12,000  strong.  Our 
Home  which  has  been  dreamed  of  and  labored  for  for  many  years  is 
completed,  paid  for  and  furnished  and  will  be  dedicated  by  the  Grand 
Lodge  on  May  17th.  We  are  expecting  a  red  letter  day.  It  is  the 
first  fraternal  home  of  any  character  in  this  State.  It  is  absolutely 
fireproof  and  is  situated  in  one  of  the  prettiest  towns  we  have  and 
on  a  very  commanding  site.” 

Tennessee. — J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “  As  will  be 
seen  from  my  report  our  lodge  membership  sustained  a  loss  of  629 
in  Tennessee  in  1910,  due  to  various  causes,  among  which  may  be 
especially  mentioned  the  revision  of  the  Ritual,  which  is  always  a 
drawback  in  this  Jurisdiction,  and  the  acute  political  excitement, 
most  vicious  in  its  character,  that  has  pervaded,  with  its  baneful  in¬ 
fluence,  all  classes  of  society.  Our  brethren  are  becoming  accustomed 
to  the  changes  in  the  Ritual  but  all  are  praying  that  if  another  revision 
should  ever  occur  in  this  generation  the  degrees  may  be  shortened 
and  simplified  rather  than  lengthened  and  mystified.  We  have  many 
firet  class  lodges  and  thousands  of  as  good  Odd  Fellows  as  walk  the 
earth.  We  are  not  discouraged  nor  dismayed,  but  with  earnest  hearts 
will  labor  on  in  the  great  cause  of  human  benefaction.” 

Texas. — ^W.  H.  Walker,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
Texas  is  not  on  a  ‘  boom,’  but  is  making  substantial  progress  and 
gaining  ground  every  day.  There  is  no  tendency  to  a  great  ingathering 
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by  the  means  of  spasmodic  effort.  It  is  probable,  however,  that  we 
may  have  a  ‘  rally  day  ’  some  time  during  the  coming  fall,  at  which 
time,  should  we  have  such,  a  persistent  and  uniform  effort  will  be 
made  for  an  increase  of  membership.  It  is  the  tendency  of  the  present 
time  in  Texas  Odd  Fellowship  to  build  up  the  lodges  we  already  have 
rather  than  organize  new  ones.  However,  as  the  country  is  develop¬ 
ing  somewhat  rapidly  new  lodges  follow  as  a  natural  consequence. 
We  are  adding  to  our  rolls,  upon  an  average,  of  from  50  to  60  lodges 
every  year,  while  the  gain  in  membership  averages  from  3000 
to  4000.  The  suspension  list  in  Texas  is  ordinarily  rather  heavy. 
This  results  very  largely  from  the  fact  that  this  is  a  ‘  new  country  ’ 
and,  consequently,  a  considerable  part  of  its  population  is  rest¬ 
less,  shifting  and  unstable.  When  our  Jurisdiction  shall  have 
become  settled  up  with  a  class  of  permanent  residents,  it  is  to 
be  hoped  that  the  drain  will  not  be  so  heavy  upon  our  ranks  by  the 
way  of  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  However,  Texas  is 
gradually  becoming  stronger  and  stronger  as  the  years  go  by,  and 
the  tri-colored  banner  of  friendship,  love  and  truth  will  float  over 
more  Odd  Fellows  in  Texas  to-morrow  than  it  did  yesterday.” 

Utah. — P.  A.  Simpkin,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in  the 
State  of  Utah  is  in  really  excellent  condition.  Throughout  the  Com¬ 
monwealth  there  is  in  the  lodges  a  note  of  hope.  It  has  been  a 
time  of  quiet  but  steady  advance,  and  it  speaks  volumes  for  the 
healthy  and  enthusiastic  condition  of  the  Order’s  life  that  in  a  year 
of  business  depression  and  quietness  in  the  mining  world,  whose 
interest  affects  our  membership  so  directly,  that  we  have  maintained 
the  growth  of  the  preceding  year,  the  revenues  of  our  lodges  were 
over  $50,000.00,  and  just  one-third  went  into  relief  and  charity  work 
during  the  year.  The  membership  showed  a  net  increase  of  135. 
While  397  were  initiated,  a  number  exceeded  in  only  3  former  years 
of  our  history,  we  lost  288  by  dropping  for  non-payment  of  dues, 
a  number  only  exceeded  in  one  previous  year — that  of  1904.  It 
is  in  this  particular  that  is  to  be  found  the  mark  of  financial  de¬ 
pression.  However,  things  are  in  very  good  condition  now  through¬ 
out  the  State,  and  a  period  of  general  activity  is  evident.  Especially 
is  there  advance  in  the  lodges  that  have  for  years  grown  slowly, 
and  the  long  maintained  prejudice,  born  of  misunderstanding  of 
the  institution  and  its  objects,  is  rapidly  dying  out.” 

The  Grand  Master,  John  Morley,  in  his  report  to  the  Grand  Lodge, 
said:  “With  no  pressing  opening  for  new  lodges,  there  has  been, 
however,  the  aim  to  increase  the  membership  and  elevate  the  morals 
of  the  army  of  service  that  is  worthily  doing  the  work  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  in  the  Commonwealth.  To  elevate  the  ideals  of  the  brethren 
has  been  the  constant  aim  in  the  visitations  and  intercourse  that  are 
the  privileges  of  a  Grand  Master.  Undoubtedly  the  comprehensions 
and  convictions  of  the  brethren  have  been  deepened  and  widened,  and 
a  clearer,  more  intelligent  understanding  of  the  moral  side  of  the  insti¬ 
tution  of  Odd  Fellowship  is  in  evidence.  Not  only  larger  membership, 
but  higher  character  is  being  sought,  and  there  will  undoubtedly  come 
a  still  further  elevation  of  conviction  along  this  line.  Odd  Fellowship 
can  afford  to  sift  well  the  material  that  comes  to  its  doors,  for  its 
dignity,  wealth  and  place  demand  that  only  the  life  which  will  be  in¬ 
telligently  helpful  and  constructive  shall  be  made  a  part  of  its  vast 
machinery.” 
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Vermont. — 0.  H.  Henderson,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order 
in  Vermont  is  progressing.  Our  numerical  gain  for  last  year  was  not 
as  large  as  in  some  previous  years,  but  we  are  becoming  stronger  in 
every  respect.” 

Virginia. — T.  Wiley  Davis,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  regret  that 
you  will  find  a  decrease  in  membership  for  the  year  1910,  the  decrease 
being  larger  than  we  have  reported  at  any  time  recently,  and,  of  course, 
is  mainly  attributable  to  retirement  for  non-payment  of  dues.  In 
some  respects  the  report  possesses  elements  of  encouragement, 
especially  in  a  financial  way,  as  the  receipts  in  the  lodges  show  an 
increase  of  more  than  $13,000,  while  the  item  of  relief  carries  an 
increase  of  $5000.  The  amounts  expended  for  relief  and  education  of 
orphans  in  this  Jurisdiction  are  never  large,  as  our  lodges  leave  that 
line  of  work  to  be  performed  by  our  Orphans’  Home,  and  I  am  proud 
to  be  able  to  testify  to  the  thorough  and  efficient  manner  in  which 
that  very  important  duty  is  performed.” 

Washington. — Louis  P.  Hart,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “Never  in 
our  history  has  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Washington  been  blessed  with 
a  more*  zealous,  hard  working  Odd  Fellow  as  Grand  Master,  than  R. 
E.  Lee,  whose  term  expired  with  our  Grand  Lodge  session  in  June, 
1911.  Every  lodge  is  wide  awake;  good  will  prevails  everywhere; 
every  Odd  Fellow  is  imbued  with  the  thought,  ‘  we  want  the  cup.’ 
Our  new  Grand  Master,  Brother  Staley,  a  young  man  full  of  energy, 
enthusiasm  and  zeal  for  the  promotion  of  Odd  Fellowship,  taking 
hold  of  the  work  with  a  vim,  we  confidently  hope  that  our  net  gain 
in  membership  for  1911,  will  be  more  than  three  times  that  of  1910, 
w'hen  we  were  able  to  report  only  1648  more  members  than  a  year 
before.” 

Wisconsin. — Richard  Hoe,  Grand  Secretary,  writes:  “I  regret  very 
much  that  we  are  compelled  to  report  a  small  loss  of  61  for  the  year. 
But  notwithstanding  this  fact  the  Order  is  in  good  condition,  every 
lodge  having  made  a  report  for  the  year.  What  we  need  more  than 
any  other  thing  is  a  hustler  to  get  out  among  the  lodges  and  do 
missionary  work.  Our  Grand  Masters  as  a  rule  are  business  men  and 
they  cannot  devote  as  much  time  to  the  work  as  is  needed.  I  am  in 
hopes  that  at  the  coming  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  arrangements 
will  be  made  to  place  an  organizer  in  the  field.  If  this  is  done  I  am 
sure  we  shall  be  able  to  make  far  better  reports  in  the  future.” 

GRAND  ENCAIVIPMENTS. 

Alabama. — W.  F.  McCartney,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “There  is  an 
apathy  prevailing  in  the  encampment  which  does  not  seem  to  be 
peculiar  to  the  organization,  for  other  Orders  complain  of  similar 
conditions.  Poor  attendance  and  dropping  of  membership  from  sheer 
indifference  seem  to  be  common  to  nearly  every  Order  in  Alabama 
with  the  exception  of  one  or  two  new  Orders  which  have  hard  work¬ 
ing  organizers  in  the  field.  In  my  opinion  there  are  too  many  fra¬ 
ternal  orders  in  the  United  States,  and  until  the  process  of  elimina¬ 
tion  has  weeded  out  the  least  worthy  of  them,  neither  Odd  Fellowship 
nor  any  other  first-class  fraternal  organization  can  hope  to  do  much 
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more  than  hold  its  own.  I  find  that  the  almost  universal  excuse  for 
not  attending  encampment  sessions  is  that  the  member  belongs  to  so 
many  other  organizations  that  he  cannot  attend  all  regularly,  and  he 
goes  to  the  one  that  interests  him  most.  It  is  one  thing  to  recognize 
a  condition;  it  is  another  thing  to  lay  down  and  wait  for  something 
to  turn  up.  The  Grand  Officers  of  Alabama  are  not  discouraged,  and 
it  is  due  largely  to  their  efforts  that  the  Encampment  branch  is  doing 
as  well  as  it  is.” 

Arkansas. — John  P.  Paul,  Grand  Scribe,  writes;  “To  my  mind  this 
branch  of  the  Order  is  in  a  far  better  working  order  than  for  several 
years  past.  Grand  Patriarch  Bayles  inaugurated  a  campaign  at  the 
beginning  of  his  term  which  is  having  telling  effects  during  the  past 
year.  More  encampments  have  reported  than  for  several  years.  Re¬ 
ports  throughout  the  State  show  more  work  this  term  than  for  several 
years  past.” 

California. — Wm.  H.  Barnes,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  regret  that 
I  cannot  report  a  larger  increase,  but  the  change  of  work,  with  the 
additional  expense,  has  not  been  beneficial  to  us  here,  and  it  has  only 
been  by  strenuous  and  energetic  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  workers 
that  we  have  been  enabled  to  prevent  a  loss.  It  was  a  severe  blow  and 
I  sincerely  trust  that  hereafter  the  Ritual  will  be  left  alone.  The 
outlook  for  1911  is  very  good,  and  we  hope  to  resume  our  usual  in¬ 
crease.  We  have  competent  officials  in  Grand  and  subordinate  bodies. 
Before  you  meet  in  September,  probably  you  will  receive  from  us  more 
satisfactory  figures.  Of  course  we  are  busy  with  the  affairs  of  the 
coming  1915  year,  when  among  others  visitors  it  is  to  be  hoped  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge* will  be  present.” 

Colorado. — J.  M.  Norman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Our  loss  was 
occasioned  by  the  encampments  dropping  all  members  who  were  over 
one  year  in  arrears.  This  may  stimulate  the  boys  to  pay  their  dues, 
and  in  this  way  it  may  be  a  benefit  to  this  branch  of  the  Order.  I 
am  pleased  to  say  that  we  have  instituted  two  encampments  since 
January  1st,  and  I  have  strong  hopes  that  we  will  have  two  more 
before  the  close  of  this  term.” 

Connecticut. — Wm.  S.  Hutchison,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “While  we 
have  not  accomplished  all  that  we  desired  for  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  our  beloved  Order  in  Connecticut,  for  the  year  1910,  we 
show  a  decided  improvement  over  the  year  1909,  and  we  are  working 
away,  determined  to  build  up  the  encampments  in  our  Jurisdiction, 
and  I  believe  that  the  outlook  for  1911  is  very  bright,  and  hope  to  be 
able  to  report  a  much  larger  increase  in  membership  for  that  year. 
The  34  subordinate  encampments  report  December  31,  1910,  member¬ 
ship  4422,  assets  $68,196.33,  gain  in  membership  154,  in  assets  $13,- 
803.60.  The  large  increase  in  assets  is  accounted  for  by  including  as 
assets  items  which  properly  can  be  classed  as  assets,  but  which  have 
not  appeared  in  previous  reports.” 

District  of  Columbia. — Jos.  Burroughs,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I 
regret  very  much  that  our  hopes  of  a  substantial  increase  for  the 
past  year  were  not  realized,  but  instead  we  show  a  slight  decrease. 
However,  we  still  continue  to  hope  that  there  will  soon  be  a  favorable 
turn  in  the  tide.” 
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Florida. — A.  M.  Cushman,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “While  our  report 
shows  a  loss  of  10  members  it  shows  a  net  gain  of  one  encampment, 
and  I  can  safely  say  that  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  is  on  a  sounder 
basis  than  it  has  been  for  a  number  of  years,  and  we  look  for  better 
results  in  the  future.  I  am  led  to  believe  that  if  the  proposed  legis¬ 
lation  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  looking  to  the  merger  of  the 
Patriarchal  branch  is  adopted,  that  it  will  be  the  uplifting  of  the 
Encampment  branch.” 

Idaho. — Geo.  H.  Handy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Although  we  can 
show  an  increase  of  but  one  member  for  the  year,  yet  the  general 
condition  of  the  Patriarchal  branch  in  Idaho  is  much  better  thap  it 
has  been  for  several  years.  Encampments  that  have  been  dormant 
for  several  terms  are  awake  and  promise  substantial  gains  for  the 
present  year.  Grand  Patriarch  Guyon  has  inaugurated  the  district 
convention  system  which  is  creating  a  wonderful  interest  in  the 
work.  I  am  confident  that  we  will  make  a  gain  of  500  or  over  this 
year.” 

Illinois. — Sam.  J.  Baker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  handing  you  the 
abstract  of  annual  reports  of  encampments  of  the  Jurisdiction  of 
Illinois  it  affords  me  great  pleasure  to  note  the  splendid  net  increase 
of  membership  in  our  State,  The  reports  from  Illinois  seem  to  me  to 
contain  some  solution  of  the  question  of  prosperity  in  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  our  Order.  We  have  had  Grand  Patriarchs  whose  lives  were 
devoted  to  the  cause,  and  who  gave  their  entire  attention  to  the 
details  •  of  the  State  work.  Could  the  subordinate  encampments 
throughout  our  State  have  had  the  same  class  of  patriarchs  in  the 
chair  of  Chief  Patriarch,  I  feel  sure  our  increase  in  membership  would 
have  been  three  times  what  it  is.  This  Jurisdiction  is  enjoying  a 
gratifying  amount  of  prosperity  and  I  think  you  will  find  my  prophecy 
true,  when  the  returns  are  made  for  the  year  1911,  when  I  say  we 
will  excel  any  previous  year  in  our  history.” 

Indiana. — W.  H.  Leedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  Encampment 
branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Indiana  is  maintaining  its  own.  Our 
reports  for  the  year  show  a  slight  gain,  and  I  am  inclined  to  think 
from  the  reports  I  have,  that  1911  will  show  still  greater  gain.  Har¬ 
mony  prevails,  and  every  indication  points  to  a  prosperous  condition 
of  this  branch  of  the  Order.” 

Kansas. — A.  M.  Bain,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  I  regret  very  much 
that  the  report  shows  a  falling  off  in  membership  for  the  past  year. 
I  sincerely  trust  that  the  next  report  will  show  the  balance  on  the 
right  side.  There  is  considerable  interest  in  the  Encampment  branch 
of  the  Order  and  we  have  instituted  two  new  encampments  since 
November  1st  and  expect  to  institute  another  in  the  next  few  days, 
warrant  for  this  having  already  been  issued.  There  is  still  much  dis¬ 
satisfaction  at  the  last  change  in  Rituals  and  the  patriai'chs  do  not 
seem  to  be  at  all  reconciled  to  the  new  Ritual.  Those  who  took  the 
most  active  part  in  the  encampment  work  under  the  former  rendition 
have  many  of  them  ceased  active  work  entirely  and  numbers  of  them 
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have  dropped  out  of  their  encampments.  I  sincerely  trust  for  one, 
that  the  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  interests  of  the 
Patriarchal  branch,  may  have  something  wise  and  practical  to  report 
at  your  next  session  and  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  enact 
legislation  that  will  result  in  great  good  to  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship. 

Kentucky. — R.  G.  Elliott,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  The  Encampment 
branch  shows  more  life  than  it  has  for  several  years  past  and  yet, 
it  is  w'ith  great  difficulty  that  we  can  enthuse  any  real  life  into  the 
Encampment  branch.  In  many  of  the  large  places  with  good,  strong 
lodges  there  are  no  encampments  or  very  weak  ones.” 

Maine. — Herbert  W.  Sears,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  By  a  perusal  of 
our  annual  report  you  will  notice  that  we  have  a  small  loss 
of  6  in  membership  for  the  past  year.  From  reports  that  are 
coming  to  this  office  I  am  confident,  however,  that  the  present  year 
will  show  a  better  result.  Considerable  interest  is  being  manifested, 
and  new  members  admitted,  by  some  of  the  encampments  that  have 
been  for  some  time  practically  dormant.  The  work  of  this  branch  is 
being  well  conducted,  and  our  invested  funds  show  an  increase  over 
last  year.” 

Manitoba. — D.  E.  McKinnon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  The  increase 
in  membership  is  not  what  we  expected  or  had  hoped  for.  Although 
a  large  number  were  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  yet  we  show  a 
net  increase  of  60  in  membership  and  also  an  increase  in  finances  and 
relief.  The  prospects  for  the  coming  year  appear  to  be  good.  En¬ 
campments  are  working  and  the  interest  does  not  seem  to  lag  so  that 
there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  next  report  should  not  show  a  much 
larger  increase.” 

Maritime  Provinces. — Melville  McKean,  Grand  Scribe,  writes: 

“  While  the  increase  in  membership  has  not  been  as  large  as  antici¬ 
pated,  or  as  was  calculated  for  the  year  1910,  still  we  have  cause  for 
congratulation  in  having  a  small  gain,  while  other  Jurisdictions  have 
met  with  loss.  I  am  also  pleased  to  report  that  on  January  1st  of  this 
year,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  Premier  Encampment,  No.  1,  of 
St.  Johns,  Newfoundland,  attached  to  this  Jurisdiction,  I  am  sure  we 
welcome  them,  and  hope  soon  to  have  other  encampments  instituted 
in  the  ancient  colony.  The  prospects  for  the  year  1911  are  fair,  and 
I  hope  in  my  next  report  to  show  a  much  larger  increase.” 

Maryland. — William  A.  Jones,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “Patriarchal 
Odd  Fellowship  continues  to  advance  in  our  Jurisdiction.  While  our 
net  gain  has  not  been  large,  yet  we  are  encouraged  to  press  on.  The 
indications  point  to  great  work  in  the  future.  The  encampment  mem¬ 
bers  are  bringing  this  department  of  our  work  more  generally  to  the 
notice  of  the  subordinate  members,  which  will  result  in  further  up¬ 
building  the  Patriarchal  Order. 

Massachusetts. — Geo.  H.  Fuller,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  annual 
session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Massachusetts  was  held  in  the 
city  of  Boston  on  Wednesday,  February  8,  1911.  About  350  representa- 
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lives  were  present  from  the  various  encampments  in  the  Jurisdiction. 
It  was  a  most  delightful  and  interesting  occasion.  We  had  the  great 
honor  and  privilege  of  receiving  and  entertaining  our  Grand  Sire, 
Brother  Cockrum,  Grand  Representatives  Leedy  of  Indiana,  Traut- 
mann,  of  New  York,  and  the  Grand  Patriarchs  and  Grand  Scribes  of 
all  the  New  England  States,  New  York,  and  the  Maritime  Provinces. 
Our  good  Bro.  John  U.  Perkins,  who  has  been  Grand  Secretary  and 
Grand  Scribe  of  this  Jurisdiction  for  many  years  and  who  has  been 
incapacitated  during  the  last  year  on  account  of  illness,  was  elected 
Grand  Scribe  Emeritus.  Bro.  Henry  E.  Ruggles,  Past  Grand  Master 
and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  installed  as  Grand  Patriarch.  We 
deem  it  a  signal  honor  that  our  officers  were  installed  by  Grand  Sire 
Cockrum,  assisted  by  Past  Grand  Sire  Pinkerton  who  officiated  as  his 
Grand  Marshal.  I  regret  exceedingly  to  report  a  net  loss  in  our  mem¬ 
bership,  the  causes  and  reasons  for  which  are  fully  explained  in  the 
following  abstract  from  the  communication  presented  to  the  Grand 
Encampment  by  George  A.  Heighway,  Grand  Patriarch.  ‘  Upon  assum¬ 
ing  the  office  of  Grand  Patriarch  last  February  I  was  confronted  “  not 
by  a  theory  but  by  a  condition  of  affairs  ”  almost  if  not  quite  unprec¬ 
edented  in  the  history  of  this  Grand  Encampment,  At  its  last  session 
in  the  month  of  December,  1909,  New  England  Encampment,  No.  34, 
East  Cambridge,  with  a  membership  of  74,  voted  to  surren¬ 
der  its  charter.  At  the  earnest  solicitation  of  Grand  Patriarch  Kings¬ 
bury,  the  members  were  persuaded  to  continue  as  an  encampment 
until  after  the  session  of  the  Grand  Encampment  in  February,  1910,  in 
order  that  beneficial  legislation  in  their  behalf  might  then  be  enacted. 
On  March  16,  1910,  the  final  meeting  of  New  England  Encampment 
was  held,  the  charter  was  returned  to  the  Grand  Scribe’s  office,  and 
74  patriarchs  severed  their  connection  with  the  Patriarchal 
branch  of  our  Order.  So  far  as  I  have  been  able  to  learn  very  few 
of  them  have  re-united  with  any  other  encampment,  8  withdrawal 
cards  having  been  issued  by  the  Recording  Scribe,  and  15  defunct 
certificates  by  the  Grand  Scribe,  pro  tern:  Thus  at  the  very  opening 
of  the  year  we  were  brought  face  to  face  with  a  direct  loss  of  mem¬ 
bership  which  it  was  almost  impossible  to  overcome.  Again  a  con¬ 
solidation  in  the  city  of  Springfield  resulted  in  the  suspension  of 
72  patriarchs  in  the  2  encampments  for  non-payment  of  dues,  and 
the  total  loss  reported  by  the  2  Springfield  encampments  from 
all  sources  was  86.  Had  we  not  met  with  a  loss  of  160 
patriarchs  in  East  Cambridge  and  Springfield  the  decrease  in  mem¬ 
bership  would  have  been  only  one-third  of  that  reported.  By  the  cul¬ 
mination  of  events  which  were  in  progress  previous  to  my  installation 
as  Grand  Patriarch,  and  which  were  but  the  natural  results  of  the 
unsatisfactory  conditions  which  have  existed  for  some  time,  I  am 
obliged  to  report  a  loss  of  248  in  membership  for  the  year  1910.  This 
I  believe  to  be  due  to  causes  already  mentioned,  and  also  to  a  lack 
of  energy  upon  the  part  of  the  patriarchs  in  trying  to  secure  new 
members.  Until  our  members  awaken  to  a  realizing  sense  of  the 
responsibility  resting  upon  them,  and  of  the  necessity  for  earnest  and 
effective  work  on  their  part  to  increase  our  numbers,  I  can  see  no 
prospect  of  any  improvement.  I  sincerely  hope  that  when  the  meas¬ 
ures  now  before  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  action  shall  have 
reached  a  satisfactory  solution,  our  members  will  realize  the  need 
there  is  for  active  work  and  that  all  will  unite  in  a  sincere  and 
earnest  effort  to  build  up  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order.’  ” 
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Michigan. — Jno.  B.  Penfield,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  The  condition 
of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  the  Wolverine  State  con¬ 
tinues  to  show  gains,  and  there  has  been  no  backward  move  during 
the  year  which  recently  closed.  While  there  was  only  one  new 
encampment  instituted,  and  we  lost  one  by  consolidation  and  5  by 
death,  still  our  total  membership  in  the  State  shows  a  gain  of  479, 
which  we  are  rejoiced  in.  We  initiated  1246,  admitted  89  by  card  and 
reinstated  an  even  hundred,  our  gain  being  1435.  The  losses  were 
69  withdrawals,  1  expulsion,  85  deaths  and  801  suspensions,  making 
our  total  loss  956,  leaving  the  net  increase  as  stated  479.  The  sus¬ 
pension  list  continues  large,  but  not  so  much  so  as  in  former  years. 
We  are  glad  to  be  able  to  thus  report  such  a  nice  net  gain,  over  5 
per  cent.  I  am  sure  the  general  interest  continues  all  about  the  Juris¬ 
diction,  and  the  showing  made  in  the  face  of  the  net  loss  of  5  camps, 
a  gain  of  about  one-third  of  the  total  increase  of  the  Patriarchal  Order 
in  the  world,  is  encouragement  for  all.  The  recent  session  of  our 
Grand  Encampment  at  Lansing,  the  capital  city,  was  the  largest  ever 
held,  and  the  prize  drills,  attendance  of  the  Cantons  of  the  Patriarchs 
Militant,  the  best  ever.  This  Grand  Body  had  nearly  double  the  Past 
Chief  Patriarchs  present  ever  in  attendance.  Such  gatherings  cannot 
fail  to  revive  interest  and  keep  the  encampment  work  to  the  front.” 

Mississippi. — John  A.  Lamkin,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report 
shows  a  large  decrease  in  membership,  but  this  is  caused  principally 
by  the  charter  of  dormant  encampments  being  arrested.  The 
Patriarchal  branch  is  really  in  a  good,  healthy  condition  in  this 
State,  and  I  feel  assured  that  from  now  on  it  will  show  a  steady  in¬ 
crease.” 

Missouri. — Ben  Weidle,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  I  believe  Missouri 
has  at  last  discovered  what  is  necessary  to  promote  growth  and  keep 
up  interest  in  Patriarchal  degrees.  It  is  just  work;  and  after  that 
more  work;  and  following  that,  to  remember  that  there  is  no  rest 
on  earth.  Matters  are  so  shaping  themselves,  with  our  help,  that  we 
will  show  a  decided  increase  this  year  with  a  better  one  next  year. 

I  have  revived  no  less  than  7  dormant  encampments  and  have 

instituted  5;  3  charters  were  taken  up.  We  are  building  good 

camps  in  Missouri  and  expect  to  reap  the  final  benefit,  success.  We 
are  looking  for  10,000  patriarchs  and  are  going  to  get  them.” 

Montana. — ^R.  W.  Kemp,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “With  pleasure  I 
report  an  improvement  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order;  there 
are  no  dormant  encampments  in  the  Jurisdiction,  and  their  reports 
indicate  renewed  interest  in  this  branch.  The  Eastern  section  of  our 
Jurisdiction  reports  considerable  interest  and  promises  some  new 

encampments  in  the  near  future.  While  the  gain  in  membership  is 

not  so  large  as  I  would  like  to  see  still  I  am  confident  that  by  the 
time  another  report  is  due  we  will  have  rolled  up  a  good  increase  in 
members  as  well  as  encampments.” 

Nebraska. — I.  P.  Gage,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  year’s  story  for 
Nebraska  is  not  what  we  expected.  Our  growth  is  slow.  The,  juris¬ 
diction  is,  perhaps,  in  better  condition  than  for  years;  but  it  is  not 
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what  it  should  be  nor  what  it  is  sure  to  become  when  we  can  be  cer¬ 
tain  what  to  expect.  In  a  bit  of  history,  whose  truthfulness  cannot 
be  questioned,  we  are  told  of  an  unfortunate  invalid  for  a  dozen  years, 
who  ‘  suffered  many  things  of  many  physicians,  and  had  spent  all  that 
she  had,  and  was  nothing  bettered,  but  rather  grew  worse.’  With 
some  hesitancy  we  are  comparing  this  record  with  Patriarchal  con¬ 
ditions  in  our  Jurisdiction — only  to  find  so  much  similarity  as  to 
cause  great  fear  of  fatal  results.  For  a  long  time,  now,  the  doctors 
have  been  telling  us,  with  wise  shakes  of  the  head,  that  Patriarchal 
Odd  Fellowship  was  dangerously  sick.  We,  ourselves,  did  not  realize 
it,  but  we  dared  not  dispute  the  Pill-men,  and  so  we  have  submitted 
to  their  prescriptions,  and  swallowed  their  remedies,  with  no  per¬ 
ceptible  improvement.  Nor  yet  so  far,  with  any  fatalities,  for  which 
we  are ,  devoutly  thankful.  We  send  our  humble  petition  to  the 
honorable  band  that  presides  over  our  destinies  praying  that  if  we 
must  still  take  treatment  that  they  will  change  the  formula  and  reduce 
the  dose.  We  confidently  assert  that  any  social  salve  will  never  heal  our 
sores,  and  that  merger-medicine  will  prove  the  poison  to  end  our  days.” 

Nevada. — Wm.  Sutherland,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  I  am  pleased  to 
report  a  gain  of  one  new  encampment  and  54  members  in  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  our  Order  for  the  year  1910.  Times  are  im¬ 
proving  slowly  but  steadily  in  this  State,  and  we  expect  this  branch 
of  our  Order  to  receive  some  of  the  benefits  from  said  improvements, 
by  an  increased  membership.” 


New  Hampshire. — Hendrick  A.  Currier,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It 
is  with  pleasure  that  I  send  you  a  few  lines  about  the  Encampment 
branch  of  our  Order  in  New  Hampshire.  The  reports  from  the  encamp¬ 
ments  of  this  Jurisdiction  for  the  past  year  give  us  a  gain  of  45. 
Though  unequal  to  our  expectations  it  indicates  a  marked  improve¬ 
ment  over  those  of  the  previous  years.  The  returns  encourage  a  hope 
that  the  lowest  mark  is  past  and  a  gradual  rise  year  by  year  will  soon 
bring  this  branch  up  to  the  proportion  we  should  have  to  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  in  our  State.  We  trust  that  every  encampment  will 
do  its  part  this  year  and  give  a  still  larger  gain.  Let  ‘  work  ’  be  the 
watchword  ‘  enthusiastic  faith  ’  the  incentive,  and  ‘  increased  mem¬ 
bership  ’  the  goal.” 


New  Jersey. — Frank  R.  Jummel,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  annual 
report  for  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  Jersey  again  shows  a  de¬ 
crease  in  membership.  Of  course,  the  report  embraces  only  the  year 
1910  proper,  and  does  not  show  the  result  of  the  last  four  months’ 
labors  of  the  Grand  Patriarch,  who  retires  at  the  end  of  April;  with 
the  figures  pertaining  to  that  period  of  time  added,  the  report  would 
make  a  different  and  vastly  better  showing.  It  would  perhaps  be 
well  to  arrange  a  plan,  whereby  each  Grand  Patriarch  might  receive 
the  proper  credit  for  such  accomplishments  as  he  may  be  entitled  to. 
Generally  speaking,  the  Patriarchal  branch  in  New  Jersey  is  in  good 
condition,  several  encampments  have  been  consolidated,  assuring 
stronger  encampments,  and  a  concentration  of  working  forces,  which 
eventually  must  lead  to  good  results.” 
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New  York. — Harry  Walker,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  hopeful 
anticipations  that  to  some  degree  tempered  regret  in  1910,  at  being 
compelled  to  report,  for  the  first  time  in  over  a  score  of  years,  a 
loss  in  the  Encampment  branch,  have  been  to  some  extent  realized  at 
the  present  writing.  Though  the  gain  reported  is  so  small  as  to  seem 
merely  a  foothold  for  a  further  advance,  we  are  encouraged  by  the 
rather  imperfect  data  of  our  semi-annual  returns,  to  believe  that  a 
substantial  advance  has  been  made,  and  that  the  close  of  1911  will 
complete  a  prosperous  year  of  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  this 
Jurisdiction.  Again  it  has  been  proved  that  a  conscientious  and  ener¬ 
getic  administration  will  stimulate  the  subordinate  bodies  to  zealous 
activity  in  their  various  duties,  and  that  we  must  look  to  the  Grand 
Patriarch  each  succeeding  year  for  the  fresh  inspiration  that  carries 
forward  continued  advance.  I  may  say  that  New  York  has  been 
greatly  favored  with  able  leaders  in  both  branches.” 

North  Dakota. — H.  J.  Rowe,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  past  year 
has  been  an  extremely  hard  one  for  the  Odd  Fellows  in  this  Jurisdic¬ 
tion,  crops  were  poor,  money  scarce  and  the  growth  of  the  Order  was 
retarded.  Notwithstanding  this  drawback,  the  Encampment  branch 
of  the  Order  has  not  only  preserved  its  membership,  but  has  increased 
its  number  by  over  a  hundred.  The  report  does  not  include  a  new 
encampment  instituted  since  these  reports  have  come  in.  We  are 
greatly  encouraged  after  taking  our  bearings  and  reasonably  expect 
an  increased  activity  in  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  during  the 
present  year.  The  next  Grand  Encampment,  May  5-6,  1912,  meets  at 
Williston.” 

Ontario. — John  A.  MacDonald,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The 
Patriarchal  branch  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  made  some  progress  during 
the  past  year.  We  are  able  to  report  a  net  gain  of  287,  witli  exceed¬ 
ingly  bright  prospects  for  a  large  increase  during  1911.  We  have 
inaugurated  a  strong  and  vigorous  campaign,  which,  we  are  confident, 
will  be  productive  of  good  results,  and  fully  anticipate  numerous 
additions  to  the  Patriarchal  family  in  Ontario  during  the  present 
term.  Many  of  our  encampments  have  become  exceedingly  busy  and 
active,  and  reports  are  very  encouraging  all  along  the  line.  Our 
Grand  Patriarch  and  other  officers  are  enthusiastic  and  indefatigable 
workers,  and  all  are  doing  their  utmost  to  make  at  least  a  25  per 
cent  increase  in  membership  during  the  present  year.” 

Oregon. — E.  E.  Sharon,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  report  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Oregon,  shows  a  net  gain  of  309  and  a  total 
membership  of  4333.  This  may  be  considered  pretty  good  for  Oregon, 
and  prospects  are  better  for  the  present  year.” 

Quebec. — W.  Kennedy,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “  In  reference  to  the 
Encampment  branch  in  this  Province,  can  report  that  our  progress 
during  the  past  year  was  about  up  to  expectations.  We  do  not  look 
for  any  great  advance,  but  we  hope  to  report  a  steady  increase.” 

Rhode  Island. — ^Wm.  H.  T.  Mosley,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  sub¬ 
mitting  my  annual  report  I  regret  very  much  to  announce  that  the 
Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  shows  a  slight 
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decrease  in  membership.  While  the  shrinkage  is  not  enough  to 
cause  serious  misgivings  of  the  immediate  future,  it  is  sufficient,  how¬ 
ever,  to  awaken  the  patriarchs  to  a  keener  sense  of  their  responsi¬ 
bilities  and  opportunities.  The  growth  of  the  Encampment  branch, 
as  indeed  of  the  entire  Order,  depends  in  a  great  measure  upon  the 
work  done  by  the  members  themselves;  hence,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect 
that  with  a  little  extra  individual  effort  and  enthusiasm  on  the  part 
of  both  officers  and  members  the  balance  will  be  on  the  right  side  at 
the  close  of  the  present  year.” 

South  Carolina. — P.  C.  Perry,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “In  tendering 
you  my  report  as  Grand  Scribe,  I  can  only  say  that  we  have  held  our 
own,  with  some  sections  of  our  Jurisdiction  having  had  some  heavy 
suspensions.  We  have  gained  one  encampment.  At  our  session  just 
held  in  Greenville,  the  Home  of  our  beloved  orphans,  we  had  a  good 
meeting,  and  I  think  the  many  obligations  that  our  patriarchs  have 
been  making  in  the  past,  will  be  executed  in  work  this  year.  You  hear 
so  many  say  that  something  must  be  done  to  advance  this,  the  most 
sublime  work  of  our  Order.  I  think  there  is  only  one  solution  to  this 
problem  and  that  is,  we  need  more  workers  in  our  ranks.”

South  Dakota. — Harvey  J.  Rice,  Grand  Scribe,  writes :  “  In  the 

Encampment  branch  we  have  made  fairly  good  progress  though  not 
as  much  as  we  had  hoped.  Our  net  gain  for  1910  was  256  as  against 
168  the  previous  year.  Our  total  membership  Jan.  1,  1911,  was  1996.

— J.  R.  Harwell,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “I  am  sorry  to 
report  a  falling  off  in  encampment  membership  due  mostly  to  sus¬ 
pensions  for  non-payment  of  dues.  Then  the  recent  revision  of  the 
Encampment  Ritual  has  played  havoc  with  several  encampments  and 
has  so  dispirited  and  discouraged  them  that  they  have  surrendered 
their  charters  and  quit.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  amid  all  our  dis¬ 
couragements  we  have  recently  instituted  several  new  encampments 
with  others  in  prospect,  and  the  future  is  more  promising.” 


Texas. — Chas  L.  Sauer,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “We  are  pleased 
to  announce  that  the  Encampment  branch  in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction 
shows  a  handsome  increase,  both  numerically  and  financially,  but 
still  the  growth  is  not  as  it  should  be,  compared  with  that  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges.  A  large  majority  of  our  encampments  in  Texas, 
have  a  small  membership,  30  being  about  the  average,  and  as  only 
about  25  per  cent  attend  the  regular  meetings  of  their  encamp¬ 
ments  it  is  impossible  to  present  the  degrees  to  the  candidates  in  a 
proper  and  impressive  manner,  and  they  are  merely  obligated  and 
instructed  in  the  secret  work,  but  know  nothing  of  the  beautiful  les¬ 
sons  taught  and  exemplified  in  the  three  degrees.  Naturally  the  candi¬ 
date  is  disappointed  and  rarely,  if  ever,  returns  to  the  lodge  room, 
suspension  for  non-payment  of  dues  follows,  and  at  the  close  of  the 
term,  instead  of  an  increase,  in  most  instances  is  shown  a  decrease. 
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In  soliciting  membership  from  the  ranks  of  the  subordinate  lodge  for 
the  encampment  we  tell  them  of  the  beautiful  teachings  portrayed  in 
the  Patriarchal,  Golden  Rule  and  Royal  Purple  degrees  and  on  the 
strength  of  these  assertions  application  is  made,  fees  are  paid,  the 
candidate  is  admitted,  obligated,  half  way  instructed  in  the  secret 
work,  but  is  shown  nothing  of  the  ritualistic  work.  Wherever  an 
encampment  is  equipped  with  the  necessary  paraphernalia  and  the 
members  are  determined  to  confer  the  degrees  in  strict  accordance 
with  the  requirements  of  the  Ritual  and  not  only  obligate  the  candi¬ 
date,  there  prosperity  reigns,  and  good  results  follow.  I  am  not  an 
agent  for  any  manufacturer  of  regalia  and  paraphernalia,  neither 
have  I  sold  or  received  a  commission  for  the  sale  of  any,  but  I  am  of 
the  opinion  that  better  results  can  be  obtained  in  the  Patriarchal 
branch  if  no  dispensations  or  charters  be  issued  to  new  encampments 
until  they  have  supplied  themselves  with  the  necessary  equipments  as 
required  by  the  Ritual. 

During  my  incumbency  as  Grand  Scribe  many  encampments  have 
surrendered  their  charters,  after  existing  for  from  one  to  three  years, 
without  even  having  supplied  themselves  with  collars  for  their  officers 
and  members.  Legislation  along  these  lines,  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  may  be  productive  of  some  good  results.” 

Utah. — W.  J.  Moore,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “It  is  with  a  great  deal 
of  pleasure  and  satisfaction  that  I  report  the  condition  of  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  of  the  Order  in  Utah,  this  Body  is  enjoying  the 
most  successful  year  in  its  history.  Our  encampments  have  increased 
from  10  to  50  per  cent  in  membership,  and  6  new  encampments  have 
'been  instituted  since  our  last  session  in  November,  1910,  with  4  more 
in  sight.  When  our  Grand  Body  met  in  annual  session,  November, 
1910,  though  our  membership  was  less  than  500,  we  agreed  to  make 
it  1001  before  our  next  session,  and  have  at  this  time  almost  900,  and 
we  are  confident  that  by  September  1  we  will  have  the  1001,  and  shall 
ask  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  in  Indianapolis,  to  seat 
a  second  Grand  Representative  from  this  the  garden  spot  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains,  Utah.  Our  Grand  Patriarch,  P,  P.  Christensen,  is 
untiring  in  his  efforts  in  this  branch  of  our  Order,  and  each  and 
every  patriarch  is  putting  forth  his  best  efforts,  to  make  his  term  a 
grand  success,  time  alone  can  tell.  Utah,  at  the  1911  session  will 
stand  side  by  side  with  the  sister  States,  with  four  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  unless  all  signs  fail.” 


Virginia. — E.  M.  Bunch,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  general  apathy 
existing  in  the  Patriarchial  branch  in  Virginia  seems  to  have,  at 
last,  been  broken  and  while  the  encampments  show  a  net  loss  for  the 
year,  yet  indications  point  to  renewed  interest  and  several  applica¬ 
tions  have  been  received  for  the  institution  of  new  encampments.  It 
is  hoped  that  this  renewed  interest  will  grow  during  the  forthcoming 
year  and  that  this  branch  will  very  soon  assume  that  position  of 
importance  to  the  Order  in  Virginia  justly  its  right.” 

Washington. — Louis  F.  Hart,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “A  net  gain 
of  only  a  little  more  than  per  cent  for  the  year  1910,  is  not  a 
satisfactory  showing  for  Patriarchal  Odd  Fellowship  in  Washington; 
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but  with  4  new  encampments  since  January  1st,  all  of  our  camps 
doing  some  work,  and  over  200  admissions  in  one  of  our  large  encamp¬ 
ments,  every  indication  points  to  a  net  increase  of  more  than  10  per 
cent  for  the  year  1911.” 

West  Virginia. — C.  L.  Simpson,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  En¬ 
campment  branch  of  the  Order  in  West  Virginia  has  suffered  con¬ 
siderably  in  the  last  two  years  and  the  vigorous  growth  of  the  Order 
for  the  years  of  1906,  1907  and  1908,  has  almost  entirely  disappeared. 
Many  of  our  encampments  have  gone  out  of  existence,  due,  it  seems, 
to  a  loss  of  interest,  and  this  may  be  traced  to  the  low  fees,  dues  and 
benefit  system.  The  members  seem  to  have  lost  all  interest  in  the 
Encampment  branch,  but  appear,  in  the  same  localities,  as  vigorous 
as  ever  in  the  subordinate  lodges,  showing,  pretty  clearly,  that  the 
lasting  interest  of  the  membership  is  where  it  gets  the  most  direct 
benefit.  It  is  hoped  that  the  question  of  putting  the  encampments  on 
the  same  basis  of  degree  fees,  dues  and  benefits,  will  receive  special 
attention  at  the  coming  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  I 
believe  it  should  be  enacted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  all 
lodges  and  encampments  in  all  Jurisdictions,  shall  have  the  minimum 
degree  fees,  dues  and  benefits  alike  and  the  encampments  should  be 
the  same  per  each  degree  as  the  subordinate  lodge.” 


Wisconsin. — Jas.  A.  Fathers,  Grand  Scribe,  writes:  “The  condition 
of  the  Patriarchal  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  has  im¬ 
proved  over  last  year,  there  seems  to  be  a  more  lively  interest  in  the 
work  and  it  now  seems  as  though  we  were  going  to  get  back  to  the 
old  time  enthusiasm.  While  our  gain  has  been  small,  yet  it  is  in 
the  right  direction.  This  Grand  Encampment  both  last  year  and  this 
year  has  offered  cash  prizes  for  the  most  efficient  work  on  the  En¬ 
campment  degrees  to  be  conferred  at  the  meetings  of  the  Grand  En¬ 
campment  by  the  several  contestants  and  has  created  quite  a  lively 
interest  in  the  degree  work,  and  we  look  for  good  results  from  these 
methods.  The  lodges  and  encampments  are  agitating  the  matter  of 
putting  in  the  field  of  Odd  Fellowship  an  organizer  or  Grand  Instructor 
or  something  of  that  sort  to  work  up  a  membership  throughout  the 
State  and  will  possibly  be  a  subject  for  the  consideration  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  at  their  next  sessions.” 


REBEKAH  ASSEMBLIES. 

Alabama. — Leona  B.  Kirk,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  am  sorry  to  report 
the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Alabama  on  the  decrease, 
both  in  membership  and  number  of  lodges.  This  is,  we  believe,  to  be 
for  the  good  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  Alabama,  as  it  will  serve  to 
arouse  many  of  our  brothers  and  sisters  to  greater  work,  and  we 
confidently  expect  a  reaction  both  in  membership  and  number  of 
lodges  during  the  term  1911-1912.  We  expect  our  statistical  report 
for  1911  to  show  a  decided  increase  and  while  we  may  not  gain  back 
the  loss  for  1910,  we  expect  a  decided  improvement.  The  Home  is 
a  great  inspiration,  and  the  Rebekahs  of  Alabama  have  donated 
liberally  in  clothing,  toys,  and  some  cash  to  this  work.”

There  were  not  as  many  representatives  present  as  usual  owing  to 
the  distance.  While  we  did  not  gain  in  membership  the  past  year  the 
Rebekah  lodges  are  all  in  a  very  good  condition.  A  great  interest 
has  been  shown  in  the  new  work  as  laid  down  in  our  new  Ritual  and 
all  are  striving  to  perfect  themselves  in  the  work.  In  the  14 
years  I  have  been  Secretary  of  the  Assembly,  I  have  never  seen  the 
business  conducted  in  a  better  manner,  or  with  more  despatch  than 
it  was  this  session  by  our  President,  Sister  Vernettie  Ivy.” 


Arkansas. — Adelaide  D.  Horton,  Acting  Secretary,  writes:  “The 
Rebekahs  of  Arkansas  seem  to  be  going  through  one  of  the  periods 
of  depression  which  at  times  trouble  almost  all  organizations.  Com¬ 
paratively  few  lodges  report  any  gain  in  membership.  The  large 
majority  report  more  dropped  for  non-payment  of  dues  than  are 
initiated.  Were  it  not  for  the  new  lodges  instituted  the  membership 
in  the  degree  would  decrease  rather  than  increase.  There  promises 
to  be  fewer  new  lodges  this  year  than  for  several  previous  ones.  The 
lodges  mostly  report  a  few  earnest  workers  who  are  willing  to  stand 
at  the  wheel,  and  who  say  that  if  perseverance  counts  for  anything 
they  will  be  heard  from  some  day.  With  this  spirit  we  feel  that  we 
shall  hold  our  own  and  when  the  tide  turns  will  be  ready  to  take 
advantage  of  it  for  the  good  of  the  Order.”

California. — Mary  E.  Donoho,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Order  in 
California  for  the  past  year,  has  not  made  the  usual  progress  from  a 
numerical  standpoint,  yet  more  than  gratifying  is  the  record  of  good 
work  accomplished,  the  improved  financial  conditions,  and  the  general 
substantial  prosperity  of  our  Rebekah  lodges.  Our  Orphans’  Home  was 
never  in  better  condition,  nor  ever  held  a  larger  or  happier  family, 
consisting  of  26  girls  and  42  boys.  Two  of  our  good  boys,  Jules 
Chourre  and  Fred  Ventuleth,  recently  graduated  from  the  Gilroy  High 
School.  The  first  mentioned,  an  ambitious  and  very  worthy  boy,  will 
continue  his  studies,  and  hopes,  and  expects,  by  his  own  efforts  to  work 
his  way  through  a  course  in  college.  He  will  enter  the  University  of 
California  in  August.  The  session  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  of  1911, 
was  held  in  San  Francisco,  in  May,  and  was  a  meeting  of  more  than 
ordinary  interest  and  pleasure.  San  Francisco  will  also  be  our 
meeting  place  in  1912.” 


Colorado. — E.  V.  L.  Beggs,  Secretary,  writes :  “  Am  pleased  to  report 
a  healthy  condition  of  the  Rebekah  branch  in  Colorado.  Nine  lodges 
have  been  instituted  since  last  October.  We  are  sorry  we  cannot  report 
something  definite  about  our  Home;  perhaps  the  Grand  Lodge  will 
decide  upon  a  site  at  the  next  session.” 

Connecticut. — Mary  E.  Johnson,  Secretary,  writes:  “In  my  judg¬ 
ment  our  last  report  showed  that  the  year  1910  was  a  step  toward 
progress,  and  while  the  visible  increase  in  membership  is  not  as  large 
as  it  should  be  owing  to  suspensions  and  withdrawals,  our  net  gain 
was  164,  nearly  three  times  that  of  the  previous  year.

These 
new  members  are  full  of  enthusiasm  and  are  greatly  interested  in  the 
work.'  Our  orphanage  fund  is  steadily  increasing  having  $4039.53  as 
per  last  report.  Am  confident  that  the  year  1911  will  show  far  greater 
results  than  any  that  have  preceded.” 


Florida. — S.  D.  Davis,  Secretary,  writes:  “This  Jurisdiction  under 
the  very  able  and  creditable  work  of  our  Past  President,  Sister  Phifer, 
has  cause  to  feel  quite  elated  over  our  last  Assembly  year’s  work. 
Five  new  lodges  were  instituted,  and  I  think  three  resuscitated,  and 
while  there  has  been  many  suspensions  for  non-payment  of  dues,  we 
have  quite  an  increase  in  membership,  and  there  seems  much  real 
earnestness  and  life  among  the  lodges.  Many  have  taken  up  the  new 
floor  work  and  are  doing  nicely,  many  are  trying  for  certificates  of 
perfection  in  the  secret  work,  and  I  think  I  may  say  that  we  are 
prospering,  and  feel  the  effect  of  last  year’s  good  work.  Many  are 
looking  forward  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in 
Indianapolis.  Our  present  President  is  a  good  and  earnest  woman, 
and  we  hope  for  good  results  from  her  year’s  work.” 


Georgia. — A.  L.  Moore,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  progress  made  by 
the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  in  this  Jurisdiction  during  the  past 
year  has  been  most  satisfactory.  17  new  lodges  were  instituted  giving 
us  77  active  lodges  with  a  membership  of  3951,  a  net  gain  of  445  mem¬ 
bers  the  past  year.

A  committee  from  the  Grand  Lodge  was 
appointed  to  co-operate  with  us,  and  now  with  their  assistance  we 
expect  to  soon  have  our  cherished  hopes  realized  and  a  location 
selected  for  our  Home.” 


Idaho. — Frances  Crosson,  Secretary,  writes :  “  The  Rebekah  lodges 
in  this  Jurisdiction  are  all  working  harmoniously.  We  have  now  104 
lodges  with  a  membership  of  over  5000.  The  brothers  are  plotting  the 
ground  to  be  used  at  some  future  time  for  our  Home.  This  land  lays 
near  the  town  of  Caldwell  and  was  the  gift  of  one  of  our  good  brothers.

We  have  about  $5000  in  the  Home  Fund  which 
we  hope  to  use  toward  furnishings,  etc.  Our  Jurisdiction  has  been 
blest,  in  so  far  as  the  real  needs  of  a  Home  have  been  few.  At  the 
present  time  not  more  than  a  dozen  could  be  found  that  would  enter, 
if  all  were  ready  to  receive  them,  and  these  the  brothers  find  cheaper 
by  far  to  care  for  by  boarding  at  other  Homes  than  to  maintain  a 
Home  in  our  Jurisdiction,  yet  we  sisters  are  like  all  mothers  we  want 
a  Home  if  there  is  but  just  ‘  we  two.’  ” 
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Illinois. — Mary  P.  Miller,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  summary  of 
Rebekah  lodges  in  Illinois  for  the  12  months  ending  December  31, 
1910,  shows  the  membership  of  this  branch  of  the  Order  to  be  47,057. 
To  be  able  to  report  this  gives  us  much  pleasure,  and  is  an  inspira¬ 
tion  to  greater  achievements.  We  are  not  contented  nor  satisfied. 
Large  membership,  however,  avails  us  nothing  unless  the  true  spirit 
of  fraternal  love  pervades  this  great  body  from  center  to  circum¬ 
ference,  and  impels  the  sisterhood  to  demonstrate  its  teachings  by 
an  every-day,  individual  practical  work,  and  this  is  quite  apparent 
to  the  guest  who  visits  our  Orphans’  Home  at  Lincoln,  where  we 
point  with  pride  to  the  Domestic  Science  Memorial  Building,  and  the 
beautiful  chapel  nicely  furnished  with  an  organ  and  comfortable  seats 
at  our  Old  Polks’  Home.  The  appropriations  for  both  these  buildings 
were  donated  by  the  Rebekahs  of  Illinois.  Many  new  lodges  have  been 
instituted  during  the  year.  Our  President,  Dora  L.  North,  and  the 
other  officers  are  alert  to  the  advancement  and  progression  of  the 
Order,  and  much  interest  and  enthusiasm  is  manifested  in  the  work 
throughout  the  State.” 


Indiana. — Ella  M.  Clark,  Secretary,  writes:  “A  copy  of  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  of  the  recent  session  of  the  Indiana  Rebekah  Assembly  will 
reach  you  in  due  course,  from  which  you  will  note  that  we  have  lost 
the  place  of  honor  in  numerical  strength  so  long  held  by  us.  This 
place  we  are  zealously  endeavoring  to  regain,  feeling  sure  that  with 
proper  application  of  effort  we  can  do  so.  We  are  pleased,  however, 
with  the  financial  condition — in  fact  with  every  other  feature  save 
the  one  above  mentioned.” 


Iowa. — S.  Elizabeth  Matheney,  Secretary,  writes:  “We  are  glad  to 
report  that  the  Rebekah  degree  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition  in 
Iowa  and  that  it  continues  to  receive  the  hearty  support  of  the  Grand 
Lodge.  All  seem  to  have  one  common  interest,  the  advancement  of 
the  Order.  Since  our  last  Assembly  session  we  have  organized  15 
new  Rebekah  lodges,  all  apparently  good,  healthy  organizations  giving 
much  promise.

While  we  have  not  as  yet  reached  the  40,000  mark 
in  membership  yet  we  mean  to  and  are  working  hard  to  reach  and 
pass  it.  Most  of  our  lodges  are  individually  doing  good  work  and  are 
ready  to  respond  to  each  and  every  call.  We  feel  we  have  much  to  be 
thankful  for  and  of  which  to  be  proud.” 


Kansas. — Iza  E.  Potter,  Secretary,  writes:  “You  will  see  by  the 
annual  report  that  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  Kansas 
has  a  membership  of  27,084,  a  net  gain  of  1625.  By  the  untiring  efforts 
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of  our  President,  Bertha  Willis,  we  are  gaining  new  lodges  and  mem¬ 
bers  and  reviving  indifferent  ones.  In  the  midst  of  our  rejoicings 
over  the  gains  in  membership  we  pause  to  pay  tribute  to  the  memory 
of  Past  President,  Jennie  M.  Wehe,  who  was  the  first  President  of  our 
Home  Board  of  Trustees  and  who,  on  March  10,  1911,  was  called  to 
that  Home  not  made  by  hands.  John  Black  Glenn,  the  first  Noble 
Grand  of  the  first  Rebekah  lodge  of  the  Universe,  passed  away  at 
Harper,  Kansas,  May  22.  For  many  years  past  his  membership  in 
both  the  subordinate  and  Rebekah  lodges  has  been  with  the  Kansans. 
All  branches  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  our  fair  Sunflower  State  are  work¬ 
ing  together  for  the  principles  of  our  Order  and  peace  and  harmony 
prevail.” 

Louisiana. — Eulalia  L.  Sayers,  Secretary,  writes :  ”  The  Rebekah 

branch  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  this  State  has  never  been  more  promising 
than  at  present.  Our  Home  at  Crowley  was  dedicated  in  March  at 
the  time  the  Assembly  met  in  that  thriving  city,  and  it  awakened  much 
enthusiasm  and  inspiration  in  those  who  had  before  been  indifferent 
toward  the  work,  making  them  feel  that  they  really  have  something 
to  work  for.  The  Assembly  has  been  greatly  aided  and  encouraged 
by  the  assistance  of  the  Grand  Lodge  Officers,  and  the  Grand  Lodge 
has  at  all  times  favored  us  in  every  way  possible  and  has  granted  us 
all  the  privileges  permissible  under  the  existing  laws.  Although  only 
three  months  of  the  Assembly  year  have  passed,  we  have  three  lodges 
ready  to  be  instituted.  Some  of  the  lodges  are  weak  and  need  assist¬ 
ance  and  instruction  in  the  work,  and  it  is  the  desire  of  the  Assembly 
to  be  able  ffnancially  to  aid  such  lodges  by  personal  visitation  of  sisters 
well  informed  in  the  work.” 

Maine. — Grace  E.  Walton,  Secretary,  writes :  ”  The  last  annual  report 
of  the  Rebekah  lodges  of  Maine,  compiled  in  January,  1911,  places  the 
membership  at  21,383  and  the  net  increase  for  the  year,  783.  There 
are  at  present  131  lodges  and  from  the  reports  received  from  our 
visiting  officers,  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  all  or  nearly  all,  are  in  good 
condition.  An  annual  event  in  most  districts  is  a  meeting  together 
of  the  lodges.  That  it  promotes  the  interests  of  the  Order  and  is  an 
inspiration  and  help,  can  hardly  be  questioned.  An  Assembly  officer 
is  usually  present  at  these  meetings.  Until  the  present  year,  the 
official  ranks  of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  have  remained  unbroken.  In 
the  early  spring.  Sister  Angelia  M.  Hayes,  of  Kittery,  the  eighth 
President  of  the  assembly,  passed  away.  Of  a  quiet  and  unassuming 
disposition,  she  was  greatly  beloved  and  her  quiet  influence  will  long 
be  felt.  The  Rebekahs  of  Maine  have  also  suffered  a  severe  loss  in 
the  death  of  Bro.  Russell  G.  Dyer,  for  many  years  Grand  Secretary. 
He  was  devoted  to  the  interests  of  the  Rebekahs  and  deeply  interested 
in  all  that  pertained  to  the  Order.  The  Home  Fund  is  growing  steadily 
under  the  management  of  the  Assembly  officers  assisted  by  the  Home 
Committee.” 

Manitoba. — Catherine  M.  McDonald,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  last 
year  has  shown  a  decided  growth  in  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order 
in  this  our  Prairie  Province;  indeed  it  has  advanced  in  great  strides, 
and  though,  through  a  per  capita  tax  being  levied,  we  may  expect  a 
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few  suspensions  during  this  the  first  year  of  our  Assembly’s  exist¬ 
ence,  we  are  looking  for  so  much  larger  an  increase  in  lodges,  that 
this  loss  in  membership  will  not  be  noticed.  Two  lodges  have  been 
instituted  since  March,  the  month  of  our  Assembly’s  institution,  and 
another  will  be  added  to  our  number  in  June.  There  are  at  present 
29  lodges,  with  a  total  membership  of  about  4175,  almost  double  that 
of  last  year.  Great  enthusiasm  is  shown  in  the  new  lodges,  degree 
staffs  being  formed  as  soon  as  one  is  instituted  and  candidates  are 
initiated  very  creditably,  the  new  floor  work  book  being  much  in 
demand.  Past  Grand  Representatives  say  that  they  have  seldom  seen 
better  work  than  that  done  by  the  degree  staffs  of  some  of  our  new 
lodges.  The  officers  of  the  Assembly  are  very  enthusiastic  also,  and 
are  working  together  harmoniously  with  but  one  aim,  and  that  the 
strengthening  df  Manitoba’s  link  in  the  great  chain  of  Odd  Fellowship.” 


Maritime  Provinces. — Mary  McKean,  Secretary,  writes:  “  I  have  the 
honor  to  report  that  during  the  year  1910,  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the 
Order  in  the  Maritime  Provinces  of  Canada,  has  made  substantial 
progress,  the  increase  in  membership  being  48  brothers  and  139  sisters, 
a  total  of  187.  Although  the  increase  has  not  been  as  large  as  esti¬ 
mated,  or  expected,  still  we  have  great  cause  to  be  thankful,  and  with 
the  assistance  of  a  very  efficient  staff  of  Assembly  officers,  we  look 
forward  to  greater  results  during  the  year  1911.” 


Maryland. — Susan  Jones,  Secretary,  writes:  “Maryland  instituted 
an  Assembly,  January  19,  1910,  and  since  that  time  the  Rebekah 
work  has  been  under  its  guidance  and  supervision.  Seven  lodges  have 
been  added  with  an  increase  of  about  650  members.  The  work  has 
been  pleasant  and  profitable.  The  membership  are  alive  to  needs  of 
our  great  Order  and  are  willing  to  sacrifice  for  its  good  and  welfare. 
We  are  looking  for  greater  results  in  the  future  and  anticipate  a  con- 
'  tinuance  of  the  splendid  achievements  of  the  past  year,  our  increase 
being  about  40  per  cent.  We  feel  that  such  results  prove  that 
constant  and  persistent  effort  wins.” 


Massachusetts. — Sarah  A.  Barry,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  pleased 
to  report  Massachusetts’  Rebekah  lodges  in  prosperity.  Four  new  lodges 
have  been  instituted  since  your  last  report  and  we  have  made  a  slight 
gain  in  membership.  Very  beautiful  work  is  given  in  nearly  all  the 
lodges  and  the  officers  strive  to  excel,  in  perfect  ritualistic  rendering. 
We  are  very  proud  of  our  beautified  Ritual.” 

Michigan. — Ida  M.  Davis,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah  branch 
of  the  Order  in  Michigan  is  in  a  very  prosperous  condition.  The 
work  has  increased  so  much  in  the  last  few  years  that  it  has  become 
impossible  for  the  President  of  the  Assembly  to  do  all  that  has  been 
expected  of  her,  and  the  Rebekah  Assembly  has  made  provision  for 
turning  over  part  of  the  work  to  the  Vice-President.  Already  we  are 
realizing  great  benefit  from  this  action.  More  lodges  are  being  visited, 
especially  the  weak  ones,  and  they  needed  help  badly,  and  the  Vice- 
President  is  given  the  opportunity  of  becoming  acquainted  with  the 
work,  thereby  being  able  to  take  hold  of  her  duties  another  year  with 
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some  definite  idea  of  what  she  has  before  her.  Our  net  gain  in  mem¬ 
bership,  1840,  is  very  gratifying  and  shows  work  along  all  lines.  We 
are  still  contributing  to  the  support  of  our  Home  at  Jackson,  and  have 
just  taken  steps  to  place  the  children,  who  have  been  cared  for  in  the 
main  building,  in  a  house  by  themselves,  which  we  call  the  Orphanage, 
and  it  will  be  our  share  of  the  work  hereafter,  to  pay  all  expense  in¬ 
curred  in  the  care  of  the  children — a  work  that  should  inspire  all 
true  Rebekahs  to  work  faithfully  for  the  good  of  the  Order.” 

Minnesota. — Eunice  Melville,  Secretary,  writes:  “  Rebekah  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Minnesota  reports  a  successful  year.  The  lodges  have 
been  active  in  work  for  the  Home  and  in  general  helpfulness.  We 
have  added  6  new  lodges  and  made  a  net  gain  of  289  members.  We, 
as  a  Jurisdiction,  are  solidly  against  the  organizatio'n  of  a  National 
.Rebekah  Assembly.  We  believe  it  best  for  all  branches  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  to  have  but  one  head  and  we  see  no  need  of  any  intervening 
advisory  body  for  Rebekahs  any  more  than  for  any  other  branch  of 
the  Order.  Odd  Fellowship  as  it  stands  to-day  has  the  simplest  form 
of  government  of  any  fraternal  organization  and  it  would  be  a  pity 
to  add  any  ‘  red  tape  ’  to  the  Order,  increasing  the  expense  of  doing 
good.” 

Mississippi. — Jodie  Rubush  Moss,  Secretary,  writes:  “  It  is  with  much 
pleasure  that  I  again  make  a  report  to  our  Grand  Secretary.  This  year 
I  can  say  our  members  have  worked  hard  and  the  lodges  are  stronger 
and  more  interested  than  heretofore.  Our  Assembly  meeting  took 
place  at  Brookhaven,  May  15,  1911,  with  large  attendance.  All  the 
officers  for  the  coming  session  have  faithfully  promised  to  pull  to¬ 
gether  for  the  good  of  the  Order,  which  means  strength  and  success. 
Every  lodge  made  a  good  report,  which  makes  us  feel  extremely  good.”

New  Mexico. — Louisa  B.  Sherwood,  Secretary,  writes:  “On  Decem¬ 
ber  31,  1910,  we  had  21  lodges  with  a  membership  of  1102;  since  that 
time  a  number  of  members  have  been  added,  two  new  lodges  insti¬ 
tuted  and  a  charter  issued  for  another.  We  anticipate  a  happy  time 
at  the  opening  of  our  Odd  Fellows’  Home,  at  Roswell,  in  October.” 

New  York. — Marrion  E.  Murray,  Secretary,  writes:  “We  have 
added  20  new  lodges  to  our  number  during  the  past  year.  One  has 
surrendered  its  charter,  while  some,  which  have  been  dormant,  have 
revived,  and  are  doing  good  work.

As  yet  we  have  no  Home 
but  are  caring  for  the  orphans,  the  aged  and  dependent  ones  of  our 
Order,  bringing  the  bright  rays  of  God’s  sunshine  into  the  lives  of  the 
heart-stricken,  doing  the  deeds  of  kindness  ‘  that  angels  might  not, 
nay  do  not,  scorn  to  perform.’  ” 

Ohio. — Emma  M.  Bell,  Secretary  writes:  “  I  am  pleased  to  report 
the  Order  in  Ohio  doing  well,  and  while  the  gain  in  membership  has 
not  been  as  great  this  year  as  formerly,  there  is  no  decrease  in 
enthusiasm,  and  we  are  working  with  as  much  zeal  as  ever  for  a  large 
increase  in  the  future.  The  Rebekahs  are  now  working  for  a  hospital

All 
lodges  are  in  a  good,  healthy  condition  and  new  members  are  being 
added  all  the  time.  We  have  a  wide  field  for  practicing  the  teachings 
of  the  Order,  and  an  opportunity  of  doing  much  good.”

the  continued  prosperity  of  Rebekah  Odd  Fellowship,  in  Oregon.'  Dur¬ 
ing  the  year  we  have  instituted  11  new  lodges  and  our  annual  reports 
show  a  membership  of  14,478,  a  gain  of  1094  over  the  previous  year.

The  Orphans’  Home  at  Tioga,  Philadelphia,  purchased  10 
acres  of  ground  upon  which  to  build  a  new  Home  and  trust  in  a 
year’s  time  to  occupy  the  new  building.  We  therefore  feel  we  are 
prospering  in  every  way.  Our  President  of  the  past  year  visited  many 
lodges  in  the  State  and  found  the  majority  of  lodges  visited  in  good 
condition.” 

Quebec. — H.  Spencer,  Secretary,  writes:  “Most  of  our  lodges,  if  not 
all,  are  in  a  good,  healthy  condition;  peace  and  harmony  prevails  in 
our  midst.  Our  gain  on  the  whole  may  not  be  as  great  as  last  year 
but  we  are  surely  and  steadily  gaining.  One  new  lodge  has  been  insti¬ 
tuted  so  far  this  year;  much  missionary  work  has  been  done  by  our 
Assembly  officers  and  we  are  looking  for  a  bountiful  harvest  during 
the  coming  year.”

1st,  a  total  membership  of  7169,  composed  of  2406  brothers  and  4565 
sisters  and  the  Order  is  still  growing.  Since  January  1st,  we  have 
instituted  11  new  Rebekah  lodges.  We  feel  that  the  growth  has  been 
very  satisfactory.”

Texas. — »J.  D.  Alexander,  Secretary,  writes:  “  Again  it  is  my 
pleasure  to  report,  to  you  the  progress  of  the  Rebekah  branch  of  Odd 
Fellowship  in  Texas  and  Mexico.  The  past  year  has  been  very  sue- 
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cessful  in  all  branches  of  the  Order.  There  was  added  to  the  list  of 
Rebekah  lodges  from  March,  1910,  to  March,  1911,  42  new  lodges;  the 
gain  in  membership,  4959;  total  membership  in  Texas,  22,449.  At  the 
last  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  Mexico  was  admitted  to  the 
jurisdiction  of  Texas,  broadening  the  territory  for  both  the  subor¬ 
dinate,  and  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order.  A  contract  has  been 
let  to  build  an  auditorium  and  natatorium  in  connection  with  the 
I.  O.  0.  F.  Home  in  Corsicana,  and  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order 
has  donated  $3000  toward  building  it.  Very  soon  the  erection  of 
another  Home  in  Texas  will  be  in  progress,  and  the  Rebekah  branch 
of  the  Order  will  be  a  helpmeet  in  that,  as  in  all  things  that  the 
brothers  undertake  in  Texas.  Texas  Rebekahs  are  proud  indeed  of  the 
record  our  worthy  young  President,  Miss  Bessie  Dolan,  is  making; 
she  is  the  first  young  girl  that  has  ever  filled  the  office  in  Texas,  and 
we  have  made  no  mistake  in  placing  her  at  the  head  of  this  beautiful 
Order,  that  will  soon  spread  into  Mexico,  and  then  the  whole  world 
will  feel  the  effects  of  Odd  Fellowship.  When  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  meets  in  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  in  September,  many  of 
the  Texas  Rebekahs  will  attend,  and  at  that  time  it  is  hoped  that  a 
General  Assembly  will  be  organized.” 


Utah. — Clara  I.  Moore,  Secretary,  writes;  “I  am  pleased  to  report 
the  continued  prosperity  of  the  lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction.  The  ritual¬ 
istic  work  performed  by  our  officers  of  the  various  lodges  is  a  credit, 
and  the  interest  is  growing.  Our  members  are  looking  forward  to  the 
building  of  an  Orphans’  Home  and  we  sincerely  believe  when  this  is 
once  accomplished  our  Rebekah  branch  will  advance.  At  the  close 
of  the  year’s  report,  April  18,  1911,  $164.35  had  been  paid  for  relief 
of  members.  True  this  is  small  in  comparison  to  other  Jurisdictions, 
but  ours  is  not  large,  numbering  21  lodges,  with  a  membership  of  1306. 
Our  reports  are  now  coming  in  showing  an  increase  from  every 
lodge,  which  is  gratifying.” 


Vermont. — Louise  L.  Boyce,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  pleased  to 
report  the  continued  prosperity  and  growth  in  the  Rebekah  branch  of 
the  Order.  3  new  lodges  have  been  added  to  our  number  this  year. 
The  plan  of  holding  district  meetings  has  been  continued.  The  official 
board  have  been  kept  busy  visiting  lodges  during  the  winter  months. 
The  outlook  for  a  prosperous  year  is  very  bright.” 

Virginia. — Ola  L.  Bunch,  Secretary,  writes :  ”  The  Rebekah  branch 
in  this  Jurisdiction  while  not  showing  any  decided  increase  in  mem¬ 
bership  the  past  year  has  yet  made  very  good  progress  and  is  doubt¬ 
less  now  on  a  better  basis  than  in  former  years.

$2000  toward  building  a  $10,000  school  and  chapel  at  our  Home  and 
hope  to  start  the  building  during  the  present  year.” 


Washington. — Nellie  M.  Knoff,  Secretary,  writes:  “The  Rebekah 
branch  of  our  Order,  continues  to  prosper  in  the  Evergreen  State. 
Lodges  enrolled  at  the  close  of  the  year,  208,  with  a  membership  of 
19,480,  a  net  gain  for  the  year  of  1487.  Since  then  14  lodges  have  been 
instituted.  The  Home  at  Walla  Walla,  continues  to  receive  the  hearty 
support  and  co-operation  of  the  entire  membership.  We  have  over 
$10,000  in  our  Orphans’  Home  Fund,  and  $119  in  our  Home  Cemetery 
Fund.  A  few  weeks  prior  to  the  anniversary  of  our  Order,  the  State 
President  issued  a  circular  letter  to  the  Rebekah  lodges  in  the  Juris¬ 
diction,  requesting  them  to  initiate  a  class  of  candidates  on  or  near 
the  26th  of  April,  in  honor  of  the  State  Secretary’s  16  years  of  service. 
In  the  few  weeks  allotted  to  them,  over  750  new  members  were  en¬ 
rolled.” 


West  Vieginia. — Martha  A.  Ferrell,  Secretary,  writes:  “I  am  glad 
to  say  that  the  Rebekah  branch  of  the  Order  is  in  a  flourishing  con¬ 
dition  in  West  Virginia.  Since  the  last  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  we  have  instituted  11  new  lodges  and  the  prospects  are 
bright  for  others.  We  now  have  a  membership  of  1703  brothers  and 
3284  sisters  making  a  total  of  4987  on  January  1,  1911.  We  dedicated 
our  new  Home  in  September  of  last  year  and  at  the  present  time  it 
has  a  number  of  residents.” 


FOREIGN  JURISDICTIONS. 

Netherlands. — H.  J.  Van  Wankum,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of 
May  20,  1911,  writes:  “Last  year  I  expressed  some  optimistic  views 
regarding  the  extension  of  our  Order  in  this  country,  and  though  these 
have  to  a  certain  extent  really  been  fulfilled,  as  may  appear  from  the 
number  of  77  new  members,  yet  I  cannot  help  stating  a  small  decrease 
upon  the  whole,  caused  by  the  sad  fact  that  our  Grand  Lodge  was 
obliged  to  banish  altogether  the  Willem  de  Zwyger  Lodge,  No.  8,  at 
the  Hague,  on  October  8,  1910,  numbering  38  members,  after  suspend¬ 
ing  them  previously.  (A  resolution  carried  in  our  yearly  meeting  on 
May  5,  1910,  expressing  our  opinion  that  the  said  lodge  at  the  Hague, 
had  acted  unbrotherly  toward  their  brethren,  was  the  cause  that 
the  Willem  de  Zwyger  Lodge  desired  to  break  off  the  connection 
with  our  Grand  Lodge.)  Through  this  measure  the  number  of 
lodges  should  have  been  decreased  by  one,  but  for  the  foundation  of 
a  new  second  lodge  at  Groningen,  in  December  last,  besides  a  new 
lodge  will  also  be  opened  at  Rotterdam  in  the  course  of  this  year,  and 
another  by  virtue  of  dispensation  of  the  Grand  Sire,  at  Antwerp,  a 
town  in  Belgium;  the  brethren  residing  there  desire  their  lodge  to 
be  established  and  to  remain  for  the  present  under  the  Jurisdiction  of 
the  Netherlands.  By  this  short  account,  I  hope  I  have  given  you  an 
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exact  description  of  the  Odd  Fellow  movement  in  the  Netherlands, 
gladly  adding  my  assurance  that  our  endeavors  shall  always  be  to 
spread  our  principles  more  and  more  all  over  the  country.” 

Philippine  Islands. — Geo.  N.  Hurd,  Past  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  under  date 
of  March  23,  1911,  writes:  “  In  my  last  annual  report,  I  requested  to 
be  relieved  as  District  Deputy,  stating  that  my  duties  as  judge  were 
such  that  I  could  not  satisfactorily  perform  those  of  District  Deputy. 
The  incoming  Grand  Sire,  however,  deemed  it  advisable  to  reappoint 
me  and  I  am  but  verifying  my  phophecy.  I  find  it  impossible  to  keep 
in  touch  with  the  lodge  or  to  intelligently  report  what  is  being  done. 
I  am  in  Manila  very  seldom  and  when  there  my  time  is  so  taken 
with  other  duties  that  I  can  devote  very  little  to  lodge  work.  At  the 
present  time  I  cannot  give  further  information  than  that  contained  in 
the  Secretary’s  annual  report,  which  has  long  since  reached  you.  This 
shows  a  slight  decrease  in  membership,  due  in  part  to  an  unfortunate 
condition,  which  I  have  referred  to  in  my  former  reports,  namely,  the 
temporary  character  of  the  residents  here.  Members  of  Manila  Lodge, 
returning  to  the  States  withdraw,  while  Odd  Fellows,  coming  to  the 
islands  seldom  affiliate.  Notwithstanding  the  slight  decrease  in  mem¬ 
bership,  I  can  assure  you  that  the  lodge  is  healthy  and  prosperous. 
Will  you  kindly  forward  this  report  to  the  Grand  Sire,  whose  address 
I  have  not.  I  would  esteem  it  a  favor  if  he  would  see  fit  to  relieve 
me  and  appoint  the  successor,  whom  I  suggested  in  my  last  report.” 


Sweden. — Fred  Geijer,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  April  25,  1911, 
writes:  “Enclosed  I  hand  you  the  statistical  tables  for  our  lodges 
and  encampments  for  the  financial  year.  As  you  will  find,  the  result 
is  satisfactory,  even  more  so  than  before.  We  have  during  the  year 
instituted  one  encampment  and  two  lodges  and  the  net  gain  is  405  in 
lodge,  and  171  in  encampment  membership.  I  am  glad  to  say  that  our 
prospects  also  for  this  term  are  very  good.  We  have  8  clubs  which  we 
expect  to  have  transverted  into  lodges  this  year.” 


SwiTZEELAND. — Ed.  Knuchel,  Grand  Secretary,  under  date  of  March 
12,  1911,  writes:  “  I  beg  to  report  that  the  year  1910  has  also  been  a 
good  one  for  the  Order  in  our  small  Jurisdiction.  By  40  initiations 
we  had  a  net  gain  of  21.  We  have  now  511  members  in  the  subordinate 
lodge  branch  and  1  encampment  with  142  members.  The  funds  of  the 
subordinate  lodges  have  raised  to  $39,789.23  and  those  under  the 
control  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  $11,594.25. 


Yukon. — D.  C.  Robertson,  D.  D.  G.  Sire,  under  date  of  February  10, 
1911,  writes:  “It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  am  able  to  report  to 
you  another  successful  year  in  Odd  Fellowship  in  the  Yukon.  Dawson 
Lodge,  No.  1,  has  taken  in  37  new  members  during  the  year  1910.  We 
have  now  about  145  members  on  the  roll.  There  are  a  few  that  should 
be  suspended  but  as  we  don’t  pay  a  per  capita  tax,  we  will  cany  them 
a  little  longer,  hoping  some  of  them  will  wander  back  again  into  the 
fold.  The  prospects  for  1911  are  very  bright.  We  took  in  7  new  mem¬ 
bers  in  January,  and  we  have  4  for  February  and  more  in  sight.  I  saw 
the  degree  work  put  on  in  the  Initiatory,  First  and  Second  degrees

last  month.  It  was  done  in  a  very  able  manner,  not  a  Ritual  in 
sight.  We  are  doing  the  new  work  in  the  First  degree.  I  think  it  is 
a  great  improvement.  We  have  a  property  here  worth  over  $10,000. 
We  are  insured  for  $5000  and  we  expect  to  be  out  of  debt  by  July  1, 
1911.  Our  social  standing  is  the  best  in  Dawson.  I  feel  proud  of  being 
a  charter  member  of  Dawson  Lodge,  No.  1.  The  encampment  is  doing 
fairly  well,  they  have  taken  in  21  new  members  during  1910.  The 
Rebekah  lodge  is  just  about  holding  its  own.  We  have  taken  in  13 
new  members  during  the  year  with  some  more  in  sight  and  I  am  in 
hopes  they  will  do  better  during  1911.”

SYLLABUS. 

Jurisdiction  of  Grand  Lodges, — Grand  Lodges  have  power  to  author¬ 
ize  changes  in  the  names  and  numbers  of  subordinate  lodges. 

Grand  Lodges.  Form  of  Procedure. — The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
will  not  undertake  to  prescribe  the  procedure  to  be  followed  by  Grand 
Lodges  in  exercising  their  legislative  or  judicial  functions.

R.  H.  Miller  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska,  submit 
the  following  report: 

Nebraska  Lodge,  No.  1,  was  instituted  at  Nebraska  City  in  1855.  It 
was  the  first  lodge  organized  in  Nebraska.  Omaha  Lodge,  No.  2,  was 
instituted  at  Omaha,  February  1,  1856,  and  was  the  second  lodge  or¬ 
ganized  in  the  Jurisdiction.  The  third  lodge  in  the  Jurisdiction  was 
Frontier,  No.  3,  organized  March  24,  1856,  at  Nebraska  City. 

January  12,  1889,  Nebraska  Lodge,  No.  1,  and  Frontier  Lodge,  No.  3. 
were  consolidated  under  the  name  and  number  of  Frontier  Lodge,  No.  3. 

In  December,  1909,  the  Grand  Master  received  a  petition  from 
Frontier  Lode'e,  No.  3,  praying  authority  to  change  its  name  and  num¬ 
ber  to  Nebraska  Lodge,  No.  1.  The  Grand  Master  granted  the  request 
and  the  Grand  Lodge  at  its  succeeding  session  approved  his  action. 
This  appeal  is  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge. 

It  is  urged  with  much  emphasis  that  the  Constitution  of  the  Gran^ 
Lodge  of  Nebraska  gave  the  Grand  Master  in  vacation  no  power  to 
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grant  such  a  prayer  and  that  his  action  was  for  that  reason  a  nullity. 
It  may  be  granted  that  the  act  of  the  Grand  Master  was  not  in  obedi¬ 
ence  to  any  prescribed  authority,  but  it  was  not  void  for  that  reason, 
but  only  voidable.  The  subject  matter  was  entirely  within  the  juris¬ 
diction  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  That  Body  had  power  to  approve  the  act 
of  the  Grand  Master  and  make  it  valid,  or  disapprove  it  and  render  it 
void.  Inasmuch  as  the  Grand  Lodge  has  confirmed  the  order,  the 
whole  matter  is  closed.  The  course  pursued  may  have  been  irregular, 
but  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  not  undertake  to  prescribe  the 
method  to  be  pursued  by  a  Grand  Lodge  in  exercising  its  legislative  or 
judicial  functions.  We,  therefore,  recommend  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Nebraska  be 
affirmed.

Report  4.  By  Rep.  Birdseye,  of  Washington,  from  the  same 
committee : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

1.  The  action  of  a  member  of  a  subordinate  lodge  in  suing  another 

member  of  the  lodge  in  a  state  court  for  damages  for  alleged 
slander  in  the  testimony  of  the  latter  in  a  lodge  trial  against  the 
former,  is  sufficient  ground  for  his  expulsion. 

2.  Exposing  the  books  and  records  of  the  lodge  by  requiring  them  to  be 

.produced  at  the  trial  of  such  a  suit  and  in  such  suit  revealing  the 
private  business  of  the  lodge  and  its  trial  committee  by  disclosing 
the  same  and  the  testimony  at  such  lodge  trial,  is  a  violation  of 
the  obligation  of  the  Initiatory  degree  and  justifies  expulsion  as 
punishment  therefor. 

3.  The  laws  of  the  Order,  that  by  being  admitted  to  its  membership 

an  Odd  Fellow  does  not  lose  any  right  which  he  had  as  a  citizen, 
or  his  right  to  protection  by  the  civil  authorities,  and  that  pecun¬ 
iary  liabilities  and  obligations  between  members  should  not  be 
adjudicated  within  the  tribunals  of  the  Order,  have  no  application 
in  such  a  case. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Samuel  Parsons  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania 
in  the  matter  of  his  expulsion  from  Prosperity  Lodge,  No.  661,  of  that 
Jurisdiction,  respectfully  report: 

October  30,  1906,  in  the  case  of  Samuel  Parsons  vs.  Prosperity  Lodge 
for  benefits,  Bro.  Herbert  C.  Buzzard  of  that  lodge,  having  been  sub¬ 
poenaed  as  a  witness  by  the  lodge,  testified,  before  a  trial  committee 
of  that  lodge,  that  he  believed  Samuel  Parsons  had  been  under  the  in¬ 
fluence  of  liquor;  that  his  actions  showed  it,  and  his  breath  betrayed 
that  he  had  been  drinking;  that  he  saw  Samuel  Parsons  go  into  the 
Slate  Valley  House,  and  that  he  stood  on  the  front  porch  and  watched 
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him  through  the  window  and  saw  him  gulp  down  a  glass  of  beer  or 
porter. 

March  25,  1907,  Samuel  Parsons  sued  Brother  Buzzard  in  civil  court 
of  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  to  wit:  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
Northampton  County  of  that  state,  for  damages  for  slandering  him  by 
giving  such  testimony. 

October  21,  1908,  Brother  Buzzard,  who  was  then  and  at  the  time  of 
his  testifying  as  aforesaid  a  member  of  Prosperity  Lodge,  preferred  in 
that  lodge  the  following  charge  against  Samuel  Parsons,  hereinafter 
referred  to  as  the  accused: 

“  Bangor,  Pa.,  October  21,  1908. 

To  Prosperity  Lodge,  No.  661,  I.  0.  0.  F.: 

The  undersigned,  a  member  of  Prosperity  Lodge,  No.  661,  I.  O.  0.  F., 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  I.  O.  O.  F., 
hereby  charges,  Bro.  Samuel  Parsons,  a  member  of  Prosperity  Lodge, 
No.  661,  I.  0.  O.  F.,  with  having  been  guilty  of  conduct  unbecoming  an 
Odd  Fellow,  as  more  fully  appears  in  the  following: 

SPECIFICATIONS. 

First.  The  above-named  Brother  Parsons,  in  violation  of  the  laws 
of  the  Order,  did  on  or  about  March  25,  1907,  bring  an  action  of 
trespass  in  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Northampton  County,  as  of 
No.  44,  April  term,  1907,  against  Herbert  C.  Buzzard,  a  member  of 
Prosperity  Lodge,  No.  661,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  for  the  statements  the  said 
Herbert  C.  Buzzard  made  before  a  trial  committee  of  said  lodge,  on 
October  30,  1906.  Said  committee  of  said  lodge  hearing  charges  pre¬ 
ferred  against  Brother  Parsons,  and  the  said  Herbert  C.  Buzzard  having 
been  requested  to  appear  before  said  committee  to  testify  in  behalf 
of  the  lodge. 

Second.  That  the  said  Brother  Parsons  violated  the  laws  of  the 
Order  in  bringing  action  as  above  set  forth  against  Brother  Buzzard 
when  the  controversy  was  between  the  lodge  and  Brother  Parsons. 
And  that  by  bringing  said  action  in  the  courts  against  Brother  Buzzard 
for  testimony  he  gave  in  obedience  from  a  summons  of  said  lodge  was 
greatly  to  the  detriment  and  good  standing  of  the  said  brother  and 
the  lodge,  and  in  violation  of  the  laws,  he  not  having  exhausted  the 
remedies  within  the  Order  before  bringing  an  action  in  a  civil  court. 
That  the  action  against  Bro.  Herbert  C.  Buzzard  for  testimony  given 
before  a  trial  committee  of  the  lodge  was  an  action  against  the  lodge, 
inasmuch  as  the  said  Herbert  C.  Buzzard  was  subpoenaed  as  a  witness 
to  testify  in  the  action  of  the  lodge  against  Brother  Parsons. 

(Seal  of  Lodge.)  HERBERT  C.  BUZZARD.” 

A  trial  was  duly  and  regularly  had  upon  such  charge  and  resulted 
in  the  trial  committee  finding  the  accused  guilty  as  charged  in  each 
specification,  and  thereupon  he  was,  in  regular  form,  expelled. 

Thereupon  the  accused  appealed  from  this  action  of  Prosperity  Lodge 
to  District  Appeal  Committee,  No.  1,  of  Pennsylvania,  which  found  that 
the  evidence  did  not  support  the  charge,  and  sustained  the  appeal  and 
dismissed  the  charge  against  the  accused  and  ordered  Prosperity  Lodge 
to  reinstate  him  in  its  membership. 

From  such  action  of  the  District  Appeal  Committee,  Prosperity  Lodge 
appealed  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  of  the  Grand 
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Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  (as  appears  to  be  legal  procedure  in  that  Juris¬ 
diction),  and,  by  a  majority  vote  of  three  of  its  five  members  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  held  that  the  accused  acted  within  his 
legal  rights  in  bringing  suit  against  Brother  Buzzard  for  slander  as 
aforesaid,  and  dismissed  the  appeal  of  Prosperity  Lodge  and  sustained 
said  action  of  the  District  Appeal  Committee. 

Thereupon  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  disapproved  this  action 
of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  and  referred  the  matter  to 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  for  hearing  and  final  determination. 
In  so  doing,  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  gave  his  reasons  and 
opinion  as  follows: 

“  It  is  a  fundamental  principle  for  the  conduct  of  a  trial  in  any 
court  that  the  court  must  be  able  to  protect  its  witnesses,  or  there  will 
be  an  end  of  all  litigation. 

“  If,  therefore,  a  brother  under  charges  may  submit  any  or  ail  of  the 
witnesses  who  are  members  of  the  Order  to  the  burden  and  expense  of 
a  trial  in  the  civil  and  criminal  courts,  it  will  be  at  once  apparent 
that  witnesses  cannot  be  brought  to  testify,  with  a  certainty  that  such 
consequences  will  follow  their  testimony,  and  at  once  the  w'hole  ma¬ 
chinery  of  the  Order  for  the  discipline  and  control  of  its  membership 
is  thereby  defeated. 

“  In  my  opinion  it  is  a  violation  of  the  obligation  of  the  membership, 
for  a  brother  under  charges  to  bring  suit  in  the  civil  courts  for  slander 
against  witnesses  in  his  controversy,  for  matters  they  testify  to  before 
the  trial  committee  of  the  lodge. 

“  If  he  deems  the  testimony  false  and  injurious  it  is  his  privilege 
under  the  laws  to  prefer  charges,  and  his  duty  to  exhaust  all  remedies 
within  the  Order  prior  to  an  appeal  to  courts  of  law.” 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania  adopted  the  recommendation  of 
its  Judiciary  Committee,  to  which  the  matter  was  referred,  “  that  the 
decision  of  the  Grand  Master  in  the  case  ....  be  the  judgment  of  the 
Grand  Lodge;”  and  thereupon  the  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  ruled 
that  Prosperity  Lodge  was  sustained  in  the  matter  and  Samuel  Parsons 
expelled. 

From  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Pennsylvania,  Samuel  Par¬ 
sons  appeals  to  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Grand  Master  of  Pennsylvania  well  said:  “  It  is  a  fundamental 
principle  for  the  conduct  of  a  trial  in  any  court  that  the  court  must 
be  able  to  protect  its  wiinesses.”  It  is  a  well  settled  and  universally 
recognized  rule  of  law  that  the  statements  of  a  witness  in  any  court 
of  law,  pertinent  to  the  issue  or  made  in  good  faith,  are  privileged, 
that  is,  not  actionable  as  slanderous  or  libelous.  This  is  to  prevent 
witnesses  from  being  influenced  in  testifying  by  the  fear  or  prospect 
of  being  held  to  any  future  account  for  their  testimony,  except  such 
punishment  as  may  be  judicially  inflicted  upon  them  for  perjury,  if 
they  are  guilty  of  it.  The  necessity  for  and  wisdom  of  this  law  is  self- 
evident.  The  law  and  policy  of  our  Order  conform  to  and  follow  the 
civil  law  of  our  land.  By  analogy,  the  courts  of  our  Order,  such  as 
our  trial  committees,  may  and  must  protect  themselves  and  their 
witnesses  by  their  exemption  from  being  held  to  account  for  their 
testimony,  except  in  proper  ways  under  the  authority  of  the  Order. 
If  an  Odd  Fellow  gives  false  testimony  in  a  lodge  trial,  charges  may 
and  should  be  preferred  against  him  therefor  and  punishment  meted 
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out  to  him  to  the  limit  of  our  laws.  But  to  resort  to  the  laws  or  courts 
of  our  states  to  prove  and  punish  such  false  testifying,  would  be  not 
only  wholly  unnecessary  and  absurd,  but  destructive  of  the  necessary 
secrecy,  discipline  and  efficiency  of  our  Order  and  even  of  its  existence. 
The  Order  must  deny  the  right  to  its  members  to  resort  to  the  law 
and  courts  of  our  country  for  such  purposes.  The  welfare  of  our 
Order  and  its  preservation  demand  it. 

Not  only  should  all  Odd  Fellows  and  everybody  and  tribunal  of  our 
Order  accept  and  act  upon  this  principle,  but  the  general  civil  law 
recognizes  and  declares  it,  as  follows; 

“  Persons  who  join  churches,  secret  societies,  beneficial  or  temperance 
organizations  submit  to  the  jurisdiction  of  those  bodies  in  the  matter 
of  faith  and  individual  conduct  affecting  their  relations  as  members 
and  subject  themselves  to  the  tribunals  established  by  those  bodies 
to  pass  upon  such  questions.  Accusations  made  by  one  member  against 
another,  to  a  body  competent  to  try  the  offense,  or  words  spoken  or 
written  in  the  course  of  an  investigation  of  a  trial,  either  by  the 
prosecutor,  defendant,  or  witness,  are  privileged  when  made  without 
malice,  in  the  regular  course  of  discipline  prescribed  by  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  society.”  (25  Cyclopedia  of  Law  and  Procedure, 
page  390.) 

“  Communications  which  would  otherwise  be  actionable  may  be 
privileged  when  made  in  the  course  of  an  investigation  of  the  conduct 
or  character  of  its  officers  or  members  by  a  qwasi-judicial  body,  such 
as  a  voluntary  association  or  society,  since  a  member,  by  accepting 
membership  voluntarily,  submits  himself  to  the  government  and 
jurisdiction  of  the  society,  so  long  as  it  acts  within  the  scope  of  its 
authority.”  (18  Am.  and  Eng.  Encyclopasdia  of  Law,  page  1035;  Kirk¬ 
patrick  vs.  Eagle  (Odd  Fellows)  Lodge,  No.  32,  26  Kan.  384,  40  Am. 
Rep.  316.) 

This  rule  has  been  applied  to  charges  made  to  a  lodge  of  Odd  Fellows 
by  one  member  of  the  Order  against  another.  (Streety  vs.  Wood,  15 
Barb.  (N.  Y.)  105.) 

It  is  contended  by  the  accused,  that  in  being  admitted  to  membership 
to  this  Order  he  did  not  lose  any  rights  he  had  as  a  citizen;  that  his 
right  to  protection  by  the  civil  authorities  was  not  impaired  by  becom¬ 
ing  an  Odd  Fellow;  and  that  the  laws  of  the  land  and  the  courts  which 
administer  them,  are  the  surest  "and  most  proper  means  by  which 
justice  can  be  obtained  in  such  cases,  and  that  there  should  be  no 
attempt  to  adjudicate  such  questions  of  differences  by  any  authorities 
within  the  Order.  In  support  of  this  contention  is  cited  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  Journal  1860,  pages  3252  and  3267,  where  similar  language 
is  used,  but  with  reference  to  a  lodge  trial  of  charges  based  upon  a  dif¬ 
ference  between  two  of  its  members  involving  money  accounts  between 
them.  Similar  language  is  again  used  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Journal  1893,  pages  13431  and  13563,  but  with  reference  to  an  attempt 
to  collect  by  a  lodge  trial  a  claim  against  the  lodge  for  its  alleged 
purchase  of  badges. 

It  is  a  law  of  our  Order  that  pecuniary  transactions  and  relations 
between  its  members  of  a  civil  nature  which  do  not  entail  public 
scandal  upon  the  Order,  are  strictly  private  matters  and  are  prop¬ 
erly  the  subject  of  civil  litigation  in  the  courts  and  according  to 
the  laws  of  the  land.  (Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Journals,  1875,  pages 
6614,  6690,  and  1893,  pages  13431,  13563.) 
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But  none  of  these  or  any  other  decision  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Body  or  any  general  law  of  our  Order  gives  any  warrant  for  one  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Order  calling  another  to  account  to  him  in  damages  in  a 
suit  in  a  civil  court  for  testimony  given  by  the  latter  in  a  lodge  trial 
as  slanderous  or  libelous,  or  justifies  anything  of  the  kind. 

Further,  as  above  pointed  out,  the  accused  had  no  right  or  cause  of 
action  on  account  of  this  testimony  of  Brother  Buzzard  which  he,  the 
accused,  could  lose  by  being  denied  redress  therefor  in  the  civil  courts, 
because  such  testimony  was  privileged,  that  is,  not  actionable. 

When  the  accused  was  initiated  into  our  Order,  he  took  the  solemn 
obligation  of  the  Initiatory  degree  relative  to  not  exposing  the  books 
or  records  of  the  Order,  and  not  revealing  private  business  transacted 
in  any  lodge  of  the  Order,  and  also  promised  to  abide  by  the  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  of  his  lodge  and  the  Order.  The  accused  violated 
this  obligation,  in  that,  in  bringing  and  prosecuting  his  suit  against 
Brother  Buzzard  in  the  court  of  the  state  of  Pennsylvania  for  alleged 
slander  in  his  testimony  in  the  trial  in  Prosperity  Lodge,  the  accused 
revealed  that  testimony  and  that  private  business  transacted  in  the 
lodge  and  exposed  the  books  apd  records  of  the  lodge,  especially  in 
subpoenaing  and  requiring  Edward  Werner,  the  Secretary  of  the  lodge 
to  bring  with  him  to  the  trial  of  that  suit,  “  the  minute  book  of 
Prosperity  Lodge  ....  and  all  the  other  books  and  papers  of  said 
lodge  relating  to  trial  of  Samuel  Parsons,”  as  shown  by  such  subpoena. 
Exhibit  5  in  the  record  in  this  case;  and  he  also  violated  the  laws, 
rules  and  regulations  of  this  Order  in  resorting  to  the  civil  courts, 
instead  of  seeking  redress  within  the  Order  for  such  grievance,  if  any, 
as  he  had  against  Brother  Buzzard, 

There  are  some  features  of  this  case  which  we  cannot  forbear 
noticing  in  passing. 

An  attachment  appears  to  have  been  issued  in  execution  upon  the 
judgment  for  costs  which  Brother  Buzzard  obtained  against  the  accused 
in  the  latter’s  slander  suit  against  the  former,  for  the  garnishment 
of  Prosperity  Lodge  and  its  Treasurer  on  account  of  sick  benefits  due 
the  accused  from  the  lodge.  Brother  Buzzard  denied  that  such  attach¬ 
ment  was  issued  with  his  knowledge,  the  intimation  being  that  his 
attorney  in  the  slander  suit  caused  the  attachments  to  be  issued  with¬ 
out  his  knowing  it.  • 

On  cross  examination  Brother  Buzzard  was  asked  whether  he  had 
not  said  to  the  accused  that  he  would  sooner  spend  $300  than  that  the 
accused  should  have  his  benefits;  and  answered,  “Not  just  that  way.” 

The  accused  seems  to  have  been  obliged  several  times  to  resort  to 
appeals  to  higher  authorities  to  enforce  payment  of  sick  benefits  due 
him  from  Prosperity  Lodge  and  to  have  been  held  entitled  to  the 
benefits  upon  such  appeals.  Prosperity  Lodge  fined  the  accused  $125 
upon  convicting  him  on  some  charge  which  the  record  does  not  dis¬ 
close.  On  appeal  therefrom,  this  conviction  was  held  unwarranted  and 
set  aside  and  the  fine  held  excessive.  It  is  a  striking  coincidence  that 
this  fine  equalled  the  amount  of  benefits  about  that  time  held  upon  ap¬ 
peal  to  be  due  the  accused  from  the  lodge;  and  the  accused  claims  that 
this  fine  was  assessed  against  him  to  offset  such  benefits. 

We  cannot  escape  the  conviction  that  the  action  of  Prosperity  Lodge 
and  the  conduct  of  some  of  its  members  toward  the  accused  has  been 
reprehensible  and  lacking  in  the  true  fraternal  spirit  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship,  But  none  of  these  matters  justify  or  excuse  the  accused  in  re- 
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sorting  to  an  action  in  a  civil  court  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
he  did  in  this  case,  and  thereby  exposing  the  books  and  repords  of 
Prosperity  Lodge  and  revealing  the  private  business  of  the  lodge 
transacteid  therein  and  before  its  trial  committee  and  the  testimony 
there  given;  nor  can  these  matters  affect  the  decision  of  this  case; 
nor  can  the  sympathy  which  must  be  felt  for  the  accused  in  his  un¬ 
fortunate  condition  of  apparently  being  greatly  disabled  by  rheumatism. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Pennsylvania  in  sustaining  the  action  of  Prosperity  Lodge  of  that 
Jurisdiction  in  expelling  the  accused  Samuel  Parsons,  be  affirmed.

Eeport  5.  By  Eep.  Phelps,  of  California,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

Sufficiency  of  Charges. — The  charge  that  a  brother  "  did  on  January  11, 
1910,  sell  intoxicating  drink  over  the  bar  at  a  saloon  occupied  by 

M - ,  and  received  money  for  same  ”  states  an  offense  against 

the  Order  and  is  sufficiently  definite  and  certain. 

Bias  and  Prejudice  of  Trial  Committee. — Every  brother  charged  with 
an  offense  against  the  Order,  no  matter  what  the  charge  may  be, 
is  entitled  to  a  trial  before  a  fair,  unbiased  and  impartial  trial 
committee. 

Selection  of  Trial  Committee. — Where  the  Code  of  Laws  of  a  State  Juris¬ 
diction  provide  that  the  members  of  a  trial  committee  shall  be 
elected  by  the  lodge,  it  is  reversible  error  for  the  Noble  Grand  to  ap¬ 
point  said  trial  committee. 

Duty  of  New  Trial  Committee. — Where  a  trial  committee  has  been 
illegally  selected  and  a  new  trial  committee  legally  elected  to  take 
their  place,  it  is  reversible  error  for  the  new  trial  committee  to 
render  a  verdict  based  upon  the  testimony  taken  by  the  former 
illegal  committee. 

Postponement  of  Trial. — Where  accused  appears  at  the  time  set  for 
trial  and  moves  for  a  continuance  of  the  trial  and  same  is  granted 
by  trial  committee,  it  is  error  for  the  committee  to  take  any  testi¬ 
mony  at  said  meeting  in  the  absence  of  the  accused. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Joseph  Newman  from  the  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  of  Texas,  beg  leave 
to  submit  the  following  report: 

STATEMENT  OF  THE  CASE. 

On  February  14,  1910,  charges  were  preferred  against  Joseph  New¬ 
man,  appellant,  in  John  M.  Gibson  Lodge,  No.  13,  Marshall,  Texas, 
charging  that  he  “  did  on  January  11,  1910,  sell  intoxicating  drink 
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over  the  bar  at  a  saloon  occupied  by  Leon  Myers  and  received  money 
for  the  same.” 

A  trial  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Noble  Grand.  The  com¬ 
mittee  met,  organized,  set  a  time  for  trial,  issued  a  summons  and 
caused  same,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  charges,  to  be  served  on  the 
accused.  At  the  time  set  for  trial,  the  committee  met,  and  the  de¬ 
fendant,  being  present  in  person,  moved  for  a  continuance  of  the  trial, 
which  continuance  was  granted.  After  this  order  was  made,  for  the 
sake  of  the  convenince  of  one  of  the  prosecuting  witnesses,  the  trial 
committee  proceeded  to  take  his  testimony,  and  at  the  time  set  in  the 
order  of  continuance  the  trial  committee  completed  the  taking  of  testi¬ 
mony  and  reported  to  the  lodge  at  its  next  meeting,  finding  the  defend¬ 
ant  guilty  as  charged.  The  lodge  expelled  the  defendant,  from  which 
judgment  the  defendant  appealed  to  the  Grand  Master.  The  Grand 
Master  sustained  the  judgment  of  the  lodge,  from  which  decision  an 
appeal  was  taken  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas.  The  Committee  on 
Appeals  in  their  report  reversed  the  Grand  Master  and  the  judgment 
of  the  lodge,  but  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas,  upon  the  consideration 
of  said  report,  reversed  it  and  sustained  the  Grand  Master  and  the 
judgment  of  the  subordinate  lodge,  from  which  decision  an  appeal  has 
been  regularly  taken  to  this  Body. 

OPINION. 

The  appellant  has  raised  several  questions  in  his  assignments  of 
error  to  which  your  committee  have  given  careful  consideration. 

The  first  objection  raised  is,  that  the  charge  does  not  specify  an 
offense  against  the  law  of  the  Order,  and  that  it  is  uncertain  and  in¬ 
definite.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  this  objection  is  not  well  taken. 
The  charge  does  state  an  offense  against  the  law  of  the  Order  and  is 
sufficiently  clear,  definite  and  certain  as  to  put  the  defendant  upon  trial 
on  the  merits  of  the  case. 

The  act  of  selling  intoxicating  liquors  over  a  bar  in  a  saloon  is,  in 
itself,  an  offense  against  the  law  of  the  Order  and  it  is  not  necessary 
for  a  member  so  charged,  to  be  a  professional  bartender,  or  under  pay 
by  the  saloon  keeper  for  any  particular  length  of  time,  or  at  all.  It 
is  the  act  complained  of  that  makes  the  offense. 

Another  objection  raised  by  the  appellant  is  the  bias  and  prejudice 
of  the  trial  committee  and  this  objection  was  raised  at  every  stage  of 
the  proceedings.  The  record  is  very  uncertain  and  incomplete  on  the 
original  challenge  to  the  personnel  of  the  trial  committee,  but  under 
the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  Texas  as  well  as  the  law  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  every  brother  charged  with  an  offense  against  the 
Order,  no  matter  what  the  charge  may  be,  is  entitled  to  a  trial  before 
a  fair,  unbiased  and  impartial  trial  committee. 

We  are  not  prepared  to  say,  from  the  record  before  us,  that  the  lodge 
should  have  sustained  the  challenge  for  bias  and  by  not  so  doing  com¬ 
mitted  reversible  error,  but  we  do  believe  the  entire  record  discloses 
unmistakable  bias  against  the  defendant  all  through  the  case.  We 
cannot  but  feel  that  the  comments  of  the  Grand  Master  of  Texas,  in 
his  letter  to  the  Grand  Lodge  transmitting  the  transcript  on  appeal 
from  his  decision,  found  in  the  last  paragraph  of  said  letter  on  page 
18  of  the  transcript  on  appeal  before  this  committee,  is  subject  to 
criticism  for  the  bias  and  prejudice  contained  therein  and  while  it  is 
probably  true  that  the  Grand  Master  may  not  have  intended  to  prejudice 
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the  minds  of  the  members  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  against  the 
defendant,  it  is  nevertheless  true  that  the  language  used  could  have 
had  no  other  effect  upon  that  body. 

Another  objection  made  by  the  defendant  is  to  the  manner  of  the 
selection  of  the  trial  committee. 

Article  157  of  the  Code  of  General  Laws  of  Texas  reads  as  fol¬ 
lows:  “  The  lodge  shall  immediately  after  the  reading  of  the  charges 
elect,  as  nearly  as  possible,  a  fair,  unbiased,  impartial  committee  of 
five  to  be  chosen  from  those  of  the  same  or  more  advanced  degree  of 
the  accused  and  in  their  absence  any  Third  degree  member  of  the 
lodge  in  good  standing . ” 

In  the  case  at  bar  the  Noble  Grand  appointed  all  members  of  the  trial 
committee  instead  of  the  lodge  electing  the  members  thereof.  The 
trial  committee  thus  appointed  took  all  the  testimony  taken  at  the 
trial  of  the  accused,  prepared  a  report  finding  accused  guilty  and  filed 
said  report  with  the  lodge. 

The  above  committee  was  illegally  selected.  Where  the  code  of  laws 
of  a  state  Jurisdiction  provides  that  members  of  a  trial  committee 
shall  be  elected  by  the  lodge,  it  is  reversible  error  for  the  Noble  Grand 
to  appoint  said  trial  committee. 

The  minutes  of  the  lodge  at  its  meeting  of  March  14,  1910,  are,  to 
say  the  least,  ambiguous  and  almost  unintelligible,  but  we  can  place 
but  one  construction  and  arrive  at  but  one  conclusion  from  the  record 
before  us  of  said  meeting,  and  that  is  some  member  or  members,  of 
the  lodge  discovered  the  fatal  error  in  the  manner  of  the  selection  of  the 
trial  committee  and  attempted  to  have  the  lodge  remedy  the  error  be¬ 
fore  it  was  too  late,  by  electing  a  new  trial  committee  according  to 
their  law,  and  this  is  what  they  did;  and  perhaps  the  election  of  the 
new  trial  committee  would  have  accomplished  the  purpose  had  the  said 
committee  proceeded  with  a  new  trial  in  the  regular  way  prescribed  by 
the  code,  but  from  the  record  before  us  the  new  committee  took  no  testi¬ 
mony  but  took  the  transcript  of  the  testimony  submitted  and  taken  by 
the  former  illegal  committee  and  proceeded  to  render  a  report  and  ver¬ 
dict  thereon.  It  appears  from  the  record  that  said  new  committee 
rendered  a  verdict  of  guilty  by  their  report  submitted  to  the  lodge  at  its 
meeting  of  April  25,  1910. 

Where  a  trial  committee  has  been  illegally  selected  and  a  new  trial 
committee  legally  elected  to  take  their  place,  it  is  reversible  error  for 
the  new  trial  committee  to  render  a  verdict  based  upon  the  testimony 
taken  by  the  former  illegal  committee. 

The  trial  of  the  accused  was  originally  set  for  February  22,  1910, 
at  7.30  p.  M.  At  this  time  the  defendant  appeared  and  moved  for  a 
continuance  of  the  time  of  trial  which  continuance  was  granted  by  the 
trial  committee  for  ten  days,  to  wit:  March  2,  1910.  It  appears  from 
the  record  that  after  this  continuance  was  granted  by  the  committee 
and  after  the  accused  had  retired,  that  for  the  sake  of  the  convenience 
of  one  of  the  prosecuting  witnesses,  the  trial  committee  proceeded  to 
take  the  testimony  of  said  witness. 

Where  the  accused  appears  at  the  time  set  for  the  trial  and  moves 
for  a  continuance  of  the  trial  and  the  same  is  granted  by  the  trial 
committee,  it  is  error  foT  the  committee  thereafter  to  take  any  testi¬ 
mony  in  the  absence  of  the  accused. 

For  the  foregoing  reasons  we  recommend  that  the  appeal  of  Joseph 
Newman  be  sustained  and  that  the  judgment  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
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Texas  be  reversed  with  directions  that  the  cause  be  remanded  back  to 
John  M.  Gibson  Lodge,  No.  13,  for  a  new  trial  before  a  new  trial  com¬ 
mittee  elected  according  to  the  provisions  of  Article  157  of  the  code  of 
General  Laws  of  Texas,  and  in  the  meantime,  John  M.  Gibson  Lodge, 
No.  13,  be,  and  they  are  hereby,  instructed  to  restore  Bro.  Joseph  New¬ 
man  to  all  the  rights  and  privileges  of  membership  in  said  lodge.

Keport  6.  By  Rep.  Borst,  of  New  York,  from  the  same  com¬ 
mittee  : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

Benefits,  When  to  he  Continued. — A  brother  permanently  injured  and 
receiving  benefits  from  his  lodge  is  entitled  to  their  continuance 
until  a  reason  for  their  suspension  is  shown. 

Your  committee  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  by  Geo.  W. 
Jewett,  P.  G.,  of  Salt  Lake  Lodge,  No.  2,  Utah,  from  a  decision  made  by 
the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  Jurisdiction  affirming  a  decision  of  Salt  Lake 
Lodge  denying  him  benefits  and  suspending  him  from  the  Order  for 
non-payment  of  dues,  respectfully  report: 

The  only  record  certified  to  us  in  this  case  is  a  letter  of  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  subordinate  lodge  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  Utah,  and 
the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  of  that  lodge  and  its  approval 
of  that  report  together  with  the  notices  of  appeal  and  certain  letters 
of  complaint  from  Brother  Jewett. 

If  we  accept  the  statements  contained  in  the  letter  from  the  Sec¬ 
retary  of  the  lodge  and  the  report  of  the  Appeals  Committee  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  as  evidence  in  this  case,  we  can  spell  out  these  faicts: 
Brother  Jewett  met  with  an  unfortunate  accident  which  permanently 
injured  him,  the  date,  nature  and  extent  of  which  is  not  stated.  He 
was  paid  benefits  by  the  lodge  and  from  this  we  may  infer  that  he  was 
in  good  standing  and  entitled  to  the  same.  On  March  29,  1907,  he  was 
taken  from  the  sick  list,  after  which  he  paid  one  year’s  dues.  He  was 
suspended  for  non-payment  of  dues  in  December,  1910,  at  a  time  when 
this  could  be  done  legally  provided  he  was  not  entitled  to  the  benefits 
he  now  claims. 

On  June  27,  1910,  which  was  over  three  years  after  the  lodge  had 
taken  him  from  the  sick  list,  he  made  complaint  against  this  action 
and  after  his  suspension  in  December  following,  instituted  the  pro¬ 
ceedings  which  are  now  before  us.  On  this  appeal  he  asks  that  his 
lodge  be  required  to  pay  him  benefits  amounting  to  $196.00  less  $30.00, 
to  be  applied  on  his  past  dues  and  that  he  be  restored  to  good  stand¬ 
ing  in  his  lodge. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  the  brother’s  acquiescence  in  the  action 
of  the  lodge  for  so  long  a  period  should  prevent  his  now*  being  heard 
to  question  its  action.  If  he  had  a  legal  right  to  benefits,  his  failure 
to  assert  such  right  and  apparent  acquiescence  in  the  action  of  the 
lodge  for  the  time  stated  would  not  alone  now  bar  him  from  the  redress 
he  asks  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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The  Committee  on  Appeals  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in  its  report  on  this 
case  says,  “  We  have  no  evidence  before  us  to  show  that  Salt  Lake 
Lodge,  No.  2,  did  not  do  its  whole  duty  in  the  case.” 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  under  the  circumstances  presented  in 
this  case  it  rested  on  the  subordinate  lodge  to  show  to  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Utah  that  it  had  done  its  duty  to  Brother  Jewett  in  denying  him 
benefits.  We  have  the  report  of  the  Appeals  Committee  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Utah  certifying  that  Brother  Jewett  was  permanently  in¬ 
jured,  that  his  lodge  paid  him  benefits.  Presumptively,  the  benefits 
were  paid  because  he  was  in  good  standing  at  that  time  and  entitled 
to  the  same,  and  in  the  absence  of  some  proof  showing  a  reason  for 
suspending  benefits,  he  would  be  entitled  to  them. 

The  payment  to  sick  members  of  benefits  is  the  distinguishing 
characteristic  of  our  Order,  and  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of 
Odd  Fellowship.  If  Brother  Jewett  was  entitled  to  benefits,  it  was  the 
fault  of  the  lodge  if  he  was  not  kept  in  good  standing  by  a  credit  from 
such  benefits  on  the  amount  of  his  dues.  If  entitled  to  benefits,  and  it 
was  claimed  that  such  a  situation  presented  itself,  as  to  disqualify  him 
from  receiving  them,  some  proof  or  reason  should  somewhere  appear 
of  that  fact.  No  such  proof  or  reason  is  given.  It  may  exist,  but  it 
does  not  appear  in  this  record,  on  which  we  alone  can  act. 

It  may  well  be  that  although  Brother  Jewett  is,  as  he  says,  a  cripple 
for  life,  or  as  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Utah,  by  its  Committee  on  Appe,ils, 
says,  he  was  permanently  injured,  and  yet  he  may  not  be  prevented 
from  earning  a  livelihood  and  be  thereby  disqualified  from  receiving 
benefits.  But  once  it  being  conceded  that  he  was  entitled  to  benefits 
and  suffering  from  a  permanent  injury,  some  affirmative  proof  should 
be  presented  showing  that  his  right  thereto  had  ceased. 

On  the  meagre  records  of  this  case  sent  up  to  us,  it  should  not  be 
determined  that  a  brother  is  disqualified  from  receiving  that  which  it 
is  said  belongs  to  him  not  as  a  charity,  but  as  a  matter  of  absolute 
right.  The  justice  of  this  controversy  we  cannot  determine  from  this 
record,  and  we  should  not,  therefore,  attempt  to  do  so. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Utah  in  this  case  be  reversed  and  that  the  proceedings  herein  be  re¬ 
mitted  to  it  to  require  Salt  Lake  Lodge  of  its  Jurisdiction  to  certify 
to  it  its  entire  proceedings  in  the  premises,  and  then  examine  and 
determine  from  such  proceedings  whether  that  lodge  acted  on  sufficient 
evidence  and  of  right  and  for  sufficient  reasons  denied  Brother  Jewett 
a  continuance  of  benefits  and  membership.

Report  7.  By  Bep.  Emmons,  of  Ohio,  from  the  same  committee : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

1,  Local  legislation  providing  that  one  ballot,  if  favorable,  shall  entitle 
the  applicant  to  all  the  degrees  of  the  subordinate  lodge  is  author¬ 
ized  and  legal. 
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2.  When  the  highest  tribunal  of  a  subordinate  Jurisdiction  interprets 
its  local  legislation,  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  not  disturb 
such  interpretation,  unless  it  is  in  conflict  with  the  laws  of  this  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body  or  is  manifestly  unreasonable  or  erroneous. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  following 
case,  begs  leave  to  submit  its  report  thereon,  as  follows: 

At  the  annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  held  in  May, 
1911,  the  Grand  Master  reported  the  following  decision: 

Decision  38: 

Question:  Does  a  favorable  ballot  on  a  petition  for  membership  by 
initiation  entitle  an  applicant  to  receive  all  the  degrees  or  must 
each  degree  be  voted  on  separately  by  ball  ballot? 

Answer:  A  favorable  ballot  on  a  petition  for  membership  by  initiation 
in  this  Grand  Jurisdiction  entitles  the  applicant  to  receive  all  the 
degrees;  provided,  however,  that  his  advancement  is  dependent 
upon  proflciency  ascertained  as  required  by  Section  41,  subordinate 
constitution. 

This  decision  was  regularly  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary 
of  that  Grand  Body,  and  there  were  submitted  by  the  members  of  that 
committee,  majority  and  minority  reports. 

Under  consideration  of  these  reports,  the  Grand  Lodge  adopted  the 
minority  report  and  thereby  sustained  the  Grand  Master  in  his  decision. 

From  this  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  in  affirming  the  decision  of  the 
Grand  Master,  Brother  Abercrombie  appeals  to  this  Body. 

The  effect  of  this  appeal  is  to  raise  two  questions: 

First.  W’^hether  or  not  it  is  a  subject  for  local  legislation  to  provide 
that  the  ballot  be  separate  for  each  degree  or  for  all  collectively. 

Second.  Whether  or  not  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  disturb 
the  construction  placed  upon  a  local  law  by  the  Grand  Body  of  that 
Jurisdiction  when  such  construction  is  not  in  conflict  with  the  laws 
of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  appears  to  be  just  and  fair. 

In  our  entire  system  of  jurisprudence  there  does  not  seem  to  be  a 
question  more  definitely  settled  than  the  first  one.  As  early  as  in  1849, 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  said,  that  the  local  authorities  are  com¬ 
petent  to  determine  whether  or  not  it  was  necessary  to  ballot  separately 
for  the  conferring  of  each  degree  (Journal  1849,  page  49). 

Again  in  1882,  this  Sovereign  Body  held  that — it  is  a  subject  for 
local  legislation  whether  the  ballot  shall  be  separate  for  each  degree 
or  for  all  collectively  (Journal  1882,  pages  8839,  8840,  9025). 

This  was  again  approved  and  followed  in  1904  (Journal,  page  53) 
and  also  in  1907  (Journal,  pages  39,  220,  239). 

Appellant,  however,  raises  the  question  that  such  legislation  would 
be  in  conflict  with  the  Ritual  adopted  by  this  Sovereign  Body  in  1908: 
but  such  position  is  untenable,  and  it  was  decided  by  this  Sovereign 
Body  at  its  last  communication  (Journal  1910,  pages  491,  740,  767) 
that  local  law  might  provide  for  one  ballot  for  all  the  degrees. 

That  the  Initiatory  is  a  degree  in  Odd  Fellowship  is  well  settled. 
(Journal  1888,  pages  11104,  11368,  11396.)  We  do  not  believe  that  this 
rule  of  law  so  long  established  and  lived  up  to,  should  now  be  disturbed. 

The  appeal  upon  this  ground  should,  therefore,  not  be  sustained. 

Upon  the  second  ground  for  the  appeal,  we  And  that  the  material 
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portion  of  Section  41  of  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  subordinate 
lodges  of  Missouri  reads  as  follws: 

Section  41.  Qualifications  for  Degrees. — The  qualifications  for  de¬ 
grees  shall  be  membership  in  the  Order  free  from  charges  and  in  good 
standing  for  the  following  terms,  viz.:  For  the  First  degree,  two 
weeks.  For  the  Second  degree,  four  weeks,  and  for  the  Third  degree, 
six  weeks.  And  the  brother  shall  be  proficient  in  the  highest  degree 
he  shall  have  attained . 

This  Section  was  construed  by  the  Grand  Master  of  Missouri  as 
authorizing  one  ballot  for  all  the  degrees,  and  such  construction  was 
approved  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  that  Jurisdiction. 

This  construction  does  not  seem  to  us  to  be  manifestly  unfair  or 
unreasonable  and  we  do  not  believe  that  it  should  be  disturbed. 

We,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  following  resolution  be  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  in  the 
matter  of  the  appeal  of  R.  M.  Abercrombie  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby 
approved  and  sustained  and  the  appeal  dismissed. 

Signed  by  the  Committee. 

Grand  Representative  L.  J.  Eastin  did  not  participate  in  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  this  case. 

Eeport  8.  By  Eep.  Cox,  of  Kentucky,  and  Grand  Secretary 
Goodwin,  from  the  Special  Committee  on  Holding  Session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  off  the  Continent  of  Korth  America: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

At  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  following 
resolution  was  adopted,  to  wit: 

^'Resolved,  That  in  view  of  the  possibility  of  holding  some  session 
of  this  Grand  Body  in  some  European  Jurisdiction  in  the  near  future, 
that  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee 
be  directed  to  investigate  the  probable  cost  and  the  practicability  and 
advisability  of  holding  a  session  in  some  European  Jurisdiction  and 
report  to  this  Grand  Body  at  its  session  of  1911.”  (See  Journal  of  1910, 
page  840,  Resolution  No.  73.) 

Under  this  resolution  the  undersigned  have  investigated  the  subject 
and  submit  the  following  report: 

We  have  conferred  with  the  agent  of  Atlantic  Steamship  lines,  and 
have  also  communicated  with  Bro.  Paul  Gerlach,  Grand  Sire  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  the  German  Empire,  and  ascertained  that  the  cost 
per  capita  from  an  eastern  port  of  the  United  States  to  Hamburg, 
Germany,  by  boat  and  return,  will  be  from  $150  to  $175,  and  think 
that  with  the  number  going  $150  each  will  cover  that  part  of  the  cost, 
and  includes  steamship  fare,  stateroom  and  meals. 

Estimating  therefore  that  there  would  be  225  persons,  composing 
the  officers,  representatives  and  Past  Grand  Sires,  the  agereeate  exnense 
of  travel  by  steamboat  would  be  $33,750.00.  Estimating  that  the 
mileage  traveled  on  this  continent  would  be  1200  miles  for  each  mem¬ 
ber  to  New  York,  which  is  based  bv  comnarison  with  the  average  at 
the  Philadelnhia  session  in  1905,  the  railroad  transportation  in  this 
country  would  amount  to  $27,000. 
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Estimating  that  the  distance  traveled  from  Hamburg  by  rail  to 
Berlin  would  be  165  miles,  this  item  would  amount  to  $3712.  The 
travel  by  rail  on  this  continent  and  from  Hamburg  to  Berlin  is  esti¬ 
mated  on  the  basis  of  ten  cents  per  mile  for  one  way. 

The  per  diem  for  six  days  during  the  session  at  $5.00  per  day,  would 
amount  to  $6750,  making  the  total  approximate  cost  of  holding  a  ses¬ 
sion  in  Berlin;  $71,262,  which  is  on  the  basis  that  only  the  actual  ex¬ 
penses  by  boat  would  be  provided  for. 

Should  the  travel  by  rail  be  placed  at  say  six  cents  per  mile  for 
one  way,  that  would  reduce  the  total  cost  about  $11,000,  and  bring  it 
down  to  $60,000. 

The  cost  for  mileage  and  per  diem  at  the  Seattle  session  of  1909  was 
$59,334,  and  the  cost  of  the  same  at  the  San  Francisco  session  of  1904 
was  $56,711. 

Should  a  session  be  held  in  Berlin  within  the  next  four  or  six  years, 
the  membership  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  would  not  be  materially 
different  in  number  from  that  which  it  had  at  the  Seattle  session  of 
1909,  and  if  as  we  believe,  the  supplies  for  the  session  can  be  shipped 
to  Berlin  and  back  to  Baltimore  free  of  duty,  that  expense  would  not 
exceed  the  cost  of  such  shipment  to  San  Francisco  or  Seattle. 

One  matter  of  importance  to  be  considered  in  connection  with  hold¬ 
ing  a  session  at  Berlin,  or  at  any  other  point  in  on  oversea  Jurisdiction 
is  as  to  the  getting  out  of  the  Daily  Journal  in  English,  and  with 
reference  to  that,  we  find  that  this  can  be  done.  We  communicated 
with  Grand  Sire  Gerlach  in  regard  to  this,  and  he  advises  as  stated. 

Still  another  important  element  in  connection  with  holding  a  session 
abroad,  and  for  instance  at  Berlin,  is  the  time  of  absence  which  will  be 
required  by  officers  and  members,  and  it  is  not  believed  that  the  trip, 
including  the  time  devoted  to  the  session,  could  be  made  satisfactorily 
in  less  than  five  or  six  weeks  from  the  time  of  starting  until  returning. 

We  present  herewith  the  following  extracts  from  the  communication 
of  Grand  Sire  Gerlach,  from  which  it  appears  that  Berlin  would  be  for 
many  reasons  the  most  desirable  point  for  a  session  to  be  held  abroad, 
and  gives  assurance  of  a  fraternal  and  joyous  welcome,  should  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  decide  to  go  there  to  hold  a  session.  Brother 
Gerl3,ch  says: 

“  I  felt  highly  gratified  to  find  in  your  letter  the  expression  of  genuine 
and  true  friendship  and  brotherliness  which  you  and  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  have  for  our  German  Jurisdiction  and  for  me,  and  I  am 
sure  that  our  Grand  Lodge,  to  whom  I  will  present  your  letter  at  the 
beginning  of  its  session,  and  which  assembles  very  soon,  on  its  part 
will  share  my  joy,  and  will  be  filled  with  satisfaction  that  the  bonds 
of  brotherly  love  existing  between  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the 
loving  mother,  and  our  Grand  Lodge,  the  always  grateful  daughter 
who  reveres  her  mother,  are  now  so  strong  that  naught  can  sever  them. 

“  Your  mere  statement  that  you  do  not  decline  our  invitation,  but 
that  the  Honorable  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  consider  the  feasibility 
of  holding  a  session  in  Europe,  inspires  in  us  feelings  of  joy  and 
gratitude. 

“  Should  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  decide  to  hold  a  session  outside 
of  its  Jurisdiction,  there  could  be  no  question  about  the  right  to  this 
session  to  the  Jurisdiction  of  Germany,  the  oldest  and  largest  in 
Europe,  and  only  Berlin,  the  capital  of  this  Jurisdiction,  and  the  seat 
of  our  Grand  Lodge  can  be  chosen.  Besides  this,  Berlin  is  best  qualified 
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to  receive  so  distinguished  a  corporation  as  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

“  In  accordance  with  your  wish,  I  have  made  inquiry  regarding  the 
cost  of  trans-Atlantic  transportation.  Of  course  only  the  cost  of  travel 
from  New  York  to  Hamburg  and  the  further  railroad  fare  from  Ham¬ 
burg  to  Berlin  is  to  be  considered.  The  result  of  my  inquiry  is  given 
in  a  letter  from  the  Hamburg-American  line  to  our  Grand  Treasurer,  the 
original  of  which  I  am  enclosing  herewith. 

“  I  hope  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  will  decide  to  honor  our  Grand 
Lodge  with  a  session  in  Berlin.  You  may  be  assured  you  will  meet 
a  truly  brotherly  reception  here. 

“  With  this  session  of  our  Grand  Lodge,  beginning  on  June  19,  1911, 
my  term  of  office  expires.  I  can  assure  you  that  hours  spent  in  spiritual 
communion  with  you  and  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  belong  to 
those  that  have  always  awakened  pleasurable  sensations  within  me, 
and  that  the  often  heavy  burden  which  the  last  twenty-two  years, 
during  which  time  I  had  the  honor  to  serve  as  Grand  Sire  of  our 
Grand  Lodge,  was  considerably  heightened  by  the  truly  friendly 
brotherly  communion  I  had  with  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  its 
distinguished  officers. 

“  With  these  feelings  I  have  the  honor  to  sign  with  fraternal  greet¬ 
ings.” 

(Since  the  above  was  written  Brother  Gerlach  has  been  re-elected 
Grand  Sire  for  another  term  of  two  years.) 

We  do  not  consider  that  under  this  resolution  it  devolves  upon  the 
undersigned  to  recommend  whether  a  session  should  be  held  abroad 
in  the  near  future,  but  only  to  present  the  facts  and  estimate  of  ex¬ 
penses,  so  as  to  enable  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  determine  that 
question.

Report  9.  By  Rep.  Foxwell,  of  Maryland,  from  the  Committee 
on  Printing  Supplies : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

A  meeting  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies,  together  with  the 
Sub-Committee  on  Finance,  was  held  December  12,  1910,  all  members 
of  both  committees  being  present.  The  meeting  was  also  honored  with 
the  presence  and  attendance  of  Bro.  John  B.  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire. 

At  this  meeting  the  following  business  was  transacted:  The  Chair¬ 
man  reported  that  he  and  the  Grand  Secretary  had  proceeded  to  have 
printed  the  Rebekah  Floor  Work  and  Patriarchs  Militant  Drill  Regula¬ 
tions  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and 
upon  motion  this  was  approved. 

The  following  resolution  was  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  directed  and  instructed  to 
make  a  contract  with  Edward  A.  Holy  to  translate  the  Ritual  for  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  into  the  Bohemian  language  for  the  sum  of  $225.00, 
provided  Brother  Holy  makes  a  translation  acceptable  to  the  committee 
to  be  appointed  by  the  Bohemian  lodges,  but  that  no  part  of  said  sum 
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be  paid  to  Brother  Holy  until  the  translation  is  accepted  by  the  com¬ 
mittee  appointed  by  the  Bohemian  lodges. 

The  following  motion  was  adopted,  to  wit: 

That  the  Grand  Secretary  be  authorized  to  charge  off  and  destroy 
shop  worn  and  obsolete  supplies  now  carried  in  stock. 

A  motion  was  adopted  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Medical  Regula¬ 
tions  and  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Trial  Code  adopted  at  the  1910 
session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  be  combined  in  one  book,  and 
that  five  hundred  copies  of  the  same  be  printed  and  sold  at  25  cents 
each  to  Department  Councils,  and  35  cents  each  to  cantons,  and  that  the 
same  be  included  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Code  when  a  new  edition 
is  printed. 

The  Chairman  and  the  Secretary  were  authorized  and  directed  to 
ask  for  bids  for  all  Patriarchs  Militant  Badges,  and  that  the  contract 
be  awarded  to  the  best  bidder. 

On  the  request  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Australasia  for  exchange  of 
Rfebekah  Rituals,  Subordinate  Lodge  Rituals  and  Charge  Books,  it  was 
directed  that  the  Rebekah  Rituals  only  be  exchanged  free  of  cost. 

On  a  request  made  to  have  the  Rebekah  Installation  Ceremony 
printed  in  German,  the  committee  declined  to  grant  said  request,  as 
no  provision  had  been  made  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the 
same. 

The  Chairman  called  the  attention  of  the  committee  to  correspond¬ 
ence  with  the  B.  P.  Cummins  Company,  of  Chicago,  in  regard  to  a  can¬ 
celling  machine  for  Official  Certificates,  and  the  propositions  and  re¬ 
quests  from  that  company,  whereupon  the  following  action  was  taken: 

This  committee  have  given  careful  consideration  to  the  proposition 
of  the  B.  F.  Cummins  Company  to  furnish  a  mechanical  device  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  forging  of  Official  Certificates,  and  we  deem  it  inadvisable 
to  recommend  its  adoption  by  the  committee,  or  its  use  by  subordinate 
lodges. 

On  the  estimates  of  the  cost  of  changing  the  numerals  on  Veteran 
Jewels  and  Honorable  Veteran  Jewels,  the  Chairman  and  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  were  authorized  and  directed  to  receive  new  bids  for  the  Hon¬ 
orable  Veteran  Jewels,  including  the  changing  of  the  numerals  on 
the  same,  and  that  the  contract  be  awarded  to  the  best  bidder. 

Also  that  new  estimates  for  the  manufacture  of  the  Veteran  Jewel 
be  asked  for,  and  that  the  Roman  numerals  on  the  same  be  eliminated, 
and  that  figures  be  used  instead. 

The  Chairman  and  Grand  Secretary  were  authorized  and  directed  to 
procure  a  suitable  jewel  for  the  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
as  described  for  said  officers. 

It  was  directed  that  when  bids  are  invited  for  the  paper  for  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings  and  Reports  that  bids  for  the  printing  of  said 
Journal  and  Reports  be  on  the  following  basis  to  wit: 

Bids  for  paper  only. 

Bids  for  printing  and  binding. 

B'ids  for  paper,  printing  and  binding. 

The  Chairman  and  Grand  Secretary  were  directed  to  make  an  effort 
to  improve  the  quality  of  the  paper  for  the  Official  Certificates. 

Another  meeting  of  the  committee  was  held  commencing  June  29, 
1911,  and  at  this  meeting  also  the  committee  was  favored  with  the 
presence  and  co-operation  of  Brother  Cockrum,  Grand  Sire. 
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The  Chairman  and  Grand  Secretary  submitted  the  following  report 
on  matters  referred  to  them  at  the  last  meeting,  which  was  adopted: 

Atlantic  City,  N.  J.,  June  29,  1911. 

To  the  Committee  on  Printing  Supplies  and  Suh-Gommittee  on  Finance: 

Brothers. — We  submit  herewith  action  taken  ou  the  various  matters 
referred  to  us  at  your  last  meeting  as  follows: 

a.  Procured  jewels  for  the  Grand  Sire  and  Deputy  Grand  Sire  from 
the  C.  G.  Braxmar  Co.,  of  New  York,  at  cost  respectively  of  $125  and 
$100  each.  Designs  here  shown. 

b.  The  Patriarchs  Militant  Medical  Department  Regulations  and  Trial 
Code  issued  together  under  the  same  cover  at  cost  of  $0.12i/^  per  copy. 

c.  Contract  for  manufacturing  and  furnishing  the  small  Patriarchs 
Militant  Badge  authorized  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  session  at 
65  cents  each;  and  also  the  regular  size  Patriarchs  Militant  Badge  at 
87  cents  each,  both  of  14  karat  gold,  to  the  M.  C.  Lilley  &  Co.,  Columbus, 
Ohio. 

d.  Contract  for  manufacturing  and  furnishing  the  Veteran  Jewel 
of  10  karat  gold  at  $5.15  each,  with  satin  case  and  the  Watch  Charm 
style  Veteran  Jewel  of  10  karat  gold  in  satin  case  at  $4.95,  awarded  to 
the  M.  C.  Lilley  &  Co,,  Columbus,  Ohio. 

The  contract  for  the  change  of  numerals  on  Veteran  Jewels  and 
Watch  Charm  style  also  awarded  to  the  M.  C.  Lilley  &  Co.  at  $1.25 
for  each  change. 

e.  The  contract  for  manufacturing  and  furnishing  the  Honorable 
Veteran  Jewel,  8  karat,  at  $15.00  each,  and  14  karat  at  $30.00  each, 
awarded  to  Neuhaus  &  Co.,  Cincinnati,  Ohio. 

The  contract  for  changing  the  numerals  on  Honorable  Veteran  Jewels 
was  also  let  to  Neuhaus  &  Co.  at  $2.50  for  the  8  karat  and  $4.50  for  the 
14  karat. 

f.  The  exchange  of  Rebekah-  Rituals  to  ,the  Grand  Lodge  of  Austral¬ 
asia  was  made  as  per  action  taken  authorizing  the  same.

The  Chairman  and  Grand  Secretary  reported  that  the  retranslation 
of  the  Bohemian  Ritual  had  been  awarded  to  Brother  Holy  as  instructed 
at  the  previous  meeting,  and  that  progress  was  being  made  in  the  work. 

The  contract  for  printing  the  Daily  Journal  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  at  the  September,  1911,  session  was  awarded  to  Wih.  B.  Burford, 
of  Indianapolis,  Indiana. 

The  contract  for  the  printing  and  binding  of  the  Officers  Reports 
and  the  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  the  next  session  was  awarded  to 
The  Lord  Baltimore  Press  of  Baltimore.  ' 

The  contract  for  furnishing  the  paper  tor  the  Officers  Reports  and 
Journal  of  Proceedings  was  awarded  to  Smith-Dixon  Co.,  of  Balti¬ 
more. 

The  following  was  adopted: 

That  the  words  “  Brother  ”  and  “  Patriarch  ”  be  inserted  at  the  proper 
place  on  the  Official  Certificate  for  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments 
respectively,  so  that  when  the  words  have  been  inserted,  the  certificate 
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will  read:  “This  certifies  that  Brother . has  paid  to 

. Lodge,  etc./'  and  “This  certifies  that  Patriarch . 

has  paid  to . . Encampment,  etc.’’ 

It  was  directed  that  the  long  standing  custom  of  charging  drayage 
on  freight  shipments  to  Jurisdictions  to  which  supplies  were  consigned, 
be  discontinued. 

Also  that  all  transportation  charges  on  the  Journal  of  Proceedings 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  the  various  Jurisdictions,  and  to  sub¬ 
ordinate  bodies  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  to  Officers  and  Grand  Representatives,  in  the  future 
be  paid  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  that  the  cost  of  trans¬ 
portation  on  Bound  Journals  to  which  Officers  and  Grand  Representa¬ 
tives  are  entitled  without  charge,  be  also  paid  by  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge. 

The  committee  adopted  and  recommend  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
a  new  design  for  the  Official  Certificate,  a  copy  of  which  is  attached  to 
this  report,  and  will  be  placed  on  the  desks  of  Officers  and  Representa¬ 
tives,  this  Certificate  not  to  have  the  signature  of  the  Noble  Grand  and 
Chief  Patriarch,  and  the  space  for  such  signatures  on  the  Certificate 
to  be  removed.  Your  committee  unanimously  take  the  view  that  the 
Noble  Grand  or  Chief  Patriarch  must  rely  upon  the  Secretary  or  Scribe 
for  information  as  to  whether  a  member  is  entitled  to  an  Official 
Certificate,  and  that  it  is  therefore  a  useless  trouble  and  waste  of  time 
to  have  the  Noble  Grand  or  Chief  Patriarch  sign  the  Certificate.  Said 
Certificate  also  to  have  on  the  back  of  the  same  the  telegraphic  cipher 
and  key,  and  that  it  have  month  and  year  dates  on  the  same,  which  can 
also  be  punched,  in  the  option  and  discretion  of  Grand  Bodies  or  sub¬ 
ordinates.  The  signature  and  seal  to  be  attached  in  all  cases,  and  the 
punch  dates  to  be  optional.  It  is  believed  that  the  design  of  this 
Certificate  is  a  marked  improvement  over  the  one  now  in  use,  and  that 
it  will  afford  the  requisite  protection,  as  in  addition  to  the  seal  and  sig¬ 
nature  of  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  respectively  and  the  additional 
optional  use  of  the  punch  dates,  the  holder  of  the  same  should  attach 
his  signature  on  the  margin  in  the  proper  place.  Besides  which,  the 
holder  is  subject  to  proper  examination  when  visiting,  and  further,  the 
telegraphic  cipher  and  key  is  placed  on  the  back  of  the  certificate  where 
it  will  be  ever  present  to  any  committee  or  subordinate  to  which  the 
same  may  be  presented,  and  afford  ready  facility  for  communicating 
with  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  of  the  holder. 

Your  committee  have  fully  considered  the  question  as  to  what  is 
called  a  cancelling  machine,  which  would  cost  such  an  amount  as  to 
make  it  unwise  to  require  subordinates  to  use  the  same.  A  cancelling 
machine  would  cost  a  substantial  amount,  while  if  the  use  of  the  punch 
is  favored  by  a  Grand  Body  or  a  subordinate  thereunder  the  same  can 
be  obtained  for  50  cents  or  less.  There  are  many  Jurisdictions  from 
which  no  trouble  or  complaint  as  to  the  forgery  or  misuse  of  the  Official 
Certificate  has  ever  occurred,  and  it  would  seem  unreasonable  to  levy 
a  substantial  tax  upon  every  subordinate  because  it  happens  in  a  few 
instances  in  a  few  Jurisdictions  that  there  was  some  forgery  or  manipu¬ 
lation  of  the  Certificate. 

If,  however,  it  should  be  the  judgment  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
that  the  Certificate  herein  above  recommended  has  not  sufficient  elabora¬ 
tion  for  protection,  then  we  have  a  sample  of  one  with  the  elaborate 
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date  punch  system,  which,  however,  we  do  not  recommend,  but  which 
would  be  far  preferable  to  requiring  subordinates  to  obtain  costly 
cancelling  machines.

26  falls  upon  Sunday),  or  on  the  day  or  night  of  the  regular  session  of 
the  subordinate  body  observing  such  anniversary,  immediately  pre¬ 
ceding,  or  immediately  subsequent  to,  the  twenty-sixth  day  of  April.

ADDITIONAL  DECISIONS  OP  THE  GRAND  SIRE. 

Dec.  47.  Question. — Can  any  officer  of  a  subordinate  or  Rebekah 
lodge  wear  their  official  regalia  when  visiting  another  lodge  even  if 
they  are  accompanied  by  quite  a  large  delegation  of  their  own  members? 

Answer. — No.  Journal  1905,  pages  44,  219  and  243.  See  questions 
104  and  answers. 
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Question  2.  Where  the  new  subordinate  or  Rebekah  Rituals  and 
the  State  Lodge  Constitution  conflicts,  which  governs? 

Answer. — The  Rituals.  There  is  no  higher  law. 

Question  3. — ^Would  a  decision  from  a  Grand  Officer  sustaining  such 
local  laws  be  binding  on  subordinate  lodges? 

Answer. — Decisions  from  Grand  Lodge  Officers  should  be  respected 
until  reversed  on  appeal. 

Dec.  48.  Statement  and  Question. — “A  member  of  Centralville 
Lodge,  No.  215,  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  is  living  in  Portsmouth,  Virginia. 
Charges  have  been  preferred  against  him  by  a  member  of  Grice  Lodge, 
No.  83,  Portsmouth,  Va.,  for  operating  a  place  where  gambling  is  per¬ 
mitted.  A  copy  of  the  charges  was  forwarded  to  his  lodge  in  Lowell, 
and  that  lodge  asks  Grice  Lodge  to  proceed  to  try  the  case.  Grice 
Lodge,  No.  83  is  in  doubt  as  how  to  proceed  with  the  charges,  and  I 
appeal  to  the  Grand  Sire  for  information  as  to  the  proper  course  of 
pursue.”. 

Answer. — In  the  absence  of  any  local  regulation  on  the  subject  a 
member  of  one  subordinate  lodge  desiring  to  prefer  a  charge  against 
a  member  of  another  subordinate  lodge,  shall  present  such  charge  in 
the  usual  form  to  the  subordinate  lodge  to  which  he,  the  accuser,  is 
a  member.  Said  lodge  shall  forthwith  forward  to  the  lodge  to  which 
the  accused  may  belong  a  certifled  copy  of  the  charge,  over  the  signa¬ 
ture  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary,  attested  by  the  seal  of  the 
lodge,  and  the  lodge  to  which  such  charge  is  sent  shall  proceed  to 
hear  and  determine  the  same  in  like  manner  as  if  preferred  by  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  its  own  body . It  would  seem  from  this,  therefore,  that  it 

was  proper  for  charges  to  be  preferred  in  Grice  Lodge,  No.  83,  against 
the  member  of  Centralville  Lodge,  No.  215,  of  Lowell,  Mass.,  and  there¬ 
upon  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Noble  Grand  and  Secretary  of  Grice  Lodge, 
No.  83,  to  certify  the  charges,  attested  by  the  seal  of  the  lodge,  and 
send  same  to  Centralville  Lodge,  No.  215,  at  Lowell,  Mass.,  and  said 
lodge  must  thereupon  proceed  to  try  the  brother  according  to  the 
forms  of  law  provided  for  such  cases  by  its  Grand  Lodge,  etc. — 
Busbee  2019. 

Dec.  49.  Statement. — New  Rebekah  Ritual,  page  13,  Voting,  reads: 
“  It  is  not  permissible  to  exhibit  the  ballot  to  any  member  except  to 
the  Noble  Grand  and  Vice  Grand  .  .  .  .”  Article  II,  Section  5,  of  New 
Hampshire  Rebekah  constitution  reads:  “Upon  the  conclusion  of  the 
balloting,  the  Warden  shall  close  the  box  and  pass  it  to  the  Vice  Grand, 
and  then  to  the  Noble  Grand  and  her,  or  his,  supporters  for  inspection.” 

Question. — Who  shall  inspect  the  ballot  in  Rebekah  lodges?  From 
the  fact  that  the  Ritual  and  our  constitution  do  not  seem  to  agree 
which  shall  take  precedence? 

Answer. — The  language  of  the  Ritual  controls.  The  ballot  should  be 
inspected  only  by  those  named  in  the  Ritual. 

Dec.  50. — The  Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut  amended  Sections  1,  2 
and  3  of  Article  V  of  its  Constitution,  and  its  amendments  so  adopted 
came  for  approval  before  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1909 
session. 

The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  that  time  adopted  the  following: 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

'  Your  Committee  on  Constitutions,  to  whom  was  referred  amend¬ 
ments  to  Article  V,  Sections  1,  2  and  3,  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Connecticut,  which  were  approved  by  the  Acting 
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Grand  Sire  June  14,  1909,  respectfully  report  that  they  have  considered 
the  same  and  recommend  that  the  words  “  in  good  standing  ”  be  added 
after  “  Rebekah  lodge  ”  in  fifth  line  of  Section  1,  so  that  said  section 
will  read:  , 

Section  1.  This  Grand  Body  shall  be  represented  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  by  two  Grand  Representatives,  who  shall  live  in  the  state 
of  Connecticut  and  be  members  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  Royal  Purple 
degree  members  in  good  standing  of  an  encampment  in  good  standing, 
also  a  member  in  good  standing  in  a  Rebekah  lodge  in  good  standing. 
They  shall  be  designated  as  Junior  and  Senior  Grand  Representatives. 

With  the  foregoing  addition  of  three  words  in  Section  1  we  recom¬ 
mend  that  said  amendments  be  adopted.

The  Grand  Master  received  and  filed  said  petition  and 
idii  September  1,  1910,  he  duly  approved  the  same  and  ordered  the 
Insolidation.  The  consolidation  was  effected  in  pursuance  of  the 
der  of  the  Grand  Master. 
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On  the  16th  day  of  May,  1911,  same  being  the  first  day  of  the  regular 
annual  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  Past  Grand  Master 
Abercrombie,  presented  to  said  Grand  Lodge  an  “  Appeal  ”  which  is  in 
words  as  follows: 

“  Hannibal,  Mo.,  May  15,  1911. 

“  We,  the  undersigned  members  of  the  original  Mystic  Lodge,  No. 
17,  I.  0.  0.  P.,  make  our  appeal  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  on  the 
basis  that  the  consolidation  of  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17,  and  Hannibal 
Lodge,  No.  26,  was,  we  claim,  illegal. 

“  First.r  That  more  than  seven  members  of  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17, 
oppose  consolidation.  (See  Busbee’s  Digest,  pages  481-482.) 

“  Second.  One  week’s  notice  was  not  given  to  the  members  of  Mystic 
Lodge  previous  to  voting  on  resolution  to  consolidate. 

“  Third.  Original  Mystic  Lodge  owned  twelve  thousand  dollars  worth 
of  real  estate,  consisting  of  a  large  brick  building  in  this  city,  promi¬ 
nently  located. 

“  Fourth.  The  trustees  of  said  Mystic  Lodge  were  instructed  by 
the  lodge  to  have  certain  work  done  on  said  building  and  which  they 
proceeded  to  do  by  having  plans  and  specifications  made  and  le|;  the 
contract  for  having  work  done  as  authorized  by  the  lodge;  said  work 
was  to  have  been  completed  in  September  or  October,  1910,  since  which 
time  the  lodge  would  have  been  receiving  handsome  returns,  as  office 
rooms  had  been  spoken  for.  During  the  time  Mystic  trustees  were  per¬ 
forming  the  work  assigned  to  them,  members  of  Hannibal  Lodge,  No. 
26,  visited  Mystic  Lodge,  and  in  open  lodge  persuaded  members  of 
Mystic  Lodge  to  have  their  trustees  cease  operations,  which  they  did. 

“  Fifth.  While  peace  apd  harmony  did  prevaii  in  Mystic  Lodge,  now 
there  are  a  number  of  dissatisfied  members.  As  evidence  of  this  we 
have  a  list  of  sixty  signatures  of  original  Mystic  Lodge  members  who 
opposed  consolidation,  and  because  of  the  peculiar  situation  at  this 
place,  Odd  Fellowship  would  best  be  served  by  having  the  two  lodges.

“  We,  the  undersigned  members  of  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17,  I.  0.  O.  F.. 
of  Hannibal,  Mo.,  hereby  authorize  R.  M.  Abercrombie,  Past  Grand 
Master,  to  request  permission  of  the  Grand  Lodge  to  appeal  the  case 
concerning  the  consolidation  of  the  two  lodges  of  Hannibal,  Mo.,  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

“  Signed.  Edward  Bales,  W.  B.  Curd.  John  Dreyer,  E.  W.  Nelson, 
Evan  Jones,  Jno.

This  appeal  was  regularly  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Charters 
and  was  disposed  of  by  the  adoption  of  the  following  report  made  by 
said  committee: 

“  To  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri: 

“  Your  Committee  on  Charters,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
certain  members  of  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  of  Hannibal,  from 
the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  authorizing  the  consolidation  of 
Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17,  and  Hannibal  Lodge,  No.  26.  respectfully  report 
that  we  have  duly  considered  the  same  and  recommend  that  the  action 
of  the  Grand  Master  be  approved  and  that  the  appeal  be  dismissed. 

“  We  desire  to  say  that  Representative  Jarman,  a  member  of  Mystic 
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Lodge  and  also  a  member  of  this  committee,  appeared  before  us,  but 
did  not  participate  in  the  decision  of  the  matter. 

“  We  further  recommend  that  if  this  report  is  approved  that  the 
brothers  appealing  be  granted  the  privilege  of  appealing  from  our 
decision  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  in  accordance  with  their 
request. 

Signed  by  the  Committee.” 

On  the  same  day  Past  Grand  Master  Abercrombie  presented  the  fol¬ 
lowing  resolution,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Grand  Lodge: 

“  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Master  appoint  a  committee  of  three 
members  to  agree  on  a  statement  of  facts  in  the  matter  of  the  appeal 
of  W.  B.  Curd  and  the  protectors  (protestors)  of  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17, 
reported  by  the  committee.” 

The  Grand  Master  thereupon  named  Past  Grand  Masters  Abercrombie, 
Lydy  and  Wilkerson.  However,  for  reasons  unknown,  there  was  a 
failure  of  the  above  named  committee  to  agree  upon  the  facts  in  this 
matter.  Each  of  said  committee  having  filed  what  he  alleges  to  be  a 
correct  statement  of  the  facts,  all,  however,  being  different.  The  Grand 
Master  and  Grand  Secretary,  however,  by  authority  of  standing  Reso¬ 
lution  No.  12  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  have  furnished  us,  with¬ 
out  comment,  a  complete  transcript  of  all  the  papers,  documents  and 
records  pertaining  to  the  matter  of  the  consolidation  of  Hannibal 
Lodge,  No.  26,  and  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17.  Your  committee  has  entirely 
discarded  and  ignored  the  various  statements  of  fact  filed  by  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  special  committee  of  the  Grand  Lodge  and  have  accepted  the 
certified  transcript  of  the  Grand  Officers  as  the  record  in  this  case. 

OPINION. 

There  is  but  one  question  involved  in  this  case,  and  that  is.  Has  a 
subordinate  Grand  Body  the  power  to  prescribe  rules,  regulations  and 
procedure  for  the  consolidation  of  subordinates  under  their  jurisdic¬ 
tion?  If  they  possess  such  power,  then  the  action  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
of  Missouri  is  right  and  the  appeal  must  fail;  if  they  do  not  possess 
such  power,  then  the  appeal  must  be  sustained. 

The  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  (Sec.  9,  Art.  1),  pro¬ 
vides  that  all  power  and  authority  not  reserved  to  this  Grand  Lodge  by 
the  Constitution  is  hereby  vested  in  the  various  subordinate  Grand 
Bodies,  etc. 

The  power  to  grant  charters  and  to  establish  lodges  is  beyond  all 
question,  lodged  in  the  various  Grand  Bodies,  and  it  is  conceded  by  all 
that  the  power  to  consolidate  subordinates  is  inherent  in  the  Grand 
Bodies,  the  same  not  having  been  reserved  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution. 

However,  to  remove  all  question  on  the  subject,  this  Sovereign  Body, 
at  its  1883  session,  enacted  affirmative  legislation  on  the ,  subject  as 
follows,  to  wit: 

“  Your  Committee  on  Legislation  have  considered  the  resolution 
offered  by  Representative  Crane,  of  New  Jersey,  and  referred  to  this 
committee,  asking  legislation  authorizing  subordinate  Grand  Bodies  to 
enact  laws  enablins:  their  subordinates  to  consolidate,  whenever,  in  the  , 
opinion  of  such  Grand  Bodies,  or  during  their  recess,  the  Grand 
Master  or  Grand  Patriarch  (as  the  case  may  bel,  such  consolidation 
will  be  beneficial  to  the  Order,  have  considered  the  same  and  submit 
the  following. 
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“  In  many  Jurisdictions  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more  subordinal 
lodges  or  encampments  into  one  lodge  or  encampment  may  save  1 
the  Order  many  members.  Already  the  Jurisdictions  of  Ohio,  Pennsy 
vania  and  Illinois,  believing  that  such  power  was  vested  in  the  respec 
ive  subordinate  Grand  Bodies,  have,  by  legislation,  authorized  sue 
consolidation,  and  the  practical  working  thereof  has  been  found  vei 
beneficial.  The  committee,  therefore,  submit  the  following: 

“  Resolved,  That  subordinate  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encam 
ments  be,  and  they  are,  hereby  fully  authorized  and  empowered  i 
enact  such  legislation  within  their  respective  Grand  Jurisdictions  s 
shall  fully  authorize  the  consolidation  of  two  or  more  subordina 
lodges  or  encampments  into  one  lodge  or  encampment.” 

And  at  the  1884  session  two  other  laws  were  passed  on  this  subjec 
one  (Journal  1884,  page  9755),  providing  that  subordinate  Grand  Jurl 
dictions,  having  received  power  to  effect  consolidations,  had  the  pow 
to  legislate  on  the  subject  and  to  make  rules  and  regulations  ai 
arrange  details  as  to  disposition  of  property,  records,  etc.  These  la 
laws  are  positive  legislative  enactments  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodi 
and  have  never  been  modified  or  repealed. 

The  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  by  authority  herein  above  mentions 
enacted  legislation  providing  rules,  regulations  and  procedure  f( 
consolidating  subordinate  lodges  as  follows,  to  wit: 

“  Section  81  Article  VII.  Consolidation  of  Lodges. — When  two  > 
more  lodges  in  proximity  to  each  other  desire  to  consolidate,  th( 
shall  present  to  the  Grand  Lodge,  or  during  recess  to  the  Grai 
Master,  a  petition  for  that  purpose.  Each  lodge  proposing  to  surrend 
its  charter  shall  have  the  consent  of  three-fourths  of  its  membe 
evidenced  by  their  signatures  to  the  petition,  and  the  lodge  proposii 
to  absorb  shall  evidence  its  consent  by  resolution  duly  passed  1 
majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  at  a  regular  meeting  of  tl 
lodge,  after  one  week’s  notice;  provided,  no  lodge  shall  consolidate  wi' 
another  when  five  or  more  of  its  members  express  in  writing  the 
desire  to  retain  the  charter.  When  such  petition  is  approved  by  tl 
Grand  Lodge  or  the  officer  named,  the  consolidation  shall  be  complel 
and  thereupon  the  charter  and  charge  books  of  the  lodge  or  lodges 
become  extinct  shall  be  surrendered  to  the  Grand  Secretary.” 

Hence,  in  the  opinion  of  your  committee,  the  power  to  prescril 
reasonable  rules,  regulations  and  procedure  on  the  subject  under  co 
sideration,  is  vested,  beyond  question,  in  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missoui 
and  said  Grand  Body,  having  enacted  such  procedure,  all  subordina  n 
lodges  and  members  in  said  jurisdiction  are  bound  thereby.  Th 
being  true.  Was  there  a  compliance  with  the  law  on  the  subject  by  tl  j, 
two  lodges  and  the  Grand  Master? 

Let  us  see,  Hannibal  Lodge,  No.  26,  by  a  unanimous  vote,  asked  f  j 
the  consolidation;  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17,  after  due  notice  had  be*  f 
given,  decided  to  consolidate  by  a  vote  of  25  for  to  5  against.  On  j 
two  of  these  five,  however,  joined  in  written  protest  or  objection.  ^  p 
is  evident  to  the  committee  that  the  other  three  abandoned  their  obj€  j 
tions  by  failing,  refusing  or  neglecting  to  join  in  the  written  proter 
Hence,  there  was  no  protest  or  objection  sufficient  in  law  to  prevej 
the  consolidation  and  the  Grand  Master  was  justified  in  ordering  til  j 
same  and  the  Grand  Lodge  was  warranted  in  sustaining  his  action  | 
the  premises.  I 

The  paper  filed  in  the  Grand  Lodge  under  date  of  May  15,  1911,  eigl 
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and  one-half  months  after  the  consolidation  was  effected,  is  not  such 
an  appeal  or  protest  hs  is  contemplated  by  Section  81  of  Article  VII 
of  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri,  and  is  of  no  value 
in  this  case.  The  protest  signed  by  five  or  more  members,  must,  of 
necessity,  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Master  before  the  consolidation.  No 
such  notice  or  protest  was  filed. 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  decisions  of  various  Grand  Sires 
where  it  has  been  held  that  so  long  as  five  members  desire  to  retain 
the  charter,  they  may  do  so.  These  decisions,  without  exception,  were 
made  in  cases  coming  from  Jurisdictions  where  no  procedure  had  been 
enacted  and  in  such  cases  such  decisions  state  the  law  correctly,  but 
where  a  Jurisdiction,  such  as  Missouri,  in  the  case  under  consideration, 
has  enacted  positive  legislation  on  the  subject  requiring  certain  reason¬ 
able  conditions  to  be  complied  with,  such  decisions  do  not  apply  but 
are  completely  superseded  by  such  local  legislation. 

Counsel  for  the  appellants  in  their  brief  ask  that  the  consolidation 
of  these  two  lodges  be  not  interfered  with,  but  insist  that  they  want 
the  law  settled  in  order  that  a  precedent  may  be  established  for  similar 
cases  in  the  future.  The  law,  as  written,  is  sufficient  and  needs  no 
construction  other  than  the  plain  ordinary  meaning  which  the  language 
used  conveys.  The  appeal  must  fail  for  the  foregoing  reasons. 

We,  therefore,  offer  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Missouri  in  sus¬ 
taining  the  action  of  the  Grand  Master  in  the  matter  of  the  consolida¬ 
tion  of  Hannibal  Lodge,  No.  26,  and  Mystic  Lodge,  No.  17,  be,  and  the 

feame  is,  hereby  affirmed.  o.

A  brother  or  sister  of  the  Order,  wishing  to  become  a 
member,  shall  present  a  petition,  together  with  his  or  her  card  from 
the  Rebekah  lodge  of  which  he  or  she  was  a  member,  which  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  three,  and  in  all  other  respects  disposed  of 
as  provided  by  Clause  3  for  applicants,  and,  on  being  admitted,  shall 
pay  a  sum  not  less  than  fifty  cents.” 

The  Clause  3  referred  to  reads  as  follows: 

“  Clause  3.  Applications  for  membership  by  initiation  shall  be  made 
in  writing  and  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  not  less  than  one  dollar  and 
signed  by  the  applicant,  setting  forth  his  or  her  age,  occupation  and 
residence,  and  signed  by  two  members  as  reference,  which  must  be 
entered  upon  the  records,  and  the  subject  referred  to  a  committee  of 
three  for  investigation,  who  shall  make  diligent  inquiry  as  to  the 
character,  health  and  qualifications  of  the  applicant  and  report  at  the 
succeeding  regular  meeting,  unless  further  time  be  granted  them  by 
the  lodge.  Upon  the  report  of  the  committee  the  applicant  shall  be 
balloted  for  by  ball  ballots.  Provided,  The  lodge  shall  have  power  by  a 
two-thirds  vote  to  postpone  the  balloting  until  the  next  regular  meeting 
after  that  upon  which  the  committee  report.  Upon  the  ballot  being 
taken,  if  less  than  three  black  balls  appear,  the  applicant  shall  be 
elected,  but  if  three  or  more  black  balls  appear  the  applicant  shall 
be  rejected  and  so  declared,  and  no  further  balloting  shall  be  allowed, 
unless  all  the  brothers  and  sisters  who  cast  the  black  balls,  within 
four  regular  meeting  nights,  voluntarily  move  for  a  reconsideration  of 
the  same,  when  the  vote  shall  be  taken  by  ball  ballot,  when,  if  all  the 
balls  be  white,  the  reconsideration  shall  be  had;  whereupon,  the  appli¬ 
cation  shall  lie  over  until  the  next  regular  meeting,  when  another 
ballot  shall  be  had,  and  if  the  same  be  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
applicant,  he  or  she  shall  be  elected;  but  if  one  or  more  black  balls 
appear  in  either  ballot,  the  applicant  shall  be  rejected,  and  in  no  case 
shall  a  reconsideration  be  had,  except  upon  the  voluntary  niotion  of 
all  who  cast  the  black  balls,  and  never  more  than  one  reconsideration 
in  the  same  case  shall  be  allowed.” 

The  law  of  the  Jurisdiction  provides  that  in  any  case  where  the  laws 
of  the  Rebekah  Assembly  may  be  silent  on  any  subject,  the  law  of  the 
Grand  Lodge  shall  govern.

No.  32.  Eeps.  Eobertson  and  Griffith,  of  Oklahoma,  moved: the 
following,  for  which  they  asked  immediate  consideration : 


Whereas,  By  reason  of  the  consolidation  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of 
Oklahoma  and  Indian  Territory,  the  regularly  elected,  qualified  and 
installed  Grand  Officers  were  prevented  from  serving  the  full  time  for 
which  they  were'elected;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Officers,  who  were  regularly  elected  and 
installed,  and  were  serving  at  the  time  of  the  consolidation  of  the  said 
Grand  Bodies,  and  especially  J.  L.  Roberson,  Grand  Master,  and  T.  F. 
Donnell,  Grand  Patriarch,  of  Oklahoma,  Ben  F.  Brown,  Grand  Patriarch, 
of  Indian  Territory,  and  Mary  Mahaffy,  President  of  Rebekah  Assembly, 
be,  and  they  are,  hereby  specifically  declared  to  be  Past  Grand  Officers 
and  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  honors  and  privileges  belonging  thereto, 
as  fully  and  completely  as  though  no  consolidation  had  taken  place. 

The  question  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

No.  33.  Eep.  Wulff,  of  California,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

.  Resolved,  That  the  Transfer  Law  be  amended  by  the  addition  of  the 
following: 

Provided  further.  That  local  legislation  may  provide  for  a  fee  to  be 
charged  against  a  brother  desiring  to  transfer  his  membership  to  a 
lodge  or  encampment  as  a  full  beneficial  member  when  over  forty-five 
years  of  age. 

Said  Transfer  Law,  as  amended,  to  read  as  follows: 

“  That  a  member  of  the  Order  in  possession  of  an  Official  Certificate 
or  Visiting  Card  changing  his  residence  from  the  territorial  Juris¬ 
diction  of  his  lodge  or  encampment  to  the  territorial  Jurisdiction  of 
another,  and  desiring  to  unite  with  a  lodge  or  encampment  at  his 
new  place  of  residence,  upon  making  application  for  membership, 
accompanied  by  his  Official  Certificate  or  Visiting  Card,  showing  his 
dues  paid  in  advance,  and  being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law,  upon 
notice  being  sent  by  the  Secretary  or  Scribe,  to  his  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment,  said  lodge  or  encampment  shall,  unless  charges  are  pending 
against  him,  without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  and  send  the  same,  at  once,  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for 
the  same;  and  upon  the  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  the  member 
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shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the 
new  lodge  or  encampment  without  the  payment  of  any  admission  fee: 
Provided,  That  if  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the 
expenses  of  same.  The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  sever 
membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  it;  provided,  that  if 
the  member  becomes  sick  or  disabled,  or  should  die  within  four  weeks 
of  its  date  and  before  completing  his  membership  by  signing  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  his  new  lodge  or  encampment,  then  said  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  shall  be  cancelled  and  said  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial 
standing  in  his  old  lodge  or  encampment  the  same  as  though  no 
Transfer  Certificate  had  been  issued:  Provided,  further.  That  a 
brother  desiring  to  receive  advantage  of  the  preceding  proviso  must 
pay  his  dues  four  weeks  in  advance  of  the  date  of  his  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate:  Provided,  further.  That  local  legislation  may  provide  for  a  fee 
to  be  charged  against  a  brother  desiring  to  transfer  his  membership 
to  a  lodge  or  encampment  as  a  full  beneficial  member  when  over  forty- 
five  years  of  age.” 

(Indefinitely  postponed.  See  Eeport  43  and  action  on.) 

No.  34.  Eeps.  Hawkes  and  Mohr,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the 
following,  for  which  they  asked  immediate  consideration: 

Whereas,  The  Home  for  Orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Pennsylvania 
is  now  erecting,  at  the  corner  of  Ogontz  and  Chelton  avenues,  in  the 
city  of  Piladelphia,  a,  new  building  and  auditorium,  to  be  known  as 
“  The  Home  for  Orphans  of  Odd  Fellows  of  Pennsylvania  and  James  D. 
Thompson  Memorial”;  and 

Whereas,  The  children  of  our  late  and  honored  Grand  Treasuer, 
Isaac  A.  Sheppard,  in  memory  of  his  work  to  the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
desire  to  place  a  Memorial  Window  in  the  auditorium  of  said  Home, 
and  as  part  of  the  design  for  said  window  may  desire  to  use  the 
character  and  words  comprising  the  seal  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  permission  is  hereby  granted  to  the  children  of  said 
Isaac  A.  Sheppard  to  use  such  parts  of  the  design  of  the  seal  of  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  they  desire  in  the  design  of  the  said 
Memorial  Window. 

The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 

No.  35.  Eep.  Hawkes,  of  Pennsylvania,  moved  the  following, 
for  which  he  asked  immediate  consideration : 

Resolved,  That,  if  possible,  copies  of  the  several  admirable  addresses 
delivered  at  the  opening  session  of  yesterday  be  obtained  for  insertion 
in  the  annual  printed  Journal  of  Proceedings  of  this  session. 


The  question  being  on  the  resolution,  it  was  adopted. 
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No.  36.  Eep.  Eastin,  of  Missouri,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order : 

Resolved,  That  hereafter  no  invitation  extended  to  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  to  meet  in  any  Jurisdiction  shall  be  referred  to  in  the 
Journal  of  Proceedings,  or  be  considered,  unless  such'  invitation  shall 
come  from  the  proper  authorities  of  the  Order, 


(Not  adopted.  See  Eeport  130.) 

No.  37.  Eeps.  Phelps  and  Duckworth,  of  California,  under  in¬ 
structions  from  the  Grand  Lodge  of  California,  moved  the  follow¬ 
ing,  which  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation: 

Resolved,  That  the  resolution  adopted  at  the  session  of  this  Body  in 
1890,  found  on  pages  12232  and  12285,  Journal  of  1890,  which  resolu¬ 
tion  reads  as  follows: 

''Resolved,  That  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions,  be 
invested  with  the  power  to  permit  subordinate  lodges  under  their 
respective  Jurisdictions  to  set  aside  five  per  cent  of  their  receipts  for 
dues,  as  a  contingent  fund,  to  be  expended  in  the  payments  of  necessary 
and  proper  obligations,  which  every  lodge  must  meet  and  for  which  pur¬ 
pose  a  subordinate  lodge,  under  existing  laws,  cannot  expend  its  funds,” 
be  amended  so  that  said  resolution  when  amended,  will  read  as  follows: 

“  Resolved,  That  Grand  Lodges  of  the  various  Grand  Jurisdictions  be 
invested  with  the  power  to  permit  subordinate  lodges  under  their 
respective  Jurisdictions  to  set  aside  five  per  cent  of  their  income  from 
all  sources  as  a  contingent  fund,  to  be  expended  in  the  payment  of 
necessary  and  proper  obligations,  which  every  lodge  must  meet  and 
for  which  purpose  a  subordinate  lodge,  under  existing  laws,  cannot 
expend  its  funds.” 


(Adopted.  See  Eeport  92.) 

No.  38.  Eep.  Powers,  of  Minnesota,  moved  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Legislation : 


Whereas,  It  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  our  beloved  Order  to  faith¬ 
fully  provide  for  all  of  its  members  and  to  perform  with  fidelity,  every 
obligation  to  every  member;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  instance  of  a  lodge  being  defunct,  no  provision  is 
made  for  the  member  who,  because  of  age  or  infirmity,  cannot  gain 
admission  into  another  lodge,  and  therefore  it  may  happen,  and  does 
happen,  that  brothers  who  have  devoted  their  time  and  means  for  many 
years  to  the  upbuilding  of  the  Order,  are  left  without  the  protection 
of  Odd  Fellowship  at  a  period  of  life  when  they  are  in  greatest  need; 
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and,  furthermore,  this  condition  may  come  about  through  no  fault  of 
the  brother  who  may  live  far  removed  from  his  lodge  at  the  time  it 
becomes  defunct  and  who  may  have  been  at  all  times  faithful  and 
prompt  in  payment  of  dues  and  the  performance  of  all  other  duties  of 
the  true  Odd  Fellow;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  breach  of  fidelity  and  a  reproach  to  the  Order  to  so 
neglect  to  provide  for  a  worthy  brother  and  to  fail  in  its  part  of  the 
contract  made  with  such  brother;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  does  hereby  permit  and 
authorize  subordinate  Grand  Lodges  to  enact  legislation  so  as  to  make 
provision  for  brothers  of  defunct  lodges  who  have  been  members  of 
this  Order  for  not  less  than  twenty-five  years,  and  who  by  reason  of 
their  ag^  and  infirmity,  cannot  find  a  lodge  home  in  another  subordinate 
lodge,  and  to  this  end  Grand  Lodges  may  receive  from  such  brothers 
annual  dues  not  less  than  the  minimum  provided  by  such  Grand 
Lodges  to  be  charged  by  subordinate  lodges;  same  to  be  paid  to  such 
Grand  Lodge,  and  such  Grand  Lodges  may  further  provide  for  the  pay¬ 
ment  by  the  Grand  Lodge  to  such  brothers  weekly  benefits  not  exceed¬ 
ing  one-half  of  the  amount  received  from  such  brother  for  annual  dues; 
provided,  further,  that  all  funds  from  the  defunct  lodges  may  be,  if 
necessary,  used  for  the  payment  of  such  benefits  and  when  necessary, 
other  funds  of  such  Grand  Lodges  may  be  used;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  authority  so  granted  to 
Grand  Lodges  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  repealed. 


(Amended  and  adopted.  See  Eeport  53.) 

No.  39.  Reps.  Birdseye,  Starr,  Lnm  and  Lee,  of  Washington, 
moved  the  following,  which  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Legislation : 


Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  may.  pro¬ 
vide,  by  appropriate  legislation,  that  under  their  respective  Jurisdic¬ 
tions  any  member  of  this  Order  who  is  now  or  who  may  become  an 
inmate  of  any  Home  maintained  by  any  fraternal  body  for  the  aged 
and  indigent  of  its  members,  and  under  whose  laws,  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions  or  under  the  laws  of  the  state,  territory  or  province  in  which  said 
Home  is  located,  the  inmate  would  not  be  permitted  to  receive  stated 
sums  as  benefits  from  our  Order,  and. the  Home  would  be  prohibited 
from  accepting  any  compensation  for  the  keeping  or  support  of  its 
inmates,  shall  thereby  relinquish  all  claim  for  weekly  benefits  from 
such  member’s  lode^e  and  encampment  during  the  time  he  shall  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  an  inmate  of  such  Home. 

Resolved,  further.  That  during  the  time  or  times  that  any  lodee  or 
encampment  shall  be  freed  from  the  liability  to  pay  weekly  benefits  to 
anv  of  the  members  bv  reason  of  their  beip<?  inmates  of  such  Home,  no 
weekly  dues  shall  accrue  ae-ainst  any  such  member,  but  he  shall  re¬ 
main  in  good  standing  without  the  payment  of  any  dues;  provided,  he 
shall  have  been  in  good  standing  and  beneficial  at  the  time  of  his 
admission  as  an  inmate  of  such  Home;  be  it  further 
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Resolved,  That  Grand  Lodges  and  Grand  Encampments  are  author¬ 
ized  to  legislate  to  permit  subordinates  to  communicate,  or  cause  to  be 
communicated,  the  passwords  to  members  who  are  inmates  of  such 
Homes.

The  Honorable  George  B.  Griggs,  of  Texas,  Great  Incohonee, 
being  in  waiting,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  took  a  recess  for 
thirty  minutes.  Reps.  Daniels,  of  Georgia;  Rinehart,  of  Florida, 
and  Derbyshire,  of  Ontario,  introduced  the  Chief  Executive  of  our 
sister  fraternity,  who  addressed  the  Body  as  follows : 

Man  is  a  being  both  social  and  selfish,  both  virtuous  and  vicious. 
These  characteristics  were  innate  with  his  creation,  and  they  have  been 
the  foundation  whence  fiowed  the  desires  and  necessities  of  the  human 
race. 

Necessity  gave  birth  to  secrecy — virtue  to  fraternal  association. 
Friendly,  secret  associations  antedate  the  very  inception  of  historic 
literature. 

The  earlier  fraternal  societies  were  sorely  pressed  with  the  galling 
yoke  of  both  church  and  state.  The  ancient  church  was  supreme. 
Monarchs  trembled  at  her  command.  She  assumed  absolute  control 
over  not  only  man’s  temporal  affairs,  but  also  that  of  his  destiny 
beyond  the  grave. 

But  withal,  there  grew  into  the  hearts  and  souls  of  men  a  mystic 
fraternalism  that  prospered  within  the  very  shadows  of  the  church, 
and  entwined  itself  around  the  very  thrones  of  mighty  kings. 

Around  the  mystic  shrines  of  fraternalism  were  promulgated  the 
sciences,  philosophy  and  human  happiness.  From  those  shrines  there 
emanated  teachings  of  a  higher  order — teachings  that  made  men  and 
women  purer  and  nobler,  paving  the  way  to  freedom  of  thought  and 
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speech.  At  the  same  time  the  church  and  the  state  were  putting  to 
torture  and  death  the  citizen  who  dared  to  be  free. 

Every  manifestation  of  intellectual  thought  was  suppressed,  and 
every  pure  conception  of  human  accord  was  smothered  by  priestly 
power.  Overarched  by  despotism,  the  silver  star  of  human  liberty  was 
lost  in  the  darkness  of  blighted  hope. 

I  call  to  witness  the  generations  of  time  past,  that  the  ancient 
religious  and  political  powers  were  the  strongest  prisons  and  the 
must  cruel  prison  masters  of  the  human  mind.  Hoary  time  holds  in 
its  hand  the  history  of  ages  gone  when  war  was  the  occupation  of 
nations;  when  the  citizen  was  the  slave  soldier;  when  the  scientist 
and  philosopher  was  the  prisoner;  when  the  religious  thinker  was  the 
heretic;  and  when  poetry  was  the  song  of  victors  and  triumphant 
marches. 

But  a  change  has  been  brought  about.  No  longer  do  men  cherish 
such  love  of  war.  Universal  strife  is  giving  way  to  universal  brother¬ 
hood.  When  the  goddess  of  liberty  weeps,  the  English  lion  mourns, 
and  the  German  eagle  droops  in  sorrow.  The  protecting  walls  of 
ancient  cities  have  disappeared  before  the  march  of  a  common  brother¬ 
hood.  The  golden  star  of  universal  peace  is  in  the  ascendancy.  “  Peace 
on  earth,  good  will  among  men,”  will  be  the  song  of  the  nations  of  the 
world  ere  another  half  century  has  passed. 

Yea,  verily,  these  secret,  fraternal  societies  that  have  for  centuries 
promulgated  personal  and  religious  liberty,  freedom  of  thought  and 
speech  have  wrought  their  work  well. 

And  what  is  the  common  mission  of  these  great  societies  to-day? 
I  answer:  to  make  men  and  women  better,  purer,  nobler.  Come  with 
me,  sit  at  the  altars  of  these  great  brotherhoods  and  hear  the  teach¬ 
ings.  Learn  the  lessons.  Take  the  honorable  pledges,  and  you  will 
know  as  never  before  that  God  is  our  common  father  and  that  all  men 
are  our  brothers. 

The  first  example  of  a  magnanimous  victor  in  war  was  in  1836  at 
the  battle  of  San  Jacinto  when  General  Sam  Houston  gave  back  to 
Santa  Anna  his  sword,  and  said:  “  I  will  not  execute  you,  as  is  the 
custom  of  victors.  Keep  your  sword,  but  take  you  your  soldiers  back 
into  Mexico,  and  never  again  let  them  cross  the  Rio  Grande  into  Texas. 
Upon  these  conditions,  I  bid  you  go.” 

Another  example  was  that  of  General  Grant  at  Appomattox  when  he 
handed  back  his  sword  to  General  Lee,  and  said :  “  General,  keep  your 

sword.  Have  your  soldiers  go  back  and  rehabilitate  their  wasted 
homes — we  are  one  people.” 

Generals  Houston,  Grant  and  Lee  had  learned  the  lessons  of  humanity 
around  the  sacred  altars  of  the  great  fraternal  societies  of  which  you 
and  I  are  members.  Know  ye  what  it  means  for  the  nations  of  the 
world  when  the  millions  of  young  men  dedicate  their  lives  in  a  way  to 
the  ideals  of  these  societies?  Know  ye  what  it  means  to  have  the  lofty 
views  of  life  forever  emblazoned  upon  their  mind  and  conscience  by 
an  impressive  ceremony,  such  as  our  Rituals  contain?  Know  ye  then 
that  the  pledges  of  honor  taken,  and  the  practical  lessons  which  have 
imparted  the  highest  conceptions  of  human  character,  in  these 
fraternal  societies,  have  given  to  America  the  wisest,  purest  and  best 
citizenship  of  all  the  nations  of  the  world. 

The  combined,  active,  present  membership  of  the  four  great,  purely 
fraternal  organizations,  viz.:  Masons,  Odd  Fellows,  Knights  of  Pythias 
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and  Red  Men,  consisting  of  over  five  million  American  citizens,  all 
working  to  one  glorious  end,  the  betterment  of  human  conditions,  must 
result  in  great  good.  The  far  reaching  effect  for  good  is  beyond  the 
power  of  human  conception. 

It  is  said  that  one  good  deed  will  set  the  universe  in  motion.  If 
that  be  true,  what  shall  be  said  of  the  effect  of  the  good  deeds  daily 
performed  by  our  combined  brotherhood  of  over  five  million.  Our 
work  is  not  the  righteous  living  of  a  single  life,  but  the  combined  and 
organized  efforts  of  many  millions. 

Our  purposes  alike,  to  make  men  and  women  better,  purer,  nobler. 
Our  missions  alike,  to  succor  the  distressed;  feed  the  hungry;  clothe 
the  naked;  visit  the  sick;  bury  the  dead,  care  for  the  widow;  maintain 
the  orphan;  protect  the  home  and  maintain  inviolate  the  purity  of 
women. 

And  why  should  there  yet  remain  a  single  trace  of  the  old  time 
prejudice  against  our  brotherly  societies?  Are  the  people,  without  our 
ranks,  ignorant  of  our  good  deeds?  If  so,  they  should  be  afforded  an 
opportunity  to  know  us  better. 

And  that  is,  in  part,  my  mission  here  to-day.  I  believe  in  a  broader 
fraternal  spirit.  I  believe  in  the  practice  of  a  broader  fraternal  spirit. 
I  believe  in  teaching  fraternalism  to  the  world.  I  believe  in  the  joint 
effort  of  the  several  fraternal  societies  preaching  the  gospel  of  brotherly 
love,  that  the  unwarranted  prejudice  may  be  dispelled,  and  that  the 
world  may  learn  of  the  blessings  of  fraternalism. 

All  hail  the  day  when  the  fraternal  societies  and  the  churches  shall 
work  hand  in  hand,  chanting  the  “  universal  brotherhood  of  man,  and 
the  fatherhood  of  God.” 


THE  NEWSPAPERS. 

While  formerly  the  great  daily  newspapers  of  the  country  were  dis¬ 
posed  to  limit  news  space  in  their  columns  for  “  fraternal  news,”  it 
is  pleasing  to  note  that  many  of  those  journals  now  make  a  “  feature  ” 
of  that  character  of  news,  especially  when  not  relating  to  insurance 
societies.  Our  purely  fraternal  societies  should  jointly  aid  the  public 
press  in  gathering  news  items  of  our  good  works  that  same  be  given  to 
the  public,  and  thus  serve  as  a  lamp  to  light  the  weary  paths  of  others. 


JOINT  SOCIALS,  ETC. 

In  many  small  towns  and  country  places  where  the  population  is  not 
large  there  frequently  exists  several  of  our  weak  and  struggling 
branches.  The  broader  fraternal  spirit  would  suggest  that  joint  socials 
be  held.  That  a  Grand  or  Supreme  Officer  visiting  such  places  would 
do  much  good  for  fraternalism  if  he  would  afford  the  entire  population 
an  opportunity  to  hear  him  and  to  meet  him. 


STANDARD  OF  MORALS. 

Fraternalism  would  be  greatly  benefited  by  the  several  societies 
adopting  a  uniform  standard  of  morals,  no  matter  how  strict,  and  let 
the  world  know  that  fact.  This  would  also  embrace  a  similar'  penal 
code,  and  definition  of  offences.  The  world  judges  a  society  more  or 
less,  by  the  standard  of  morals  as  established  by  its  own  laws. 
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THE  ORPHANS. 

Orphans  are  cared  for  by  two  systems.  One  is  by  Orphans’  Homes — 
the  other  is  by  homes  for  orphans  in  private  families.  Frequently  the 
orphan  is  entitled  to  aid  from  both  systems.  In  such  cases  the  officers 
of  the  societies  should  jointly  act  with  reason  and  intelligence,  for  the 
orphan’s  best  interest.  Oiir  respective  laws  should  permit  of  such 
action.

outline  of  his  character,  ability,  achievements,  and  general  worth — 
formulating  in  one  record  love  and  respect  for  the  man  and  sorrow 
because  of  his  demise,  and  ask  that  the  hour  of  11  a.  m.  of  Wednesday’s 
session  be  made  a  special  order  at  which  to  act  upon  demises  of  mem¬ 
bers,  the  “  order  ”  to  extend  until  such  business  is  completed — that  all 
Grand  Representatives  who  so  wish  may  have  opportunity  to  speak.

PAST  GRAND  SIRE  DURHAM. 

“  A  King  once  said  of  a  Prince  struck  down, 

‘  He  appears  far  nobler  in  death  ’ — 

And  the  speech  holds  true,  for  now  and  then, 

After  death  we  estimate  men. 

Therefore  I  say,  this  man  of  truth  and  love. 

Ever  cherished  has  gone  above; 

Has  left  to  this  Order  and  world,  a  tale, 

Which  the  glories  of  earth  cannot  pale.  (Amd.  quot.) 


Ripe  in  years,  experience  and  good  works,  the  abilities,  fine  qualities 
and  admirable  character  of  Brother  Durham  have  by  pertinent  acts 
illuminated  the  records  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  tc 
such  an  extent  as  to  justly  entitle  him  to  be  regarded  a  factor  in  the 
up-building  of  that  grand  fraternal  institution.  The  Order  owes  him 
much,  and  the  heart  of  the  fraternity  sorrows  in  bleeding  love  for  him. 

To  a  great  degree  he  was  a  self-made  man,  and  his  assiduous  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  cultivation  of  a  naturally  broad  and  comprehensive  mind 
brought  him  to  the  front  in  many  spheres  in  which  he  achieved  marked 
success. 

His  worth  of  character  was  early  recognized,  his  integrity  and  un 
changeable  honesty  of  purpose  were  acknowledged  by  all,  and  hi? 
faithful  attention  to  matters  entrusted  to  him  and  the  tenacity  with 
which  he  adhered  to  his  conviction  of  right,  caused  him  to  reap  en- 
coniurns  of  praise  through  a  well-spent  life. 

He  created  his  own  “  house  ”  and  builded  it  on  the  firm  foundation 
of  principle,  that  brought  honor  to  him  in  after  life.  He  was  a  staunch 
friend,  a  determined,  true,  just  and  conscientious  advocate  of  any 
proposition  he  espoused,  and  rose  at  the  bar  because  of  his  solid  reason¬ 
ing  ability,  and  painstaking  care  of  his  clients’  interests  in  every  par¬ 
ticular;  and  he  could  not  be  swerved  from  a  course  he  thought  just, 
when  once  his  mind  was  made  up  in  determining  what  to  do. 

FROM  BOYHOOD  TO  EMINENCE. 

Brother  Durham  was  born  May  16,  1824,  on  his  father’s  farm  in 
Mercer  County,  near  Perryville  in  Boyle  County,  Kentucky,  the  young¬ 
est  of  eleven  children,  and  grew  up  to  be  a  tall  fine-looking  man  of 
commanding  appearance,  and  died  February  12,  1911,  at  his  home  on 
High  Street,  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  nearly  87  years  of  age.  His 
father’s  family  were  leading  people  in  the  Methodist  church  of  his  sec¬ 
tion  of  the  state,  and  their  country  place  was  always  hospitably  opened 
to  the  ministers  of  that  religious  denomination,  and  some  of  the 
aspirants  for  ecclesiastical  honors  who  afterward  became  famous 
bishops,  were  assisted  in  obtaining  their  educations  and  starting  in 
careers  by  the  father  of  our  beloved  brother.  So  it  appears  that 
young  Durham  was  born  and  reared  under  the  influence  of  the  church, 
and  was  an  affectionate,  obedient  son  in  the  home  circle.  He  performed 
a  full  share  of  the  labor  on  the  farm,  attended  the  country  school  in 
the  neighborhood  and  later  entered  Asbury  (now  “  De  Pauw”)  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Greencastle,  Indiana,  and  was  graduated  there  with  the 
honors  of  his  class  in  1844.  He  then  taught  school  and  studied  law 
with  Hon.  J.  F.  Bell  until  1848,  when  he  went  to  the  Louisville  Law 
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School  and  graduated  in  1850;  and  finally  settled  in  Danville,  Kentucky, 
vvhere  he  practiced  his  profession. 

He  was  assistant  elector  of  the  “  Cass  and  Butler  ”  presidential  ticket 
for  his  district,  prior  to  attending  the  law  school  at  Louisville,  which 
?ave  him  early  the  taste  for  politics;  and  his  public  life  began  in  1861, 
when  he  was  appointed  a  Circuit  Judge  by  Governor  Beriah  Magoffin 
and  served  two  years,  after  which  term  he  resumed  the  practice  of  law. 
In  1873  he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Congress,  wherein  he  re¬ 
mained  for  three  successive  terms  (1873-1879,  6  years),  serving  with 
listinction  on  very  important  committees  in  the  43d,  44th  and  45th 
Congresses;  and  later,  on  the  20th  of  March,  1885,  he  was  commissioned 
’*  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  ”  by  President  Grover  Cleveland, 
which  was  confirmed  the  next  day  by  the  Senate,  and  for  four  years — 
until  his  resignation  on  the  22d,  and  accepted  28th  of  April,  1889 — he 
conducted  the  business  of  the  government  so  carefully,  conscientiously, 
faithfully  and  honestly,  that  the  President  was  pleased  to  state  that 
‘  he  was  one  of  the  most  correct  and  upright  men  in  the  public  service.” 
His  strict  business  habits  saved  hundreds  of  thousands  of  dollars  to 
;he  Treasury  of  the  Nation,  and  he  deserved  the  plaudits  bestowed  upon 
tiim  by  the  people. 

So  much  for  his  public  service;  now  to  record  his  roll  of  honor  in 
;he  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
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ll  HIS  SERVICES  TO  THE  ORDER. 

^  Milton  J.  Durham  joined  Boyle  Lodge,  No.  56,  at  Perryville,  Kentucky, 
in  1848,  passed  the  chair  and  became  a  member  of  the  Grand  Lodge 
"[if  the  Jurisdiction;  and  in  1853  he  was  first  elected  Grand  Repre- 
“'sentative  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  from  Kentucky, 
^entered  that  Grand  Body  in  1854  and  served  his  term  of  two  years. 
'  In  1858  he  was  elected  and  installed  as  Grand  Master  of  the  Grand 
[  Lodge  of  Kentucky.  In  1865  he  was  re-elected  a  Grand  Representative 
^  to  the  said  Supreme  Body,  and  served  continuously  at  the  session  of 
1866  to  1872  inclusive,  when  he  was  elected  and  installed  as  Deputy 
Jrand  Sire  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States;  and  at  the  same 
meeting  the  Hon.  Cornelius  A.  Logan,  of  Kansas,  was  made  Grand  Sire. 
In  a  very  short  time  Mr.  Logan  was  commissioned  Minister  from  the 
f  United  States  to  a  South  American  nation,  which  necessitated  his 
’j  oeing  absent  from  our  country;  and,  owing  to  such  absence,  the  duties 
J  if  Grand  Sire  developed  upon  Deputy  Grand  Sire  Durham.  In  1874 
j  ‘  Deputy  ”  Durham  was  elected  Grand  Sire  and  installed  as  the 
,  3xecutive  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States,  which  placed 
j  lim  at  the  head  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  the  world, 
j  which  office  he  held  for  two  years — thereby  serving  as  the  presiding 
ind  chief  officer  of  the  Order  for  four  years,  the  double  and  largest 
^  ictive  service  of ‘any  Grand  Sire.  His  official  service  on  the  floor  of 
(  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodee  was:  As  Grand  Representative,  attending 
I  :he  sessions  of  1854,  ’55,  ’66,  ’67,  ’68,  ’69,  ’70,  ’71,  and  ’72— in  all  9  years; 
j  IS  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  elected  1872  and-  presided  over  the  Grand  Body 
j  1873  and  ’74 — 2  years;  as  Grand  Sire,  elected  1874  and  served  till  his 
j,  successor  was  installed  the  last  of  September,  1876 — 2  years;  thereby 
p  making  the  executive  service  nearly  four  years.  As  a  Past  Grand  Sire,  he 
ittended  the  Grand  Lodge  sessions  of  1877,  ’79,  ’85,  ’86,  ’93,  ’94,  ’95,  ’96,  ’97, 
98,  ’99,  1900,  ’01,  ’02,  ’03,  ’04,  ’05,  ’06,  ’07,  ’08.  ’09,  ’10;  a  total  of  22  years. 
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Altogether,  9  sessions  as  Grand  Representative,  2  sessions  as  Deputy 
and  2  sessions  as  Grand  Sire,  and  22  sessions  as  Past  Grand  Sire,  mak¬ 
ing  a  total  service  of  35  years  on  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States  and  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  At  death  he  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Order  in  good  standing  from  1848  to  1911,  a  period  of 
63  years;  was  entitled  to  the  floor  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United 
States,  afterwards  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  57  years,  and  his 
greatest  consecutive  attendance  upon  said  Grand  Lodge  sessions  was 
from  1893  to  1910  inclusive,  18  years. 

He  served  contemporaneously  with  Past  Grand  Sires  James  B.  Nichol¬ 
son  and  James  P.  Sanders,  both  distinguished  in  the  annals  of  the 
Order;  and  those  three  links,  now  constitute  in  memory  a  monumental 
triumvirate  representing  actors  in  great  deeds  done. 

The  brightest  work  for  the  Order  in  his  grand  career  was  his  activity 
in  establishing  and  conducting  the  Odd  Fellows  Widows  and  Orphans’ 
Home  of  Kentucky,  which  now  stands  out  prominently  as  a  monument 
to  his  faithful,  assiduous  and  considerate  purpose  of  preparing  for  the 
education  and  care  of  the  little  dependents  of  the  fraternity.  In  1894 
the  Grand  Master  of  Kentucky  appointed  him  one  of  the  committee  to 
consider  the  ways  and  means  for  the  establishment  of  such  an  institu¬ 
tion;  he  at  once  became  the  moving  spirit  of  the  commission,  was 
made  chairman  of  the  committee,  and  in  three  years  had  secured  a 
nucleus  of  $14,000  with  which  to  begin  the  work.  Other  contributions 
poured  in,  and  the  “Home”  became  assured;  and  early  in  1898  a  prop¬ 
erty  in  Lexington,  Kentucky,  was  purchased  and  shortly  thereafter  the 
instructive  work  began,  with  a  Home,  and  school-teaching  knowledge, 
morality  and  trades,  for  and  to  inmates,  was  commenced.  Past  Grand 
Sire  Durham  was  elected  President  of  the  Broad  of  Trustees,  additional 
lands  were  purchased,  the  buildings  extended,  and  the  capacity  of  the 
“Charity”  greatly  enlarged;  and  it  is  now  a  great  feature  of  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship  in  the  state — with  realty  and  income  materially  valued  at  over 
$200,000.  The  brothers  who  assisted  Judge  Durham  in  such  good  work 
were  fit  settings  to  the  “  Grand  Old  Man,”  who  was  otherwise  adorned 
with  decorations  and  jewels  by  the  Order. 


HIS  HOME  LIFE  BEAUTIFUL. 

He  married  twice,  the  first  marriage,  June  15,  1850,  to  Miss  Martha 
J,  Mitchell,  daughter  of  Judge  James  P.  Mitchell,  of  Boyle  County, 
Kentucky.  She  was  educated  at  Nazareth  Academy,  Bardstown,  Ken¬ 
tucky,  graduating  with  the  honors  of  her  class,  and  possessed  a  bright, 
genial  disposition  that  made  friends  wherever  she  went;  she  was  very 
fond  of  company,  entertained  a  great  deal  and  later  in  her  husband’s 
races  for  Congress  was  of  great  help  to  him.  Their  issue  was  seven 
children,  of  whom  three  sons  are  living — prominent  in  business  and  at 
the  law;  and  two  charming  granddaughters,  the  children ‘of  his  son, 
Benjamin  J.  Durham,  of  Danville,  Kentucky.  This  union  resulted 
happily,  but  the  wife  was  taken  October  21,  1879,  and  for  a  time  a 
sorrow  enshrouded  our  beloved  brother.  When  Judge  Durham  assumed 
the  duties  of  First  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  at  Washington  City, 
he  was  a  widower;  but  soon  thereafter,  on  June  17,  1886,  his  second 
marriage  was  celebrated,  the  bride  being  Mrs.  Margaret  Letcher  Carter, 
of  Kentucky,  wddely  known  as  a  cultured  and  most  attractive  lady — 
the  niece  of  the  famous  Governor  Robert  Letcher,  and  granddaughter 
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of  Chief-Justice  Robertson,  both  of  that  state.  This  good  woman  is 
extensively  known  as  the  faithful  helpmate  and  devoted  wife,  con¬ 
stantly  caring  for  her  husband  w’hile  attending  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  sessions;  and  intimates  knew  that  Judge  Durham’s  home  life 
was  the  crowning  jewel  in  his  galaxy  of  attributes — he  never  neglected 
or  forgot  any  of  the  small,  sweet  courtesies  of  life,  no  anniversary  of 
his  wedding  was  ever  passed  unnoticed — and  a  box  of  pink  roses  (his 
favorite  flower)  with  a  note  of  love  and  congratulations,  became  one 
charm  to  the  wife  for  the  husband,  Reading  the  Scriptures  was  with 
him  the  beginning  of  each  day;  and  his  gentleness,  patience  and  careful 
tenderness  were  worthy  of  emulation,  and  easily  made  him  both 
courtier  and  knight  at  his  own  fireside. 

Such  was  he  from  early  manhood  to  the  grave;  and  in  conclusion,  I 
offer  in  fitting  verse  the  following  amended  extracts  of  quotations: 

Within  this  dark,  unknown  earth. 

All  seeds  of  being  lie; 

Which  in  time  And  light  and  birth. 

To  blossom  and  to  die — 

Such  is  the  law  of  life  and  death. 

The  law  that  nature  gives; 

Man  comes  from  earth  to  one  short  breath. 

And  dies  while  yet  he  lives. 

From  dark  to  light,  from  birth  to  bier. 

No  part  of  man  God  steals; 

The  soul  flown  from  the  body  here, 

Memory’s  sun  reveals — 

And  marks  of  issues  lost  or  won. 

By  great  men  stricken  down; 

Form  proof  of  chivalric  work  done. 

For  subject  or  for  crown. 

The  kinship  with  the  hero  lives. 

Estrange  it  how  you  will; 

For  courtier  to  the  courtier  gives 
His  meed  of  honor  still — 

We  only  know  that  while  we  live. 

The  law  of  God  is  just; 

And  what  we  take  from  earth,  we  give 
In  tribute,  back  to  dust. 

Human  substance  goes  back  to  earth. 

Whence  human  passions  rise; 

But  soul  with  God  Himself,  had  birth. 

Still  lives  and  never  dies —

I  have  another  sad  duty  to  discharge  under  assignment  by  the  Chair, 
by  announcing  to  this  Grand  Body  the  demise  of  my  friend,  comrade 
and  associate.  Past  Grand  Sire  Frederick  Carleton,  of  Texas;  an 
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Englishman  by  birth,  an  American  by  adoption,  a  son  of  the  South 
through  stricken  fields  of  sectional  warfare;  and,  in  this  obituary  re¬ 
port  it  is  proper  that  I  should  mention  some  of  the  many  admirable 
characteristics  of  the  brother  and  man,  whom  I  first  appointed  chair¬ 
man  of  your  important  Committee  on  Legislation,  in  1889,  a'hd  ask  that 
the  statements  and  expressions  out  of  obituary  respect,  which  I  now 
report  from  the  Special  Committee  of  Past  Grand  Sires  present,  be 
considered  and  acted  upon  under  the  special  order  suggested,  .should 
it  be  adopted. 

PAST  GRAND  SIRE  CARLETON. 

Death  is  the  final  broad  road,  we  all  must  take. 

Then  let  our  life’s  role  be  bright,  under  God’s  sun; 

And  leave  a  record  of.  just  deeds,  hard  to  make. 

To  enrich  all  time,  after  the  race  is  run. 

Truth,  kindness  and  love,  with  principles  of  life — 

To  give  and  do  good,  without  envy  or  hate; 

Build  honor  and  glory,  cause  downfall  of  strife. 

Make  haven  of  happiness,  for  every  fate. 

Such  heralded  nobleness  of  life,  well  won. 

Tells  history  to  worlds— impossible  lie: 

Forms  a  record  of  greatness  that  none  should  shun. 

Leaves  love  in  mists  behind  him,  which  does  not  die. 


Bro.  Frederick  Carleton  was  born  in  London,  England,  on  April  15, 
1841,  of  well-educated  parents  in  good  circumstances  (his  father  being 
an  “  Oxford  University”  graduate).  He  was  a  devoted  son  and  brother 
and  crossed  the  ocean  with  his  father  and  the  family  to  New  York  City 
about  1853,  thence  to  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  afterward  to  the  South¬ 
west  with  the  family  to  Austin,  Texas,  where  he  arrived  on  November  1, 
1856,  and  resided  there  till  his  death,  November  11,  1910,  which,  though 
not  unexpected — for  he  had  been  in  feeble  health  for  several  years — still 
was  a  shock  to  his  many  friends  with  whom  he  was  immeasurably 
popular,  for  his  final  illness  was  short. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  Civil  War  between  the  Northern  and  Southern 
states  in  the  early  sixties,  he  was  about  twenty  years  of  age  and  joined 
the  Confederate  Army,  enlisting  and  serving  in  the  16th  Texas  Infantry, 
and  fought  with  courage  and  reputation  for  himself  and  the  com¬ 
mand;  and  the  military  spirit  of  the  elder  Carleton  youth  has  been 
also  demonstrated  by  his  youngest  brother,  Maj.  Guy  Carleton  of  the 
United  States  Army.  At  the  close  of  the  war  he  returned  to  Austin, 
studied  law  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1866.  He  practiced  his 
profession  assiduously  and  later,  entering  public  life,  he  became  a 
member  of  the  Texas  Legislature  in  1881,  ’82,  and  the  laws  he  fathered 
were  for  the  betterment  of  the  people.  Afterward  he  served  as  aider- 
man  and  then  as  judge  of  the  city  court  of  Austin  for  several  years, 
and  was  ever  kind  and  lenient  in  his  decisions,  and  at  the  expiration 
of  his  judicial  term  of  service  he  returned  to  the  practice  of  law.  His 
official  career  was  above  reproach,  his  courage  never  impugned,  and 
with  all  his  varied  service  he  was  ever  the  same  affable  gentleman, 
strong  and  determined  in  public  debate  and  with  friends,  yet  at  home 
as  tender  and  gentle  as  a  woman.

HIS  ODD  FELLOW  RECORD. 

He  joined  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  in  1871,  entered  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  in  1874,  and  the  Grand  Encampment  in  1875, 
and,  strange  to  relate,  he  never  held  office  in  either  the  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Encampment,  but  was  sent  by  appointment  as  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  the  floor  of  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Texas  in  1880.  He  became  active  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  from  the  start,  and  was  continuously  sent  thereto  seven 
terms,  thereby  making  fifteen  years’  consecutive  service  as  a  Grand 
Representative  from  his  Jurisdiction  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
during  which  entire  period  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on 
Legislation,  and  from  1888  to  1894,  inclusive,  its  chairman.  In  1894 
he  was  elected  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  in  1896  was  elected  and  installed 
Grand  Sire  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  the  executive  officer  and 
official  head  of  the  great  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  throughout 
the  world.  He  discharged  all  the  duties  imposed  on  him  assiduously 
and  well,  and  his  record  is  able,'  clear  and  most  honorable. 

He  was  a  student  through  life — almost  a  bookworm — read  everything 
containing  information,  and,  possessing  a  retentive  memory,  was  sel¬ 
dom  at  loss  for  a  quotation  or  date.  He  was  fond  of  writing  verses, 
and  entertained  literary  tastes,  yet  entirely  free  from  vanity  and 
ostentation. 

He  never ‘asserted  a  pretense  to  oratory,  but  by  his  valuable  services 
on  the  floor  emphatically  established  a  reputation  in  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  as  a  very  careful  and  considerate  thinker,  a  logical 
speaker,  and  he  was  recognized  and  accorded  as  being  one  of  the  ablest 
and  most  convincing  debaters  in  that  Grand  Body.  The  skeleton  of 
his  service  roster  is:  Fred.  Carleton  entered  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  1880  by  appointment  to  All  a  vacancy,  vice  R.  A.  Blandford 
(resigned);  he  was  successively  elected  thereafter,  and  served  seven 
terms  to  1894,  inclusive — fifteen  years.  He  was  then  elected  Deputy 
Grand  Sire  and  served  1895  and  1896,  two  years,  and  in  1896  was  elected 
Grand  Sire,  and  was  the  head  of  the  Order  during  1897  and  1898,  two 
years.  Altogether,  nineteen  years’  active  service.  Becoming  a  Past 
Grand  Sire,  he  attended  the  sessions  of  1899,  1903,  ’04,  ’05,  ’06,  ’07,  ’08, 
’09 — eight  years — thereby  making  a  total  service  of  twenty-seven  years. 
His  greatest  consecutive  service  was  from  1880  to  1899,  inclusive,  a 
period  of  twenty  years.  His  total  absence  was  during  the  sessions  of 
1900,  ’01,  ’02,  ’10 — four  years.  Such  was  his  love  for  the  Order  and 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  he  frequently  attended  its  sessions 
when  his  physical  condition  scarcely  justifled  his  leaving  home,  and  in 
later  years,  was  quite  dependent  upon  his  devoted  and  ever-assiduous 
wife — constantly  attending  him. 

HIS  GENERAL  CHARACTERISTICS. 

He  was  a  tall,  handsome  man,  and  his  conspicuous  personality, 
modest  demeanor,  genial  and  chivalrous  deportment,  possessing  an 
overflowing  affection  for  his  friends  and  the  truest  love  for  his  family, 
embellished  his  individuality  and  caused  him  to  be  liked  by  all  of  his 
associates.  He  was  frank  and  open  in  all  his  bearings,  and  a  staunch 
exponent  of  every  principle  of  right;  an  agreeable  companion,  a  sin¬ 
cere  associate,  and  a  most  estimable  and  honorable  brother. 
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He  shirked  nothing,  never  did  a  mean  thing,  and  was  ever'ready*and 
prompt  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  to  him,  was  a  broad- 
gauged,  upright,  useful  citizen,  a  large  hearted,  manly  man;  and  a 
splendid  fellow — with  the  boys,  with  the  world,  with  the  church;  and 
was  affectionately  called  “  Fred.”  by  every  element  of  his  association. 

As  an  Odd  Fellow  he  had  no  superior,  he  loved  the  Order,  because 
of  its  intrinsic  excellencies  and  the  vast  good  it  had  done  and  was 
doing;  generally,  he  harbored  no  ill  feeling  toward  any  one,  for  he 
possessed  an  abiding  love  for  his  friends,  threw  the  cloak  of  charity 
over  acquaintances  who  had  gone  wrong;  and  as  for  enemies,  I  think, 
he  had  none!  God  bless  a  man  of  his  character,  there  are  none  grander 
through  life  to  the  grave;  there  was  wealth  in  his  acquaintance  for 
good,  and  his  memory  constitutes  a  glorious  example  to  follow. 

He  dealt  kindly,  justly  and  firmly  in  all  business  transaction,  “  would 
do  no  wrong  to  friend  or  foe,”  and  did  nothing  knowingly  to  injure 
others;  and  in  memory  he  now  wears  a  chaplet,  because  of  his  noble¬ 
ness  while  living  a  guileless  life — his, record  is  golden,  his  existence  was 
pure.  All  hail  his  crown! 


THE  CHURCH,  HIS  DEVOTED  FAMILY  AND  FRIENDS. 

He  was  humble  in  religion,  a  member  of  the  same  Episcopal  church 
for  forty  years — which  he  attended  regularly,  and  from  which  his 
remains  were  finally  borne  to  the  grave.  He  was  not  at  all  bigoted, 
and  believed  that  in  practicing  religion,  kindness  and  charity  were 
duties  of  everyday  life. 

In  1872  he  married  the  captivating  Miss  Polly  Townes,  daughter  of 
Judge  R.  J.  Townes,  of  Austin,  and  they  lived  happily  together  38  years, 
and  reared  a  family  of  five  cultured  and  attractive  children — two  sons 
and  three  daughters,  all  of  whom  are  grown  and  living,  and  Mrs. 
Carleton  writes,  “  We  were  an  old-time  couple  and  believed  in  ‘  home 
life’;  are  now  all  united  at  Houston,  and  try  to  be  contented,  but  not 
happy.”  He  was  a  true  and  loving  husband,  an  indulgent  father,  a 
kind  neighbor,  a  generous  contributor  to  the  poor,  and  an  upright  man 
in  every  particular.  The  citizens  of  Austin  grieve  over  his  loss,  his 
friends  sorrow  because  of  the  parting;  and  the  devoted  wife  and 
children  bemoan  his  death  with  quiet  fortitude,  which  indicates  the 
intensity  of  their  secret  sorrow.  To  them  goes  an  out-pouring  of 
sympathy  from  the  united  Order,  because  of  the  excellencies  of  the 
man;  and  I  offer  the  following  few  verses,  which  I  believe  to  be 
pertinent  and  fitting: 


A  KNIGHTLY  CHRISTIAN  He! 

Who  rose  in  the  morn  with  good  humor,  bright. 
Retired  early  the  same  way,  at  night; 

Having  fought  life’s  battle,  as  best  he  may. 

And  did  at  least  one  kindness,  every  day: 


As  a  cultured  being,  he  knew  no  wrong. 

Though  natural  impulse,  was  selfish  and  strong; 
And  his  marks  toward  zenith,  of  the  highest, 

His  protection  of  oppressed,  the  nighest: 
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He  recognized  other’s  rights,  in  everything, 
Accepted  reverses  without  showing  sting; 
Defended  the  weak  firmly,  by  protective  strife. 
And  would  fight  mortal  dishonor,  even  with  life: 

He  respected  a  woman,  as  his  mother’s  type, 

And  to  defend  her  honor,  was  ever  ripe; 

He  cherished  his  children  to  the  end  of  life. 

And  worshiped  in  family,  his  devoted  wife. 


On  the  tomb  of  General  Montcalm  in  the  chapel  of  a  convent  at 
Quebec,  is  the  inscription:  “Fate  denied  him  victory,  but  blessed  him 
with  a  glorious  immortality.”  Can  we  not  say  in  reference  to  Brother 
Carleton,  lying  in  state  imposed  by  death,  that  fate  gave  him  victory, 
blessed  with  glorious  immortality  in  the  hearts  of  the  members  of 
this  great  fraternity?

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of. the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

SYLLABUS. 

1.  Grand  Representative,  Qualifications.  The  qualifications  for  Grand 

Representative  are  prescribed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  law, 
and  a  Grand  Jurisdiction  cannot  add  to  or  take  from  those  quali¬ 
fications. 

2.  Constitution  of  Grand  Encampment — Holding  Two  Offices.  A  pro¬ 

vision  of  a  Grand  Encampment  Constitution  that  “No  Past  Chief 
Patriarch  can  accept  the  nomination  or  be  a  candidate  for  more 
than  one  office  at  the  same  time  ”  is  invalid,  in  so  far  as  it  attempts 
to  prescribe  qualifications  for  the  office  of  Grand  Representative 
in  addition  to  those  laid  down  in  the  Constitution  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

Your  Committee  on  Appeals,  to  whom  was  referred  the  appeal  of 
Bro.  F.  H.  Castner,  from  the  action  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Minnesota,  desire  to  submit  the  following: 

The  facts  upon  which  the  above  appeal  is  based  are  as  follows: 

The  Grand  Encampment  held  at  the  city  of  St.  Paul  on  June  13,  1911, 
having  reached  the  order  of  business  of  nominations  and  election  of 
Grand  Encampment  officers.  Patriarch  W.  W.  Churchill  was  duly  nomi¬ 
nated  for  the  office  of  Grand  Treasurer  for  election  in  the  following 
year  as  provided  by  the  Constitution  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of 
Minnesota,  and  which  election  occurs  in  the  several  subordinate  en¬ 
campments  at  the  last  regular  meeting  of  each  subordinate  encamp¬ 
ment  in  the  Jurisdiction  in  the  month  of  January. 
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That  thereafter  nominations  for  other  Grand  Encampment  officers 
were  duly  made.  When  the  office  of  Grand  Representative  for  two 
years  was  reached,  Patriarch  W.  W.  Churchill  was  nominated  for  said 
office.  The  point  of  order  was  raised  that  Patriarch  W.  W.  Churchill, 
being  present  in  the  Grand  Encampment  and  having  accepted  the 
nomination  for  Grand  Treasurer,  could  not  legally  accept  the  nomi¬ 
nation  for  the  office  of  Grand  Representative  for  two  years.  The  Grand 
Patriarch  sustained  the  point  of  order,  whereupon  an  appeal  was  taken 
from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  Patriarch  to  the  Grand  Encampment 
and  upon  vote  being  taken  the  G.and  Patriarch’s  ruling  was  overruled 
and  Patriarch  W.  W.  Churchill  held  eligible  to  accept  the  nominations 
for  both  Grand  Treasurer  and  Grand  Representative  at  the  same  time, 
to  be  voted  upon  by  the  Past  Chief  Patriarchs  of  the  several  encamp¬ 
ments  at  the  regular  election  for  Grand  Encampment  officers,  as  above 
set  forth,  whereupon  Patriarch  F.  H.  Castner  gave  notice  of  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  such  action  of  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment. 

Accompanying  the  appeal  was  a  copy  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  of  Minnesota,  which  in  one  of  its  sections  spoke 
in  positive  and  specific  terms,  that  “  No  Past  Chief  Patriarch  can  accept 
the  nomination  or  be  a  candidate  for  more  than  one  office  at  the  same 
time.” 

There  is  no  doubt  in  the  minds  of  the  committee  but  that  the  Grand 
Encampment  Constitution  clearly  intended  to  make  any  Past  Chief 
Patriarch  ineligible  for  more  than  one  office  in  the  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  at  the  same  time,  and  that  they  considered  the  Grand  Representa¬ 
tive  such  an  officer.  But  the  laws  governing  the  position  of  Grand 
Representative,  as  laid  down  in  the  digest,  does  not  permit  the  Grand 
Encampment  of  Minnesota  to  add  another  qualification  for  that  office, 
which  the  proviso  declaring  that  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Grand 
Representative  should  not  be  a  candidate  for  any  other  office  does 
in  fact. 

Article  IX,  Section  8,  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution,  gives 
the  qualifications  of  Grand  Representatives,  and  nothing  is  said  about 
his  standing  as  a  candidate  for  or  holding  another  office.  The  qualifi¬ 
cations  for  a  Grand  Representative  are  again  set  forth  in  Section  761 
of  Busbee’s  Digest,  and  there  is  no  change  from  the  wording  of  the 
Constitution.  The  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  this 
matter  is  clearly  set  forth  in  Section  757  of  the  Digest. 

Section  768  yet  more  clearly  sets  forth  the  position  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  as  to  adding  qualifications.  It  says: 

“  The  office  of  Grand  Representative  is  a  vested  right  for  two  years, 
and  so  long  as  a  Representative  has,  and  maintains  the  qualifications 
prescribed  by  Section  3,  Article  9,  of  the  Constitution,  this  right  cannot 
be  divested.  A  resolution  of  his  Grand  Body  that  a  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative  must  return  to  his  Jurisdiction  before  January  1,  prescribes 
an  additional  qualification,  and  is  for  that  reason  unconstitutional.'' 

Section  789  says:  ”  An  elective  officer  of  the  Grand  Lodge  can  at  the 
same  time  hold  the  office  and  discharge  the  functions  of  Representative 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  The  two  officers  of  Grand  Senior 
Warden  in  the  Grand  Encampment  and  Representative  from  the  Grand 
Lodge  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  may  be  held  by  the  same  person.” 

These  are  the  decisions  of  specific  cases,  but  they  emphasize  the  fact 
that  no  other  qualifications  other  than  those  laid  down  by  The  Sov- 
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ereign  Grand  Lodge  are  to  be  placed  on  the  office  of  Grand  Repre¬ 
sentative.  This  is  clearly  shown  in  Section  813  (Digest),  where  it  says: 

“  A  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  a  Grand  Lodge,  that  no  member 
of  the  Order  shall  be  a  Grand  Representative  more  than  two  terms, 
prescribes  a  new  test  of  eligibility  for  office  in  violation  of  ancient 
usage  and  contrary  to  the  law  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.” 

Again  in  Section  1218  (Digest)  it  reiterates:  “A  Past  Grand,  other¬ 
wise  qualified,  can  be  nominated  for  and  elected  to  the  office  of  Grand 
Secretary  and  Grand  Representative  at  the  same  time,  and  any  con¬ 
stitutional  provision  in  a  subordinate  jurisdiction  to  the 'contrary  is 
invalid.'’ 

Prom  all  these  extracts  of  its  expressed  will  in  the  premises,  we 
believe  any  attempt  to  in  any  way  add  an  additional  qualification  for 
the  office  of  Grand  Representative  would  be  in  violation  of  law  and 
invalid.  In  the  case  under  consideration  this  has  been  attempted  by 
saying  that  if  a  brother  was  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  Grand 
Treasurer,  he  becomes  ineligible  for  the  office  of  Grand  Representative. 
We  therefore  submit  the  following': 

Resolved,  That  the  action  of  the  Grand  Encampment  of  Minnesota, 
in  declaring  Bro.  W.  W.  Churchill  eligible  to  the  nomination  of  Grand 
Representative,  notwithstanding  he  had  accepted  the  nomination  for 
Grand  Treasurer,  be  sustained,  and  the  appeal  of  Bro.  F.  H.  Castner 
be  dismissed.

the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1912.  The  Grand  Sire 
shall  have  the  power  to  remove  such  officer  at  any  time  for  cause  and 
appoint  a  successor  who  shall  serve  until  the  next  session  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  He  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  bis 
services  and  expenses  such  sum  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall 
determine  at  each  annual  session.

Your  Special  Committee  on  Necrology,  to  whom  was  referred  that 
part  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report  relating  to  the  death  of  Bro.  J.  B.  King, 
beg  leave  to  present  the  following  memorial; 

The  Grand  Sire,  in  singling  out  for  especial  comment  the  name  of 
Bro.  J.  B.  King  from  the  list  of  distinguished  Odd  Fellows  who  have 
died  during  the  past  year,  has  done  honor  to  the  memory  of  one  who 
occupied  a  unique  position  in  our  Order.  He  was,  we  believe,  at  the 
time  of  his  death  the  Senior  Grand  Secretary  under  the  jurisdiction  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  having  for  forty-five  years  consecutively 
served  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ontario  as  its  Grand  Secretary. 

Bro.  J.  B.  King  was  born  July  4,  1836,  and  in  1858,  at  the  early  age 
of  22,  was  initiated  into  Gore  Lodge,  No.  34,  Brantford,  Ontario.  When 
Brother  King  joined  the  Order  there  were  only  thirteen  lodges  in 
Canada  West,  as  the  provin9e  was  then  designated,  and  it  was  only 
by  the  courage  and  enthusiasm  of  a  few  earnest  brethren  that  the  altar 
fires  were  kept  burning. 

Brother  King  advanced  rapidly  through  the  various  offices  in  Gore 
Lodge,  and  was  installed  as  Noble  Grand  on  January  7,  1864.  In 
August,  1864,  he  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  West  as 
a  Past  Grand,  and  in  1865  was  returned  as  a  representative  from  Gore 
Lodge  and  was  appointed  Grand  Guardian.  In  1866  he  was,  on  the 
first  ballot,  elected  Grand  Secretary,  and  forty-five  times  consecutively 
was  re-elected  by  acclamation. 

When  Brother  King  was  elected  Grand  Secretary  there  were  only 
thirteen  lodges  actively  at  work,  and  the  membership  numbered  only 
647.  During  the  decade  following  his  election  the  Order  in  Ontario 
made  marvelous  progress,  and  when  he  presented  his  tenth  annual 
report  there  were  156  lodges  working  with  11,322  members. 

During  his  lifetime  he  saw  the  Order  in  Ontario  increase  until  at 
the  time  of  his  death  it  numbered  383  lodges  and  46,000  members. 
He  was  repeatedly  honored  by  his  brethren,  who  loved  and  revered 
him  for  his  sterling  qualities  of  head  and  heart.  On  reaching  his 
silver  anniversary  as  Grand  Secretary,  he  was  presented  with  a  purse 
of  $250,  and  in  1906,  when  he  had  reached  his  fortieth  year  in  office,  the 
Grand  Lodge  voted  him  the  jewel  of  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry, 
and  gratified  his  lifelong  ambition  by  electing  him  by  acclamation  a 
Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

He  took  his  seat  at  the  session  of  1906,  in  Toronto,  and  served  on 
the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order.  He  presented  two  reports 
from  that  committee  on  the  subject  of  the  “  Fraternal  Press,”  an 
adjunct  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  which  he  took  a  deep  and  sympathetic 
interest.  During  the  session  the  venerable  Senior  Past  Grand  Sire 
Durham  addressed  the  Grand  Lodge  in  reference  to  his  official  visit 
to  Ontario  and  Toronto  in  1875,  and  he  was  followed  by  Brother  King, 
who  graphically  recalled  the  events  referred  to  by  Past  Grand  Sire 
Durham,  and  furnished  the  Grand  Lodge  with  a  copy  of  the  address 
which  was  presented  to  Past  Grand  Sire  Durham  on  the  occasion  of 
his  visit. 

Brother  King  was  not  taken  in  the  vigor  of  robust  middle  age,  but 
was  permitted  to  discharge  his  duties  up  to  within  a  few  weeks  of  his 
death.  His  failing  health  had  for  some  time  warned  his  friends  of  his 
advancing  age,  but  when  the  end  came  on  March  25,  1911,  he  had  only 
been  absent  from  his  office  for  a  brief  period,  and  he  passed  quickly

and  peacefully  from  the  scene  of  his  labors  to  the  reward  which  is  the 
due  for  faithful  service  and  a  life  spent  in  good  work. 

Brother  King  was  one  of  the  few  surviving  pioneers  of  the  Order  in 
Ontario,  and  as  a  link  between  the  early  days  and  the  present,  he 
occupied  a  position  similar  to  that  of  the  late  lamented  Grand  Sec¬ 
retary  Ridgely,  To  say  that  Brother  King  was  an  efficient  and  pains¬ 
taking  officer  would  be  to  understate  his  record.  He  brought  to  it 
an  intense  devotion  to  the  Order  and  its  principles,  a  zeal  for  its  ex¬ 
tension,  and  an  earnest  purpose  to  do  what  he  could  towards  improving 
its  methods  of  work  and  extending  its  influence.  His  annual  reports 
were  fruitful  in  suggestions  for  changes  and  improvements,  and  the 
statistics  which  he  compiled  and  elaborated  from  year  to  year,  will  in 
the  future  be  found  of  immense  value  to  the  student  of  the  economic 
history  of  the  Order.  In  his  official  intercourse  he  was  always 
courteous,  kindly  and  ready  to  serve.  From  his  long  acquaintaince 
with  members  and  lodges,  and  his  extensive  experience,  he  was  a  valu¬ 
able  aid  to  the  Grand  Masters  who  year  after  year  succeeded  to  that 
office,  and  all  the  resources  of  his  knowledge  were  fully  placed  at  the 
disposal  of  his  official  superiors.  He  came  to  be  looked  on  as  the 
Representative  Odd  Fellow  in  Ontario,  and  he  fully  justified  the  esteem 
and  veneration  in  which  he  was  held  by  the  whole  fraternity.  He  was 
a  warm  and  generous  friend,  loyal  to  the  core.  During  his  lifetime  he 
numbered  his  friends  by  the  thousands,  and  his  death  came  as  a  per¬ 
sonal  bereavement  to  not  only  the  Odd  Fellows  of  Ontario,  but  to  many 
others  in  the  various  Jurisdictions  represented  in  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge.  In  his  private  life  he  was  a  sincere  and  humble  Christian, 
generous  to  a  fault,  and  always  more  ready  to  minister  than  to  be 
ministered  unto.  It  might  be  truly  said  of  him  that  “  Even  his  failings 
leaned  to  virtue’s  side.” 

In  his  death  his  friends  lost  a  loyal  and  faithful  comrade,  his  family 
a  devoted  and  loving  father,  his  native  country  a  noble  citizen,  and  the 
Order  one  of  its  more  worthy  and  distinguished  members.

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  hidependent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Special  Committee  on  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,  to  whom  was 
referred  that  portion  of  the  report  of  the  Grand  Sire  entitled:  “Re¬ 
ferring  to  the  Tuberculosis  Sanitarium,”  beg  leave  to  report  that  we 
heartily  approve  the  same,  and  we  further  report  that  during  the  last 
year  your  committee  has  made  further  study  and  investigation  of  the 
very  important  matter  referred  to  us  at  the  last  session  of  this  Grand 
Body,  and  your  committee  are  firmly  of  the  conviction  that  there  is 
urgent  need  for  the  establishment  and  maintenance  of  one  or  more 
sanitariums  at  which  our  brethren  suffering  with  tuberculosis  may  re- 
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ceive  scientific  treatment  under  conditions  that  will  restore  many  of 
such  brethren  to  health  and  usefulness. 

“  Odd  Fellowship  is  Progressive,”  and  we  respectfully  urge  and 
recommend  that  this  great  brotherhood  keep  abreast  with  kindred 
fraternities  in  the  world-wide  battle  against  the  dread  disease  of  con¬ 
sumption. 

Objection  is  made  that  our  Canadian  brethren  cannot  be  brought 
into  this  country  for  treatment  at  such  sanitariums  because  of  the 
restrictions  contained  in  the  immigration  laws  of  the  United  States, 
but  we  beg  to  suggest  that  this  can  be  obviated  by  turning  over  to  the 
Canadian  Grand  Lodges  their  pro  rata  share  of  any  per  capita  tax  that 
may  be  levied  for  such  purposes,  so  as  to  enable  them  to  establish  and 
maintain  a  suitable  tuberculosis  sanitarium  in  their  country.  In  con¬ 
clusion,  we  beg  to  call  attention  to  the  report  made  by  this  committee 
at  the  last  session  of  this  Body  (page  702,  Journal  1910),  and  your 
committee  also  especially  urge  the  adoption  of  the  two  pending  amend¬ 
ments  to  our  Constitution  submitted  by  this  committee  at  the  last 
session  and  which  amendments  appear  at  pages  811  and  812,  Journal 
1910.

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To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fello  ws  : 

Your  committee,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  the  report  of 
the  Grand  Sire  relating  to  “  Imperial  Order  of  Muscovites,”  respectfully 
report  that  we  are  heartily  in  accord  with  the  sentiments  of  the  Grand 
Sire  as  expressed  in  his  report,  and  we  especially  approve  the  follow¬ 
ing  paragraphs  contained  in  said  report: 

“  Especial  attention  of  the  representatives  is  invited  to  the  former 
action  of  this  Grand  Lodge  toward  the  members  of  the  Imperial  Order 
of  Muscovites  who  are  members  of  our  Order.  Toleration  and  kindness 
toward  all,  freedom  of  thought  and  action  not  inconsistent  with  our 
teachings,  are  lessons  taught  by  our  Rituals  and  should  be  taught  by 
our  actions. 

“  Much  complaint  has  come  to  me  from  members  of  the  Order  who 
have  become  members  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Muscovites,  that  they 
have  been  unkindly  dealt  with  by  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  its 
action  toward  them.  I  know  the  spirit  of  fraternity  that  prevails 
throughout  our  vast  membership  is  of  the  highest  order;  that  every 
one  of  you  desire  to  deal  fairly  and  justly  with  all;  that  any  action  you 
have  taken  in  the  past,  if  wrong,  will  be  promptly  corrected;  that  you 
wish  at  all  times  to  be  careful  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  the 
Order  universal,  and  at  the  same  time  to  do  no  wrong  to  any. 

“  I  have  been  furnished -with  a  copy  of  the  constitution,  and  also  a 
copy  of  the  ritual  of  the  Imperial  Order  of  Muscovites.  There  is  not 
one  word  in  either  of  them  confining  membership  in  that  order  to  a 
membership  in  our  Order.  I  do  not  believe  that  this  Grand  Lodge 
desires  to  be  unfair,  or  to  evidence  in  any  way  a  spirit  of  intolerance  by 
deciding  that  no  member  of  our  Order  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Im¬ 
perial  Order  of  Muscovites.  We  might  just  as  well  say  that  no  Odd 
Fellow  could  be  a  Mason,  a  Knight  of  Pythias,  Red  Man,  Maccabee, 
Modern  Woodman  or  a  member  of  the  Knights  of  Khorassan  or  the 
Mystic  Shrine,  or  any  of  the  kindred  fraternal  orders  of  the  world.” 

Wherefore,  your  committee  recommend  the  adoption  of  the  following: 

Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  recognizes  the  right  of 
every  Odd  Fellow  to  join  any  fraternal  organization  or  society  that 
does  not  violate  any  law  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.

Henshaw,  of  Indian  Territory,  from  the 
Committee  on  Legislation : 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  Committee  on  Legislation,  to  whom  was  referred  Resolution 
No.  17,  page  288,  by  Rep.  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  and  Resolution  No.  38, 
page  311,  by  Rep.  Powers,  of  Minnesota,  both  pertaining  to  the  same 
subject,  have  duly  considered  the  same  and  recommend  the  adoption 
of  the  following: 

Whereas,  It  is  the  aim  and  purpose  of  our  beloved  Order  to  faithfully 
provide  for  all  of  its  members  and  to  perform  with  fidelity  every  obli¬ 
gation  to  every  member;  and 

Whereas,  In  the  instance  of  a  lodge  being  defunct,  no  provision  is 
made  for  the  member  who,  because  of  age  or  infirmity,  cannot  gain 
admission  into  another  lodge,  and  therefore  it  may  happen,  and  does 
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happen,  that  brothers  who  have  devoted  their  time  and  means  for  many 
years  to  the  up-building  of  the  Order,  are  left  without  the  protection  of 
Odd  Fellowship  at  a  period  of  life  when  they  are  in  greatest  need,  and 
furthermore  this  condition  may  come  about  through  no  fault  of  the 
brother,  who  may  live  far  removed  from  his  lodge  at  the  time  it  be¬ 
comes  defunct  and  who  may  have  been  at  all  times  faithful  and  prompt 
in  payment  of  dues  and  the  performance  of  all  other  duties  of  the  true 
Odd  Fellow;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  a  breach  of  fidelity  and  a  reproach  to  the  Order,  to  so 
neglect  to  provide  for  a  worthy  brother  and  to  fail  in  its  part  of  the 
contract  made  with  such  brother;  therefore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  hereby  permits  and 
authorizes  Grand  Lodges  to  enact  legislation  so  as  to  make  provision 
for  brothers  of  defunct  lodges  who  have  been  members  of  this  Order 
for  not  less  than  twenty-five  years,  by  the  transfer  of  membership  of 
such  brothers  to  any  other  lodge  of  the  Jurisdiction;  and,  provided 
further,  that  the  Grand  Lodge  may  reimburse  such  lodges  for  the 
amount  of  sick,  funeral  or  death  benefits  paid  to  such  members  in 
excess  of  the  amount  of  dues  collected  from  them  by  such  lodge. 

Resolved,  That  all  laws  in  conflict  with  this  authority  so  granted  to 
Grand  Lodges  be,  and  the  same  are,  hereby  repealed.

“  Section  4-  Any  member  who  has  not  attained  the  rank,  desiring  tfo 
receive  either  the  First,  Second  or  Third  degree,  as  he  may  be  entitled 
to,  shall  make  application  for  the  same  in  writing,  accompanied  by  the 
proper  fee  therefor,  which  application  shall  be  read  in  open  lodge  at  a 
regular  meeting,  when,  if  the  brother  be  otherwise  qualified,  the  Noble 
Grand  shall  order  a  ballot,  and  if  two-thirds  of  all  the  ballots  are 
white,  the  application  shall  be  granted ;  but  if  more  than  one-third  of  the 
ballots  are  black  the  application  shall  be  declared  rejected,  and  no  further 
application  shall  be  received  from  the  brother  for  the  space  of  three 
months.  Provided,  If  any  member  of  the  lodge  has  valid  reasons,  he 
may  object  to  the  advancement  of  the  brother,  when  the  Noble  Grand 
shall  not  order  the  ballot  but  shall  immediately  refer  the  application 
to  a  committee  of  three  members,  with  which  committee  the  brother 
objecting  shall  within  twenty-four  hours  file  a  copy  of  his  objections, 
in  writing,  briefiy  stating  his  reasons  for  so  objecting.  Said  committee 
shall  investigate  the  same  and  report  their  findings  at  the  next  regular 
meeting,  unless  further  time  be  granted  by  the  lodge.  After  the  reading 
of  the  report,  the  Noble  Grand  shall  then  order  the  ballot,  as  before 
described.  Provided,  further,  That  no  member  shall  be  entitled  to  ad¬ 
vancement  in  the  degrees  until  he  shall  have  been  examined  in  open 
lodge  by  the  Noble  Grand  or  some  qualified  brother  appointed  by  him, 
and  found  proficient  in  the  preceding  degree.”

REMARKS  BY  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  UNDERWOOD.  .<

elder  brother  of  our  beloved  Past  Grand  Sire;  I  went  to  school  with 
the  Durham  girls  who  were  older  than  myself,  and  grew  up  well 
acquainted  with  the  family,  and  first  met  our  “  Grand  Old  Man  ”  in  the  j 
flush  of  his  early  matured  manhood  when  I  was  a  young  man,  he  being  ! 
on  a  visit  to  his  brother.  So  I  have  known  our  departed  brother  near  , 
unto  fifty  years,  and  have  been  intimately  associated  with  him  for  the  ■ 
last  thirty-five,  and  can  fittingly  and  well  speak  of  his  admirable 
attributes  and  unsullied  character.  I  learned  first  to  know'  him 
thoroughly  and  love  him,  after  our  association  began  in  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  the  United  States,  wherein  I  discovered  his  adherence  to 
principle  and  great  fidelity  to  every  purpose  he  advocated.  We  were  not  j 
always  on  the  same  side  of  every  proposition,  but  that  enhanced  respect  i 
for  one  another — as  every  foeman  dearly  loves  a  “  clash  with  one 
worthy  of  his  steel  ” — yet  in  his  rulings  from  the  chair  and  in  debates  < 
on  the  floor,  he  was  ever  courteous,  and  fairer  than  many  other 
partisans  supporting  various  questions. 
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As  time  passed  and  years  were  added  to  our  fraternal  associations, 
we  became  more  intimate,  and  there  sprang  up  a  mellow  affection  be¬ 
tween  us  as  the  Senior  Past  Grand  Sires  of  the  Order  for  many  years. 

One  of  Brother  Durham’s  strongest  attributes  was  his  extreme  love 
for  this  Supreme  Body  of  the  fraternity;  so  much  so,  that  from  his 
frequent  superlative  expressions  about  it,  and  his  constant  attendance 
at  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  his  declining  years, 
when  he  was  scarcely  able  to  undergo  the  attendant  fatigue  of  long 
travels  to  reach  them,  that  many  members  of  the  Order  seeing  him  and 
his  good  wife  en  route  in  even  extreme  sections  of  North  America, 
would  at  once  say  “  The  Head  Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  is  shortly 
to  assemble.”  An  amusing  incident  has  been  frequently  told  exploiting 
the  great  affection  of  Brother  Durham  for  the  ”  Grand  Lodge  of  the 
United  States,”  which  had  origin  on  the  floor  of  the  National  Congress 
during  his  membership  (1873-1879),  at  a  session  of  that  body,  whereof 
it  is  told  that  the  Hon.  J.  Proctor  Knott,  also  a  Congressman  from 
Kentucky,  in  a  speech  upon  the  question  of  the  effort  to  discover  the 
North  Pole  said,  that  if  the  United  States  ever  desired  the  honor  of 
discovering  the  North  Pole,  it  would  only  be  necessary  to  induce  the 
Grand  Lodge  of  Odd  Fellows  to  select  the  North  Pole  for  its  next  meet¬ 
ing,  for  if  so,  when  the  time  came,  that  Milton  J.  Durham  would  be 
found  at  the  Pole  waiting  for  the  members  of  said  Grand  Body  to 
assemble. 

Few  public  men  have  enjoyed  more  completely  the  confldence  of  their 
constituents  and  associates  than  Judge  Durham.  While  on  the  bench, 
in  Congress,  as  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  as  banker  and  private 
citizen,  his  honor  and  uprightness  were  unquestioned,  his  integrity 
unimpeached,  and  his  purity  of  character  unassailed.  By  his  death 
Kentucky  loses  one  of  its  distinguished  sons;  the  nation,  a  most  com¬ 
petent  officer  and  patriot;  the  community  in  which  he  resided,  one  of 
its  truest  and  noblest  citizens;  and  the  people  of  his  state — “who  love 
a  strong,  manly,  incorruptible  gentleman  ” — will  not  forget  him. 

At  one  of  the  sessions  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I  was  sitting 
close  by  Brothers  Durham  and  Carleton,  and  scribbling  some  verses — 
as  is  sometimes  my  wont — I  turned  and  handed  the  lines  to  my  friends 
for  inspection  and  as  they  in  degree  flt  both  of  the  immortals  now 
passed,  I  give  them  here  as  a  showing  of  the  aims  and  purposes  of  the 
men,  although  they  have  been  once  previously  published  in  the  abstract.

Brother  Durham  said:  “Bless  you,  John,  I  didn’t  know  you  ever  j 

wrote  poetry” — and  I  confess  that  I  was  tickled  at  the  definition;  ■' 

Carleton  grasped  my  hand  and  with  a  friendly  pressure  remarked:  i 

“  Why  Brother  Underwood  there  is  truth  and  soul  in  that,  you  have  ; 
astonished  me,  I  knew  you  were  a  warrior,  but  never  dreamed  you  were 
a  poet.”  I  grew  a  few  inches  taller  because  of  my  verses,  and  bowed 
to  each  as  shrines  of  the  heart,  yet  totally  different  forms  of  manhood 
in  their  purposes  for  good.  Durham  was  moulded  as  a  type  of  the 
church  militant,  and  had  he  lived  during  the  middle  ages  he  would  have  ' 
been  a  crusader,  to  plant  his  strong  convictions  of  right  and  religion  ; 
among  the  Saracens  (who  claimed  as  their  foundress  Sarah,  the  wife  i 
of  Abraham,  to  avert  the  stigma  of  descent  from  the  bond-woman  Hagar.  ’ 
Encyclopedie-Biblical  Hist.),  and  punish  disbelievers  for  the  “Tragedy 
of  the  Crucifixion.”  Carleton  was  a  combination  of  the  soldier  alloyed  i 
with  the  tenderness  of  the  ministering  angel,  who,  “  when  Uncle  Toby 
said  ‘Damn  it!  ’  dropped  a  tear  and  blotted  out  the  sin”  for  it  is  of  ^ 
record  in  Houston  that  “  Judge  Carleton,  trying  a  lad  for  vagrancy, 
reprimanded  him  severely  but  let  the  boy  off,  and  as  he  passed  close  by 
slipped  a  dollar  in  his  hand  to  buy  bread.”  His  religion  was  both  strong 
and  mild  and  founded  on  his  ruling  attribute  of  love,  whereof  there 
always  remains  the  glorious  rainbow  crown  of  hope — without  grief,  ; 

sorrow  or  pain  behind  it;  for  “  the  price  has  been  fully  paid  for  the  re-  ' 

demption  ”  of  mortal  souls.  He  too  wrote  verses,  and  the  closing  stanza  ^ 
of  one  of  his  effusions  portrays  the  pathos  of  his  nature: 
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“  Ethereal  blue  is  hue  of  the  midday  glow, 

All  garish  with  sunlight  bold; 

Yet  beauteous  in  black  is  the  sky  at  night, 

When  the  morning  hour  is  told; 

But  sweeter  by  far,  at  the  close  of  the  day. 

Is  light  that  smiles — twilight  grey.” 

And  the  twilight  grey  of  the  mists  which  enshrouded  his  death,  well 
fitted  the  gentleness  of  his  sympathetic  soul. 

Some  of  the  beautiful  surroundings  in  Central  Park,  New  York,  are 
to  be  found  in  the  natural  rocks  left  standing  on  projections  and  in 
glades  for  ornamentation.  Passing  through  this  ornate  breathing  place 
in  the  center  of  the  great  city,  I  saw  a  craig  standing  boldly  out  with 
its  apex  boulder  stretching  high  unto  the  sun,  its  head  beat  smooth  by 
the  rains  and  storms  which  had  fallen  upon  it,  the  scene  pictured  the 
character  of  my  departed  friends,  bold,  upright,  clean;  I  walked  farther 
and  came  to  a  glen  where  the  path  ran  under  a  ledge  capped  by 
another  rock  soaring  to  the  sky,  but  it  was  shaded  by  trees  and  vines, 
and  mosses  and  creepers  had  grown  over  it;  and  fresh  from  the  land¬ 
scape  of  the  bare  rock  withstanding  all  the  forces  of  the  elements,  I 
could  not  refrain  from  the  thought  that  the  veiled  head  of  the  moss- 
covered  second  rock,  might  be  likened  unto  the  softened  shadow  w^hich 
surrounds  death  when  man  passes  into  the  vale  of  eternity;  with  truth, 
with  love,  with  friendship  for  all  that  has  been  left  behind,  in  un¬ 
swerving  devotion  for  right! 

EEMAEKS  BY  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  CONWAY. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  year  1911  will  be  made 
memorable  in  the  annals  of  cur  Order  by  reason  of  the  sorrowful 
demands  made  upon  it  by  the  “  fell  destroyer.”  During  the  year  two 
of  the  most  respected  and  active  members  of  this  Grand  Body  have 
crossed  the  border  line  between  time  and  eternity. 

I  entered  the  Grand  Body  at  the  session  held  in  Chattanooga,  Ten¬ 
nessee,  in  1894,  and  it  was  upon  this  occasion  that  I  met,  and  before  its 
close,  learned  to  love  and  respect  Milton  J.  Durham  who  was  not  only 
one  of  the  most  loyal  members  of  our  Order,  but  a  chieftain  among  men 
as  well.  He  was  great,  not  only  in  stature,  but  also  intellectually  and 
morally,  and  as  the  years  succeeded  each  other,  I  became  more  and 
more  deeply  impressed  with  his  sterling  qualities  of  brain  and  heart. 
It  was  only  natural  that  I  should  regard  his  death  as  an  irreparable 
loss,  not  only  to  our  fraternity,  but  to  the  state  and  nation. 

I  do  not  regard  death,  however,  as  the  finality  of  existence,  but 
rather  as  the  commencement  of  a  more  abundant  life.  God  commits 
one  of  his  great  works  to  the  care  of  one  individual,  else  none  of  them 
would  be  completely  finished.  It  is  a  wise  provision  that  our  good  deeds 
live  after  us  as  a,  guide  for  the  future,  just  as  our  evil  acts  survive  as 
warnings  in  times  to  come.< 

The  devotion  of  Father  Durham  to  our  Order  will  be  more  and  more 
in  evidence  and  the  influence  he  exerted  upon  us,  individually,  will  con¬ 
tinue  as  long  as  the  memory  of  his  noble  life  shall  remain.  My  asso¬ 
ciation  with  him  through  the  sixteen  years  of  its  continuance,  has 
been,  and  ever  will  be,  an  inspiration  to  render  both  our  Order  and 
mankind  at  large,  a  better  and  more  unselfish  service,  a  deeper  and 
more  sincere  regard.

JOURNAL  OF  PR0CEJ:DINGS  OF  THE

It  is  a  significant  fact  in  my  life  that  I  also  first  met  Bro.  Fred. 
Carleton  at  the  same  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Body  at  which  I 
formed  my  acquaintance  with  Brother  Durham  and  at  that  session  I 
cast  my  vote  for  the  former  for  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  two  years  later 
for  the  highest  office  in  our  gift.  Under  him  I  served  as  Chairman  of 
our  Finance  Committee.  The  closer  our  personal  relations,  the  more 
I  came  to  admire  him  for  his  great  legal  abilities  and  the  sterling 
qualities  of  his  character.  His  untiring  labor  for  our  Order  fills,  prob¬ 
ably,  as  much  space  in  the  recorded  history  of  the  Sovereign  Body  as 
that  of  any  other  of  the  many  strong  men  who  have  served  in  the 
supreme  council  of  our  fraternity. 

The  longer  I  knew  him,  the  more  sincerely  I  loved  him.  He  was 
forceful  in  standing  for  the  right,  as  he  saw  it,  and  yet  he  was  one  of 
the  most  genial  and  gentle  characters  with  whom  I  have  ever  been 
brought  into  close  contact. 

The  wisdom  and  judgment  of  both  of  these  men  have  left  a  deep 
impress  upon  the  character  of  our  fraternity  the  world  over,  and 
while  they  will  be  missed,  they  can  never  be  forgotten  nor  can  their 
infiuence  for  good  ever  be  effaced  from  the  written  or  unwritten  history 
of  Odd  Fellowship. 


REMARKS  OF  PAST  GRAND  SIRE  KUYKENDALL. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  is  with  deep  and  profound 
sorrow  that  I  give  expression  to  my  feelings  at  this  time  in  remem¬ 
brance  of  the  two  great  Past  Grand  Sires  who  since  our  last  annual 
meeting  have  ceased  their  labors  for  the  good  and  welfare  of  our 
Order  by  passing  into  the  Great  Beyond  veiled  from  mortal  sight  and 
from  which  no  traveller  has  returned. 

In  the  deaths  of  Past  Grand  Sires  Durham  and  Carleton  the  Order  has 
lost  two  members  of  marked  ability  and  this  Grand  Body  has  been  de¬ 
prived  of  their  able  counsel  and  safe,  conservative  expression  of 
opinion  upon  questions  often  of  great  importance  to  the  welfare  of  this 
Grand  Body  and  our  Order  generally.  It  was  my  good  fortune  to  be 
present  at  the  1876  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  the  United  States  for 
the  first  time  as  a  Grand  Representative  where  I  was  cordially  received 
and  welcomed  by  Brother  Ridgely,  then  Grand  Secretary,  and  Brother 
Durham,  then  Grand  Sire,  and  I  have  never  forgotten  the  fatherly 
interest  extended  to  me  by  them  on  that  occasion.  The  latter  was  then 
in  his  prime  mentally  and  physically  and  as  an  eloquent,  forceful  and 
convincing  speaker  he  had  few  equals  and  no  superiors.  Our  ancestors 
in  Kentucky  were  acquaintances  and  friends,  thus  creating  another  tie 
which  coupled  with  his  conservative  ideas  and  opposition  to  untried 
and  doubtful  attempted  innovations  created  very  close  relations  be¬ 
tween  us  during  the  many  years  of  our  association  in  this  Grand  Body. 
It  is  needless  for  me  to  dwell  upon  his  great  service  to  our  country  as 
a  member  of  Congress  for  several  terms,  as  Comptroller  of  the  United 
States  Treasury  and  in  other  positions  requiring  great  ability,  in  all 
of  which  he  acquitted  himself  with  signal  success,  as  history  amply 
demonstrates.  To  him  more  than  any  other  member  of  the  Order  can 
be  ascribed  the  legislation  changing  certain  qualifications  for  member¬ 
ship  the  wisdom  of  which  was  doubted  by  many  at  the  time,  but  now 
generally  recognized  as  wise,  and  one  of  the  great  factors  in  placing 
our  Order  on  higher  and  advanced  ground.  His  name  will  be  more 
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closely  associated  in  the  annals  of  our  fraternity  with  that  change  than 
in  any  other  legislation  enacted  during  his  long  career  in  this  Sovereign 
Body.  To  me  he  was  a  father  in  Odd  Fellowship,  ever  kind,  generous 
and  true  and  I  learned  to  love,  honor  and  respect  him  as  a  father  and 
one  of  God’s  noblemen. 

We  are  equally  called  upon  to  mourn  the  loss  of  Brother  Carleton, 
who  came  into  the  life  of  this  Grand  Body  in  1880  and  with  whom  I 
soon  became  closely  associated  as  friends  and  comrades  of  war  days. 
Whilst  we  never  served  together  on  any  standing  committee  in  this 
Body  we  generally  managed  to  be  together  when  our  duties  permitted 
and  in  all  our  social  intercourse  I  found  him  to  be  a  true,  sympathetic 
friend.  As  an  Odd  Fellow  just,  upright  and  honorable;  as  a  legislator 
in  this  Body  able,  conservative  and  safe;  as  a  member  and  also  as 
chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  he  has  left  his  impress  in 
shaping  many  of  the  laws  of  our  Order,  the  wisdom  of  which  is  gen¬ 
erally  recognized.  When  I  visited  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Texas  at  Austin, 
his  home  city,  he  was  in  the  carriage  and  rode  with  me  to  the  place  of 
meeting,  but  was  then  too  feeble  to  enter  the  building  and  we  both  felt 
that  our  parting  was  the  last  on  earth,  as  it  turned  out  to  be.  In 
closing  it  may  not  be  out  of  place  to  say  that  immediately  after  re¬ 
ceiving  notice  of  their  deaths  I  wrote  and  dispatched  letters  of  con¬ 
dolence  to  their  families  to  which  I  now  add  that  my  love  and  ad¬ 
miration  for  those  two  distinguished  friends  and  brothers  remain 
unabated  and  my  sympathy  is  here  in  this  public  manner  extended  to 
their  kindred  as  a  token  of  friendship  that  even  death  has  not  severed.

committee,  fraternally  report  that  there  was  no  appeal  to  this  Grand 
Body  from  the  actions  of  either  of  said  Grand  Lodges,  nor  from  the 
ruling  of  the  Virginia  Grand  Master,  and  also,  that  said  communica¬ 
tion  nor  any  of  the  resolutions  mentioned  are  authenticated  by  the  seal 
of  either  Grand  Lodge;  that  the  same  are  but  inquiries  by  the  Grand 
Master  of  Virginia  as  to  the  laws  of  the  Order  relating  to  such  matters, 
all  of  which  have  been  acted  upon  without  appeal  as  above  indicated. 
That  in  such  case,  the  prohibition  contained  in  Article  XXIX  of  the 
By-laws  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  prevent  it  from  either  enter¬ 
taining  or  considering  any  inquiry  as  to  what  is  the  laws  or  usages  of 
the  Order. 

Therefore,  your  committee  asks  to  be  relieved  from  further  considera¬ 
tion  of  this  matter.

Your  Committee  on  Odd  Fellows’  Homes,  to  whom  was  referred  so 
much  of  the  Grand  Sire’s  report,  on  page  15,  and  the  report  of  the 
Grand  Secretary,  on  pages  140*146,  both  inclusive,  would  respectfully 
submit  the  following: 

The  committee  have  had  under  consideration  the  information  obtained 
from  the  reports  of  our  Grand  Officers  relative  to  Homes  and  Orphan¬ 
ages,  and  find  that  from  year  to  year,  through  its  influence  and  benefi¬ 
cent  work  in  caring  for  the  aged  brothers  and  sisters  and  the  orphan 
children  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  it  is  accomplishing 
one  of  the  grandest  works  that  the  founders  of  the  Order  intended 
should  be  rendered  for  the  benefit  of  humanity. 

The  present  value  of  the  property  used  for  the  home  purposes 
amounts  to  $4,200,412.02,  and  $660,557.79  was  expended  for  maintenance 
in  the  year  1910.  Every  Jurisdiction  except  ten  is  now  maintaining 
Homes  and  Orphanages,  and  each  of  these  is  now  raising  a  fund  for  such 
purposes,  which  amounts  to  $175,929.03.  New  Homes  and  Orphanages 
are  each  year  being  added  to  the  list.  The  Jurisdiction  of  Utah  reports 
that  it  is  amassing  a  fund  for  a  Home  which  will  be  erected  as  soon 
as  conditions  demand.  A  new  Home  was  dedicated  at  Crowley,  Louisi¬ 
ana,  on  March  15,  1911;  at  the  recent  session  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
Missouri  $60,000  was  voted  to  build  a  hospital  and  Sanitarium  in  con¬ 
nection  with  their  Home;  a  new  Home  in  Nebraska  will  be  dedicated 
in  October  by  the  Grand  Lodge;  the  Jurisdiction  of  South  Dakota  dedi¬ 
cated  their  new  Home  on  May  17,  1911;  a  new  Home  is  to  be  dedicated 
at  Roswell,  New  Mexico,  on  October  9,  1911.  California,  at  the  recent 
session  of  its  Grand  Lodge,  voted  an  expenditure  of  $250,000  for  another 
Home  in  that  State.  Only  last  Saturday  the  cornerstone  of  the  new 
Home  to  be  erected  at  Berlin  Germany,  was  laid. 

Kentucky  last  October  added  a  new  building  to  its  Home  costing 
$80,000.  On  September  4,  1911,  Pennsylvania  laid  the  cornerstone  of  a 
new  $100,000  building  for  the  orphan  children  at  Philadelphia.  A  new 
Home  costing  $125,000  was  dedicated  on  September  22,  1910,  at  Elkins, 
West  Virginia.*  Iowa  laid  the  cornerstone  of  a  new  Home  building 
.luly  4,  1911,  costing  $80,000.  Montana  dedicated  a  new  Home  at  Helena, 
Montana,  on  October  17,  1910,  costing  $25,000. 

From  our  Grand  Secretary’s  reports  we  notice  that  there  are  several 
Jurisdictions  that  have  sums  on  hand  that,  in  the  opinion  of  your  com¬ 
mittee,  seem  sufllcient  to  commence  the  erection  of  a  Home,  therefore 
we  would  recommend  that  these  Jurisdictions  take  the  necessary  steps 
to  begin  the  erection  of  a  Home  at  an  early  date. 

We  commend  the  formation  and  annual  meetings  of  the  Odd  Fellows’ 
National  Home  Association,  and  the  interchange  of  views  at  these 
meetings  cannot  but  result  in  good  to  the  management  of  the  Homes 
and  Order. 

From  the  information  gained  in  the  Grand  Sire’s  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary’s  reports,  the  Homes  and  Orphanages  of  our  Order  are  a  glorious 
part  of  the  instrumentality  through  which^  the  great  beneficent  work 
of  our  Order  is  carried  on.  The  direct  good  resulting  therefrom  can- 
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not  fail  but  to  create  the  liveliest  interest  on  the  part  of  all  and  must 
appeal  to  the  purest  and  highest  aspirations  of  the  fraternity  which 
exemplifies  the  high  ideals  of  true  brotherhood.  These  institutions 
are  a  living  monument  to  the  philanthropy  of  our  Order,  and  in  the 
work  we  are  today  accomplishing  at  our  Homes  and  Orphanages,  the 
people  of  this  country  will  rise  up  and  call  us  blessed.

“  Section  5.  Installation  of  Officers. — At  the  conclusion  of  each 
annual  communication,  the  officers , elected  at  the  communication  shall 
be  installed,  the  retiring  Grand  Master  installing  the  incoming  Grand 
Master,  and  he  the  other  officers.  The  Grand  Master,  before  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  each  annual  communication,  shall  appoint  the  appointive 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  such  appointments  shall  be  ap¬ 
proved  by  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  shall  be  immediately  installed  into 
office.  Should  any  officer  fail  to  be  present  at  the  proper  time  for  in¬ 
stallation,  such  office  shall  be  declared  vacant  and  shall  at  once  be 
filled  by  election  or  appointment;  provided,  that  if  such  absence  be 
caused  by  sickness,  or  some  unavoidable  circumstance,  the  Grand 
Master  may  install  the  absent  officer  at  some  subsequent  time.” 

We  find  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Ritual  provides  for  but  one  obligation 
to  be  taken  by  all  the  elective  Grand  Lodge  Officers  (except  Grand 
Representatives),  and  said  obligation  shall  be  administered  to  all  the 
elective  officers  at  the  same  time,  by  the  installing  officer,  and  that 
there  is  no  obligation  for  appointed  officers.  The  Grand  Lodge  simply 
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approves  the  appointments  of  the  Grand  Master.  Your  committee 
would,  therefore,  recommend  that  the  word  “  by  ”  be  inserted  before 
the  words  “  the  retiring  Grand  Master,”  and  all  after  said  words  “  the 
retiring  Grand  Master  ”  down  to  and  including  the  words  “  installed 
into  the  office  ”  be  stricken  out,  so  that  the  section  when  amended  shall 
read: 

“  Section  5.  Installation  of  Officers. — At  the  conclusion  of  each 
annual  communication,  the  officers  elected  at  the  communication  shall 
be  installed  by  the  retiring  Grand  Master.  Should  any  officer  fail  to  be 
present  at  the  proper  time  for  installation,  such  office  shall  be  declared 
vacant  and  shall  at  once  be  filled  by  election  or  appointment;  provided, 
that  if  such  absence  be  caused  by  sickness,  or  some  unavoidable  cir¬ 
cumstance,  the  Grand  Master  may  install  the  absent  officer  at  some 
subsequent  time.” 

We  find,  also,  that  the  certificate  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
has  not  an  imprint  of  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia, 
only  the  signature  of  the  Grand  Secretary  and  the  signature  of  the 
Grand  Representative  Kessler  appear,  but  as  both  brothers  are  present 
at  this  session  and  personally  certified  its  adoption,  we  would  ask  that 
It  be  accepted  without  the  imprint  of  the  Grand  Lodge  seal.

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paid  in  advance,  and  being  elected  as  provided  by  local  law,  upon 
notice  being  sent  by  the  Secretary  or  Scribe,  to  his  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment,  said  lodge  or  encampment  shall,  unless  charges  are  pending 
against  him,  without  ballot  and  without  fee,  issue  a  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  and  send  the  same  at  once  to  the  Secretary  or  Scribe  sending  for 
the  same;  and  upon  the  receipt  of  the  Transfer  Certificate,  the  member 
shall  be  entitled  to  sign  the  Constitution  and  become  a  member  of  the 
new  lodge  or  encampment  without  the  payment  of  any  admission  fee; 
provided,  that  if  a  physician’s  certificate  is  required  he  must  pay  the 
expenses  of  same.  The  issuing  of  a  Transfer  Certificate  shall  sever 
membership  in  the  lodge  or  encampment  issuing  it;  provided,  that  if 
the  member  becomes  sick  or  disabled,  or  should  die  within  four  weeks 
of  its  date  and  before  completing  his  membership  by  signing  the  con¬ 
stitution  of  his  new  lodge  of  encampment,  then  said  Transfer  Certifi¬ 
cate  shall  be  cancelled  and  said  member  shall  retain  his  beneficial 
standing  in  his  old  lodge  or  encampment,  the  same  as  though  no 
Transfer  Certificate  had  been  issued.

Whereas,  The  laws  of  our  Order  provide  that  all  lodge  officers  are 
'required  to  memorize  the  various  charges  and  lectures  contained  in 
the  Ritual,  but  our  laws  also  provide  that  the  Ritual  must  not  be  taken 
from  the  lodge-room,  or  the  custody  of  the  Noble  Grand.  These  two 
laws  being  inconsistent  and  paradoxical,  inasmuch  as  they  render  it 
practically  impossible  for  a  member  to  gain  this  knowledge  legiti¬ 
mately,  which  can  have  no  other  result  than  that  of  fostering  a  sys¬ 
tem  of  hypocrisy  and  dissimulation,  and  unwholesome  contempt  and 
disregard  for  our  laws  in  general,  as  well  as  affording  a  market  within 
our  membership  for  unscrupulous  publishers  for  the  disposal  of 
spurious  Rituals,  “  exposes  ”  “  cipher  keys  ”  and  various  other  forms  of 
open  as  well  as  covert  violation  of  the  laws;  and 
Whereas,  We  believe  that  this  condition  of  affairs  is  detrimental  to 
the  best  interests  of  the  Order  in  general  and  that  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge  can  and  should  enact  legislation  to  overcome  it  as  soon 
as  possible;  therefore,  be  it 
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Resolved,  That  the  most  feasible  and  effective  means  of  doing  so, 
would  be  for  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  publish  or  authorize  the 
publication  of  our  Ritual  in  cypher  form,  the  same  to  be  sold  to  all 
members  in  good  standing,  thus  affording  our  entire  membership  a 
legal  and  convenient  means  of  acquiring  an  intimate  knowledge  of  the 
Ritual,  thereby  increasing  the  dissemination  of  the  teachings  of  Odd 
Fellowship  as  well  as  putting  out  of  existence  all  spurious  I.  0.  0.  F. 
publications.

No.  56.  The  Grand  Secretary  submitted  the  following,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Patriarchs  Militant : 


To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows : 

.  The  General  Military  Council,  Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  0.  0.  F.,  con¬ 
vened  in  annual  communication  at  Indianapolis,  Indiana,  September 
18-19,  1911,  adopted  the  following  and  submit  them  for  your  considera¬ 
tion  and  approval: 

First.  The  General-Commanding  and  the  Department  Commanders 
Patriarchs  Militant,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  in  General  Military  Council  assembled, 
present  their  compliments  to  the  Honorable  John  B.  Coekrum,  Grand 
Sire  and  Commander-in-Chief,  expressing  their  appreciation  of  his 
interest  in  this  branch  of  our  Order,  as  well  as  of  his  splendid  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Order  at  large,  and  advise  him  that 
any  communication  from  him  in  person,  or  by  other  method  that  may 
suit  his  convenience,  will  be  highly  appreciated.  They  also  desire, 
through  him,  to  extend  their  compliments  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  with  the  information  that  any  matters  on  which  the  advice 
of  the  Council  is  desired  will  receive  prompt  consideration. 

Second.  That  we  recommend  that  the  Drill  Regulation  of  1910  be 
corrected  according  to  report  made  by  a  special  committee  to  revise 
the  same,  which  is  as  follows: 

From  a  careful  examination  of  these  tactics  we  find  several  changes 
necessary  to  harmonize  all  parts  of  this  work,  and  there  are  other 
changes  that  we  have  made  in  the  copy  of  tactics  submitted  herewith 
that  we  think  would  be  beneficial  and  for  the  greater  interest  of  this 
branch  of  the  Order. 

In  addition  to  the  above  corrections  made  by  us  we  have  made  the 
basis  of  these  tactics  as  follows: 

1.  We  have  used  the  carry  swords  instead  of  order  as  the  base  of 
all  sword  movements,  as  a  sword  in  our  judgment  cannot  be  handled 
as  a  gun. 

2.  Considering  the  meagre  number  of  men  who  can  usually  be  in¬ 
duced  to  report  for  society  parades,  three  (3)  has  been  selected  as  the 
unit,  because  it  gives  the  greatest  display  with  the  fewest  number. 

3.  For  the  reasons  given  in  the  foregoing  section,  we  have  abolished 
all  officers  except  Captain,  Lieutenant  and  Ensign,  the  Lieutenant  and 
Ensign  to  act  as  guides  as  well  as  platoon  commanders. 

4.  As  the  object  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  display  drills  is  beauty, 
and  not  warfare,  we  have  adopted  the  wheeling  movements  instead 
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of  the  turns,  as  we  consider  them  much  more  beautiful,  although  the 
turns  are  retained  in  the  tactics,  but  when  used  the  word  turn  must 
be  given  in  the  command. 

5.  As  the  word  squad  means  an  indefinite  number,  we  think  that  it 
is  misleading  when  applied  to  twos,  threes  and  fours  in  drill  move¬ 
ments,  we  have  changed  this  word  to  twos,  three  and  fours  instead  of 
squad  as  occasion  requires. 

6.  We  have  also  inserted  a  clause  providing  that  when  there  is  a  dis¬ 
pute  as  to  the  proper  interpretation  of  any  part  of  these  tactics,  the 
matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  General  Commanding  and  his  decision 
shall  be  final  until  reversed  by  action  of  the  Military  Council  or  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

7.  We  have  abolished  the  four-inch  interval  between  chevaliers  in 
line,  and  have  them  lightly  touch  elbows  in  all  movements. 

The  tactics  as  we  present  them  herewith  are  in  uniformity  accord¬ 
ing  to  the  above  provisions.  In  republishing  the  tactics  a  great  por¬ 
tion  of  the  old  plates  can  be  used.  Some  parts  of  it  will  have  to  be 
materially  changed. 

We  wish  to  say,  further,  that  we  are  not  surprised  that  errors  appear 
in  the  new  1910  tactics,  as  in  the  compilation  of  any  new  tactics  that 
have  ever  been  written,  even  by  expert  military  officers  who  devoted 
their  time  for  many  months  in  compiling  same,  errors  crept  in  which 
required  correction  and  revision,  and  we  have  never  known  of  any 
tactics  being  perfected  without  at  least  one  or  two  revisions.  While 
in  the  correction  we  submit  herewith  we  have  endeavored  to  avoid  all 
error;  owing  to  the  immense  amount  of  detail  connected  with  the  work, 
we  shall  be  very  much  surprised  if  errors  have  not  crept  into  this 
revision.  We  have  tried  to  make  it  as  perfect  as  we  could  consistent 
with  the  time  allotted  us  to  perform  this  task,  and  recommend  that 
the  corrected  copies  be  exchanged  for  those  already  purchased.

No  saloon  keeper,  bar¬ 
tender  or  professional  gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this 
Order,”  be,  and  it  is,  hereby  amended  by  inserting  the  words,  “  Hotel 
keeper  licensed  to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,”  after  the  word  “  No  ”  in 
the  first  line  thereof,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  will  read  as 
follows: 

“  Sec.  5.  Saloon  keepers,  etc.,  not  admitted.  No  hotel  keeper,  licensed 
to  sell  intoxicating  liquors,  saloon  keeper,  bartender  or  professional 
gambler  shall  be  eligible  to  membership  in  this  Order.”

ARTICLE  — . 

Resolved,  That  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Constitution  be  amended 
by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  under  an  appropriate  number  the  follow¬ 
ing  as  a  separate  article: 
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ARTICLE. 

Section  1.  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  have  a  Board  of  Five 
Sanitarium  Trustees,  composed  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire, 
and  three  members  to  be  selected  as  the  officers  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  are  elected,  and  who  shall  have  the  qualifications  required  of 
Grand  Representatives.  One  of  such  trustees  shall  be  elected  for  one 
year,  one  for  two  years,  and  one  for  three  years,  and  their  respective 
successors  shall  be  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  The  Grand  Sire 
shall  be  Chairman  of  such  Board,  and,  subject  to  such  rules,  regula¬ 
tions,  and  provisions  as  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  from  time  to 
time  make  or  establish,  it  shall  have  charge  and  control  of  locating, 
establishing,  and  maintaining  one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and 
treatment  of  members  of  the  Order  having  tuberculosis.  Said  trustees 
shall  receive  no  compensation  for  their  services,  but  shall  be  paid  their 
actual  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties. 
The  elective  members  of  said  Board  shall  not,  because  of  such  mem¬ 
bership,  be  members  of  The  Sovereign  Lodge,  or  be  entitled  to  vote  or 
voice  therein. 


AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  XIV. 

Resolved,  That  Section  1  of  Article  XIV  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  Constitution  which  now  reads  as  follows: 

Section  1.  Revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  revenue  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows: 

1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments  or  subordinate 
lodges  or  encampments,  working  under  its  immediate  jurisdiction, 
$30.00. 

2.  Dues  from  state,  district,  or  territorial  Grand  Lodges  and  En¬ 
campments,  $75.00  per  annum  for  each  vote  they  shall  be  entitled  to  in 
this  Grand  Lodge. 

3.  Dues  from  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments,  working  under 
the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  5  per  cent  on  their 
receipts. 

4.  Proceeds  of  the  sales  of  books,  cards,  diplomas,  odes  and  certificates, 
be  amended  by  adding  the  following  paragraph  at  the  end  thereof: 

“  5.  Proceeds  of  assessments  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  member 
per  annum,  which  may  be  levied  against  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments,  and  subordinate  lodges,  and  encampments,  working  under  its 
immediate /jurisdiction,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintain¬ 
ing  one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Order  having  tuberculosis,”  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 


ARTICLE  XIV. 

Section  1.  Revenue  of  the  Grand  Lodge.  The  revenue  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  as  follows,  viz.: 

1.  Fees  for  charters  of  Grand  Lodges  or  Encampments,  or  subordinate

Dues  from  subordinate  lodges  or  encampments  working  under  the 
immediate  jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  5  per  cent  on  their  receipts. 

.  4.  Proceeds  of  the  sales  of  books,  cards,  diplomas,  odes  and  certificates. 

5.  Proceeds  of  assessments  of  not  exceeding  ten  cents  per  member 
per  annum,  which  may  be  levied  against  Grand  Lodges,  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ments  and  subordinate  lodges  and  encampments,  working  under  its 
immediate  j'urisdiction  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  maintaining 
one  or  more  sanitaria  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  members  of  the 
Order  having  tuberculosis.

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  4,  AETICLE  I. 

Resolved,  That  Section  4,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  4.  Appeals.  With  the  consent  of  the  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment  of  a  state,  district  or  territory,  an  appeal  may  be  had 
by  any  subordinate  lodge  or  encampment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  such  consent,  however,  not  being  necessary  when  an  expelled 
lodge  or  encampment,  after  having  surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  or 
Grand  Encampment  all  its  effects,  appeals  from  such  decision.  Appeals 
may  also  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members  of  a  state,  district  or 
territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  from  the  decision 
thereof,  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  of  the  state,  district  or  territorial 
Grand  Lodge,  or  Grand  Encampment,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until 
reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  appeal  therefrom.  All  appeals 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  subject  to  such  general  regula¬ 
tions  as  it  may  adopt,”  be,  and  is,  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  the 
entire  sentence  in  line  8  of  said  Section  4,  after  the  word  “  decision  ” 
which  sentence  to  be  so  stricken  out  reads  as  follows: 

”  Appeals  may  also  be  heard  from  a  member  or  members  of  a  state, 
district  or  territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  from  the 
decision  thereof,  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  of  the  state,  district  or 
territorial  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive  until  reversed  by  this  Grand  Lodge  on  a  direct  appeal  there- 
frorn^”  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  a  new  sentence  to  read  as  follows: 
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“  Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of  the  Order  as  a  matter  of 
right,  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Encampment;  but 
in  all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal  therefrom,”  so  that  said 
Section  4,  of  Article  I,  of  the  Constitution,  shall  read  as  follows: 

“  Sec.  4.  Appeals.  With  the  consent  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand 
Encampment,  an  appeal  may  be  had  by  any  subordinate  lodge  or  en¬ 
campment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  such  consent,  however,  not 
being  necessary  when  an  expelled  lodge  or  encampment,  after  haying 
surrendered  to  its  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Encampment  all  its  effects, 
appeals  from  such  decision.  Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of 
the  Order,  as  a  matter  of  right,  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a 
Grand  Encampment;  but  in  all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  con¬ 
clusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal 
therefrom.

The  Grand  Bodies  not  represented  at  this  session  are  all  those  not 
on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  namely,  Australia,  Denmark,  Ger¬ 
many,  Netherlands,  Sweden  and  Switzerland. 

While  regretting  that  we  have  with  us  no  Representatives  from  these 
distant  Jurisdictions,  we  desire  to  specially  commend  that  care  and 
attention  displayed  by  the  Grand  Sire  and  the  Grand  Secretary,  as 
shown  by  the  correspondence  published  with  their  reports,  in  culti¬ 
vating  close  fraternal  relations  with  our  brethren  in  those  foreign 
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lands.  Representatives  will  find  this  correspondence  worthy  of  their 
careful  examination. 

The  increase  of  membership  in  these  Jurisdictions  is  exceedingly 
encouraging,  especially  as  each  branch  of  the  Order  represented  in 
these  lands  has  increased,  taking  the  Jurisdictions  as  a  whole,  in 
greater  ratio  than  in  America.  In  every  Jurisdiction  except  The 
Netherlands,  there  has  been  an  increase,  and  the  slight  decrease  there 
is  explained  by  the  fact  that  it  was  found  necessary  to  recall  the 
charter  of  one  lodge. 

During  the  last  year,  the  subordinate  branch  increased  9  per  cent, 
as  against  3  per  cent  in  America;  the  Encampment  branch  10  per  cent, 
as  against  1%  per  cent,  and  the  Rebekah  branch  17  per  cent,  as  against 
5  per  cent., 

The  material  strength  of  the  Order  in  those  Jurisdictions,  appears 
in  their  more  than  a  million  dollars  of  annual  income  and  nearly  four 
millions  of  invested  funds. 

The  fact  that  they  are  doing  the  practical  work  of  Odd  Fellowship, 
appears  in  the  nearly  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  ($300,000),  ex¬ 
pended  annually  for  relief  and  in  that  one  Jurisdiction,  Australasia, 
reports  a  Home  worth  twenty-one  thousand  dollars  ($21,000),  main¬ 
tained  at  an  annual  cost  of  two  thousand  dollars  ($2000).

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  ex¬ 
cept  free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the 
Creator  and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North 
America  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age 
shall  be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended 
by  striking  therefrom  the  word  twenty-one  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  eighteen,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the 
age  of  eighteen  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  however,  that  in  Australia, 
New  Zealand,  and  other  countries '  not  on  the  (Continent  of  North 
America  in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established, 
and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to 
age  shall  be  left  to  local  legislation.”

Eeport  122.  By  Eep.  Sargent,  of  Massachusetts,  from  the  special 
committee  appointed  in  secret  session,  was  submitted  and  adopted. 

To  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

Your  committee^  to  whom  was  referred  the  matter  of  the  publication 
of  a  certain  article  in  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  Lodge  Record,  relative  to  the  pay¬ 
ment  of  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  to  Rep.  Goudy,  of 
Colorado,  in  1909,  would  submit  the  following  report: 

At  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  in  Seattle,  in 
1909,  Rep.  Bullard,  of  Montana,  was  taken  seriously  ill  and  '  was  re¬ 
moved  to  a  hospital  for  treatment.  The  illness  of  Brother  Bullard  was 
reported  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  Reps.  Goudy,  Alexander 
and  May  were  appointed  a  committee  to  visit  Brother  Bullard  and 
convey  to  him  the  sympathy  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  In  carry¬ 
ing  out  this  duty  Brothers  Goudy  and  Alexander  visited  Brother 
Bullard  at  the  hospital.  Brother  Goudy  first  purchasing  a  bouquet  of 
American  Beauty  roses,  which  he  paid  for  out  of  his  own  personal 
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funds.  For  some  reason  Brother  May  did  not  accompany  the  rest  of 
the  committee  on  this  visit.  For  some  time  Brother  Alexander,  on 
account  of  a  rheumatic  affection  had  not  been  able  to  travel  any  con¬ 
siderable  distance  without  physical  discomfiture,  and  so  Brother  Goudy 
secured  a  carriage,  which  he  paid  for  out  of  his  own  personal  funds, 
the  amount  of  the  sum  paid  for  the  roses  and  for  a  carriage  being  six 
dollars  and  fifty  cents.  The  visit  to  Brother  Bullard  was  one  of  great 
pleasure  to  him,  as  appears  by  letters  from  him  to'  Brother  Goudy, 
which  was  shown  to  the  committee  and  from  which  we  quote.  He  says: 

“  I  remember  very  well  and  with  much  gratitude  the  visit  that  you 
(Brother  Goudy)  and  Brother  Alexander  paid  me  at  the  hospital  and 
the  lovely  flowers — splendid  American  Beauty  roses — that  you  pre¬ 
sented  to  me  in  behalf  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  a  token  of 
fraternal  regard,  interest  and  sympathy.  The  nurse  put  the  fiowers 
in  a  large  vase,  and  it  took  a  very  large  vase  to  accommodate  them — 
and  gave  them  a  prominent  place  in  my  room.” 

The  bill  of  Brother  Goudy  for  these  expenses  was  presented  to  the 
Finance  Committee  and  in  a  report  of  this  committee  was  allowed,  and 
in  the  budget  it  was  paid  as  an  expense  of  the  session.  Your  committee 
find  that  the  sum  of  six  dollars  and  fifty  cents  was  actually  expended 
by  Brother  Goudy  out  of  his  own  personal  funds  for  proper  and 
legitimate  items  of  expense  in  carrying  out  the  action  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  in  conveying  to  a  sick  brother  the  sympathy  and 
fraternal  well-wishes  of  its  members. 

In  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  Lodge  Record,  a  fraternal  paper  published  by 

Rep.  Parker,  of  New  York,  in  Watertown,  N.  Y.,  of  the  date  of 

September  24,  1910,  there  appeared  an  item  over  the  signature  of  Bro. 
Charles  Weil  which  reads  as  follows: 

“  At  last  year’s  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Rep.  Bullard, 
of  Montana,  was  taken  sick.  For  visiting  him  at  the  hospital  Rep. 
Goudy,  of  Colorado,  handed  in  a  bill  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for 
$6.50,  as  mentioned  under  appropriations  and  expenditures  on  page  82 
of  the  Grand  Secretary’s  report.  The  bill  is  considerably  larger  than 
the  Odd  Fellowship  and  sense  of  propriety  of  the  distinguished  visitor, 
as  his  act  causes  one  to  infer.” 

In  this  item  no  mention  was  made  of  the  fact  that  this  sum  was 
for  expenses,  although  it  was  clearly  set  forth  in  the  printed  proceed¬ 
ings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that  it  was  for  expenses;  and  a 

fair  inference  of  the  facts  as  set  forth  in  this  item,  by  one  unfamiliar 
with  the  facts,  would  be,  as  the  item  says,  “  That  for  visiting  Brother 
Bullard  at  the  hospital  Brother  Goudy  handed  in  a  bill  to  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  for  $6.50.”  Shortly  after  the  publication  of  this 
item  Brother  Goudy  prepared  and  mailed  to  Brother  Parker,  the  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  paper,  a  letter  asking  him  to  set  the  matter  right.  This 
letter  was  directed  to  Buffalo,  N.  Y.;  but,  as  Brother  Parker  did  not 
reside,  in  Buffalo,  the  letter  was  returned  to  Brother  Goudy.  He  then 
sent  the  same  letter  to  Brother  Weil.  The  letter  was  not  returned,  but 
no  acknowledgment  of  its  receipt  was  sent  to  Brother  Goudy.  Instead 
of  Brother  Weil  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the  letter  and  endeavor¬ 
ing  to  meet  Brother  Goudy  as  one  brother  should  meet  another  under 
similar  circumstances,  he  published  in  the  same  paper  a  lengthy 
article,  which  although  probably  well  intended,  was,  at  least  un¬ 
fortunate,  as  it  revived  the  whole  matter,  with  the  result  that  the 
original  article,  which  should  have  been  completely  nullified  by  a  very 
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few  words  of  explanation  and  correction,  was  made  the  subject  of  dis¬ 
cussion  in  several  fraternal  journals,  causing  Brother  Goudy,  without 
the  slightest  reason,  to  be  the  object  of  an  acrimonious  discussion  in 
several  of  our  fraternal  journals,  over  the  payment  to  him  of  a  small 
sum  actually  expended  by  him  in  carrying  out  his  duties  as  a  member 
of  a  committee  of  this  Body  in  visiting  a  sick  brother. 

Brother  Parker  has  appeared  before  this  committee  and  has  made 
what  the  committee  thinks  is  as 'full  and  complete  correction  and 
apology  as  can  now  be  made.  The  statement  of  Brother  Parker,  which 
we  are  assured  will  appear  in  his  paper,  is  as  follows: 

“  As  editor  and  publisher  of  the  I.  O.  0.  F.  Lodge  Record,  of  Water- 
town,  N.  Y.,  I  regret  exceedingly  that  one  of  my  contributors.  Dr. 
Charles  Weil,  in  his  letter  to  the  paper  on  September  24,  1910,  contrib¬ 
uted  an  item  relative  to  Rep.  Frank  C.  Goudy,  of  Denver,  Col. 

“  I  have  investigated  the  matter  fully  and  find  a  gross  injustice  has 
been  done  to  this  honorable  brother,  and  in  all  fairness  to  Rep.  Goudy 
I  desire  to  state  that  the  criticism  is  not  justified  by  the  fact  referred 
to  in  said  item.  I  have  made  due  apology  in  secret  session  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  and  through  it  to  Rep.  Goudy.  The  same  was 
graciously  accepted  by  that  Body  and  Rep.  Goudy. 

“  This  statement  is  made  to  correct  this  unfortunate  error  referred 
to  and  to  do  full  justice  to  Rep.  Goudy.  The  expense  incurred  was  for 
the  purpose  of  conveying  the  sympathy  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
to  Rep.  Massena  Bullard, -of  Montana,  who  was  sick  at  the  time. 

(Signed)  ADDISON  B.  PARKER.” 

Your  committee  find  that  Rep.  Parker  is  morally  blameless  in  the 
matter,  as  it  was  not  called  to  his  -attention  in  detail  until  very 
recently.  Your  committee  commend  Brother  Parker  for  his  manly 
attitude  and  for  his  desire  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  right  any  wrong 
impression  which  the  article  referred  to  might  have  conveyed. 

If  Brother  Weil  had  been  acquainted  with  Brother  Goudy  and  had 
published  this  article  for  the  purpose  of  injuring  him,  he  would 
properly  be  subject  to  the  severest  criticism.  We  find,  however,  that 
Brother  Weil  did  not  know  Brother  Goudy  and  could  not  possibly  have 
had  any  desire  to  do  him  a  personal  injury.  We  are  of  the  opinion, 
however,  that,  so  far  as  the  article  itself  is  concerned,  it  was  simply 
a  case  of  a  person  finding  an  item  in  a  report  which  he  at  the  time 
thought  contained  something  of  a  sensational  nature,  and  who,  with¬ 
out  a.  thought  of  how  it  might  affect  the  brother  referred  to,  pushed  it 
along.  If  Brother  Weil  had  received  and  answered  the  letter  of  Brother 
Goudy  in  the  spirit  in  which  it  was  written  and  in  a  few  lines  in  his 
paper  stated  the  facts,  the  whole  matter  would  have  long  since  been 
forgotten.  Brother  Weil  did  not  do  this,  but  persisted  in  keeping  the 
matter  alive  by  continued  discussion.  This  is  not  the  proper  course 
for  one  brother  to  pursue  in  dealing  with  another  and  should  be  con¬ 
demned  by  all  fair-minded  men.  Brother  Weil  has  written  the  follow¬ 
ing  statement.  Which  we  are  assured  will  be  published  in  the  paper 
referred  to  over  his  signature: 

“  At  the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  at  Seattle,  Wash., 
one  of  the  Grand  Representatives  became  sick  and  had  to  be  taken  to  a 
hospital.  On  motion  of  Rep.  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  a  committee  of  three, 
with  himself  as  chairman,  was  appointed  to  visit  the  sick  brother.  Of 
the  committee  two  went,  taking  a  carriage  because  of  the  physical 
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condition  of  Rep.  Alexander,  and  they  bought  some  roses  to  cheer  the 
sick  brother.  A  bill  of  $6.50  was  presented  to  cover  the  expense  for 
carriage  and  flowers.  Unfortunately,  the  itemized  bill,  approved  by  the 
Committee  on  Finance,  was  not  published  in  the  budget  of  expenditures, 
nor  does  the  record  show  that  the  resolution  carried  these  items  with  it. 

“  I  have  since  found  out  that  the  resolution  contemplated  the  pur¬ 
chase  of  flowers,  and  in  presenting  the  bill  Brother  Goudy  did  so  to 
enable  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  say  that  it,  and  not  the  committee, 
did  this  pleasant  act,  instead  of  keeping  all  the  credit  for  himself  and 
his  colleagues. 

“  I  regret  exceedingly  that  Rep.  Goudy,  of  Colorado,  should  for  a 
moment  have  construed  anything  in  my  comment  as  reflecting  upon  his 
honesty  or  leaving  an  impression  of  having  personally  received  any 
pecuniary  gain.  My  thoughts  were  far  from  any  such  idea,  and  I 
never  intended  to  cast  any  such  imputation  against  his  character.  My 
investigation  shows  that  the  bill  of  $6.50  was  not  only  a  legitimate  bill, 
but  was  duly  and  unanimously  approved  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

(Signed)  DR.  CHARLES  WEIL.” 


Your  committee  only  wish  that  he  had  seen  fit  to  do  this  act  long 
ago,  and  would  suggest  to  Brother  Parker  that  Brother  Weil  be  in¬ 
formed  that  in  his  future  journalistic  work  the  fraternal  honor  and 
integrity  of  a  brother  are  too  priceless  to  be  thoughtlessly  and  lightly 
dealt  with.

Your  Committee  on  Constitutions,  to  whom  was  referred  a  new  Con¬ 
stitution  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia,  beg  leave  to  report 
that  we  have  carefully  examined  the  same,  article  by  article  and 
section  by  section,  and  find  said  Constitution  to  conform  to  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Order,  except  Section  5,  Article  IV,  which  reads: 

“  Section  5.  Installation  of  Officers. — At  the  conclusion  of  each 
annual  communication,  the  officers  elected  at  the  communication  shall 
be  installed,  the  retiring  Grand  Master  installing  the  incoming  Grand 
Master,  and  he  the  other  officers.  The  Grand  Master,  before  the  con¬ 
clusion  of  each  annual  communication,  shall  appoint  the  appointive 
officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  and  if  such  appointments  shall  be  approved 
by  the  Grand  Lodge,  they  shall  be  immediately  installed  into  office. 
Should  any  officer  fail  to  be  present  at  the  proper  time  for  installation, 
sueh  office  shall  be  declared  vacant  and  shall  at  once  be  filled  by  election 
or  appointment;  provided,  that  if  such  absence  be  caused  by  sickness, 
or  some  unavoidable  circumstance,  the  Grand  Master  may  install  the 
absent  officer  at  some  subsequent  time.” 

We  find  that  the  Grand  Lodge  Ritual  provides  for  but  one  obligation 
to  be  taken  by  all  of  the  elective  Grand  Lodge  Officers  (except  Grand 
Representatives),  and  said  obligation  shall  be  administered  to  all  the 
elective  officers  at  the  same  time,  by  the  installing  officer,  and  that 
there  is  no  obligation  for  appointed  officers.  The  Grand  Lodge  simply 
approves  the  appointments  of  the  Grand  Master. 

We  find  also  that  the  certificate  of  the  adoption  of  the  Constitution 
has  not  an  imprint  of  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  West  Virginia, 
only  the  signature  of  the  Grand  Secretary,  and  the  signature  of  Rep.

Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  of  the  Grand  Jurisdiction  of 
Connecticut,  has,  since  the  preceding  session  o-f  this  Sovereign  Body, 
left  the  scene  of  his  earthly  activities  and  passed  into  the  Great 
Beyond.

Brother  Cox  had  been  employed  for  over  30  years  as  foreman  by  the 
New  Haven  Gas  Light  Company.  He  was  an  old  and  respected  resident 
and  had  a  large  circle  of  friends  who  will  regret  his  death.  He  was  a 
genuine  Odd  Fellow  and  loved  the  Order  to  which  he  belonged,  always 
ready  with  the  willing  hand  to  do  what  he  could  for  Odd  Fellowship; 
genial  and  pleasant  to  meet.  One  more  brother  gone,  but  not  forgotten.

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Lafayette  Rowley,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  of  Idaho,  was  born 
August  2,  1830,  died  April  1,  1911,  being  almost  81  years  of  age.  Brother 
Rowley  was  born  in  Arcadia,  N.  Y.  He  moved  with  his  parents  to 
Illinois  early  in  life,  and  came  to  Idaho  in  1873  and  located  in 
Lewiston.  He  served  in  the  Union  Army  during  the  Rebellion,  being* 
a  member  of  the  47th  Regiment  of  Illinois  Infantry.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  R.  B.  Hayes  Post  No.  2,  which  was  mustered  in  February  7, 
1883,  and  has  been  a  member  in  good  standing  ever  since.  He  joined 
the  Order  of  Odd  Fellows  at  Laguan,  Illinois,  in  1867.  He  retained 
his  membership  there  until  the  formation  of  Lewiston  Lodge  No.  8, 
when  he  became  a  charter  member  of  that  lodge,  and  remained  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  that  lodge  until  his  death.  He  became  a  member  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  third  session  in  1885,  and  served  in  all  but  two  sessions 
since,  sickness  preventing  in  those  cases.  At  the  session  of  1890  his 
worth  was  recognized  by  his  appointment  as  Grand  Marshal.  He 
continued  to  advance  in  the  Grand  Lodge  until  at  the  session  of 
1895  he  was  elected  Grand  Master.  He  filled  this  important  position 
with  credit  to  himself  and  to  the  satisfaction  of  his  brethren.  He  was 
then  elected  Grand  Representative,  and  attended  two  sessions  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  rounded  out  his  official  life  in  the  Order 
in  a  way  satisfactory  to  himself  and  with  profit  to  the  Order.  He  was 
known  as  “  Our  Grand  Old  Man  ”  years  before  his  death,  a  name  he 
earned  by  his  faithfulness.  He  was  present  at  every  session  until 
his  failing  strength  prevented  his  going;  but  up  till  the  last  his 
services  were  in  demand  as  custodian  of  the  secret  work,  a  very 
arduous  position  which  he  filled  to  the  honor  of  himself  and  accept¬ 
ably  to  the  membership*.  Forty-four  years  of  his  life,  more  than  half 
of  it,  were  spent  as  an  active,  ardent  worker  in  the  ranks  of  our 
Fraternity. 

Brother  Rowley  was  a  good  man.  Not  good  because  of  his  inof¬ 
fensiveness,  but  aggressively  good.  He  stood  for  the  best  in  political, 
social,  civil  and  fraternal  life.  His  name  and  influence  could  always 
be  found  on  the  side  of  purity  and  uprightness;  on  all  debatable 
questions  he  took  his  stand,  and  gave  the  benefit  of  the  doubt  to  the 
side  looking  to  the  elevation  and  betterment  of  his  fellows  and  thus 
aided  greatly  the  advancing  civilization.  He  was  a  religious  man. 
Entirely  unostentatious,  his  great  heart  of  love  for  and  confidence  in 
his  fellow  man,  made  him  a  firm  believer  in  universal  redemption 
of  the  whole  human  race,  and  hence  his  membership  and  influence 
went  to  the  Universalist  Church,  of  which  he  was  a  faithful,  active 
worker.  His  life  was  consistent.  He  was  gentle,  helpful,  brotherly, 
in  all  it  implies.  If  he  had  occasion  to  rebuke,  he  did  it  so  gently 
that  no  one  could  be  offended.  He  was  always  ready  to  give  the 
meed  of  praise  to  whom  it  belonged,  and  seemed  void  of  envy.  He 
never  pushed  himself  forward,  but  was  ready  to  assume  any  position 
to  which  he  was  called.  He  was  a  great  worker  in  every  rank  and 
degree  of  the  Order,  always  in  attendance  at  his  subordinate  lodge, 
prominent  in  fh©  work  of  his  encampment,  and  wore  the  uniform  of 
the  Patriwhp  Militant  with  pride  and  satisfaction.  His  presence 
iq.  |he  Rebekah  lodge  was  like  a  benediction  and  no  meeting  seemed 
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complete  without  the  presence  of  himself  and  good  wife,  who  was  his 
constant  companion.  While  there  are  no  specially  brilliant  acts  that 
we  can  refer  to  that  would  make  him  famous  as  a  citizen,  or  as  an 
Odd  Fellow,  his  life  was  a  continuation  of  right  living  that  made  his 
example  more  valuable  than  any  amount  of  brilliancy  could  have  done. 
His  whole  life  was  consistent  and  faithful. 

The  deep  affection  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  neighbors  and  old- 
time  friends  was  shown  by  the  sorrow  manifested  in  every  walk  of 
life,  and  in  no  way  connected  with  his  fraternal,  official  or  semi¬ 
official  life.  “  Grandpa  ”  Rowley  was  loved  for  his  lovable  life  and 
works,  and  there  is  no  one  to  take  his  place.  His  aged  wife  that 
still  remains  with  us  is  as  greatly  beloved,  and  a  great  void  would 
be  created  if  she  should  depart.  His  son,  our  Brother  Eugene  Row- 
ley,  will  receive  the  sympathy  of  all  his  brothers  and  sisters  in  the 
various  branches  of  the  Order,  as  he  is  a  worthy  son  of  an  illustrious 
sire. 

Brother  Rowley,  hail  and  farewell!  We  loved  you  in  life,  we  mourn 
you  in  death.  Your  life  will  be  to  us  an  inspiration,  and  what  imper¬ 
fections  you  may  have  possessed  are  buried  with  the  body  under  the 
clods  of  the  valley,  but  your  virtues,  which  are  many,  will  live  with 
us  and  in  our  memory,  to  be  used  by  us  and  handed  down  to  our 
posterity.  Peace  to  your  ashes. 


Reps.  Smith,  White,  Montgomery,  and  Steele,  of  Iowa,  submitted 
the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Newton  S.  Johnson,  Past 
Grand  Representative  of  Iowa,  died  at  the  age  of  67  years. 

He  was  an  active  worker  in  all  branches  of  the  Order.  For  eight 
years  he  was  a  trustee  of  the  Iowa  Odd  Fellows’  and  Orphans’  Home, 
and  the  orphans  and  aged  ones  at  the  Home  were  ever  the  objects  of 
his  tender  care  and  attention.  He  attended  the  sessions  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge  at  Baltimore  and  San  Francisco  as  Grand  Rep¬ 
resentative. 

He  was  especially  active  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  and  Rebekah 
branches  of  the  Order,  being  a  member  of  the  first  Rebekah  lodge 
organized. 

Brother  Johnson  was  a  Christian  gentleman  of  high  character.  He 
passed  away  at  Bloomfield,  Iowa,  March  11,  1911. 

John  B.  Glenn,  Grand  Representative  from  Iowa,  1866  to  1871.  Born 
in  Ohio,  April  28,  1828,  died  at  Harper,  Kansas,  May  22,  1911.  He  was 
the  first  Noble  Grand  of  the  first  Rebekah  lodge,  viz.,  Bloomfield  Re¬ 
bekah  Lodge,  No.  1,  of  Bloomfield,  Iowa.  He  was  also  Grand  Treasurer 
of  Iowa  for  18  years.  A  grand  good  man  and  a  faithful  worker  in  Odd 
Fellowship. 


Reps.  Kimball,  Miller,  Sears,  and  Merrill,  of  Maine,  submitted  the 
f  ollowdng : 
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Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Representative 
and  Past  Grand  Patriarch  Charles  H.  French,  of  the  Grand  Encampment 
of  Maine,  died  in  the  city  of  Portland,  where  he  resided,  on  April  15, 
1911,  at  the  ripe  age  of  82  years  and  15  days.  Brother  French  was  born 
in  the  city  of  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire,  March  31,  1829,  and  re¬ 
ceived  his  education  in  the  common  schools  of  that  place,  and  was  for 
several  years  employed  in  the  Kittery  Navy  Yard,  in  Kittery,  Maine, 
adjacent  to  the  city  of  his  then  residence,  wherein  he  was  a  member  of 
the  Common  Council  for  two  years;  but  never  held  any  political  office 
in  the  city  of  Portland,  to  which  place  he  removed  in  1852.  He  became 
an  Odd  Fellow  March  19,  1859,  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  in 
1872,  to  the  Grand  Encampment  in  1874,  and  passing  from  chair  to 
chair  was  elected  Grand  Patriarch  in  1879,  and  re-elected  the  follow¬ 
ing  year,  an  honor  which  is  rarely  conferred  in  this  Jurisdiction.  He 
was  Grand  Representative  in  1884  and  1885.  He  was  a  kind  and  courtly 
gentleman,  a  great  reader,  and  for  many  years  the  librarian  and  super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Maine  Charitable  Mechanic  Association,  until  his 
physical  condition  incident  to  old  age  compelled  him  to  resign,  being 
the  last  of  his  family  to  survive  except  one  son,  a  resident  of  Minnesota. 
He  was  ever  kind  and  courteous  to  all  and  was  sincerely  mourned  by 
a  large  circle  of  friends. 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  is  with  great  sorrow  that 
the  Representatives  from  the  Jurisdiction  of  Maine  report  the  death  of 
Bro.  Russell  G.  Dyer,  a  former  Representative  of  this  Body. 

“  He  fought  the  fight,  he  kept  the  faith. 

His  fame  shines  bright  and  clear. 

His  memory  lives  in  loving  hearts 
Which  will  ever  hold  it  dear.” 

Thus  passed  from  earth  to  the  Great  Beyond  one  of  Maine’s  greatest 
and  best  beloved  Odd  Fellows. 

Russell  Glover  Dyer  was  born  in  North  Haven,  Maine,  November  19, 
1844.  His  parents  were  Nathaniel  and  Lucy  T.  (Crabtree)  Dyer. 

His  paternal  ancestors  were  descended  from  George  and  William 
Dyer  who  came  to  the  Massachusetts  colony  from  England  in  1625. 

Early  in  1863,  although  only  17  years  of  age,  in  common  with  so 
many  of  our  young  men,  he  offered  his  services  to  his  country  in  her 
hour  of  need,  and  served  faithfully  and  honorably  in  the  navy,  until 
near  the  close  of  the  war.  After  leaving  this  service,  he  followed  the 
sea,  until  in  the  spring  of  1867,  when  he  was  shipwrecked,  and  after 
being  in  the  water  for  14  hours,  lashed  to  a  spar,  was  rescued  in  an 
unconscious  condition,  an  older  brother,  in  the  meantime,  dying  from 
exposure.  After  this  experience  he  quit  the  sea.  In  January,  1868, 
Brother  Dyer  entered  the  office  of  the  Republican  Journal  of  Belfast, 
where  he  remained  twenty-five  years,  most  of  the  time  as  editor  and 
also  as  part  owner.  An  ardent  Republican  always,  it  was  but  natural 
that  he  should  be  interested  in  politics.  For  two  years  he  was  Presi¬ 
dent  of  the  Common  Council  of  Belfast,  and  for  awhile  was  Register 
of  Probate  for  Waldo  County. 

August  4,  1875.  he  identified  himself  with  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows,  by  becoming  a  charter  member  of  Belfast  Lodge,  No.  41, 
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of  Belfast.  April  9,  1878,  he  withdrew  from  this  lodge  to  assist  in  the 
formation  of  Waldo  Lodge,  No.  12,  being  its  first  Noble  Grand. 

He  received  the  Rebekah  degree  April  26,  1876,  at  the  institution  of 
Aurora  Rebekah  Lodge,  No.  10. 

August  7,  1877,  he  became  a  charter  member  of  Penobscot  Encamp¬ 
ment,  No.  25.  He  was  also  a  member  of  Canton  Ridgely,  No.  1,  of 
Portland. 

He  was  admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  August  13,  1878,  and  was  elected 
Grand  Master  August  12,  1890.  In  1891  he  represented  the  Grand  Lodge 
in  the  councils  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  St.  Louis,  Missouri, 
1892  at  Portland,  Oregon,  and  again  in  1902  at  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

In  1896  he  was  appointed  assistant  to  Grand  Secretary  Joshua  Davis 
and  upon  the  latter’s  death  in  1899,  he  was  advanced  to  the  position  of 
Grand  Secretary,  which  position  he  held  continuously  until  his  own 
death  April  19,  1911.  June  7,  1905,  he  became  Grand  Scribe  of  the 
Grand  Encampment  and  remained  so  until  his  decease. 

In  every  position  which  he  held  he  served  faithfully  and  well,  fully 
justifying  the  confidence  placed  in  him. 

Perhaps  in  no  branch  of  the  Order  was  he  more  interested,  however, 
than  in  the  Rebekah  branch.  He  watched  its  growth,  almost  from  its 
infancy,  and  his  faith  and  prediction  that  it  would  prove  a  most 
valuable  adjunct  to  the  prosperity  and  advancement  of  the  subordinate 
lodge  has  been  more  than  fulfilled. 

July  2,  1871,  he  married  Hannah  Haugh,  who,  with  one  daughter, 
survives  him. 

Brother  Dyer  was  also  a  member  of  the  Masonic  fraternity,  the  Grand 
Army  of  the  Republic,  and  several  other  organizations,  but  it  was  to 
the  work  of  our  Order  that  he  devoted  his  energy  and  ability. 

His  was  a  kindly,  genial  nature,  a  good  story  teller  and  fond  of  a 
joke,  but  as  one  who  knew  him  well  has  said  since  his  death,  “  none  of 
his  stories  or  jokes  ever  left  a  sting.” 

He  was  buried  at  Belfast,  most  appropriately,  from  the  hall  in  which 
he  had  labored  for  many  years,  the  services  being  conducted  entirely 
by  the  officers  of  the  Grand  Lodge,  who  together,  with  a  large  con¬ 
course  of  his  brethren  and  friends  followed  the  remains  to  their  last 
resting  place. 


Eeps.  Grason,  Chapman,  Foxwell  and  Cook,  of  Maryland,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  is  with  deep  regret  that 
the  representatives  from  Maryland  announce  the  death  of  Past  Grand 
Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative  William  Moore  Isaac,  late  of 
that  Jurisdiction.  Brother  Isaac  died  at  his  home,  in  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  on  January  4,  1911,  in  the  presence  of  and  ministered  to 
by  the  loving  hands  of  his  devoted  family.  He  was  born  at  Ellicott 
City,  Maryland,  March  12,  1834,  and  was  therefore  in  the  77th  year 
of  his  age.  For  more  than  a  year  he  had  been  in  failing  health,  and 
had  been  obliged,  to  some  extent,  to  suspend  the  ceaseless  activity 
with  which  he  was  wont  to  discharge  his  duties.  At  the  time  of  his 
decease,  and  for  a  long  time  prior  thereto,  he  was  the  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Ancient  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of 
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Maryland,  and  was  consigned  by  that  Order  to  Mother  Earth.  During 
his  long,  well  rounded  out  life  he  was  called  to  many  high  and  hon¬ 
orable  positions  of  responsibility  and  trust,  federal,  state  and  county, 
the  duties  of  all  of  which  were  discharged  by  him  with  method, 
thoroughness,  exactness  and  skill  which  are  not  often  excelled.  One 
of  his  early  public  services,  that  of  Deputy  Register  of  Wills  for 
Baltimore  county,  was  in  consequence  of  the  suggestion  of  James  L. 
Ridgely  (afterwards  Grand  Secretary  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge), 
who  said  of  Brother  Isaac:  “  There  is  a  young  man  over  in  Ellicott 
City  who  has  the  work  of  a  Register  of  Wills  at  his  fingers’  ends.” 
And  so  Brother  Isaac  was  given  the  position. 

He  was  a  man  of  firm  and  positive  conviction,  without  a  trace  of 
hypocrisy;  of  great  executive  ability;  a  prominent,  useful  citizen;  a 
zealous  Odd  Fellow;  a  loyal  and  true  friend. 

He  has  gone  to  his  reward  possessing  the  confidence  and  esteem 
of  his  people  and  lamented  by  his  friends  and  brothers. 


Eeps.  Collett  and  Sargent,  of  Massachusetts,  submitted  the  fol¬ 
lowing  : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Hon.  Charles  Q.  Tirrell, 
Past  Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  was  born  in 
Sharon,  Massachusetts,  on  December  10,  1844,  and  died  at  Natick, 
July  31,  1910.  He  was  educated  in  the  public  schools  and  entered 
Dartmouth  College,  from  which  institution  he  graduated  in  the  class 
of  1866.  He  taught  school  first  in  the  Academy  at  Peacham,  Vermont, 
and  afterwards  as  principal  of  the  High  School  at  St.  Johnsbury, 
Vermont.  From  there  he  went  to  the  office  of  Richard  H.  Dana  to 
study  law.  In  1870,  having  passed  the  necessary  examinations,  he  was 
admitted  to  the  Suffolk  County  bar  and  commenced  his  legal  practice 
in  Boston. 

In  1871  he  was  elected  to  represent  Weymouth  in  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  Legislature  and  faithfully  served  through 
the  term. 

In  1873  he  married  Miss  Mary  E.  Hollis,  only  daughter  of  Elisha 
P.  Hollis,  and  took  up  his  residence  in  Natick.  He  is  survived  by  his 
widow  and  one  son,  Arthur  H. 

For  fifteen  years  he  served  as  moderator  at  the  Natick  town  meetings 
and  became  widely  known. 

In  1881  he  was  elected  to  represent  his  district  in  the  State  Senate, 
and  in  the  following  year  was  re-elected. 

In  1888  he  was  one  of  the  Presidential  electors. 

In  1900,  after  a  sharp  campaign,  he  received  the  Republican  nomi¬ 
nation  for  Representative  in  Congress  and  was  elected  by  a  large 
majority.  At  the  time  of  his  death  he  was  serving  his  fifth  con¬ 
secutive  term. 

He  had  important  interests  outside  of  his  professional  and  political 
affairs.  He  was  a  director  in  a  number  of  manufacturing  concerns  and 
an  incorporator  in  three  savings  banks. 

He  was  a  practical  worker  in  and  a  generous  supporter  of  the 
Christian  Church.  For  a  long  time  he  served  as  a  warden  in  the  St. 
Paul’s  Episcopal  Church  of  Natick. 
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He  early  became  deeply  interested  in  fraternal  organizations.  He 
was  a  Mason,  a  Past  Grand  Worthy  Templar  of  the  Temple  of  Honor; 
for  many  years  a  director  of  the  Massachusetts  Total  Abstinence 
Society,  and  an  Odd  Fellow. 

Brother  Tirrell  was  initiated  in  Takawambait  Lodge,  No.  '59, 
I.  0.  O.  F.,  on  March  13,  1879,  and  was  its  Noble  Grand  from  July  to 
January,  1883.  In  1896  he  was  elected  Grand  Warden  of  the  Grand 
Lodge  of  Massachusetts.  The  following  year  he  was  Deputy  Grand 
Master,  and  in  1898  was  elected  Grand  Master.  He  filled  the  office  with 
distinction.  At  the  expiration  of  the  term,  he  was  elected  Grand 
Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  two  years.  During 
recent  years  he  has  rendered  highly  efficient  service  as  a  member  of 
the  Grand  Lodge  Committee  on  the  Judiciary. 

This  record  certainly  indicates  a  remarkable  career.  A  man  of  keen 
intelligence,  of  refined  sensibilities,  of  sterling  moral  character  and  of 
many  activities  has  been  taken  from  our  midst.  Though  never 
physically  strong,  he  was  ever  an  earnest  and  effective  worker. 

As  a  teacher,  he  gave  the  first  impulse  and  direction  to  the  intellect 
and  ambition  of  the  young. 

As  a  lawyer,  he  was  faithful  to  the  interests  of  his  clients  and 
always  careful  and  intelligent  in  the  preparation  and  conduct  of  his 
cases  in  court.  Well  informed,  alert,  resourceful  and  energetic,  he 
built  up  a  large  and  im’portant  practice. 

As  a  citizen,  he  was  always  interested  in  public  questions  and  ever 
mindful  of  local  needs.  For  fifteen  years,  with  acknowledged  ability, 
he  presided  at  the  town  meetings  of  Natick.  Of  this  town,  he  was  the 
most  eminent  citizen. 

As  a  legislator  and  statesman,  he  zealously  guarded  the  interests  of 
his  constituents  and  effectively  labored  for  the  development  of  the 
national  institutions  and  resources. 

As  a  public  speaker  he  was  earnest  and  well  equipped  with  many 
resources.  He  had  good  imagination  of  illustrations  and  an  unusual 
power  to  express  his  thought  in  good  English. 

As  an  Odd  Fellow,  he  always  felt  an  earnest  interest  in  the  fra¬ 
ternity  which  he  served  with  marked  ability  and  success.  He  was 
democratic  in  his  manner.  His  conduct  towards  his  brothers  was 
open  and  genial  and,  at  all  times,  he  was  approachable. 

His  home  is  in  sorrow  and  loneliness  because  the  true  and  loving 
husband  and  father  is  gone.  His  business  associates  will  miss  the 
strong  advice  of  an  able  mind. 

His  political  companions  will  regret  the  loss  of  the  tactful  man  of 
many  friends  and  varied  resources,  who  was  able  to  accomplish 
so  many  things  of  importance  to  the  state  and  nation. 

His  co-workers  in  fraternal  effort,  the  Odd  Fellows,  will  fondly 
remember  the  cordial  greeting  he  gave  to  his  brothers,  the  pleasant 
manner  with  which  he  rendered  service,  the  earnest  way  in  which  he 
did  many  things  that  served  the  practical  as  well  the  ideal  purposes 
of  our  Order. 

Our  hearts  are  sad  because  of  the  loss  of  a  well-equipped,  ex¬ 
perienced  and  faithful  worker,  a  true  man,  and  affectionate  friend,  and 
an  Odd  Fellow  in  spirit  and  in  truth. 

Eeps.  Crowther,  Stanger,  Falk,  and  Biddle,  of  New  Jersey,  sub¬ 
mitted  the  following : 
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Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — The  Representatives  of  New 
Jersey  bring  at  this  time  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  message, 
not  entirely  a  message  of  sorrow  at  our  loss,  for  to  grieve  over  the 
dead  or  their  memory,  though  a  natural  tendency,  is  recognized  as  a 
useless  one.  Rather,  we  bring  you  the  record  of  a  life  well  spent,  the 
life  of  a  conscientious,  patriotic,  God  fearing  citizen.  An  Odd  Fellow 
whose  forceful,  continuing  effort,  for  the  advancement  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship  is  a  matter  of  common  knowledge,  to  you  his  old  associates,  and 
to  the  brethren  of  his  own  Jurisdiction. 

August  Grassman  was  born  in  Hamburg,  November  9,  1846,  and 
educated  in  private  schools  in  that  city.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he 
came  to  America,  locating  in  the  city  of  Hoboken  and  there  resided 
until  the  time  of  his  death. 

Entering  commercial  life  as  a  clerk,  he  rapidly  advanced,  till  he 
finally  acquired  ownership  of  the  store,  and  conducted  a  successful 
grocery  business.  In  1888  he  was  elected  mayor  of  Hoboken  on  an 
independent  ticket  and  was  re-elected  without  opposition  the  following 
year.  He  was  made  an  Odd  Fellow  in  Columbia  Lodge,  No.  63,  on 
November  7,  1871,  at  the  age  of  25.  Admitted  to  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
New  Jersey  in  1875,  appointed  Grand  Conductor  in  1877,  Grand  Marshal 
in  1879,  elected  Grand  Warden  in  1881,  Deputy  Grand  Master  in  1882  and 
Grand  Master  in  1883.  In  1887  he  was  elected  Representative  to  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  served  until  1900,  being  continuously  re¬ 
elected.  He  also  served  by  appointment  in  1908  and  1909  the  unex¬ 
pired  term  of  Past  Grand  Representative  Melosh,  who  had  resigned. 

Death  came  to  him  very  suddenly  on  the  evening  of  February  19, 
1911,  but  we  who  knew'  him  best,  feel  that  he  was  prepared. 

Among  his  bequests  were  many  that  give  further  evidence  of  his 
loyal  belief  in  fraternity.  Our  Home  for  the  Aged,  the  Ridgely  Home 
for  Orphans,  his  subordinate  lodge,  encampment  and  Rebekah  lodge, 
and  the  Grand  Encampment  of  New  Jersey  were  all  recipients  of  his 
beneficence.  Also  the  German  Odd  Fellows’  Home  and  Orphanage  at 
Unionport,  New  York.  Among  other  societies  of  which  he  was  an 
honored  member  he  distributed  funds  to  pay  dues  of  deserving  brethren 
who  had  been  less  fortunate  than  their  neighbors. 

As  Odd  Fellows,  we  are  taught  to  have  faith  in  the  Creator,  and  to 
bow  submissively  to  His  will,  and  while  we 

“  Long  for  the  touch  of  a  vanished  hand 
The  sound  of  a  voice  that  is  still,” 

we  must  leave  him,  with  absolute  faith  in  the  mercy  of  the  Infinite — 
for  beyond  the  shadow  of  the  veil,  it  is  not  our  privilege  to  step  or  see, 
and  from  thence  shall  no  message  come  to  us. 

Reps.  Sullivan  and  Jordan,  of  Ohio,  suhmitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — Past  Grand  Master  and 
Past  Grand  Representative  John  C.  Whitaker  was  born  in  Butler 
County,  Ohio,  April  24,  1856;  died  at  Pleasant  Hill,  Ohio,  February  24, 
1911,  aged  55  years  and  9  months.  He  was  a  member  of  all  the  differ¬ 
ent  branches  of  the  Order  at  Dayton,  served  as  Grand  Master  of  Ohio 
in  1896-1897  and  as  Grand  Representative  from  1901  to  1905,  inclusive. 

Brother  Whitaker’s  death  was  peculiarly  sad  because  of  the  tragic 
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circumstances  surrounding  it.  He  passed  away  while  in  the  act  of 
dedicating  the  Odd  Fellows  Temple  at  Pleasant  Hill. 

The  deceased  was  one  of  the  most  enthusiastic  Odd  Fellows  in  the 
Grand  Jurisdiction  of  Ohio.  He  did  not  lose  interest  after  having 
won  the  honors  of  the  Order,  but  worked  in  the  ranks  with  the  same 
zeal  as  had  characterized  his  official  tenure.  He  exemplified  the 
principles  of  the  Order  in  his  daily  life,  and  died  honored  and  beloved 
by  all  who  knew  him. 

Eep.  Eobertson,  of  Oklahoma,  submitted  the  following: 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — It  becomes  my  painful  duty 
to  report  to  this  Grand  Body,  the  death  of  Bro.  Isaac  W.  Rush,  Past 
Grand  Master  and  Past  Grand  Representative,  which  occurred  at 
Arlington,  Colorado,  on  March  15,  1910. 

Brother  Rush  was  born  January  5,  1837,  at  Uniontown,  in  the  state 
of  Pennsylvania,  while  yet  young  his  parents  removed  to  the  state  of 
Wisconsin  and  afterwards  to  Minnesota  where  in  his  nineteenth  year. 
Brother  Rush  enlisted  as  a  soldier  in  the  first  Minnesota  battery  and 
served  his  country  faithfully  through  the  dark  days  of  the  Civil  War; 
after  the  close  of  the  war  he  removed  to  Newtonia,  in  the  state  of 
Missouri  where,  in  1871,  he  joined  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows 
and  from  that  time  on  to  the  time  of  his  death,  a  period  of  thirty-nine 
years,  he  remained  an  active  and  honored  member  of  our  great 
fraternity.  In  1878  he  moved  again,  this  time  to  Kingman,  Kansas, 
where  he  became  a  charter  member  of  Kingman  Lodge,  No.  199;  at 
the  “  opening  ”  of  Oklahoma  he  took  a  claim  in  Lincoln  County  and 
became  a  charter  member  of  Parkland  Lodge,  No.  30;  at  the  time  of 
his  death  his  membership  was  in  Stroud  Lodge,  No.  52,  of  the  Juris¬ 
diction  of  Oklahoma. 

Brother  Rush  belonged  to  that  great  army  of  pioneers  whose  whole 
life  was  spent  on  the  frontier  subject  to  the  hardships  and  depriva¬ 
tions  incident  to  the  development  and  upbuilding  of  our  great  country, 
the  burdens  and  responsibilities  of  which  will  never  be  duly  appre¬ 
ciated  by  those  who  have  not  by  their  personal  effort  aided  in  the 
subjection  of  a  new  country. 

Such  a  life,  however,  was  not  without  its  reward  for  it  tended 
toward  the  development  of  sturdy  character,  rugged  honesty,  and  a 
due  appreciation  of  the  great  principles  of  fraternity  that  made  mem¬ 
bership  in  our  lodge,  not  only  a  pleasure,  but  a  duty  as  well.  He  was 
a  pioneer  in  many  ways,  not  the  least  of  which,  however,  was  the  bold 
stand  he  ever  took  on  all  public  questions. 

He  was  always  in  the  forefront  in  all  great  movements  that  had  for 
their  object  the  betterment  of  all  the  people.  He  was  a  leader  of  men 
and  as  such  was  honored  by  his  fellows  in  many  ways,  he  served  his 
people  in  public  office  and  in  private  trust  and  always  with  credit  and 
honor.  He  entered  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Oklahoma  in  1895,  and  rapidly 
rose  to  positions  of  honor  and  responsibility:  he  was  elected  Grand 
Master  in  1899  and  Grand  Representative  in  1900,  serving  in  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Body  at  Indianapolis  and  Des  Moines.  He  proved  to  be  a 
capable,  painstaking  and  efficient  officer. 

Brother  Rush’s  life  was  not  a  success  if  it  is  to  be  measured  by  the 
amount  of  property  he  left  his  family,  but  in  all  other  ways  his 
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memory  will  be  cherished,  by  those  who  knew  him  best,  as  a  man 
whose  heart  was  always  in  the  right  place  and  whose  every  effort  was 
to  aid  his  afflicted  and  persecuted  brethren. 

He  was  the  happiest  when  doing  something  for  suffering  humanity; 
he  was  an  ardent  Odd  Fellow  and  while  he  was  connected  with  other 
fraternal  organizations  his  best  efforts  were  for  our  great  brotherhood. 

He  was  not  always  permitted  to  do  as  he  wished;  sometimes  dis¬ 
agreeable  duties  were  his  lot;  sometimes  misfortune  knocked  at  his 
door,  and  unbidden,  entered  and  tarried  long,  but  he  never  complained 
and  his  continued  optimism  was  the  wonder  of  his  friends. 

But,  alas!  he  is  gone!  His  voice  will  never  again  be  heard  in  our 
councils.  His  life  and  gentle  deeds,  however,  will  ever  stand  before 
us  as  a  benediction  urging  us  onward  to  better  thoughts  and  nobler 
actions.  Farev/ell  brother. 

“  The  star  is  not  extinguished  when  it  sets 
Upon  the  dull  horizon,  it  but  goes 
To  shine  in  other  skies,  then  reappear 
In  ours  as  fresh  as  when  it  first  arose.” 

It  becomes  our  painful  duty  to  report,  to  this  Sovereign  Body,  the 
death  of  our  well  beloved  brother,  Past  Grand  Representative,  Amos 
Green,  a  member  of  Oklahoma  Lodge,  No.  2,  of  Oklahoma  City,  Okla¬ 
homa,  who  departed  this  life  at  his  home  in  Dover,  Kentucky,  on  May 
6,  1911,  at  the  ripe  age  of  85  years,  3  months  and  16  days. 

Brother  Green  lived  in  Oklahoma  but  a  short  time,  coming  to  the 
territory  at  the  time  of  the  “  opening.”  He  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  the  law,  his  chosen  profession,  and  rapidly  won  an  honorable  and 
prominent  place  in  the  new  field  of  endeavor.  He  was  an  active  and 
earnest  worker  in  Odd  Fellowship  and  was  a  charter  member  of  the 
old  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand  Encampment  of  Oklahoma  and  was  elected 
as  the  first  Grand  Representative  from  the  Oklahoma  Grand  Encamp¬ 
ment  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  serving  in  this  Body  at  the  1893- 
1894  sessions.  In  a  letter  dated  March  29,  1911,  a  few  weeks  prior  to 
his  death,  he  says,  “  I  look  back  with  great  pleasure  upon  the  part  I 
took  in  the  introduction  and  organization  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  the 
territory  of  Oklahoma.  I  aided  in  organizing  many  lodges  and, 
encampments  and  aided  in  organizing  the  Grand  Lodge  and  Grand 
Encampment  of  the  territory  and  was  honored  by  being  elected 
Grand  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  as  its  first 
Representative  for  the  terms  of  1893  and  1894.”  Continuing  the  letter 
says,  “  I  was  made  an  Odd  Fellow  60  years  ago,  having  been  initiated 
into  Germantown  Lodge,  Mason  County,  Kentucky,  in  August,  1851. 
I  was  made  a  member  of  the  degree  of  Rebekah  in  1853  and  of  the  En¬ 
campment  branch  in  February,  1857,  I  have  been  an  earnest  worker 
in  all  departments  of  Odd  Fellowship.  I  have  watched  its  growth 
with  great  interest  and  I  feel  warranted  in  saying  that  at  this  time 
the  Order  takes  rank  as  one  of  the  most  influential  and  efficient  of  the 
secret  orders  that  are  doing  much  to  aid  the  progress  of  civilization 
in  uplifting  humanity;  the  elevation  of  human  character  and  en¬ 
nobling  the  lives  and  actions  of  its  members  and  enlarging  tolerance 
and  charity. 

“  It  has  ever  remained  true  to  the  great  fundamental  principles  upon 
and  for  the  advancement  of  which  it  was  founded. 
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“  Those  principles  are  as  old  as  the  human  race  and  will  be  as  lasting 
as  the  wants  and  requirements  of  humanity.  Its  teachings  have  con¬ 
tributed  largely  to  the  great  movement  now  under  way  for  the 
organization  of  a  permanent  tribunal  for  the  settlement  of  all  in¬ 
ternational  controversies  by  peaceful  means  and  doing  away  with  war 
and  all  its  horrors.  The  order  is  doing  as  much  as  any  other  human 
organization  to  bring  about  a  general  recognition  and  practice  of  the 
great  fundamental  principles  of  the  unity  of  humanity,  the  fatherhood 
of  God  and  the  brotherhood  of  man;  for  a  larger  tolerance,  broader 
and  more  liberal  thought  and  a  larger  charity  in  our  judgments  of  the 
acts  of  others.  The  great  influence  of  the  Order  today  in  its  effort  in 
the  general  uplifting  of  humanity  and  progress  is  recognized  by  both 
church  and  state  and  all  liberal-minded  men  and  all  lovers  of  humanity. 
Its  beautiful  benevolent  institutions  and  Homes  for  the  widows  and 
orphans  are  found  in  every  state  and  city,  its  annual  revenues  amount 
to  millions,  all  of  which  is  used  for  the  benefit  and  relief  of  its  mem¬ 
bers  and  every  brother  should  feel  proud  that  he  constitutes  a  link 
in  the  great  chain  of  benevolence  that  encircles  the  civilized  world.” 

What  greater  commendation  could  be  given  to  an  Order  than  the 
foregoing  words  of  that  old  patriarch,  who  after  a  membership  of  60 
years  of  active  duties  as  a  member,  can  and  does  cheerfully  and 
voluntarily  bear  such  glorious  testimony  to  the  worth  and  virtue  of 
our  great  fraternity. 

It  was  not  our  good  pleasure  to  have  a  personal  acquaintanceship 
with  our  deceased  brother,  but  we  learn  from  those  who  knew  him  well, 
that  while  here  in  Oklahoma  he  lived  the  life  of  a  true  Odd  Fellow; 
that  he  was  a  patriotic  citizen  and  loved  his  country  and  obeyed  her 
laws  and  stood  ready  at  all  times  to  render  aid  and  assistance  to  those 
in  distress.  Prom  letters  from  his  old  home  in  Kentucky,  we  learn 
that  there,  too,  he  stood  well  among  all  and  was  honored  and  respected 
and  died,  after  having  lived  an  honorable  and  useful  life,  lamented 
and  respected  by  all. 

“  His  memory  is  the  shrine  of  pleasant 

Thoughts,  soft  as  the  scent  of  flowers; 

Calm  as  on  windless  eve  the  sun’s  decline; 

Sweet  as  the  song  of  birds  among  the  flowers; 

Rich  as  a  rainbow  with  its  hues  of  light; 

Pure  as  a  moonbeam  of  an  Autumn  night — 

Weep  not  for  him!  ” 

Eeps.  Eichey,  Jones,  Ladd,  and  Clough,  of  South  Dakota,  submit¬ 
ted  the  following : 

Grand  Sire  and  Grand  Representatives. — We  have  at  this  time  only 
one  death  to  report  to  this  Grand  Body,  and  that  under  circumstances 
of  peculiar  interest.  Hubert  M.  Wallace,  Past  Grand  Representative, 
Past  Grand  Patriarch  and,  at  the  time  of  his  death.  Grand  Master 
of  the  Jurisdiction  of  South  Dakota.  Grand  Master  Wallace,  was  in 
the  midst  of  his  term  and  at  the  time  that  he  was  stricken  was  re¬ 
turning  to  his  home  from  a  series  of  district  meetings  of  more  than 
usual  interest  in  a  distant  part  of  the  state.  He  died  in  his  own  home 
in  Elk  Point  on  January  5,  1911,  and  was  buried  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Grand  Lodge  on  January  8,  1911. 
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Brother  Wallace  was  born  in  the  house  in  which  he  died,  March  26, 
1870.  He  was  graduated  from  the  law  department  of  the  State  Uni¬ 
versity  at  Vermilion,  South  Dakota. 

In  1895  he  was  elected  Representative  to  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  from  the  Grand  Encampment  of  South  Dakota.  He  had  filled 
practically  all  of  the  offices  in  the  Grand  Encampment  and  in  the 
Grand  Lodge,  and  was  one  of  the  representative  members  of  our 
fraternity  in  the  state  in  which  he  lived,  and  his  death  was  an 
irreparable  loss  to  the  Order.  Dying  at  the  age  of  forty  years  he  had 
naturally  many  years  of  service  before  him,  and  his  Jurisdiction  was 
looking  forward  filled  with  the  hope  that  his  helpful  labors  might  add 
much  energy  and  enthusiasm  to  the  great  work  of  building  up  the 
ranks  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  our  new  state. 

The  saying  is  so  old  as  to  be  a  maxim  that  a  prophet  is  not  without 
honor  save  in  his  own  country.  This  rule  was  reversed  in  the  case  of 
Brother  Wallace;  he  was  for  many  successive  terms  mayor  of  the  city 
in  which  he  lived  and  had  at  the  time  of  his  death  been  President  of 
the  Board  of  Education  for  fifteen  years.  He  was  a  public  adviser  for 
peace  and  good  citizenship,  and  in  the  discharge  of  his  daily  duties 
exemplified  the  principle  of  manly  dignity  and  uprightness  of  char¬ 
acter  that  can  only  emanate  from  an  honest  heart.  We  shall  miss 
him  in  the  councils  of  our  Order  and  remember  him  when  duty  calls 
to  serve  the  fraternity  he  loved. 

And,  so  we  laid  him  in  the  earth  with  the  beautiful  ceremonies  of 
our  fraternity.  Life  is  sweet  at  whatever  time  the  summons  may 
come,  but  it  is  doubly  sweet  when  ambition  and  energy  are  at  their 
zenith,  and  when  the  future  is  full  of  promise,  and  noble  achievements 
are  within  the  easy,  reach  of  our  out-stretched  hand.  We  can  with 
calmness  contemplate  the  grim  reaper  when  the  sands  of  life  are  nearly 
run  and  when  the  sun  is  sinking  in  the  west,  and  our  trembling  limbs 
betoken  that  the  weight  of  years  has  become  a  heavy  load,  but,  when 
the  step  is  firm  and  the  eye  bright,  the  mind  clear  and  cloudless  as  a 
summer  sky;  when  rich,  red  blood  is  pulsing  through  yein  and  artery, 
and  when  friends  are  waiting  for  the  electric  hand  shake,  and  hanging 
upon  the  words  of  eloquence  that  fall  from  the  burning  lips,  when 
voice  and  gesture  and  manly  vigor  bespeak  a  mighty  purpose  in  the 
heart— when  all  these  elements  combine  in  loving  unison  to  engage  the 
confidence  of  fellowmen,  surrounded  by  all  that  is  most  desirable  in 
life,  then  ’tis  hard  to  meet  the  grim  destroyer  of  our  hopes. 

His  views  of  the  world-wide  influence  of  the  principles  of  our  fra¬ 
ternity  commanded  the  admiration  of  the  optimist  and  left  no  room 
for  pessimistic  doubt.  His  ideals  for  our  great  brotherhood  were 
lofty  and  inspiring,  and  well  calculated  to  fill  the  mind  and  heart  of 
those  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  with  the  highest  possible  con¬ 
ception  of  duty  and  laid  upon  them  the  utmost  responsibility  for  the 
great  forward  march  of  Odd  Fellowship.  These  words  so  aptly  quoted 
by  him  are  typical  of  his  lofty  conception  of  the  underlying  principles 
of  this  greatest  fraternity  of  all  the  ages. 

“  Lord  of  wide  spaces  though  I  wear  Thy  chains 
Duty  and  circumstance  and  body’s  pains 
Help  Thou  my  soul  to  mock  Thy  prison  bars 
And  range  Thy  purple  paths  between  the  stars.”

Bless  the  womanhood  of  our  Order,  the  sisters  of  the  Rebekah  degree, 
to  whom  we  owe  so  much  in  the  material  and  social  success  of  Odd 
Fellowship. 

As  we  speak  the  parting  word,  hoping  to  meet  again,  and  depart  to 
our  several  Jurisdictions,  go  with  each  of  us. 

If  before  another  session  we  shall  be  called  to  lay  down  our  work, 
may  it  have  been  faithfully  performed,  and  we  hear  from  Thee  “  Well 
done,”  and  go  to  our  reward. 

We  ask  these  blessings  in  the  name  of  our  dear  Lord.  Amen.

RECEPTION  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  IN 
INDIANAPOLIS,  INDIANA. 

The  eighty-seventh  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
was  held  in  Indianapolis,  the  splendid  capital  city  and  metropolis  of 
the  great  state  of  Indiana,  during  the  week  commencing  Monday, 
September  18,  1911,  though  the  entertainment  and  reception  introduc¬ 
tory  thereto  commenced  on  Saturday  the  16th.  Thus,  for  the  third  time 
has  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  met  in  Indianapolis,  first  in  1875,  next 
in  1901,  and  now  in  1911.  At  each  session  the  interest  has  increased 
and  the  reception  enlarged  its  scope  and  impressiveness  due  to  the 
growth  of  population  of  the  city  and  state,  as  well  as  of  the  Order  in 
this  Jurisdiction-,  and  especially  to  the  increase  and  development  of 
fraternal  infiuence  and  usefulness.  On  the  present  occasion  the  attend¬ 
ance  of  visitors  was  very  large  and  all  the  features  of  reception  on  a 
magnificent  scale  and  carried  out  with  success.  The  program  for  the 
week  was  full  and  interesting  and  all  who  were  present  will  agree 
that  a  more  successful  reception  and  greeting  were  never  extended. 

Additional  interest  was  occasioned  by  the  fact  that  Bro.  John  B.  .

His  contribution  to  our  comfort  and  entertainment  was  ably  sustained 
by  the  General  Committee  on  Reception,  of  which  Bro.  W.  H.  Leedy, 
Grand  Secretary  and  Grand  Representative,  was  Chairman,  and  by  all 
the  brothers  and  sisters  of  the  Order  and  by  the  citizens  generally. 
All  that  was  so  admirably  planned  and  carried  out  in  honor  of  the  ses¬ 
sion  and  of  the  members  of  the  Body  and  of  the  Order  generally  will 
be  gratefully  remembered  and  appreciated.  While  it  will  not  be  possi¬ 
ble  to  give  an  account  which  will  do  justice  to  the  greeting  and  enter¬ 
tainment,  an  outline  of  the  same  follows,  which  with  the  addresses 
inserted  will  give  a  good  indication  of  the  same. 

EXCURSION  TO  THE  I.  0.  0.  F.  HOME  AT  GREENSBURG. 

On  Saturday,  September  16,  1911,  a  large  majority  of  the  officers  and 
members  of  the  Body,  together  with  many  visitors  from  a  distance, 
had  reached  Indianapolis,  and  joining  with  the  Indiana  brothers  and 
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sisters  participated  in  a  delightful  excursion  by  rail  to  the  Indiana 
I.  O.  0,  F.  Home  at  Greensburg,  This  was  most  appropriate  and  highly 
appreciated,  as  it  gave  the  opportunity  of  inspecting  the  spacious  and 
comfortable  buildings  and  beautiful  and  ample  grounds  of  this  model 
institution,  and  of  seeing  the  good  work  being  done  in  behalf  of  aged 
and  indigent  members  and  of  widows  and  orphans  of  deceased  members. 
This  was  an  inspiration  to  all  and  shows  why  the  cause  represented 
here  and  the  work  being  done  constitute  one  of  the  strong  and  rally 
points  of  the  Order  in  Indiana.  The  reception  by  the  matron  and  gov¬ 
erning  authorities  of  the  Home  was  cordial  and  all  were  made  comfort¬ 
able  and  happy  during  the  stay.  A  delightful  luncheon  was  included  in 
the  reception. 


SUNDAY  SERMON. 

In  honor  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  Order,  and  in  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  cause  and  work  represented  by  them,  a  special  service  and 
sermon  was  given  in  St  Paul’s  Cathedral,  on  Sunday  the  17th,  which 
were  attended  and  enjoyed  by  a  large  congregation.  A  beautiful,  appro¬ 
priate  and  interesting  sermon  was  delivered  by  Rev.  Lewis  Brown, 
rector,  which  it  is  a  pleasure  here  to  insert. 

SERMON  OF  REV.  LEWIS  BROWN. 

When  the  allied  troops  of  Italy  were  fighting  for  national  independ¬ 
ence  they  gathered  for  their  final  battle  upon  the  plains  of  Lombardy. 
For  days  they  had  marched  and  counter-marched  through  the  gloomy 
mazes  of  the  Apennines.  In  silence,  all  martial  strains  denied,  their 
progress  was  somber  and  disciplinary.  But  when  they  at  length 
emerged  from  the  dark  forests  and  stood  side  by  side  in  the  sunlight — 
arms  hashing,  bugles  playing,  standards  unfurled — a  mighty  cheer 
burst  forth  and  the  enemy  was  conquered  ere  a  blow  was  struck. 

Indianapolis  today  is  the  focus  for  the  united  fofces  of  Odd  Fellow¬ 
ship.  From  every  part  of  this  republic  representatives  are  gathered. 
It  is  good  to  refresh  ourselves  with  the  story  of  achievement  presented 
by  the  twelvemonth.  The  pulse  quickens,  the  eye  enkindles  and  the 
whole  frame  is  aglow  as  the  tale  is  rehearsed.  It  is  fitting  that  ere  any 
business  session  should  convene  the  Church  of  God  be  sought  for  the 
stimulus  of  prayer  and  praise.  It  is  eminently  proper  that  here  the 
message  divine,  controlling  the  work,  should  come,  and  the  after  effects 
be  solemnized  by  the  approbation  of  Heaven. 

Our  subject  is  “  Ideal  Brotherhood  ”  and  our  text  that  striking  ques¬ 
tion  placed  at  the  very  beginning  of  the  Holy  Writ,  “  Am  I  my  brother’s 
keeper?  ” 

Cain’s  cry  of  indignation  put  in  the  affirmative  is  the  clarion  call 
of  the  world — “  I  am  my  brother’s  keeper.”  Brotherhood  is  the  distinc¬ 
tive  mark  of  modern  civilization;  its  adjustment,  the  consuming  passion 
of  our  time.  Who  are  our  brothers  and  what  do  we  owe  them?  This  is 
a  theme  alike  worthy  of  angels  and  men. 

A  mistaken  notion  deals  with  the  question  in  a  perfunctory  way.  It 
admits  the  responsibility,  but  thrusts  it  upon  the  state.  So  we  have  the 
machinery  of  courts,  penal  and  eleemosynary  institutions.  Oflacialism 
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seizes  our  brother  and  he  is  met  with  “  red  tape  ”  and  cold  charity. 
Doubtless  something  is  done  and  a  modicum  of  good  received,  but  blood 
relationship  is  ignored  altogether. 

Legal  enactments  are  essential.  There  is  a  line  which  must  be  drawn 
between  “  meum  and  tuum.”  The  bodies  of  men  may  be  considered,  but 
how  about  the  souls?  All  of  the  axioms  of  the  law  cannot  disclose  a 
heart  that  pities  or  a  hand  that  saves.  Admire  as  we  may  the  fabric  of 
authority  under  which  we  live,  it  cannot  be  considered  aught  but  ten¬ 
tative.  We  are  a  long  way  off  from  the  humane.  Discrimination  has 
small  weight.  The  policeman  with  his  mace  is  no  evangel  of  brother¬ 
hood. 

Nor  can  we  say  that  charitable  institutions  rise  to  the  necessary  plane. 
A  change  unquestionably  has  come  over  them.  There  is  more  of  wise 
discernment  to  settle  matters  upon  the  side  of  defensible  right.  Pub¬ 
lic  interest  is  growing  and  upon  the  whole  there  is  much  to  occasion 
optimism.  But  corporate  charity  is  open  to  the  same  charge  that  per¬ 
tains  to  corporate  justice.  It  lacks  heart  and  is  gauged  by  the  expected 
and  obvious. 

We  turn  to  mercantilism  for  an  answer.  What  is  the  theory  of  the 
capitalist  and  the  employer?  Brotherhood  means  the  chance  to  gain 
at  the  expense  of  weakness  and  extremity.  That  frightful  holocaust 
in  New  York  City,  when  the  shirtmakers  died  by  scores,  is  an  indica¬ 
tion.  The  underlying  thought  is  of  a  commodity.  People  are  bought 
like  sheep  in  the  shambles.  Their  pay  is  decided  not  by  earning  capac¬ 
ity,  but  by  the  glut  in  the  market.  How  rarely  do  factories,  depart¬ 
ment  stores,  banks  and  trade  emporiums  reveal  personal  interest.  It 
seems  at  times  but  one  vengeful,  horrible  “  grind,”  where  flesh  and 
blood  goes  down  to  be  reinforced  by  a  waiting  contingent.  The  aggre¬ 
gate  life  is  so  immense  that  the  individual  has  no  chance.  Humanitarian 
instincts  are  swallowed  up  in  such  a  maelstrom. 

Yet,  if  the  state,  philanthropy  and  business  fail  in  reply,  where  can 
we  turn  for  true  brotherhood?  Your  gathering  supplies  an  answer. 
In  the  great  forms  of  protective  benevolence  which  water  the  arid  soil 
of  ordinary  life  and  cause  the  flowers  of  enduring  love  to  germinate. 
Society,  thrown  back  upon  its  own  resources,  develops  nobly  such  insti¬ 
tutions  and  dots  the  land  with  priceless  proofs.  The  fraternal  spirit 
thus  developed  is  the  amazing  witness  of  our  age  and  the  criterion  of 
reputable  oversight. 

Consider  what  Odd  Fellowship  has  done  in  such  respect  since  its 
origin.  It  has  relieved  3,856,431  members  and  318,294  families  at  a 
total  cost  of  $136,698,390.08.  It  has  a  membership  today  of  2,023,731 
and  its  invested  funds  comprise  $57,743,272.60.  What  a  marvelous  body 
of  statistics  and  how  it  meets  the  situation  described  in  an  unmis¬ 
takable  way. 

But  the  argument  is  adduced  that  after  all  this  is  simply  a  higher 
form  of  selfishness.  Your  critic  holds  up  such  relief  for  condemnation 
because  circumscribed.  He  says  that  there  should  be  no  bounds  to  over¬ 
sight.  Yet  is  not  relief  always  circumscribed?  Is  not  the  home  which 
a  man  fundamentally  administers  open  to  like  charge?  If  the  appor¬ 
tionment  was  universal  the  amount  given  would  be  insignificant. 

The  Order  cannot,  of  necessity,  do  everything.  It  can,  however, 
look  after  its  own  and  keep  them  from  being  a  burden  to  the  commu¬ 
nity.  In  so  doing,  it  emphasizes  the  fact  that  consideration  should  be 
exact  requisite  and  animated  by  affection.  Back  then,  upon  the  carping 
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reflector,  inspired  by  envy,  we  hurl  the  comment  of  strength.  Let  un¬ 
organized  effort  care  for  its  wards  and  we  will  look  after  that  beyond. 
System  is  the  loophole  of  permanent  reform.  System  such  as  Odd  Fel¬ 
lowship,  that  in  the  year  1910,  disbursed  the  astonishing  sum  of  $5,711,- 
049.41,  has  certainly  no  cause  for  shame  over  curt  reflector.  Opposition 
in  really  childish.  While  general  charity  must  be  partial,  organized 
good-will  is  carefully  scanned,  delicately  proffered  and  discretely  ad¬ 
ministered.  It  saves  thousands  to  the  taxpayer  and  spontaneous  giver 
without  parade  or  self-gratulation. 

In  the  Temple  Church  in  London  there  is  a  recumbent  statue  of  a 
crusader  with  hands  crossed,  lance  and  sword  at  rest  by  his  side.  A 
single  word  conveys  the  thought  of  his  presence  there:  “  Tranquillitas.” 
Serene  in  death,  he  preflgures  the  sleep  of  the  just  awaiting  a  certain 
resurrection.  He  is  symbolic  of  the  attitude  of  mind  of  members  of  any 
organization  dispensing  benefit.  How  different  from  the  mental  agony 
where  no  provision  has  been  made!  Truly  to  cite  such  mood  is  to 
support  our  case. 

Now,  multiply  Odd  Fellowship  by  the  other  forms  of  beneficial  life 
and  it  is  almost  safe  to  say  that  from  one-third  to  one-half  of  the 
needful  aid  in  this  country  comes  through  such  agencies.  It  is  a  tre¬ 
mendous  verity.  Well  might  members  of  such  bodies  refuse  outside 
solicitations.  Their  statement  that  contributions  within  make  larger 
that  possible  without  is  thoroughly  germain.  But,  on  the  other  hand, 
these  very  persons,  taught  by  the  tenets  that  they  honor  are  usually 
in  the  front  rank  with  gifts  for  any  reputable  call.  We  need  merely  cite 
the  Chicago  and  Boston  fires,  the  San  Francisco  earthquake,  the  Galves¬ 
ton  tidal  wave,  the  yellow  fever  outbreaks  in  Memphis  and  New  Orleans 
and  other  similar  occurrences  as  confirmatory.  Lodge  dues  are  the  best 
form  of  expenditure  that  any  man  can  make.  They  do  more  and  go 
further  than  an  observant  world  imagines.  They  are  bedrock  and  sub¬ 
stratum.  Through  them 

“  The  quality  of  mercy  is  not  strained: 

It  droppeth  as  the  gentle  rain  from  heaven 
Upon  the  place  beneath:  it  is  twice  blessed; 

It  blesseth  him  that  gives  and  him  that  takes; 

’Tis  mightiest  in  the  mightiest;  it  becomes 
The  thronM  monarch  better  than  his  crown.” 

We  will  do  well  to  survey  your  leading  tenets: 

1.  Friendship  is  paramount.  Emerson  affirms  that  “  friendship 
should  be  surrounded  with  ceremonies  and  respects  and  not  crushed  into 
corners.”  An  Order,  like  yours,  dedicated  to  its  propagation,  has  a 
peculiar  grandeur.  Secrecy  deepens  regard.  When  men  sit  side  by  side 
in  the  lodge-room  nearness  of  contact  invites  closeness  of  communica¬ 
tion.  The  heart  is  outpoured  in  a  superlative  degree.  Needs  are  bared 
and  desires  expressed.  It  is  an  ideal  condition  for  inner  prompting. 

Is  aught  preferable  to  a  sincere  friend?  How  he  shines  out  in  dark¬ 
ness  as  he  comes  bearing  good  cheer!  His  face  presages  victory;  his 
gracious  mien  dispels  our  fears.  It  is  assuring  to  know,  amid  life’s 
storm  and  stress,  that  one  of 

“  God’s  great  company 
Is  near  and  feels.” 
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There  is  so  much  of  skepticism.  Goldsmith,  whose  life  was  a  tragedy, 
puts  into  the  mouth  of  the  “  Hermit  of  the  Dale  ”  the  words 

“  What  is  friendship  but  a  name 
A  charm  that  lulls  to  sleep, 

A  shade  that  follows  wealth  or  fame 
And  leaves  the  wretch  to  weep.” 

« 

Life  too  often  reveals  a  confidence  betrayed.  On  the  other  hand,  in¬ 
numerable  are  the  examples  of  valid  friendship.  When  the  Almighty 
brought  Eve  to  Adam  because  it  was  “  not  good  that  man  should  he 
alone  ”  the  golden  era  was  revealed.  The  sacred  pages  are  crowded 
with  illustrations.  Abraham  and  Sarah.  Isaac  and  Rebecca.  Jacoby 
and  Rachael.  David  and  Jonathan  are  in  that  goodly  company.  Jesus,* 
with  His  tender  reference,  ”  I  have  called  you  friends.”  Peter,  James 
and  John  ever  near,  and  St.  Paul,  with  his  “  fellow  soldiers,”  “  fellow 
laborers  ”  and  “  fellow  prisoners,”  are  eloquent  reminders.  “  What  is 
the  secret  of  your  life?  ”  asked  Mrs.  Browning  of  Charles  Kingsley. 
“  Tell  me  that  I  may  make  mine  beautiful,  too.”  He  replied,  “  I  had  a 
friend.”  Ah!  when  natures  love  us  they  consecrate  us  afresh  to  the 
highest  ends.  We  cannot  disappoint  them  by  low  resolves.  Damon 
and  Pythias  make  resplendent  the  days  of  ancient  Greece:  Luther  and 
Melancthon  irradiate  the  German  reformation;  Johnson  and  Boswell 
exalt  the  annals  of  the  eighteenth  century,  while  Stanley’s  quest  for 
Livingston  and  Kane’s  expedition  in  search  of  Sir  John  Franklin  glo¬ 
rify  the  torrid  and  frigid  zones.  There  is  no  limit  in  such  behalf.  Time, 
means,  energy,  and  life  counts  as  nought. 

Sublimely  indifferent  to  worldly  preferment,  the  whole  being  is  offered 
a  willing  sacrifice;  one  cannot  extend  such  hold  too  far: 

“  He  who  has  a  thousand  friends 
Has  never  one  to  spare. 

But  he  who  has  one  enemy 
Can  spare  him  anywhere.” 

In  the  final  analysis  it  is  simply  comradeship.  When  Admiral  Sir 
George  Tryon,  through  a  wrong  command,  caused  his  flagship,  the  Vic¬ 
toria,  to  careen  off  Tripoli,  sending  it  and  all  on  board  to  a  watery 
grave,  the  last  seen  of  him  was  as  he  stood  upon  the  bridge,  shading 
his  face  from  the  awful  catastrophe.  While  he  might  have  saved 
himself  on  a  lifeboat  he  declined  all  overtures.  His  rank  and  title  had 
been  won  with  his  men;  in  death  he  would  not  permit  separation.  A 
great  marshal  of  France  lives  in  like  attachment.  When  the  battle 
was  gained  he  said.  “We  won,”  and  when  it  was  lost,  “I  lost.”  No 
marvel  that  sobs  followed  him  to  his  last  resting  place. 

Bless  God,  then,  for  the  indelible  impress  of  the  lodge-room.  How 
secure  one  feels  to  know  that  its  privileges  are  of  constant  value! 
When  sudden  disaster  comes  and  all  things  seem  adrift  we  can  turn 
where  sacred  vows  were  plighted  and  never  turn  in  vain.  Never  has 
there  been  juncture  without  its  side  of  gold.  This  is  what  gives  such 
association  force.  After  all  accusations  of  ulterior  motives  and 
ambitious  design  there  remains  behind  this  inestimable  relation.  Upon 
memorial  days  recollection  rejoices  over  such  ties: 
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“  Ever  their  phantoms  rise  before  us. 

Our  loftier  brothers  but  one  in  blood; 

By  bed  and  table  they  lord  it  o’er  us 
With  looks  of  beauty  and  words  of  good.” 

Then  it  is  well  to  drop  the  tear  to  those  who  were  faithful  and  whose 
spirits  keep  company  on  this  solemn  anniversary.  The  “  amber  of 
memory  ”  preserves  them,  deepens  your  sense  of  attachment  and 
leaves  you  suffused  with  tenderest  emotion. 

“  Men  talk  of  unkind  hearts,  kind  deeds, 

,  With  coldness  still  returning, 

Alas!  the  gratitude  of  men. 

Has  oftener  left  me  mourning.” 

2.  What  a  halo  surrounds  the  trait  of  love. 

You  doubtless  know  that  the  best  thing  in  the  revised  version  of 
the  New  Testament  is  the  change  of  the  word  “  charity  ”  in  St. 
Paul’s  great  chapter,  the  thirteenth  of  first  Corinthians,  into  the  true 
translation  “  love.”  The  Greek  word  means  that  exactly.  It  is  the 
greatest  of  all  virtues,  because  inclusive.  Like  the  white  light  com¬ 
mingling  primary  rays,  so  it  involves  both  knowledge  and  its  every 
exemplification.  Truly  love  is  omnipotent.  It  can  unlock  all  doors, 
change  a  desert  into  a  paradise,  bring  sunshine  out  of  shadow,  turn  a 
dirge  into  a  Te  Deum  and  make 

“  Life,  death  and  the  vast  forever 
One  grand,  sweet  song.” 

Dr.  Nansen,  the  heroic  Arctic  explorer,  compares  it  to  snow.  In  his 
brilliant  volume,  “Farthest  North,”  is  this  passage: 

“  This  snowless  ice  plain  is  like  a  life  without  love — nothing  to 
soften  it.  The  marks  of  all  the  battles  and  pressures  of  the  ice 
stand  forth  just  as  when  they  were  made,  rugged  and  difficult  to 
move  among.  Love  is  life’s  snow.  It  falls  deepest  and  softest  into  the 
gashes  left  by  the  fight,  whiter  and  purer  than  snow  itself.  W^hat 

is  life  without  love?  It  is  like  thin  ice,  a  cold,  bare,  rugged  mass, 

the  wind  driving  it,  and  then  forcing  it  together  again — nothing  to  cover 
the  open  difts,  nothing  to  break  the  violence  of  the  collisions,  nothing 
to  round  away  the  sharp  corners  of  the  broken  floes — nothing,  nothing 
but  bare,  rugged  drift  ice.” 

Could  any  figure  be  more  simple  and  sublime? 

How  credible  your  type  of  the  idea!  There  is  too  much  of  the  sen¬ 
timental  to-day.  Abstract  regard  avails  little;  it  is  the  concrete  that 
tells.  Love  for  some  one  else  is  demanded.  There  must  be  a  living 
evidence.  For  you  can  work  upon  marble  and  produce  exquisite 

sculpture;  you  can  turn  gold  into  rare  loveliness  and  fashion  brass 

into  tablet  for  the  living  and  cenotaph  for  the  dead;  but  nowhere  is 
there  such  texture  for  your  effort  as  that  presented  by  the  human  heart. 
Make  impress  there  and  leave  a  constancy  that  knows  no  wearying. 
Then  shall  you  marshal  the  aeons  of  eternity  in  praise  and  “  approve 
yourself  unto  God  a  workman  that  needth  not  to  be  ashamed.” 

Ely  Minster  had  a  wonderful  origin.  Ages  ago  Brithnoth,  a  mighty 
warrior,  on  his  way  to  fight  the  Norwegian  Olaf  and  his  vikings,  came 
to  the  abbey  of  Ramsey.  He  was  churlishly  refused  hospitality  save  for 
himself  and  five  or  six  friends. 
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“  Tell  my  lord  abbot,”  he  cried,  “  that  I  will  not  dine  without  my 
men  because  I  cannot  fight  without  them,”  and  so  passed  on  to  Ely. 
Here  Elsin  met  him  with  the  message  that  in  “  acts  of  kindness  and 
charity  the  abbot  of  Ely  was  not  deterred  by  numbers,  but  rather 
rejoiced  at  the  occasion  of  their  coming.”  After  lavish  entertainment 
he  thanked  his  hosts  in  the  chapter  house  and  gave  them  rich  and 
valuable  manors.  It  was  thus  the  great  fabric  struck  its  roots  in  the 
soil.  Magnificent  as  is  the  cathedral,  it  is  a  monument  to  the  love 
which  kindness  inspired. 

The  world  cannot  be  made  better  by  statute  or  edict.  The  spirit 
of  compulsion  will  never  make  men  good.  What  mandate  cannot  do, 
example  can.  Let  the  least  man  in  any  community  love  the  “  Golden 
Rule  ”  simply  and  constantly  and  his  course  will  leave  a  trail  of  glory 
behind.  You  cannot  overturn  that  which  springs  from  the  throne  of 
God.  The  music  set  in  motion  by  the  morning  stars  confirms  it  and 
immortal  hope  pervades  its  least  manifestations. 

“  In  thy  face,”  said  the  dying  chevalier  Bunsen  to  his  wife  bending 
over  him,  “  in  thy  face  have  I  seen  the  ethereal.”  The  old  Quaker 
was  right: 

“  I  expect  to  pass  through  this  life  but  once.  If  there  is  any  kind¬ 
ness  or  any  good  thing  I  can  do  to  my  fellow  beings  let  me  do  it  now. 
I  shall  pass  this  way  but  once.”  He  whose  creed  is  love  gives 

“An  arm  of  aid  to  the  weak, 

A  friendly  hand  to  the  friendless. 

Kind  words,  so  short  to  speak. 

But  whose  echo  is  endless — 

The  world  is  wide,  these  things  are  small. 

They  may  be  nothing,  but  they  are  all.” 

3.  Truth  is  the  maxim  of  perennial  progress. 

While  it  is  satirized,  it  gains  place  with  the  centuries.  Bacon 
makes  Pilate  just  in  the  famous  reply  to  Christ,  “  What  is  truth?  ” 
You  may  be  very  dubious  about  it  under  the  glare  of  modern  society. 
Veneer,  shoddy,  sham,  bribery  and  the  cultivation  of  smartness  at  the 
expense  of  conscience  fairly  causes  you  to  reel.  Yet  this  much  must  be 
conceded.  While  formerly  less  was  seen,  it  was  due  to  age.  Now  every¬ 
thing  is  open  and  notorious.  Conditions  are  really  better  than  they 
seem,  for  the  worst  is  uppermost.  We  are  not  saints  by  any  means, 
nor  is  the  millennial  dawn  likely  through  excess  of  righteousness.  Yet 
the  consensus  of  opinion  rings  true.  Never  was  there  a  period  in  which 
justice  followed  so  quickly  upon  the  heels  of  exposure.  There  is  a 
conviction  now  that  it  pays  to  be  good,  and  while  this  is  not  a 
supreme  state,  it  is  vastly  superior  to  the  pessimism  which  generally 
prevailed. 

You  ask  all  to  emulate  truth.  With  Landor  you  would  have 

“  Words  go  with  the  modest  truth 
No  more,  nor  clipped,  but  so.” 

It  is  a  rare  plane  upon  which  to  toil  and  suffer.  Commerce  for 
many  years  has  advocated  a  universal  coinage.  The  proposition  failed 
because  of  rival  standards.  A  short  while  ago  a  distinguished  financier 
affirmed  the  coming  of  the  time  when  nations  should  adopt  a  cosmo¬ 
politan  coin.  In  the  moral  and  social  world  truth  is  universal  legal 
tender.  It  is  always  at  par. 
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Put  truth  “  amid  the  stars  ”  and  admit  its  drawing  character.  The 
difference  between  savagery  and  culture  is  that  between  falsehood 
and  veracity.  We  excuse  the  pagan  because  of  vitiated  principles.  It 
is  the  glory  of  the  Anglo-Saxon  to  be  believed.  Lying  and  deceit 
are  foreign  to  his  make-up.  If  such  viciousness  appears  he  dishonors 
his  birthright.  Unreliability  preponderated  in  certain  nations. 

The  Latin  races  have  always  been  more  or  less  tainted — the  Italians, 
French  and  Spanish.  The  Teuton  and  Celt  are  dependable.  What  they 
say  you  can  count  upon;  what  they  do  is  above  reproach.  The  curse 
of  the  negro  has  been  this  defect.  Our  peril  in  America  is  along 
such  lines.  A  spirit  abroad  winks  at  deceit  and  duplicity,  considers 
aught  right  concealed.  The  aim  is  not  honesty,  but  dishonesty  amply 
fortified.  So  we  have  the  reign  of  dynamite  and  poison.  We  need  to 
champion  inviolable  right.  We  must  not  permit 

“  Truth  forever  on  the  scaffold, 

Wrong  forever  on  the  throne.” 

Come  what  may  duty  demands  a  clear  field  for  righteous  dealing 
and  an  open  forum  for  unblemished  speech.  If  this  blocks  the  wheels 
of  advancement,  all  right.  Success  at  the  expense  of  honor  is  not 
success  at  all.  A  country  or  cause  should  not  prosper  save  through  that 
impregnable.  The  sooner  we  learn  the  absolute  force  of  the  Hebrew 
proverb,  “  Righteousness  exalteth  a  nation,  but  sin  is  a  reproach  to 
any  people,”  the  better  it  will  be  for  our  ultimate  standing. 

You  have  a  place  in  the  vanguard  in  upholding  truth.  When  we 
realize  that  throughout  your  ranks  you  are  committed  to  such  end  we 
cannot  but  rejoice  over  your  supremacy.  After  all,  the  message  is 
personal.  We  must  act  upon  man  if  the  whole  land  is  to  be  leavened. 
When  human  souls  can  sweep  the  chaff 

“  From  the  Lord’s  thrashing  floor 
We  see  that  more  than  half 
The  victory  is  attained; 

When  one  or  two. 

Through  the  fool’s  laughter  and 
Traitor’s  scorn 

Beside  thy  sepulchre  abide  the  morn. 

Confirmed  truth,  then  thou  shalt  rise  anew.” 

Could  there  be  imagined  a  finer  body  of  precepts?  Unprejudiced 
thought  must  admit  their  intrusive  excellence.  Whether  a  man  belongs 
to  your  order  or  not  he  must  admit  that  copying  such  a  model,  the 
best  attainable  is  obtained.  Our  emphasis  suggests  consistency.  Do 
Odd  Fellows  really  prove  themselves  apt  and  glad  pupils,  practicing 
what  they  preach?  This  is  the  query  testing  every  form  of  associated 
life.  We  believe  that  while  there  may  be  exceptions,  in  the  main  there 
is  a  reverent  heeding  of  that  assumed.  While  all  bodies,  political  and 
otherwise,  are  liable  for  shortcoming,  the  astonishing  growth  displayed 
is  impossible  without  reasonable  personation.  Party  platforms  are  not 
invariably  honored.  Perhaps  secret  societies  fail  least  of  all.  A 
vast  proportion  of  reputable  teaching  is  ingrained  and  shows  itself  in 
daily  walk  and  conversation.  The  gray-haired  members  count.  Their 
attachment  is  decisive.  In  them  you  have  a  notable  proof  of  that 
inculcated.  Ah!  the  sublimity  of  protective  life  is  visible  by  cycles. 
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Not  in  one  or  a  few  years  can  you  form  an  estimate.  As  decade  com¬ 
passes  decade  you  can  exult  over  the  gain  apparent  everywhere. 

How  shall  we  portray  the  stages  of  Odd  Fellowship?  it  takes  a  man, 
immature  and  plastic,  and  dedicates  him  to  unselfish  devotion.  It  bids 
him  exemplify  friendship  and  be  a  brother  to  his  kind.  It  upholds  love 
as  the  legacy  of  highest  living,  the  hope  of  earth  and  the  joy  of  heaven; 
it  proclaims  truth  as  a  daily  companion  whose  services  must  be  kept 
until  death;  it  affords  counsel  for  trial,  succor  for  sickness,  reverence 
for  death;  it  comforts  the  widow  and  orphan;  it  dispenses  benefit, 
rears  homes  for  the  destitute  and  unfortunate,  guides  the  wayfarer  and 
uplifts  the  down-trodden.  It  is  the  Good  Samaritan  of  the  thorny  and 
dangerous  thoroughfare  of  life,  anointing  bruised  feet  with  oil,  binding 
the  wounds  of  hatred  and  neglect,  pouring  in  the  wine  of  kindly  solici¬ 
tude,  satisfying  the  claims  from  a  prodigal  treasury  and  leaving  behind 
the  fragrance  of  divine  compassion. 

What  a  retrospect  of  enduring  qualities,  and  how  incumbent  upon  us 
to  speak  the  language  of  well-earned  approval  as  we  wish  its  con¬ 
tinuance!  So  long  as  time  turns  the  hour-glass  of  golden  opportunity, 
may  such  seraphs  of  sympathy  minister  unending  consolation  in  our 
midst! 

My  brethren  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  the  second  time  in 
this  twentieth  century  you  meet  for  deliberation  in  this  beautiful  city. 
Since  your  former  visit  our  material  prosperity  has  been  greatly 
enhanced.  Great  buildings,  handsome  streets,  vast  industries  and  a 
teeming  population  greets  you  everywhere.  It  is  the  home  of  your 
Sovereign  Grand  Sire  John  B.  Cockrum,  and  Grand  Secretary  William 
H.  Leedy.  As  they  take  especial  pride  in  lifting  the  latchstring  of 
welcome,  so  we  likewise  rejoice  over  their  well-merited  recognition. 
Naught  could  be  more  appropriate  at  this  time  than  your  courteous 
response  to  our  hearty  invitation. 

These  past  years  have  been  memorable.  You  have  added  members  by 
the  score  and  your  assets '  have  greatly  multiplied.  This  is  your 
harvest — festival  and  whitened  fields  bending  down  with  precious  grain. 
You  meet  in  a  magnificent  temple,  whose  presence  adds  lustre  to  our 
principal  street  and  adaptability  is  unquestioned.  About  are  significant 
tokens  of  your  benignant  sway.  Your  sons  and  daughters*  gather  with 
rapt  pace  and  you  have  a  right  to  rejoice  in  their  unalloyed  homage. 

May  God  bless  you  in  all  your  endeavors  to  promote  further  upbuild¬ 
ing  and  extension.  As  your  “  brother’s  keeper  ”  you  cannot  fail  trust¬ 
ing  in  Him.  Guided  by  His  counsel,  may  you  turn  eternal  command 
unto  daily  living  and  thus  anticipate  the  coming  hour  when  His  well 
done  ”  shall  gladden  your  spirits  forever. 

“  Dare  to  be  right,  dare  to  be  true! 

You  have  a  work  none  other  can  do. 

Do  it  so  wisely,  so  nobly,  so  well, 

Angels  shall  hearken  the  story  to  tell.” 

PUBLIC  RECEPTION  AND  ADDRESSES. 

On  Monday  morning,  September  18,  the  public  reception  was  held 
and  welcome  extended  in  the  auditorium  of  the  Masonic  Temple,  which 
had  been  generously  and  fraternally  tendered  for  the  meeting.  Repre¬ 
sentatives  from  the  Masonic  and  other  fraternal  orders  were  present 
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on  the  platform  and  in  the  audience  throughout  the  exercises.  The 
Hon.  Ulric  Z.  Wiley,  Past  Grand  Representative,  presided  and  made 
an  appropriate  opening  address,  which  appears  below  and  introduced 
the  speakers  of  the  occasion.  Judge  A.  A.  Adams,  Hon.  Chas.  W.  Fair¬ 
banks,  former  Vice-President  of  the  United  States,  and  Hon.  John  B. 
Cockrum,  Grand  Sire.  All  the  addresses  are  here  given: 

ADDRESS  OF  JUDGE  U.  Z.  WILEY,  CHAIRMAN. 

Brother  Grand  Sire,  Officers  and  Representatives  of  The  Sov¬ 
ereign  Grand  Lodge,  Mr.  Justice  Adams,  Senator  Fairbanks,  our 
Special  Guests  of  Sister  Organizations,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen. — 
The  honor  of  presiding  at  this  public  welcome  extended  to  the  dis¬ 
tinguished  guests  of  the  Indiana  Odd  Fellows,  has  been  assigned  to 
me,  and  I  am  profoundly  thankful  to  my  brothers  for  the  hon,or  thus 
shown  me.  I  stand  in  a  magnificent  presence,  and  look  into  the  faces 
of  representatives  of  Odd  Fellowship  from  every  quarter  of  the  globe, 
and  the  honor  of  presiding  at  such  meeting  is  a  distinction  to  any  man. 

While  it  does  not  appear  upon  the  program,  nor  is  it  expected  that  I 
should  deliver  an  address,  yet  the  occasion  is  such  that  a  few  words 
from  me,  will  not,  I  trust,  be  out  of  place. 

We  meet  here  this  morning,  in  this  beautiful  auditorium,  within  this 
magnificent  temple  of  an  ancient  and  honorable  Order,  upon  the  gen¬ 
erous.  invitation  of  our  brother  Masons,  to  make  manifest,  so  far  as 
words  can  express  our  thoughts  and  sentiments,  the  honor  and  pleas¬ 
ure  that  come  to  us  by  reason  of  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  in  our  capital  city,  and  to  convey  to  you,  by  such  words  as  we 
can  command,  the  hearty,  cordial  and  fraternal  welcome  and  greeting 
which  we  extend  to  you. 

This  is  the  golden  age  of  fraternity,  and  never  in  the  history  of  the 
world  has  there  been  such  a  widespread,  and  such  a  prevalent  senti¬ 
ment  of  brotherhood  among  men,  as  exists  to-day. 

The  animosities  and  jealousies  that  have  heretofore  prevailed  between 
sister  fraternal  organization,  have  been  dissipated  by  the  growing  and 
developing  spirit  of  brotherhood,  and  the  church,  society,  and  fraternal 
organizations,  have  joined  hands  and  hearts  in  the  uplift  of  mankind, 
by  disseminating  and  inculcating  among  them,  the  broad  spirit  of 
fraternity. 

We  are  here  to-day  as  guests  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Masons  of  this 
great  state,  and  on  this  platform,  we  are  honored  by  the  presence  of 
its  chief  officers.  Not  only  that,  but  the  chief  officers  of  all  of  the 
great  fraternal  organizations  of  the  state  have  honored  us  with  their 
presence  here,  and  join  with  us,  in  hearty  accord,  in  the  exercises  of 
the  hour.  This  all  speaks  in  more  eloquent  terms  than  words,  of  the 
spirit  that  here  prevails. 

This  is  the  third  time  that  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  has  honored 
us  with  its  presence,  and  given  us  the  pleasant  opportunity  of  being 
host  to  it. 

If  on  former  occasions  we  made  you  feel  at  home  among  us,  and 
that  we  were  glad  to  have  you,  let  me  say  that  what  we  did  for  you 
then  is  but  an  earnest  of  what  we  have  in  store  for  you  during  your 
present  sojourn  among  us;  and  if  you  felt  then  that  we  made  you 
welcome,  and  entertained  you  as  you  deserved,  before  your  take  your 
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departure  this  time  we  will  make  you  think  that  we  have  given  the 
city,  the  state,  our  blessings  and  our  hearts,  into  your  keeping. 

With  one  accord  we  rejoice  at  your  coming,  and  we  hope  to  be  able 
to  manifest  our  joy,  by  the  entertainment  provided  for  you,  and  by 
seeing  that  your  every  convenience,  desire  and  wish  are  gratified. 

There  is  no  better  or  higher  brand  of  fraternal  hospitality  than  that 
which  abides  in  this  Grand  Old  Hoosier  State,  and  we  propose  to 
bestow  it  upon  you  in  fullest  measure. 

There  are  some  pertinent  and  potent  reasons  why  this  session  of 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  should  have  been  held  here: 

First.  Because  this  beautiful  capital  city  is  in  the  heart  of  the  great 
central  west,  and  by  reason  of  its  location  is  the  natural  and  most 
convenient  convention  city  in  the  United  States,  where  delegates  or 
representatives  come  from  every  portion  of  our  fair  domain,  from  our 
sister  nation  on  the  north,  and  from  our  dependencies. 

We  dwell  in  the  very  shadow  of  the  center  of  population  of  the 
United  States,  and  we  want  you  to  share,  for  the  time  being,  this  great 
distinction  with  us. 

Second.  We  are  in  the  very  center  of  the  Odd  Fellows’  zone  of  the 
world,  and  Indiana  is  the  keystone  of  the  great  central  arch  of  our 
Order. 

Third.  By  coming  to  Indiana,  many  of  you  already  have  had,  and 
all  will  have,  an  opportunity  of  visiting  and  inspecting  the  greatest 
and  most  enduring  monument  that  has  ever  been  erected  in  this  fair 
state,  in  exemplification  of  the  principles  of  our  Order;  the  Home  for 
the  Aged  and  Indigent  Odd  Fellows,  and  their  orphans,  at  Greensburg. 
And  I  am  glad  to  say  that  much  of  the  honor  and  glory,  for  that  great 
institution,  is  due  to  the  noble  and  courageous  devotion  of  our  Re- 
bekah  members,  and  their  untiring  zeal  in  the  interest  of  the  unfortu¬ 
nate  and  helpless. 

Fourth.  It  is  meet  and  fitting  that  you  come  here,  where  your 
sessions  will  be  held  in  the  most  splendid,  beautiful  and  magnificent 
temple  that  has  ever  been  erected  and  dedicated  to  Odd  Fellowship. 

Fifth.  Last,  but  not  least,  it  is  peculiarly  appropriate  and  fitting 
to  hold  this  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  this  city,  be¬ 
cause  it  is  the  home  of  our  worthy  Grand  Sire,  and  by  your  coming, 
you  bestow  an  additional  honor,  both  upon  him  and  the  great  army 
of  his  brethren  in  this  Jurisdiction.  As  the  executive  head  of  the 
Order,  as  a  fellow  Odd  Fellow,  and  as  a  distinguished  citizen,  we  who 
have  known  him  best,  honor  him  most,  and  we  all  look  to  him  for 
guidance  and  counsel,  in  the  work  before  us. 

That  you  wrought  well  in  your  session  at  Atlanta,  a  year  ago,  in 
elevating  to  the  chief  executive  office  of  the  Order  universal,  our 
brother,  neighbor  and  citizen,  the  Honorable  John  B.  Cockrum,  the 
year  that  has  come  and  gone,  and  the  great  work  he  has  done,  have 
made  manifest. 

For  that  great  honor,  speaking  for  eighty  thousand  Odd  Fellows  of 
Indiana,  we  profoundly  and  fraternally  thank  you. 

It  is  not  my  function  as  the  presiding  officer  of  this  meeting  to 
formally  welcome  you,  on  behalf  of  my  Indiana  brothers,  or  on  behalf 
of  our  citizens,  for  that  duty  has  been  assigned  to  others;  but  I  feel 
like  saying  a  word  specially  to  our  Canadian  brothers.  While  our 
country  and  theirs  are  striving  for,  and  I  trust  tending  toward.  In¬ 
ternational  Reciprocity,  I  want  our  brothers  from  the  north  to  know 
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that  if  any  bitterness  is  engendered  in  the  strife  for  reciprocity  between 
these  sister  nations  and  close  neighbors,  it  can  in  no  way  chill  the 
spirit  of  fraternal  reciprocity  on  this  side  of  the  line,  for  it  is  as 
broad  and  high  and  deep  as  the  universe,  and  that  it  goes  out  to  those 
of  our  brothers  on  the  other  side  of  the  line  in  abundance  and  as  fully 
and  freely  as  the  river  bends  to  the  sea. 

ADDRESS  OF  JUDGE  A.  A.  ADAMS. 

It  is  an  honor  and  a  privilege  for  one  who  is  not  of  your  Order  to 
stand  in  this  splendid  presence,  but  it  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that 
the  distinguished  and  eloquent  governor  of  this  commonwealth  is 
unable  to  be  present  at  this  time,  and  speak  to  you  words  of  greeting; 
and.  it  was  with  no  little  embarrassment  that  I  accepted  at  his  hand 
a  commission  to  appear  in  his  stead  and  bid  you  welcome,  and  to 
assure  you,  on  the  part  of  the  people  of  Indiana,  that  we  are  most 
highly  honored  by  your  coming. 

We,  of  Indiana,  have  inherited,  or  in  some  manner  acquired  an 
unusual  amount  of  state  and  civic  pride.  We  are  much  given  to  talking 
about  it,  and  certain  men — untruthful  men — have  even  been  heard  to 
say  that  we  are  much  given  to  blowing  about  it.  However  this  may  be, 
we  bplieve  we  can  discern  a  peculiar  appropriateness  in  holding  this 
great  international  meeting  within  the  borders  of  our  state,  and  at  our 
beautiful  capital  city,  now  widely  known  as  “  The  Convention  City.” 
And  we  have  reasons.  Indiana,  as  you  know,  is  now  and  for  many 
years  past  has  been  the  official  custodian  of  that  intangible  thing, 
known  as  the  center  of  population,  and  if  you  will  consult  the  map, 
and  duly  note  the  lines  of  steam  and  electric  railway  radiating  like 
spokes  in  a  wheel  in  all  directions  from  this  city,  you  will  be  driven 
to  the  conclusion  that  Indianapolis  is  in  very  truth  the  hub  of  the 
universe.  The  people  of  Indiana  at  large  likewise  share  with  the 
people  of  the  capital  the  honor  of  being  permitted  to  act  as  host  to 
your  great  army  of  invasion,  which  comes  to  us  in  peace  and  brotherly 
love. 

Odd  Fellowship  is  no  stranger  to  Indiana.  In  all  her  vast  reaches 
of  hill  and  plain,  from  the  bend  of  the  St.  Joe  on  the  north  to  the 
banks  of  the  mighty  Ohio  on  the  south,  there  are  no  cities  or  towns, 
and  few  villages  or  hamlets,  where  your  emblems  are  not  seen,  and 
where  your  lodges  are  not  active  instrumentalities  in  the  betterment 
of  life’s  hard  conditions.  I  do  not  know  the  number  of  Odd  Fellows 
in  the  state  of  Indiana,  but  if  the  weather  man  is  kind,  you  will  see 
them  before  the  week  is  over,  and  you  can  count  them  for  yourself 
if  your  physical  endurance  should  be  equal  to  the  task;  and  when 
you  do  see  them,  you  will  marvel  at  the  greatness  of  the  state  of 
Indiana,  and  be  amazed  at  the  density  of  her  population,  and  some 
of  you  may  even  be  led  to  wonder  who  has  been  left  at  home  to  take 
care  of  the  women  and  children.  But  it  is  no  exaggeration  to  say 
that  during  this  week,  many  a  man  in  Indiana  will  desert  his  merchan¬ 
dise,  many  a’  shop  and  mill  and  factory  will  be  closed,  many  a  plow 
will  rust  in  the  furrow,  and  many  a  field  of  golden  corn  will  wait  to 
be  gathered  into  shock,  while  the  good  people  of  Indiana  come  hither, 
to  do  honor  to  the  greatest  fraternal  governing  body  in  the  world. 

We,  of  Indiana,  are  a  broad,  liberal,  tolerant  people.  We  have  out¬ 
grown  the  prejudice  against  secret  fraternal  orders  that  existed  afore- 
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time.  We  have  come  to  know  that  secrecy  is  the  smallest  and  the 
least  important  element  in  the  purpose  and  in  the  power  of  these 
bodies.  Indeed,  I  suspect  that  some  of  us,  who  are  loyal  and  devoted 
members,  and  firm  believers  in  the  principles  and  the  teachings  of 
our  Orders,  are  so  poorly  informed  in  the  secret  work,  that  if  occa¬ 
sion  should  arise,  we  might  have  difficulty  in  making  ourselves  known. 
We,  of  Indiana,  are  not  easily  frightened;  we  have  looked  through 
the  shadow  to  the  substance;  we  have  judged  the  tree  by  its  fruit, 
and  not  by  its  foliage,  and  have  found  it  to  be  a  good  tree.  That  man 
must  be  blind  indeed,  obstinately  blind,  who  does  not  see,  and  who 
cannot  see  in  the  great  fraternal  orders  a  potential  and  a  power  that 
makes  for  moral  and  spiritual  grandeur.  Blind  indeed,  is  he  who  can¬ 
not  see  the  sweet  charity  and  mutual  helpfulness  that  flows  out  from 
the  mystic  circle,  making  a  better  and  a  brighter  world. 

While  it  is  true  that  your  Order  is  primarily  for  yourselves,  it  is 
also  true  that  you  cannot  live  unto  yourself  in  your  fraternal  life, 
any  more  than  you  can  live  unto  yourself  in  your  domestic  life.  Every 
act  of  kindness,  every  act  of  charity,  every  act  of  brotherly  love,  is 
an  unseen  force  and  power  projected  into  the  world  to  work  its  wonders 
in  the  life  and  character  of  others.  We  are  told  that  energy  is  in¬ 
destructible;  and  if  all  physical  energy  is  conserved  and  not  wasted, 
then  all  moral  energy  is  likewise  conserved,  and  works  on  and  on  and 
on,  in  its  own  mysterious  way. 

I  regret  to  say  that  it  was  a  lawyer  who  sought  to  tempt  the  Divine 
Master,  by  asking  the  question,  “Who  is  my  neighbor?”  which  is  the 
same  as  asking,  “  Who  is  my  brother?  ”  The  answer,  as  you  know,  was 
the  parable  of  the  man  who  went  down  from  Jerusalem  to  Jericho  and 
fell  among  thieves.  Your  Order  does  not  follow  the  Priest  and  the 
Levite,  and  scorn  the  Samaritan;  it  does  not  pass  by  on  the  other  side, 
nor  yet  does  it  stop  and  look,  and  pity,  and  pitying  pass  on,  but  it 
stops  and  stoops  to  rescue  and  to  restore.  Your  Order  places  the 
gospel  of  helpfulness  above  the  gospel  of  halleluiah.  The  central 
figure  in  your  trinity  is  the  greatest  of  all  the  graces — love. 

If  any  criticism  of  fraternal  orders  may  be  considered  well  taken, 
it  is  that  our  obligations,  our  principles  and  the  tenets  of  our  pro¬ 
fession,  rest  too  lightly  upon  us;  that  they  are  too  much  things  separate 
and  apart  from  our  lives.  Some  of  us  wear  plumes  on  our  hats  and 
decorations  upon  our  coats;  we  bravely  carry  a  sword,  we  march  with 
military  precision,  and  make  our  responses  in  full  and  swelling  tones, 
and  yet  some  of  us  are  mighty  poor  imitations  of  the  original  crusaders. 
What  a  great  transformation  would  be  worked  in  the  world  if  all  the  men 
of  all  the  great  fraternal  orders  were  to  have  the  duties  enjoined  by  their 
obligations,  were  to  have  their  principles  and  their  professions  burned 
into  their  minds  and  hearts,  so  that  these  principles  should  become  a 
part  of  their  lives  and  become  the  measure  of  their  daily  conduct.  To 
my  mind,  the  highest  duty  resting  upon  those  in  authority  is  to  urge,  to 
insist,  and  to  entreat  the  men  of  their  orders  to  make  their  professions 
have  a  deeper  significance,  and  a  more  personal  meaning. 

But  I  am  reminded  that  I  hold  no  commission  to  make  a  speech  on 
this  occasion.  I  am  here  solely  to  bear  to  you  the  very  cordial  greet¬ 
ing  of  the  people  of  Indiana,  and  to  express  the  hope  that  no  incident 
may  arise  to  mar  the  pleasure  of  your  visit.  We  even  trust  that  you 
will  deem  it  a  privilege  to  be  entertained  by  the  state  of  Indiana,  a 
state  famous  for  its  production  of  wheat  and  corn,  but  more  famous 
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for  its  productions  of  authors,  of  statesmen,  and  of  politicians.  Some 
of  us,  a  few  of  us,  are  not  included  in  this  classification,  and  still 
want  to  have  a  part  in  this  greeting;  but  we  all  want  to  know  you, 
and  have  you  know  us,  and  regret  that  your  stay  is  so  brief  and  your 
duties  are  such  as  to  preclude  a  more  intimate  acquaintance.  And 
when  the  time  comes  for  you  to  return  to  your  distant  homes,  we 
hope  that  you  will  take  with  you  pleasant  recollections  and  kindly 
memories  of  the  good  Hoosier  State,  and  of  the  good  Hoosier  people, 
who  have  been  so  signally  honored  by  your  coming. 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  CHARLES  W.  FAIRBANKS, 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  I  join  with  others  in  welcoming  to  In¬ 
dianapolis  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows.  You  are,  of  course,  well  assured  of  our  welcome,  although 
no  words  were  spoken  in  that  behalf  by  my  brethren  and  myself. 

We  appreciate  in  the  fullest  degree  the  selection  of  our  city  as  the 
meeting  place  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge;  we  fiatter  ourselves 
with  the  belief  that  there  is  no  other  city  within  its  Jurisdiction  where 
it  is  more  thoroughly  welcome  than  here. 

We  were  greatly  honored  a  year  ago  by  the  distinction  conferred 
upon  one  of  our  eminent  citizens,  Hon.  John  B.  Cockrum,  in  his  elec¬ 
tion  as  Grand  Sire,  and  are  glad  of  an  opportunity  to  welcome  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  his  home  and  among  his  loyal  friends. 

Our  people  have  a  hospitality  for  such  great  Orders  as  this,  and  it  is 
with  the  utmost  pleasure  that  they  extend  to  them  always  the  generous 
hand  of  welcome.  Among  the  many  who  have  visited  us  there  is  none 
which  is  more  heartily  greeted  than  the  Representatives  of  the  In¬ 
dependent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows.  Among  its  membership  in  our  city 
and  state  are  to  be  found  some  of  the  most  illustrious  names  in  our 
public  life;  they  are  found  also  in  every  avenue  of  honor  and  use¬ 
fulness  among  our  citizenship. 

We  recognize  the  Order  in  whose  name  we  are  assembled  as  one  of 
the  most  potent  influences  for  good  in  our  social  life  and  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  and  upbuilding  of  our  state. 

We  admire  the  guiding  principles  of  this  powerful  fraternity;  for 
in  the  best  sense  it  is  founded  in  the  spirit  of  brotherly  love.  It  is 
a  frank  recognition  of  the  fact  that  there  exists  a  mutual  dependency 
among  the  members  of  the  great  human  family.  We  see  in  it  an 
organization  whose  timely  benefactions  have  relieved  distress  and 
blessed  countless  thousands.  The  motive  of  the  fraternity  is  found 
in  this  brief  legend  upon  its  great  seal:  “We  command  you  to  visit 
the  sick,  relieve  the  distressed,  bury  the  dead,  and  educate  the  orphan.” 
What  loftier  sentiment  than  this  can  actuate  the  children  of  men? 
There  is  no  finer  charity  anywhere  than  that  which  ministers  to  the 
distressed  and  to  the  widow  and  the  orphan. 

A  sweet  fragrance  of  the  spirit  of  the  Good  Samaritan  has  come 
down  to  us  through  the  centuries  and  has  become  the  inspiration 
of  this  great  Order;  it  is  symbolized  in  its  creed  and  carried  into  its 
practice.  Whenever  a  brother  in  Odd  Fellowship  is  overtaken  by  acci¬ 
dent  or  disease,  or  whenever  the  infirmity  of  years  is  upon  him,  he 
feels  the  certain  touch  of  a  sympathetic  helping  hand. 

The  splendid  trophies  of  Odd  Fellowship  are  about  us  everywhere, 
and  speak  more  powerfully  of  its  beneficence  than  any  words  I  can 
command.  Behold,  if  you  will,  the  Homes  it  has  erected  where  old 
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men  and  women  may  find  a  house  of  rest  in  their  declining  years. 
Look  upon  the  numerous  orphanages  which  have  been  founded  in  its 
name.  Observe  its  ministering  angels  at  the  bedside  of  illness  in  the 
last  supreme  hour  and  its  tribute  of  final  farewell.  Note  the  more  than 
one  hundred  millions  of  dollars  it  has  distributed  in  the  relief  of  those 
who  have  been  the  objects  of  its  merciful  solicitude.  Its  beneficence, 
however,  is  not  to  be  measured  by  this  sum,  vast  as  it  is;  for  the  larger 
fruits  of  its  effort  we  are  pleased  to  think  are  to  be  found  in  the 
gracious  spirit  which  it  has  inculcated  and  in  the  joy  it  has  brought 
to  others,  although  not  in  need  of  the  charitable  Homes  it  has  erected 
or  of  the  benefits  to  be  paid  out  of  its  bounty.  Such  an  Order  as  this, 
with  such  lofty  principles  gis  its  mainspring  and  such  a  splendid  past 
and  such  abundant  promise  for  the  future,  must  have  the  benediction 
of  all  who  take  intelligent  thought  of  their  fellows  who  are  heavy 
laden. 

We  are  assembled  under  happy  auspices.  No  people  in  this  world 
have  more  cause  for  rejoicing  and  gratitude  than  we.  We  live  in  no 
decadent  age,  for  we  have  not  passed  the  summit  of  our  best  achieve¬ 
ment.  The  truth  is  we  are  upon  the  march,  and  have  attained  a  higher 
plane  than  has  hitherto  been  reached  in  the  whole  history  of  human 
progress.  The  average  intelligence  of  the  great  masses  of  the  people 
was  never  greater,  and  their  standards  of  endeavor  never  higher,  than 
now.  We,  of  course,  do  not  profess  that  we  have  attained  perfection — 
far  from  it:  we  merely  reject  the  suggestion  of  a  school  of  pessimists 
that  we  are  becoming  atrophied  upon  the  better  side  of  our  national 
and  industrial  life,  and  that  we  are  growing  indifferent  to  those  finer 
things  which  are  the  crowning  glory  of  mankind.  This  great  fraternity 
is  a  powerful  negation  of  all  such  teachings.  It  stands  for  the  best 
type  of  manhood  everywhere,  the  highest  civic  virtue  everywhere,  and 
the  loftiest  aspirations  which  can  inspire  men;  it  is  the  inveterate 
enemy  of  devitalizing  caste  and  class,  and  is  at  all  times  and  every¬ 
where  the  friend  of  the  oppressed  and  unfortunate.  Whosoever  follows 
with  loyal  footsteps  in  the  way  of  its  best  traditions,  and  incarnates 
the  virtues  it  inculcates,  is  fit  for  the  best  companionship  in  this  world 
and  the  world  to  come. 

Odd  Fellowship  is  naturally  optimistic.  Those  who  are  thoroughly 
inbued  with  its  principles  are  not  liable  to  be  tinctured  with  some  of 
the  present-day  tendencies  to  challenge  the  essential  soundness  of  our 
social  system  and  the  excellence  of  those  states  which  rest  upon  the 
consent  of  the  governed.  The  wise  patriot  sees  the  defects  in  them; 
but  he  also  sees  the  good  there  is  in  it  all  and  would  remedy  the  de¬ 
fects  by  pursuing  rational  and  sound  methods  rather  than  by  invoking 
irrational  and  destructive  cures.  An  Odd  Fellow  is  essentially  an 
optimist  because  he  learns  to  have  faith  in  the  virtue  and  integrity 
of  his  fellows.  He  does  not  possess  microscopic  eyes  so  as  to  search 
out  and  magnify  the  slight  deficiencies  of  men  and  overlook  their 
larger  qualities  of  true  nobility. 

We  must  more  and  more  put  the  principles  upon  which  this  great 
Order  and  kindred  orders  rest  into  the  lives  of  men.  As  population 
expands  and  the  contest  among  increasing  numbers  in  intensified,  the 
tendency  is  to  create  a  cleavage  and  to  establish  classes  and  set  them 
over  against  each  other.  Let  us  hope  and  pray  that  the  hour  of 
paralyzing  caste  and  foolish  class  antagonism  may  be  long  delayed 
among  us.  Odd  Fellowship,  which  stands  for  every  decent  thing  and 
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for  men  in  every  honorable  relation  of  life,  sets  the  seal  of  her 
potential  disapproval  upon  whatever  tends  to  array  brother  against 
brother,  and  opens  her  arms  in  welcome  to  all  in  distress  without 
regard  to  distinction  of  birth  or  place  or  power.  -Manhood  is  the  im¬ 
perative  passport  to  her  favor.  Odd  Fellowship  realizes  that  the  largest 
joy  in  this  world  which  enraptures  the  souls  of  men  and  women  is  the 
consciousness  of  good  service  rendered  to  others;  it  increases  our 
confidence  and  our  faith  in  each  other;  it  binds  us  together  firmly  in 
the  bonds  of  brotherly  fellowship.  We  want  more  and  more  of  the  in- 
fiuences  which  fiow  from  it  put  into  the  lives  of  men  so  that  their 
interest  in  each  other  may  be  quickened  and  their  mutual  sympathies 
broadened  and  strengthened.  God  Almighty  did  not  create  man  to 
live  apart,  to  tread  this  way  out  of  touch  and  out  of  sympathy  with  his 
fellowmen.  In  the  final  analysis,  we  are  all  part  of  a  mighty  brother¬ 
hood,  working  out  as  best  we  may  the  same  great  problems  and  seek¬ 
ing  the  same  great  destiny.  Each  of  us  independently  can  accomplish 
something  for  our  own  betterment  and  for  the  welfare  of  others.  But 
we  can  greatly  augment  our  power  for  helpful  service  by  co-operating 
with  one  another;  for  there  is  much  of  encouragement,  much  of  in¬ 
spiration  and  added  strength  in  multiplied  numbers  associated  together 
in  the  accomplishment  of  a  common  end. 

We  indulge  the  hope,  brethren,  that  you  will  long  remember  your 
visit  among  us — not  as  strangers  in  a  strange  land,  but  as  familiar 
members  of  our  household. 

ADDRESS  OF  HON.  JOHN  B.  COCKRUM,  GRAND  SIRE. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Judge  Adams,  Mr.  Fairbanks,  Visiting  Delegations 
AND  Friends. — The  high  compliment  paid  to  our  Order  by  the  presence 
here  of  the  delegations  and  committees  representing  all,  or  nearly  all, 
of  our  kindred  fraternal  organizations  in  this  great  city,  cannot  pass 
without  a  word  of  thanks  and  expressions  of  our  appreciation  to  each 
of  them. 

Seated  upon  this  platform  are  the  men  who  composed  the  committees 
of  the  Masonic  bodies  of  Indianapolis,  .and  who  brought  about  the  con¬ 
struction  of  this  magnificent  temple  dedicated  to  Masonic  purposes 
which  will  be  a  monument  to  their  lives,  energy  and  devotion  to  the 
interests  of  their  order  and  the  interests  of  their  city,  long  after  all  of 
them  have  passed  away.  j 

We  have  here  representatives  from  all  the  Masonic  bodies  in  In¬ 
dianapolis.  Representatives  from  the  Mystic  Shrine,  headed  by  its 
Imperial  Potentate,  Mr,  Jacoby,  who  is  also  one  of  the  officials  of  the 
Supreme  Council  of  the  Mystic  Shrine.  The  Knights  of  Pythias  are 
represented  by  their  Grand  Ofl5cers.  The  Benevolent  and  Protective 
Order  of  Elks  are  here  represented  by  their  officers  in  a  body,  the 
Exalted  Ruler  being  the  son  of  Ex-President  Harrison.  Moose  is  rep¬ 
resented  by  its  executive  head  in  the  person  of  Mr.  Jones,  and  the 
various  other  fraternal  organizations  have  sent  committees  to  express 
their  confidence  and  good  will  toward  our  great  fraternity.  We  thank 
you  all  most  sincerely  for  these  expressions,  and  appreciate  more  than 
any  words  of  mine  can  express  the  kindly  sentiment  that  is  given  out 
by  your  actions. 

With  grateful  hearts  and  appreciative  recollections  of  this  day  we 
will  regard  this  as  one  of  the  most  pleasant  occasions  in  our  history. 
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In  this  splendid  city  which  has  been  styled  by  one  of  its  lamented 
citizens  as  “No  Mean  City,”  in  this  the  capital  of  Indiana,  near  the 
center  of  population  of  the  United  States,  here  amidst  the  good  fel¬ 
lowship  and  good  citizenship  of  this  great  state,  we  have  been  welcomed 
by  the  governor  of  the  commonwealth,  by  the  leading  citizens  of  the 
state  and  country,  by  the  Committee  of  Arrangement  for  our  enter¬ 
tainment  as  spoken  to  us  by  the  Chairman  of  this  meeting,  all,  we 
know,  coming  from  the  full  hearts  of  those  who  have  spoken  and  all 
echoed  and  re-echoed  by  every  citizen  of  this  great  city  and  state. 
The  sentiments  spoken,  the  welcome  extended,  gathered  and  garlanded 
as  a  beautiful  bouquet  of  delightful  roses,  has  all  been  embellished, 
aided  and  made  better  by  the  music  and  songs  which  have  been  part  of 
this  program. 

Judge  Wiley,  Judge  Adams  and  Mr.  Fairbanks  we  know  how  sin¬ 
cerely  every  word  of  yours  has  conveyed  the  united  sentiment  and 
good-will  of  all  the  citizens  of  the  state  of  Indiana,  the  citizens  of 
Indianapolis,  and  the  boundless  love  and  fraternal  greeting  of  the 
more  than  80,000  Odd  Fellows  of  your  Jurisdiction. 

If  this  were  not  the  home  of  the  present  Grand  Sire  much  could  be, 
and  much  would  be,  said  of  the  part  the  people  of  Indiana  have  taken 
in  the  affairs  of  this  nation  as  well  as  in  the  affairs  of  the  world  at 
large.  We  would  second  every  praise  that  comes  from  this  vast 
assemblage  gathered  from  every  state  and  territory  of  the  United 
States,  as  well  as  from  almost  every  province  in  that  splendid  sister 
country  of  ours,  the  Dominion  of  Canada.  We  would  bring  to  you  the 
admiration  of  the  world  for  your  James  Whitcomb  Riley;  we  would 
tell  you  of  the  love  for  the  immortal  General  Lew  Wallace,  and  his 
immortal  book  “Ben  Hur”;  we  would  bring  to  you  the  plaudits 
of  the  citizenship  of  the  world  for  your  many  other  authors  and 
writers.  We  would  bring  you  the  praise  and  endorsement  of  your 
many  heroes  and  statesmen  in  war  and  in  peace.  We  would  tell  you 
of  your  Morton,  your  Hendricks,  your  McDonald,  your  Turpie,  your 
Harrison,  your  Marshall  and  your  Fairbanks.  We  would  mention  your 
fertile  fields,  your  growing  cities,  your  great  factories,  your  huge 
industries,  your  mines,  your  quarries,  your  railroads,  your  excellent 
public  school  system,  your  great  colleges  for  the  education  of  the 
youth  of  the  land.  We  would  make  extended  remarks  of  the  splendid 
work  of  that  splendid  leader  of  Odd  Fellowship  in  your  state,  the  Hon. 
W.  H.  Leedy.  We  would  talk  of  all  these  advantages  which  are  yours, 
and  of  your  progress  and  worth  as  a  state  in  this  great  country,  but 
the  fact  that  this  is  my  home  keeps  me  from  saying  much  I  would  like 
to  say  and  much  that  these  Representatives  would  have  me  say  for 
them. 

You  must  know,  however,  from  the  extended  expressions  of  their 
feeling  that  have  been  given  to  all  your  utterances  that  they  most 
earnestly  accept  all  you  have  said  as  having  conveyed  to  them  the 
true  feeling  of  your  citizens  and  further  that  they  appreciate  most 
abundantly  the  kindness  extended  to  them.  Ten  years  ago  we  were 
here.  At  that  time  everything  was  done  that  could  have  been  done 
for  our  entertainment  and  comfort.  No  member  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  who  was  then  here,  has  lost  an  opportunity  since  to  ex¬ 
press  his  appreciation  and  approval  of  all  that  was  done.  We  know 
that  the  same  kind  of  hospitality  is  here  at  this  time.  We  know  that 
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you  will  do  everything  that  you  can  and  much  more  than  you  should 
for  our  comfort  and  pleasure. 

From  Quebec  to  British  Columbia,  from  the  shores  of  the  Atlantic 
to  the  shores  of  the  Pacific  Oceans,  all  Canadian  Odd  Fellowship  is 
here;  the  splendid  eastern  part  of  this  great  country  with  its  history 
and  its  traditions;  the  great  Quebec,  the  Maritime  Provinces,  with 
their  interests  and  achieved  position;  Ontario  with  its  development  and 
its  great  power;  Manitoba  and  its  golden  fields  of  waving  plenty,  with 
its  invitation  to  you  to  come  to  Winnipeg  next  year;  Alberta  and  Sas¬ 
katchewan,  the  new  and  live  members  from  the  heart  of  the  rapidly 
developing  middle  portion  of  the  great  northwest,  and  British  Columbia 
with  her  splendid  scenery,  her  great  business  developments  and 
progress  of  the  recent  past  are  all  here  represented  to  join  hands  with 
the  Representatives  from  Maine  to  California;  and  from  Washington 
to  Florida,  including  every  state  and  territory  in  the  United  States, 
and  to  legislate  in  the  interest  of  the  more  than  2,000,000  men  and 
women,  marching  under  the  banner  of  F.,  L.  &  T. 

We  know  that  everyone  fully  appreciates  the  importance  of  this 
meeting.  The  joining  of  the  efforts  of  the  people  of  Canada  and  the 
United  States  to  carry  forward  the  interests  of  our  great  Order  demand 
of  us  consideration.  The  people  of  every  country  respect  this  flag  and 
love  their  country’s  cause.  Patriotism  is  not  different  in  any  part  of 
the  world.  Civil  governments  are  organized  on  different  lines,  but  the 
underlying  loyalty  to  country  and  fiag  fills  the  hearts  of  the  subjects 
of  every  country  and  is  born  of  the  same  characteristics.  We,  as  an 
Order,  recognize  the  rights  of  all  men  to  be  loyal  to  their  country’s 
interests,  no  matter  what  their  flag  may  be.  We  find  in  all  parts  of 
the  world  people  with  the  same  aims  toward  each  other.  The  spirit 
of  humanity  and  fraternity  exists  everywhere  in  the  civilized  world. 
Notwithstanding  divisions  as  to  country,  differences  of  kind  in  civil 
government,  the  same  quality  of  heart  that  makes  a  good  Odd  Fellow 
exists  alike  in  the  United  States,  Canada,  Mexico,  Spain,  Portugal, 
Japan,  Italy,  the  Philippine  Islands,  Australia,  Germany,  Holland,  Den¬ 
mark  or  Sweden,  and  in  all  lands  where  our  triple-linked  organization 
has  been  established. 

This  great  fraternal  organization  has,  as  its  strongest  part  outside 
the  United  States,  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  within  the  Canadian 
borders.  Why  should  it  not  be  so?  We  are  of  the  same  stock.  We  are 
the  descendants  of  the  same  people.  The  ancestral  races  on  one  side 
of  the  boundary  line  are  the  same  as  on  the  other.  Our  language  is  the 
same.  We  are  brothers  in  blood  and  tongue.  We  have  been  linked 
together  in  a  common  history  for  more  than  a  thousand  years,  and  it 
is  not  strange,  therefore,  that  the  sentiments  prompting  those  on  our 
side  of  tlie  boundary  line  to  do  as  much  as  lies  in  their  power  for  the 
benefit  of  humanity,  should  wield  a  like  influence  upon  the  minds  and 
hearts  of  the  men  of  the  same  qualities  upon  the  other  side  of.  the 
boundary  line.  Therefore,  we  find  side  by  side,  with  the  Grand  Juris¬ 
dictions  of  Maine  and  Massachusetts,  the  Grand  Jurisdictions  of  the 
Maritime  Provinces  and  Quebec.  Side  by  side  with  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania,  is  that  splendid  Jurisdiction  of  Ontario.  With  Minne¬ 
sota,  the  Dakotas,  Idaho,  Washington  and  Oregon,  are  to  be  found 
Alberta,  Saskatchewan,  Manitoba  and  British  Columbia,  all  united  and 
all  going  forward  in  the  progressive  march  to  free  the  human  mind 
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from  prejudice  and  passion,  and  to  imbue  the  hearts  of  all  good  men 
with  the  teachings  of  brotherly  love  and  good-will  toward  men. 

It  is  this  spirit  in  our  Order  that  has  caused  the  mingling  of  the  flags 
of  the  nations,  and  the  general  interweaving  here  of  the  flags  of  the 
United  States  and  Canada  with  the  banners  and  flags  of  this  great 
Order  in  the  general  effort  of  the  great  membership  of  our  institution 
to  extend  the  lines  of  love,  establish  a  broader  fraternity  amongst  men 
and  to  teach  to  all  lessons  helpful  in  life  and  conduct  in  the  world  at 
large,  to  the  betterment  of  all  who  come  within  our  borders. 

We  have  much  work  before  us.  Our  time  will  be  much  occupied  in 
its  performance  during  the  coming  week,  but  we  shall  look  to  this 
welcome  on  your  part,  to  the  reception  we  have  received  by  all  your 
citizens,  to  the  spirit  of  fraternity  that  abounds  in  your  city  as  evi¬ 
denced  largely  by  the  fact  that  we  hold  this  meeting  in  the  home  of  a 
sister  organization  and  its  use  was  tendered  to  us  with  earnest  request 
that  we  use  it  for  this  day.  To  all  of  these  things  and  others  too 
numerous  to  mention  we  will  refer  with  great  pleasure  and  our  work 
will  be  made  lighter  and  more  pleasant. 

We  thank  you  most  sincerely  for  your  generous  words  of  welcome, 
and  shall  carry  to  our  several  homes  nothing  but  kindly  remembrances 
of  our  last  visit  to  Indianapolis. 

OPENING  OF  THE  SOVEREIGN  GRAND  LODGE  SESSION. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  public  welcome,  the  Officers,  Representatives 
and  Past  Grand  Sires  proceeded  to  the  magnificent  Indiana  Odd  Fellows’ 
building,  which  is  located  in  the  business  center  of  the  city  of  In¬ 
dianapolis,  and  is  one  of  the  best  buildings  of  the  Order  in  the  world, 
and  the  87th  annual  session  was  opened  in  the  comfortable  and 
capacious  hall  on  the  thirteenth  floor  of  the  same.

Pepperman, 
of  Alabama;  Peets,  of  Ohio,  and  others,  made  addresses  on  the  im¬ 
portance  of  the  Odd  Fellows  Press  and  the  good  work  which  it  renders 
the  Order.  Rep.  A.  B.  Parker,  of  New  York,  President  of  the  Fraternal 
Press  Association,  presided  as  toastmaster. 

DECORATION  OF  COLFAX  MONUMENT. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  the  20th,  the  decoration  of  Colfax  Monu¬ 
ment  in  University  Park,  occurred  in  the  presence  of  a  large  assem¬ 
blage.  Mrs.  Rose  Farr  Talbot,  Past  President,  presided  and  addresses 
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were  made  by  Mrs.  Olive  E.  McGrew-Mather,  Past  President,  and  Hon. 
A.  S.  Pinkerton,  Past  Grand  Sire;  Hon.  W.  L.  Kuykendall,  Past  Grand 
Sire,  and  Hon.  Chas.  W.  Fairbanks.  The  address  of  Mrs.  McGrew- 
Mather  is  here  given  as  follows: 

ADDRESS  OF  MRS.  OLIVE  E.  McGREW-MATHER. 

We  have  met  today  to  decorate  the  monument  erected  to  the  memory 
of  one  whom  the  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  delight  to  honor — Schuyler 
Colfax,  the  author  of  the  Rebekah  degree. 

For  many  years  there  was  no  place  in  Odd  Fellowship  for  women, 
but  in  1845  a  resolution  was  adopted  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
giving  subordinate  lodges  permission  to  grant  cards  to  the  wives  of 
their  members  showing  they  were  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the 
fraternity. 

At  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  in  1850  one  of  the 
Representatives  from  Indiana  was  Schuyler  Colfax,  a  young  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  Odd  Fellow  who  was  born  in  New  York  in  1823  and  had  come 
to  Indiana  with  his  parents  when  he  was  13  years  of  age;  and  it  was 
surely  fortunate  that  this  young  man  who  possessed  so  much  grace,  grit 
and  gumption  was  that  year  our  Representative;  and  it  was  also  fortu¬ 
nate  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order 
for  to  that  committee  was  referred  a  resolution  favoring  a  female 
degree. 

The  reason  I  think  he  possessed  the  qualifications  mentioned,  are, 
he  had  the  gumption,  or  as  Webster  defines  it  the  good  common  sense 
to  see  the  necessity  of  arousing  the  interest  of  the  female  relatives  of 
Odd  Fellows  in  that  Order  that  had  thus  far  failed  to  give  them  much 
recognition. 

He  had  the  grace,  the  desire  to  benefit  or  serve  others,  in  this  case 
the  “others”  being,  first  the  relatives  of  the  great  brotherhood;  and 
the  benefits  he  wished  to  confer,  were  the  privilege  of  becoming  co¬ 
workers  with  their  husbands,  fathers  and  brothers  in  their  service  for 
humanity;  to  be  united  with  an  Order  that  would  in  time  be  known 
throughout  the  land  for  its  good  works;  to  be  able  to  bind  themselves 
together  that  their  work  might  be  systematized  and  greater  good  ac¬ 
complished  and  that  they  might  be  able  to  make  themselves  known, 
wherever  Odd  Fellowship  was  known  as  being  entitled  to  its  pro¬ 
tection.  The  brothers  would  also  be  benefited  as  this  enlistment  of 
their  relatives,  would  to  use  the  words  of  Colfax  “  ultimately  destroy 
the  prejudice  against  the  Order  and  would  increase  the  interest  in  the 
growth  and  prosperity  of  the  Order  among  that  sex  who  wield  an  in- 
fiuence  that  few  deny  and  all  obey.” 

He  had  the  grit,  the  unyielding  courage  and  firmness  of  mind  to 
withstand  the  opposition  of  the  brothers  from  New  York  and  Missis¬ 
sippi  who  served  on  the  committee  with  him  and  to  present  a  minority 
report  in  favor  of  the  female  degree  and  after  the  adoption  of  his  report, 
presented  a  resolution  in  favor  of  a  committee  being  appointed  to  pre¬ 
pare  said  degree  and  report  at  the  next  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge. 

In  1851  as  Chairman  of  this  committee  he  presented  his  report  and 
it  was  accepted.  All  honor,  too,  to  Wm.  W.  Moore,  Most  Worthy  Grand 
Sire,  who  ruled  that  a  majority  vote  was  sufficient  for  the  adoption  of 
the  degree.  A  vote  on  his  ruling  being  called  for  and  resulting  in  a  tie 
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he  voted  in  favor  of  the  ruling  and  the  degree  was  then  adopted  by  a 
vote  of  46  to  37.  Colfax  gave  great  credit  to  Meredith  and  Hackleman, 
of  Indiana,  for  their  efforts  to  secure  the  favorable  results.  Colfax  is 
not  remembered  so  much  for  his  statesmanship,  his  congressional 
record,  his  services  as  vice-president  of  the  United  States,  as  he  is 
for  his  labors  to  benefit  others.  Among  hundreds  of  thousands  of  the 
members  of  this  great  fraternity  “  his  name  is  honored  and  beloved  for 
the  good  he  sought  to  accomplish,  the  happiness  he  strove  to  create, 
the  misery  he  sought  to  ameliorate,”  a  name,  that  we  are  taught  “  is 
more  honorable  in  the  sight  of  Him  above  than  that  of  chieftain, 
warrior  or  sage.” 

Proud  of  Colfax!  Proud  of  our  good  old  Hoosier  State!  Indeed  we 
are  and  proud  also  of  the  good  brothers  all  over  our  fair  land  who  art 
working  for  the  good  of  the  Rebekah  degree. 

There  has  been  much  discussion  as  to  what  lodge  first  conferred  the 
degree  and  we  have  been  informed  that  the  records  of  Franklin  Lodge, 
No.  35,  of  Rushville,  Indiana,  show  that  it  was  conferred  on  several 
of  the  members  of  that  lodge  September  27,  1851,  just  one  week  after 
its  adoption,  so  they  believe  they  were  among  the  first,  if  not  the  first 
to  receive  it. 

In  1865  an  effort  was  made  in  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  abolish 
the  degree  and  the  Most  Worthy  Grand  Sire  recommended  that  the 
Grand  Lodges  be  authorized  to  suppress  the  degree  and  prohibit  it 
being  conferred.  We  have  a  Grand  Sire  today  who  would  not  think 
of  making  such  a  recommendation. 

Resolutions  to  charter  Rebekah  lodges  were  adopted  in  1868  and 
Iowa,  I  believe,  claims  that  the  first  Rebekah  lodge  organized  under 
the  new  law  was  at  Bloomfield,  Iowa.  Indiana  records  show  Ruth 
Lodge,  of  Lebanon,  organized  January  15,  1869,  and  Ruth,  of  New 
Albany,  February  9,  1869.  Both  were  granted  charters  May  19  o"  the 
same  year;  Ruth,  of  New  Albany,  as  No.  1,  and  Ruth,  of  Lebanon,  as 
No.  2. 

In  1881,  thirty  years  after  the  adoption  of  the  degree,  the  Grand 
Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  reported  899  Rebekah  lodges 
in  the  United  States.  The  report  of  Grand  Secretary  John  B.  Goodwin 
at  the  present  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shows  9386 
Rebekah  lodges  under  the  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Body, 
December  31,  1910,  with  a  membership  of  666,537  sisters  and  brothers, 
showing  great  gains  in  the  past  30  years  when  compared  with  the 
first  thirty.  But  when  we  take  into  consideration  the  fact  that  there 
were  at  that  time,  December  31,  1910,  1,583,169  members  of  the  sub¬ 
ordinate  lodges  we  cannot  help  but  see  that  many  Odd  Fellows  and 
their  families  care  not  for  the  Rebekah  lodge. 

In  membership,  Illinois  has  now  forged  ahead  of  Indiana,  but  we  are 
second  on  the  list  and  hope  before  the  close  of  the  year  to  gain  our  old 
place;  Ohio  stands  third,  then  come  New  York  and  Iowa.  Delaware 
has  fewer  members  than  any  other  state. 

There  are  Rebekah  lodges  in  every  state  and  territory  in  the  United 
States,  also  in  Alaska,  Alberta,  Hawaii,  Cuba,  Panama,  British 
Columbia,  Manitoba,  Maritime  Provinces,  Ontario,  Quebec,  Saskatche¬ 
wan,  Newfoundland  and  Yukon  Territory,  as  well  as  in  Australasia 
and  Denmark. 

If  the  members  of  these  lodges  are  ideal  Rebekahs,  Rebekahs  to 
whom  the  obligation  means  more  than  mere  lip  service,  who  were 
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impressed  by  the  beautiful  lessons  taught  and  strive  to  live  up  to  the 
teachings  each  day,  will  not  the  world,  or  their  part  of  it  be  a  better 
place  in  which  to  live?  Some  seem  fitted  for  office  and  capable  of 
serving  well  wherever  placed,  others  care  not  for  such  duties,  but  excel 
in  their  ministrations  of  mercy  and  love,  knowing  how  to  speak  the 
loving  words  needed  to  help  comfort  the  broken-hearted;  knowing, 
also  when  silence  is  golden  and  the  sympathetic  pressure  of  the  hand 
and  look  of  love  convey  the  language  of  the  heart  better  than  spoken 
words.  Ideal  Rebekahs  are  always  improving  every  opportunity  to 
lighten  the  burdens  of  others,  remembering  “  all  the  good  possible 
should  be  done  now,  as  we  pass  this  way  but  once.” 

The  uplifting  tendency  of  such  an  organization,  whose  members  are 
ideal  Rebekahs,  is  of  great  benefit  to  every  community  and  the  in- 
fiuences  that  reach  out  from  such  lodge-rooms  are  an  inspiration  to 
higher  and  holier  living. 

Outside  the  lodge-rooms  are  many  people  who  frequently  say  we  do 
not  do  our  duty  even  to  one  another  in  hours  of  affliction.  The  lesson 
of  letting  not  the  left  hand  know  what  the  right  hand  doeth  is  early 
impressed  upon  our  minds  and  we  boast  not  of  our  good  works,  but 
quietly  strive  to  do  our  duty  and  like  Rebekah  of  old  when  we  see  the 
need  of  our  ministrations  of  mercy,  hasten  to  relieve,  remembering  that, 

Who  doeth  good  by  loving  deed  or  word. 

Who  lifteth  up  the  fallen  one  or  dries  a  tear. 

Who  helps  another  bear  his  heavy  cross. 

Or  on  the  parched  and  fevered  lip  doth  pour 
A  blessed  draught  of  water  sweet  and  cool, 

Becomes  co-worker  with  the  Lord  of  all.” 

The  Rebekah  degree  is  as  much  a  degree  of  Odd  Fellowship  as  any 
degree  in  the  subordinate  lodge  and  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  should 
work  side  by  side  for  the  uplifting  of  humanity,  for  charity  and  good 
works  are  the  corner  stones  of  both  lodges.  Our  promises  should  be 
sacred  and  our  fidelity  unbroken,  then  will  those  who  are  inclined  to 
under-estimate  the  Order  realize  that  it  means  something  to  be  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  great  fraternity. 

Let  our  rallying  cry  be, 

“  Up  with  our  banner,  a  standard  more  fair 
Ne’er  hashed  in  the  sunlight,  nor  waved  in  the  air; 

A  precept  more  holy  ne’er  came  from  above, 

Than  its  heavenly  watchword,  Truth,  Friendship  and  Love. 

“  Truth,  soul  of  creation,  first  essence  of  Him, 

Who  brought  world  after  world  from  its  limitless  dim. 

Oh  still  be  thine  influence  first  in  the  soul. 

And  its  thoughts  turn  to  Thee  as  the  steel  to  .the  pole. 

“  Sweet  Friendship,  thine  altar  erect  in  the  heart. 

For  the  world  is  more  lovely  wherever  thou  art; 

Pale  sorrow  and  want  never  enter  thy  door 

And  thy  pathway  is  blest  by  the  prayers  of  the  poor. 
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Adding  to  the  beauty  of  the  scene  were  hundreds  of  gilded  banners 
and  flags,  which  glittered  in  the  glare  of  the  colored  lights.  Many  of 
the  lodges  carried  glass  insignias,  which  were  lighted  brilliantly  with 
electricity.  The  gold-braided  uniforms  and  plumed  hats  of  the  Patri¬ 
archs  Militant  were  also  features  that  added  to  the  display. 


FLOATS  ATTRACT  ATTENTION. 

Odd  Fellows  who  were  not  members  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
carried  Japanese  lanterns  upon  which  were  printed  the  letters  I.  O.  O.  F. 
These  could  be  seen  advancing  down  Meridian  Street  for  more  than  a 
mile,  a  feature  of  the  pageant  which  enhanced  the  splendid  array  of 
color. 

It  was  estimated  that  there  were  more  than  150  floats  in  the  parade. 
These  were  not  started  in  the  line  of  march  until  after  several  thou¬ 
sand  of  the  marching  and  mounted  Odd  Fellows  had  passed.  The  floats 
represented  every  conceivable  sentiment  that  could  be  attached  to  the 
teachings  of  fellowship  of  the  Order.  Patriotic  subjects  were  portrayed 
extensively  in  the  long  line  of  floats  that  had  been  prepared  at  enor¬ 
mous  expense. 

The  “  Smith  ”  and  “  Jones  ”  divisions  of  the  parade  caused  the 
crowds  to  laugh  heartily.  There  were  200  Smiths  in  line,  and  more 
than  100  men  who  declared  they  are  blessed  by  the  name  Jones.  The 
Smiths  and  Joneses  marched  in  adjoining  divisions  peacefully,  but  the 
Odd  Fellows  who  had  left  the  ranks  of  their  respective  lodges  to 
march  with  their  namesakes,  taunted  each  other  frequently,  to  the  de¬ 
light  of  the  crowds. 

If  the  parade  had  not  been  beautiful  in  all  its  fifteen  divisions,  and 
had  not  the  thousands  of  lodgemen  advanced  in  military  file,  a  sight 
generally  inspiring  in  a  public  gathering,  the  parade  would  have  been 
received  with  wonder  upon  the  part  of  the  150,000  persons  who  wit¬ 
nessed  it  on  account  of  the  mere  presence  of  what  seemed  to  be  an  end¬ 
less  file  of  humanity. 

Marching  rapidly  for  three  hours,  the  men  filled  streets  for  more 
than  four  miles,  and  after  the  parade  had  been  in  progress  for  an  hour 
the  scenes  in  the  street  became  changeable  because  the  line  of  march 
that  had  first  passed  began  winding  its  way  back  over  the  same  streets 
in  which  there  still  advanced  the  men  who  were  just  falling  in  line. 

MARCH  THREE  HOURS. 

During  the  latter  hours  of  the  parade  the  scene  presented  two  dis¬ 
tinct  bodies  of  brilliantly  arrayed  lodgemen,  the  one  advancing  and  the 
other  retreating  to  the  disbanding  point  on  Massachusetts  Avenue. 
There  were  three  hours  of  changing  scenes  and  formations  and  during 
the  long  interval  the  crowds  that  had  shown  such  restlessness  while 
waiting  for  the  parade  to  advance  cheered  and  applauded  the  lodgemen. 

THEATER  PARTY. 

An  interesting  feature  of  the  entertainment  was  a  theater  party 
given  on  Thursday  evening,  which  was  attended  and  enjoyed  by  many 
members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  visitors.

Spread  over  creation  Truth,  Friendship  and  Love.” 

THE  GREAT  PARADE. 

On  Wednesday  night  the  parade  demonstration  occurred,  and  was 
the  most  successful,  and  probably  the  greatest,  ever  had  in  a  city  of 
many  conventions.  The  following  account  of  the  same  taken  from  the 
Indianapolis  Star  is  here  given: 

Twenty  thousand  Odd  Fellows,  dressed  in  the  full  regalia  of  the 
Order,  were  applauded  by  more  than  150,000  spectators  Wednesday  night, 
when,  in  a  parade  three  miles  long,  they  marched  between  two  solid 
masses  of  onlookers  in  the  only  public  demonstration  of  the  convention 
of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

For  three  hours  the  parade  continued,  amid  the  music  of  scores  of 
bands  that  had  arrived  from  every  county  in  the  state.  The  streets 
were  illuminated  as  they  seldom  have  been  before  in  a  night  celebra¬ 
tion  in  Indianapolis,  and  the  imposing  spectacle  produced  by  the  thou¬ 
sands  of  marching  lodgemen  in  the  glare  of  myriads  of  torches  was 
applauded  unceasingly.  The  Odd  Fellows  were  given  a  public  welcome 
during  the  parade  which  is  said  to  have  been  equaled  seldom  in  the 
history  of  similar  celebrations. 

In  the  parade  there  were  more  than  sixty  bands  and  150  floats,  fifteen 
of  which  were  of  pretentious  design.  The  floats  which  attracted  the 
most  attention  were  those  that  had  been  constructed  by  Rebekah  lodges 
of  Indianapolis.  Expense  and  efforts  to  make  the  floats  artistic  had 
not  been  spared  by  members  of  the  various  organizations,  and  their 
efforts  were  greeted  by  hearty  cheers  as  the  vehicles  were  drawn 
through  the  streets  during  the  course  of  the  parade. 

DIRECTED  BY  BOMBS. 

Credit  for  the  success  of  the  parade  was  not  given  entirely  to  Odd 
Fellows,  for  there  were  hundreds  of  members  of  Rebekah  lodges  in  the 
procession.  The  women  were  responsible  to  a  great  extent,  it  is  said, 
for  the  floats  that  added  to  the  beauty  of  the  pageant. 

The  parade,  which  formed  at  Meridian  and  Sixteenth  Streets,  pre- 
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sented  upon  its  approach  to  the  downtown  district  a  solid  front  of  red 
fire  and  fiying  insignias  of  Odd  Fellows  lodges  from  all  portions  of  the 
nation.  The  movements  of  the  march  were  directed  from  the  top  of 
the  Odd  Fellows  building,  Pennsylvania  and  Washington  Streets,  where 
bombs  fired  at  intervals  directed  the  marshals  to  move  the  divisions 
of  the  marching  line. 

During  two  hours  the  top  of  the  Odd  Fellows  building  was  kept  ablaze 
with  a  fireworks  display  that  could  be  seen  from  all  portions  of  the 
city.  Hundreds  of  dollars  worth  of  bombs  and  sky  rockets  were  fired, 
and  red  torches  were  lighted  in  such  numbers  that  from  Meridianv 
Street  the  building  seemed  to  have  been  fired. 

The  first  column  of  the  parade  was  scheduled  to  move  at  7.30  o’clock, 
but  it  was  not  until  an  hour  later  that  a  squad  of  mounted  police  in¬ 
formed  police  along  the  line  of  march  to  clear  the  streets  completely. 

CROWD  GATHERS  EARLY. 

Traffic  was  blocked  for  five  hours,  during  which  200  patrolmen 
struggled  to  keep  the  eager  public  from  breaking  through  parade  lines 
and  thus  interfering  with  the  demonstration.  Until  6  o’clock  in  the 
evening  it  was  believed  by  the  members  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
who  had  the  parade  in  charge,  that  the  crowd  would  not  be  as  large 
as  anticipated. 

It  was  early  in  the  evening  that  these  fears  were  dispelled,  when, 
seemingly  from  all  directions,  crowds  began  to  throng  the  streets,  im¬ 
peding  traffic  even  an  hour  before  the  formation  of  the  parade  had 
been  scheduled.  Two  hours  before  the  parade  was  supposed  to  ad¬ 
vance  thousands  of  persons  sought  positions  of  advantage  to  view  the 
spectacle,  and  by  7  o’clock  in  the  evening  windows  in  buildings  along 
the  line  of  march  and  on  Monument  Place  were  thronged. 

Conservative  estimates  by  police  numbered  the  crowd  around  the 
Soldiers’  and  Sailors’  Monument  at  25,000.  From  Sixteenth  Street  to 
Washington  Street,  and  along  that  thoroughfare  past  the  points  fixed 
in  line  of  march,  the  sidewalks  were  crowded  from  the  curb  on  to  the 
lawns. 

Superintendent  of  Police  Hyland,  Captain  of  Detectives  Holtz  and 
other  officers  advanced  a  short  distance  before  the  first  division  had 
been  completed.  The  officers  were  followed  by  a  platoon  of  police  and 
the  Indianapolis  Military  Band. 

PATRIARCHS  HEAD  LINE. 

General  Marshal  Will  A.  Morris,  of  Frankfort,  Ind.,  followed,  leading 
a  squad  of  more  than  a  score  of  assistant  marshals.  Members  of  the 
Patriarchs  Militant  degree,  by  right  of  being  a  military  order,  led  all 
the  Odd  Fellows  in  the  line  of  march. 

The  military  order  was  headed  by  Gen.  M.  A.  Raney,  commanding 
officer  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  Fred  B.  Groom,  Militant  Secretary, 
and  Maj.-Gen.  E.  W.  Bradford,  Chief  of  Gen.  Raney’s  staff,  followed  in 
advance  of  visiting  departments  of  the  military  order. 

The  advance  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  presented  a  gorgeous  spec¬ 
tacle  of  color  and  mf^rtial  array.  Cheered  by  the  thousands,  the  expert 
drill  teams  of  Odd  Fellows  lodges  of  the  world,  which  followed,  pre¬ 
sented  various  formations,  marching  in  fours,  eights  and  sixteens, 
many  cantons  presenting  a  solid  front  of  twenty-eight  men  in  their 
advance.

AMENDMENTS  TO  EXISTING  LAWS,  ETC. 

1.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  contemplating  the  amend¬ 
ment  of  existing  laws  or  the  revision  of  decisions  heretofore  rendered, 
shall,  when  presented  for  the  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be 
accompanied  by  a  copy  of  that  section  of  the  law  to  be  affected,  or  of 
the  decision,  as  the  same  would  read  if  amended.  (1893,  page  13,421.) 

2.  Resolved,  That  all  motions  or  resolutions  introduced  into  this 
Sovereign  Grand  Body  and  referred  to  committees  shall  be  numbered 
consecutively  ty  the  Grand  Secretary  and  printed  in  the  Daily  Journal 
and  when  reported  from  committee  for  action  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  reference  to  said  resolutions  by  its  appropriate  number  shall  be 
sufficient  identification  thereof  without  repeating  its  provisions  at 
length  in  the  committee  report.  (1899,  pages  378,  402,  416.) 

APPEALS. 

3.  A  member,  or  members,  of  a  Subordinate  Grand  Body  may  appeal 
to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  without  consent,  the  only  condition 
being  that  the  decision  of  the  Subordinate  Grand  Body  shall  stand  as 
final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
(Article  I,  Section  4,  Constitution;  Journal  1883,  pages  9325,  9442;  and 
1885,  pages  9984-9994,  10,151.) 

4.  A  Past  Grand,  a  member  of  a  State  Grand  Body,  may  appeal  to 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  without  consent  of  the  State  Grand  Body 
in  case  of  a  claim  for  benefits  made  by  him.  (1885,  pages  9984,  9994, 
10,151.) 

Appeals  may  also  be  had  by  a  member  of  the  Order  as  a  matter  of 
right  from  a  decision  of  a  Grand  Lodge  or  a  Grand  Encampment;  but  in 
all  cases  the  decision  shall  be  final  and  conclusive  until  reversed  by 
The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  on  an  appeal  therefrom.  (1911,  page  393.) 

5.  A  subordinate  lodge  cannot  appeal  without  permission  of  its  State 
Grand  Lodge,  except  in  the  case  of  an  expelled  lodge  which  has  sur¬ 
rendered  its  effect.  (1848,  page  1283;  and  1858,  pages  2860,  2925,  2963.) 

6.  Individual  members  of  lodges  or  encampments  under  the  imme¬ 
diate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  may  appeal.  (1832- 
33,  pages  119,  120,  131.) 

7.  The  records  in  all  caseis  of  appeals  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  so  as  to  reach  him  by  Wednesday  preceding  the  second  Mon¬ 
day  in  September  in  each  year,  so  that  they  may  be  furnished  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Anneals  by  the  morning  of  the  Wednesday  following,  and 
that  the  briefs  of  both  appellants  and  appellees,  if  printed  at  all,  shall 
be  printed  separate  and  apart  from  the  record.  (1891,  page  12,681.) 

8.  Appeal  papers  must  be  furnished  by  the  appealing  parties,  printed 
in  pamphlet  ^orm  on  a  page  of  the  same  size  as  that  of  the  printed  Jour- 
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nal  of  Proceedings  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1855,  pages  2493, 
2499,  2521;  1880,  pages  8367,  8469.) 

9.  It  is  not  required  that  the  record  in  appeals  from  the  action  of 
subordinates  under  the  immediate  jurisdiction  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  shall  be  printed.  (1882,  pages  8840,  9025,  9101.) 

10.  Appellants  must  furnish  250  copies  of  all  appeal  papers,  as  re¬ 
quired  by  the  legislation  of  1855  and  the  legislation  of  1875,  found  on 
page  6562  of  the  Journal.  (1885,  page  10,049;  1897,  page  15,509.) 

11.  In  all  appeals  to  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  it  shall  be  required 
of  the  appellants  to  send  with  their  papers  a  certified  copy  of  the  Con¬ 
stitution  and  By-Laws  of  their  Grand  Body,  of  the  Constitution  for 
subordinates  and  of  the  By-Laws  of  the  subordinate  lodge  or  encamp¬ 
ment  involved  in  the  appeal.  (1886,  page  10,481.) 

12.  The  statement  of  facts  must  be  certified  under  the,  Seal  of  the. 
Grand  Body  and  the  signatures  of  the  Grandj  Master  and  Grand  Secre¬ 
tary  or  Grand  Patriarch  and  Grand  Scribe,  as  the  case  may  be.  The 
signatures  must  be  written.  (1863,  page  3532;  1893,  pages  13,430,  13,563;

13.  The  appeal  must  show  that  the  Grand  Body  appealed  from  has 
given  its  consent  to  the  appellant,  except  in  the  case  of  a  suspended  or 
expelled  subordinate  that  has  surrendered  its  effects  and  as  provided 
in  Sections  3,  4  and  6  above.  (1864,  pages  3684,  3698;  1865,  pages  3833,i

14.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  shall  send  to  the  Committee 
on  Appeals  no  record  of  appeal  unless  the  same  is  certified,  as  by  our 
laws  required;  and  when  any  appeal  shall  be  received  by  the  (Irand 
Secretary,  not  so  certified,  he  shall  immediately  return  it  for  proper 
certification.  (1898,  pages  16,013,  16,050.) 

15.  Resolved,  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  to  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  the  appellant,  at  the  time  the  appeal  is  filed,  shall  notify  the 
appellee  of  such  filing;  and  thereafter  either  party  filing  any  argument 
or  brief  shall  serve  a  copy  on  the  opposite  party.  When  a  Grand  Lodge 
is  appellee  such  service  shall  be  by  sending  the  copy  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary  of  such  Grand  Lodge.

16.  The  Grand  Secretary  is  authorized  and  required  to  announce  that

COMPENSATION  OF  COMMITTEEMEN. 

18.  Resolved,  That  the  compensation  allowed  committeemen  who  may 
render  services  for  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  during  the  recess  shall 
be  the  same  as  that  allowed  Representatives  in  regular  session,  viz., 
$5.00  per  day  while  in  actual  session,  and  five  cents  per  mile  traveled  to 
and  from  the  place  of  meeting,  to  be  computed  by  the  nearest  route 
traveled  to  such  place.  But  no  salaried  officer  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
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Lodge  shall  receive  any  per  diem  compensation  for  such  services.  (1908,

19.  Resolved,  That  the  members  of  the  Committees  on  Appeals  and  of 
the  Judiciary  who,  because  of  their  having  to  attend  the  meetings  of  said 
committees  in  advance  of  the  sessions  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body, 
are  unable  to  avail  themselves  of  the  reduced  rates  of  transportation 
given  to  its  meetings,  shall  be  allowed  and  have  added  to  their  regular 
mileage,  as  computed  generally  for  the  members  of  this  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  the  amount  of  extra  transportation  expense,  if  any,  so 
incurred  by  such  members  of  said  committees.  (1910,  pages  805,  828.) 

20.  Resolved,  That  when  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  or  by- 
Laws  of  this  Body  is  proposed,  the  section  proposed  to  be  amended  shall 
be  set  forth  at  length  in  the  resolution  proposing  the  amendment  and 
also  the  changes  proposed  and  the  section  as  it  would  read  should  the 
proposed  amendment  be  adopted. 

21.  Whereas,  Article  XXI  of  the  Constitution  of  this  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  provides  that  any  amendment  to  that  instrument,  “  If  agreed  to 
by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present,  on  a  call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,”  shall  become  part  of  such  Constitution. 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  opinion  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  that 
in  contemplation  of  said  constitutional  provision  no  member  can  be 
deemed  “  present  on  a  call  of  the  yeas  and  nays  ”  whose  vote,  or  that  of 
his  colleague  for  him,  does  not  appear  upon  the  roll-call  of  the  yeas 
and  nays,  unless  he  is  excused  by  a  vote  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
from  voting.  (1878,  page  7891.) 

DAILY  JOURNAL,  ETC. 

22.  Resolved,  That  each  OiRcer,  Past  Grand  Sire,  and  Grand  Represen¬ 
tative  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall,  on  or  before  the  opening  day 
of  the  annual  session,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  practicable,  fur¬ 
nish,  in  duplicate,  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  a  mailing  list  of  names 
and  addresses  of  the  persons,  not  exceeding  nine  in  number,  to  whom 
he  desires  to  have  mailed  the  Daily  Journal  of  Proceedings;  and  the 
Grand  Secretary  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  employ  a  clerk  or 
assistant,  at  a  sum  not  to  exceed  the  per  diem  allowed  Grand  Represen¬ 
tatives,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  prepare  and  mail  each  day  the  Journal 
of  Proceedings  to  the  persons  whose  names  and  addresses  shall  have 
been  so  furnished  as  aforesaid — necessary  postage  to  be  provided  by 
this  Grand  Lodge.  (1908,  page  621.) 

23.  Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Officers  be 
mailed  to  each  Representative  and  Past  Grand  Sire  two  weeks  prior  to 
the  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1892,  pages  13,170,  13,197; 
1896,  pages  14,881,  14,932,  15,016.) 

24.  Resolved.  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is  hereby,  directed 
to  furnish  the  Fraternal  Press  with  a  copy  of  the  Officers’  Reports  and 
each  day’s  proceedings  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1900,  pages 
834,  851,  875.) 

25.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Officers  be  requested,  at  the  same  time 
they  forward  advance  copies  of  their  reports  to  Grand  Representatives, 
to  also  forward  copies  of  such  reports  to  each  Fraternal  Journal  pub¬ 
lished  in  the  interest  of  Odd  Fellowship,  and  which  shall  regularly 
send  a  copy  of  its  publication  to  the  office  of  the  Grand  Secretary, 
(1900,  pages  958,  964.) 
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26.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  be  hereby  authorized  to  send  the  Annual  Reports  of  the  Grand 
Sire,  Grand  Secretary,  and  Adjutant-General,  and  Grand  Treasurer  to 
all  Grand  Secretaries,  Grand  Scribes,  and  Secretaries  of  Rebekah 
Assemblies  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  meeting  of  The  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.

The  Grand 
Secretaries  and  Grand  Scribes  shall  notify  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  within  fifteen  days  after  October  1st  of  each 
year  how  many  lodges  or  encampments  there  were  in  his  Jurisdiction 
on  said  date,  and  the  Grand  Secretary  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  .Lodge 
shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  received  in  sending  out  the  Journal  of 
Proceedings.  In  case  he  receives  no  communication  from  the  Grand 
Secretary,  or  Grand  Scribe,  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  figures  in  his 
last  report  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  (1902,  pages  955,  970.) 

31.  Resolved,  That  the  Grand  Secretary  be,  and  he  is,  hereby  in¬ 
structed  to  hereafter  furnish  to  each  canton  working  under  a  charter 
from  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  one  copy  of  the  Journal  of  Proceed¬ 
ings.  (1906,  pages  704,  738,  763.) 

DONATIONS. 

32.  Resolved,  That  as,  under  the  organic  construction  of  the  Order, 
the  Sovereign  Body  possesses  only’such  means  as  will  enable  it  to  exist 
with  financial  credit  to  itself,  it  is  inexpediept  and  improper  to  make 
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donations  of  any  character,  books,  supplies,  money,  etc.,  not  immedi¬ 
ately  appertaining  to  it  and  its  necessities;  furthermore,  be  it 

Resolved,  That  the  foregoing  resolution  is  considered  as  a  standing 
rule  that  shall  not  be  altered  or  repealed  except  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  twenty-one  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator 
and  Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia,  New 
Zealand,  and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America 
in  which  the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a 
Grand  Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  local  legislation,”  be,  and  the  same  is,  hereby  amended  by 
striking  therefrom  the  word  twenty-one  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof 
the  word  twenty,  so  that  said  section  when  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

“  Sec.  2.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  admission  to  the  Order  except 
free  white  males  of  good  moral  character  who  have  arrived  at  the  age 
of  twenty  years,  and  who  believe  in  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
Preserver  of  the  Universe;  provided,  that  in  Australia,  New  Zealand, 
and  other  countries  not  on  the  Continent  of  North  America  in  which 
the  Order  has  been  or  may  hereafter  be  established,  and  a  Grand 
Lodge  or  Grand  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall  be 
left  to  local  legislation.” — Journal,  Page  307.

and  a  Grand  Lodge  or  Lodges  formed,  the  qualifications  as  to  age  shall 
be  left  to  local  legislation.” — Journal,  Page  381. 

AMENDMENT  TO  SECTION  1,  ARTICLE  I.
